known to anv of his predeceffors, and 
prubably to the moft diRinguifiied Peer 
of former times. 

During the runainder of Lord North's 
adminiRration Lor d Tliuilow fupported 
the meafurcs of Government. Ht con- 
tinutd in his poll while L(»rd Shelburne 
w 9 s at the head of affairs; but on the 
enttance of the Coalition AdminiRration 
bi wts difiniffcd from his office, and for 
the firft time became an oppofer of Mi- 
nifteis. It! this firuation he did not ict 
main long. The Coalition was driven 
out by the united voice of the people, and 
tb^ChantclIor once more refumed his 
cmplovmcnt. Since that period every 
tranlaflion is within the rccolle^ion of 
our readers. To praife as it-defcrves 
I.K>ru Thuilow's conduft during the Re¬ 
gency Bill, we lhall not attempt. To 
have received the acknuMledgetnents of 
both King and people at the fame time is 
not the fortune of many. It cannot, 
However, be too often noticed, or too 
rnurli applauded. Where fo much mag¬ 
nanimity exills, it would be invidious to 
notice fome circumRances, not cunneflei 
with the public, which might be men¬ 
tioned as unfavourable to an undiminifhed 
euiogiuni. Thefe we fball pal's over, and 
conclude with u wifh, that this natioii 
may never want a man of equal probity, 
ftiife, and fpiiit, to aff.R 111 dircifjng it§ 
operations.

For the proof of this we need not 
look far back, 1 appielicnd^ into .the 
Hiftory of England, to contemplate thd 
time when the dark fpirl^of fanaiicifm 
C Aid 
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its baneful influences o^'cr every 
P'rnerof ihenaiinii) even our day of pe¬ 
culiar hrightnefs is too much obfcuied by 
the fiihle aud chilling (hades of religious 
dil'pute. We hear conliant complaiirts of 
the litilr piogrcfs that Ibber pra6licil rc* 
liglon gains among us, and of ihe confe- 
quent •nciesfe of wild enthufi^’m and uf 
more penurious infidelity. Theic are, 
iindoubtc'll), other caufes which contri¬ 
bute to ihefe evils ; but I think wc may 
be ccrKiin that the general prevalence of 
the T}*hit of f OHtroverJy is ap lead one 
cnnfiderable louice of tlinn.

Hence, eager to 
be emuncipated Horn the traces of difci- 
pline, if tiicy po(l?fs any conUdeiable 
fliare of vivuefi), t!»ey too often precipi¬ 
tate then I jIvcs, nude* the tond idea of 
hberty, into the molt dangernus liccn- 
,^'ionlncfb of opinion and pr thee. And, 
alas* tivjieare too many aged deceiv'ds 
who joyfully takenptni them the netmiotis 
office of guiding ih^ unhappy youths 
throiiffi) the mazes of error- Undtr rh-* 
fpecious pica of freeJorn of enquiry, iht-fo 
grave advocates fot infiiifUty lead their 
tafeinated pupils far enough from the 
plain, hut pleafant aborits of peace ar.<i 
virtue j and, by gradirally dripping tlieiii 
of the principles of relisjious veracity, 
p)'''pjre them for the galling and ignomi¬ 
nious fiiackles of vice.

the ancient Tiagedy confined itfclf, 
like fome other of hs propeities, leems 
owing to tl?e chorus, i;s K^iuntous pa., 
rent, for which it alw.iys retained an tn-^ 
fanttne veneratiofi*. As the choius nevw 
quitted the ftage, and occafidnally held 
dialogue with the peribns of iht draim, 
it was neceflary that the rtprtfentaiiun 
fhould proceeil from the heginningto the 
end without jnttiiu}itian ; a piadice that 
implied alfo an unify of j hcc ^equally 
ftiift. .-*Uence the poet was comj'elled to 
chufir for his fuhjc^ tlir teimbiating ac^* 
tions of an affaii only ; fuch ns wvre ia« 
piilty coiiveiging to a catiftiophe, and 
which mud nec.^s li.ippen 'Aiihin a little 
time, and in the lame place.

the Rohilla Monger Goolam Ka^ir Khaun towards the King Shaw 
Allcm and his Family* ' 

{Extra^'ed from Pafer^ written by an Engmsh General Officer who wa? 

an Eye-witnefs of the Tranfaftions.l 


H owever locking part of the 
following recital muft be to every 
mah of common humanity, we could not, 
upon a fifbieft fo very mterefilng, hold 
ourfelves exeq^ed i» keeping it back, 
from the public eye. Such event* as 
thefe convey an ample fud^ for moral 
inftruflion. They teach us at one View 
the uncertainty ot human life, and the 
miferies that await mankind, when fa- 
vage power, without reftraint, is letlooie 
upon them; and, by comparKon, they 
fatisl^ every man who is born to a pri¬ 
vate (lation, thA brought to be con¬ 
tented, and thankful for his lot.. 

The Mogul, who for fcveral years 
paft has been principally dependent o'n 
fuch of his principal fervants (the up- 
ftarts of the day) as by intrigue or force 
become polfeded of the cities of Delhi 
and Agra, with their neighbouring terri¬ 
tories, and adminiftration of his affairs, 
was di-ivtn, fomc time ago, as a laflr refort, 
to the neceflitv of calling in the Malt- 
ratta chief MadajiiC: Sindiah, with a large 
army, to put an end to the enoimities of 
which, without being able to give a re¬ 
medy, lie was obliged not Gnly to be an 
eye vvitnefs, but forced (to the great de¬ 
gradation of the difiinAions conleired) to 
bellow on the fucciTsfu] competitors for 
the government of the above cities and 
depending diArifls, fuch honours and 
titles as they chofc to demand, however 
oppufue to the King's intereft ; for fuch 
is the rcfpe£l p-iid to, and veneration 
ftiU held for,^he decrees of the illuftrious 
houfe of Tijpur, by the great body of 
the people in the north of India, that 
no fucccfbful conqueror would 6nd it an 
eafy matter to reconcile the bulk tp his 
government, without having prcvioully 
obtained thofc giants and inveditures 
•from the couit or Delhi, however obtain¬ 
ed ; and which even the Britifh nation, 

. in the midft of their viflories, were happy 
to procuic for the government of Ben- 
gal, tl >ough the iword had already 
arquircdtS^'li^t country for us which 
formed the bafjs of our former conne£lion 
with the Mo^l, by his conferring on us 
tile Dewmnee grant, or power of collc£l- 
ing tborevenues of Bengal.

many of our readers may not have paid 

E reviouS;attention to the revolutions at 
>elhi which led to the late one, attend¬ 
ed with fuch horrid and monflrous a61s 
of barbarity. 

Madajee Sindiah, on his arrival 
in the country with a powerful army, 
found the Mogul generals fo divided, 
that, either by intrigue, bribery, or 
force, be not only reduced them to or- 
dei, but had the addrefs to fo far recon¬ 
cile them, that they ai ranged tliemfclves, 
with their troops, under his banners, on 
his fecuring to feme of them the mili¬ 
tary tenures in the country from whence 
they drew their former iubriftence. This 
I'yftem, however ill calculated to fc- 
cure the Mahrattas a pcsmaiient foot¬ 
ing in their new acquiiitions, did not al¬ 
ter that held for fomc time pad towards 
the Mogul by his own generals. Sin¬ 
diah centinu^ to hold his conquefi, *for 
as fuch he looked upon it, in the fame 
independent manner; obtaining the fapie 
and greater titles and honours from the 
Mogul than had bceh conferred on the 
principal of the former. Had Sindiah, 
however, been fatished with ihcfe advan¬ 
tages ; which, even in a pecuniary point 
of view, would add, when the country 
fettled, near two crorcs of rupees, or two 
mijlions ilerling a year to his revenue; he 
might, ailillcd by his powerful refourccii 
from the Mahratta country, have confi- 
derably improved them, and made fomu 
progrefs towariSs a permanency of fitua- 
ttion. Inlicad, huwetcr, of this, by un¬ 
warrantable demands on the neigh bour- 
ingRajapoot princes, he exafperated this 
brave and warlike race of Hindoos, in¬ 
habiting a hilly country, the principal 
capital of which is Joinaghur, a city of 
great beauty and iplcndo\tr, and the 
principal feat of religion with the above 
tribes, amongft whom it is held in great 
veneration, 't he priuccs who have hllcd 
this throne have lung been celebrated for 
their piety, partitularly for their liberal 
encouragement to dve aits and feicnces; 
and in the above town, thobgb tooo 
miles within-laod, is to be feen an oh: 
fervatory of European nfu£l«iro,, fajid M, 
have been ere£led by the Jefqiii^'“^The 
Kbja oPJoinaghur, di(4ainiDgtl8vj^ mif 
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toSindiah’s demands, left the erent to 

tlie fortune of war. Sindiah marched to 

beHcKc his capital. The Joinaghu^Kaja 

Was, howercr, joined byanother powerful 

prince of his tribe, the Raia of Oudipoor; 

and thefegamed over tu their iide fevcral of 

the Mogul chiefs, with their forces, who, 

as above mentioned, had ranged them* 

felves under Siudiah's banner, on his 

firft reduction of them ;*and amongll 

thefe one of great note, tiillcd Mahomed 

Beg Aindance, whole particular diHi/* 

fe^lion tu Sindiah had been of fumo* 

ftanding, from ill treatment. The 

united forces of the Rajapoots and dif-* 

alfe^led Moguls now become foirnidable, 

inarched to attack Mndajec bindiah ; and 

a Woody battle enfued in the neighljour- 

hood of Joinaghur. The Rajapoots 

charged the Mahiattas feveral times with 

extraordinary courage: the latter gav? 

way, and were running in diforder, pur- 

fued by tlie Ratoreans, a leleCt body of 

cavalry and infantiv belonging to the 

Oudipoor Raja, when tlic good con- 

duft of Major De Boigne’s regiment 

of lepoys, on the fide of Sindiah, gave 

a tuin to the day. The linn (land of 

■ 

this corps repelled the repeated attacks 
of the Ratoreans, and did th.eii' com¬ 
mander, Major Dc Boigne, much cre- 
" dit, who, after great llau^hter, put the 
Rajapoots to the rout. As foon as they 
gave way, the retreating Mahrsttas and 
Moguls rallied, and, in their turn, 
charged the Rajapoots. The viciloiy 
declared iifelfin favour of Sindiah. Ma¬ 
homed Beg Amdanec, the Mogul chief. 
On the fide of the Rajapoots was kilhd, 
and on both fidcs many other/ of lefs 
note. 

Two days after the viffory the re¬ 
maining Mogul trodps with Sindiah, his 
fepoys, and other corpsr demandt^ their 
pay, due for fcveral months. Sindinh, 
however, elated with his vi‘ifory, treated 
them with contempt j they accordingly 
mutinied, and threatened to go to the 
Joinaghur fide, if not paid. Sindiah not 
l^tisFying them, they delerted to the 
RajapooPS. This dcleition left him 
with his Muhrattas only, and Ma** 
jor De Boi^rne s regiment of fepoys s the 
fear of worfe made him retrett haftily 
t6 Agra, with thefe few remains of at 
leaft 100,000 men. Not thinking him- 
fafe under the walls of that city» he 
retreated (hemefully 8o miles farther to 
Oualior, a ilrong fortrefs in the Mah-. 
ratta country, abandoning every thing tcit

his enemies, who hr thought were in clo& 
purfuit of him, though the Rajapoots had 
nor moved From the place where the battle 
had been given in the neiglibourhood yf 
joinaghur. By Sindiah's running away 
out uf thf country, his ofiicc uf eouife 
under the Moeul v abandoned. How¬ 
ever we migl’.t have icafnn to regret this 
lofs, from the good undcrflandiiig which, 
(Incc our late peace with the Mahrattas, 
has fubflfied between m and Madajee 
Sindiah, the horrid baibaritics which the 
faid lol's was the caul'c of towni ds the Mo¬ 
gul,(unparalleled in thehiftory ofihe pre- 
fent times) will make us ever lament that 
the reftriflions laid on our government in 
India, confining them, at that diftalice, 
within the letter of limited inftruMiont, 
Ihoyld make us become iuaflive fpcflators 
of fi'ch a feene,' with the pnw*r in our 
hands to prevent if, without riik or ex« 
p^pcc, when the national honuiit and iii- 
tered was fu much concerned, sot tu fay 
humanity and found policv* OnSindinh’s 
ab'tidc'ning the above tenitories a Ro- 
hilla chief, named Guolam Kadif Khaim* 
(whofe territories border on thofe of 
the Nabob of Oucle) a byc-ftander du¬ 
ring the alrove contcfls, availing himfeif 
of Sindiah's abfence, immediately huilen- 
ctl up to Delhi with a few followers, and 
forcing himfeif iito the Mogul’s prefence 
at court, mentioned Slndiah's defeat, and 
demanded the office of F.inir ul Omrah. 
The Kiiig refufing it, he boldly repeated 
his demand ro be mtide Emi> ul Omrah, (T 
mtnacLd the foveieign with the lofs of hia 
head. The Mogul at luff, through feat, 
complied, niut, though in the middle of hit 
capital and attendants, conferred the titU 
on this favHgc Rohilla, Gooiam Kadir 
Khaun, who had not loo men in hit 
fuitc, and who immediately, on obtaining 
the above title, proceeded to puifuB vicf 
tury ayainfl Sindiah,* attacking the fe-* 
vcral forts the lafter had pofTcfied 
himfeif of in that nc.ghhourhond, belongs 
ing formerly to the jcuts, Machcri 
and Agra } for which pui pofc he joined 
his fpreet 3vhh thofe of the late MahO" 
med Beg Xmdanee, now commanded by * 
IfmaelBegy a brother of the late com-' 
mandcr, and pofTefTed himfeif of every) 
fore in that quarter in Sindiah's pnfleP 
Aon, excepting that of Agra. To tl^jp 
place they laid Aege, Ifmad Beg on on* 
fide, and Gcolam Kadir on die other. 
After they had lain'.before it about 
fortnight, the MaltraUM, from Gudiinrs^ 
with Major D« Boignci eWcavoured tot 
D # raife 
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raife the (let'em but without fucccfs. Atl 
this time the Rajapoots did not move 
a ftep from the fpot in their own £^oun- 
gry where they had attacked Sindiah; 
wifliing to convince the iattePi that they 
had ttu other obje^ in lighting him than 
that of defending tlicir country) appie- 
henfive as they werCi in the event of his 
retrieving his aflairs, that they might 
fuficr for any further huftile attempts 
they might make on him. ‘They ac- 
cuidiogly now remained ioaflive* as did 
alfo the Mogul, iefuling to declare 
openly for any party, but endeavouring 
to cultivate a good undei Handing with 
alU particularly with Smdiali; to whom 
the King wrote, that though he had 
cdhferred the office of Emir ul Omrah 
on Gwilain Kadir Khaun, it war' by 
tompulfisn: tliough there is not a 
doubt but the Kingi as well as every 
other Mahomedau, wilhed to fee ';he 
Mahrattas ex))clled from his domi¬ 
nions. The liege of Agra Hill hold¬ 
ing our, Goolam Kadir Khaun marched 
to reduce feveral places. At laft, finding 
the King appeared iother more inclined 
to fuppoit hindiali, and not being able to 
raife money for his tioops, he now en^ 
deavoured to make friends at Delhi, hav¬ 
ing made himfclf particularly obnoxious 
at that Coutt during hiedate vifit j w here 
after the King had conferred the above- 
mentioned title on him, he endeavoured to 
feiM<b(cpalace} and for this purpoie had 
et^a- battery againfi it, and was be- 
fieging* it when the news of Major Dc 
Boigne's approach with th« Mahrattas 
from Gualiur to rail'e the fiage of Agra, 
cbligcd hiln to haften to the afliftance of 
Ifinael Beg, whom he left before this 
|dace, for the red u A ton of which he now 
- Kcame particularly anxious, but could 
iearce make any imprcliion on it. 

The Mahratu Army was Itill at Gua- 
lior, very much tiiifiatislifd with the enn- 
duft of thdi; commander Sindiah. This 
civ(Uinftanoe encouraged C*oo1 am Kadir 
Khaun to go-again to D^i to get mo¬ 
ney topny hie troops, wc^e become

Delhi, where the royal palace is fituatedt 
who indantly t<K»k poPclfion of both. 
ThesMugul in vain protefied againft 
this violence. Af length he diffcmnleda 
on the Nazir and Goolam Kadir’s pro- 
ftrating themfelves before the throne, de¬ 
claring they were his flaves, the lup- 
^Niiters of the Mahomedan religion, 
and would din in the defence of Shaw 
Allum and his family} lequcding that 
his iVlajelly, King «,f Kings, would 
open the luck of i.is Vicncficence, and al* 
'j|ow him (Goolam Kadii) his Have, the 
means of fupporting the Muffulman ar- 
‘*iny againll the infidel Hindoo Mahrattas, 
the enemies of Mahomed. The King 
pretended it was out of his power to 
allill tliem with money : the applfcatioi 
was renewed, but to no puipufe. While 
this WHS going on, the Nazir and an old 
*lady within the walls, wife to Mahomed 
Shaw (who was on the throne of Delhi 
at the time of Koitli Kh«n's invafion in 
1739, named Mulkzimanee) were adopt¬ 
ing mcalures to hare the giiindlbn of the 
latter placed on the thtonc, for wiiich 
I'ervice (be proniij'ed to pay Goolam 
Kadir Khaun 15 lacks of rupees, or 
150,000!. fierling on the fpot, with a 
promife of more ample fiipplies after* 
wHids i and the Nazir promilcd to point 
out where the treafure of the reigning 
king was depnfited. Goolam Kadir, on 
receiving tliele overtures, began to treat 
the latter with cruel feverity, who im¬ 
mediately wrote to Sindiah to come to 
his relief; and that if he would expel 
Goolam Kadir and his Robillas, h« 
Ihould receive a leward of ten lacks 
of rupees, or 100,000 1 . ftcrling. The 
treacherous Nazir acquainted Goolam 
Kadir with the contents of this letter, 
who had It iuterccptld, and immediately 
impnfoned the King, demanding the mo¬ 
ney which this letter pioved he was in 
poiTrfiion of, and rebuking him for his 
conduft in endeavouring to call the 
Hindoos to his alHIlance, at a time that 
tl • MuiTulmen were fiicrificing the'r 
lives for him and their religion. The 
King, however, perfifted in refufing to 
pay any money; and Goolam Kadir hav¬ 
ing determined within himfclf to depofe 
him, he was accordingly made a clofe 
prifoncr j and Bidder Bux, the grandfon 
of Mahomed Shaw, whom the old 
Begum had b^en exerting herfclf in 
favour of, was placed on the throne, 
and proclaimed Kin^ under the name of 
Bidder Shaw. The old King’s famUf,

'I'hc firft is the author of a publica¬ 
tion which he calls ** A Vindication of 
tlic Authenticity of the Paiian Cliio- 
nicle.” 

W This writer has copied the tranfiation 
OT the infciiption tion/ for worr/as it 
(lands in the l)i{rcrtation, except in a few 
P'llTagcs, wheicin he has given us foinc 
trifling alterations. For inflance: In- 
ftcad of “ Deucalion efcaped the rains,” 
he lays, •' Dcuralion fled from the rains.” 
inflead of “ Xerxes cur [a navigable 
canal] through Atho.,’’ he fays, “iXcrxes 
dug through Arhoh.” Inflead of “ [tor- 
lents of liquid] fire flowed round ^tua,*’ 
he tranflates the w<j|-ds, “ fitc flowed 
round Aitna.” Having made tw'o or 
three other variations of the moft Infig- 
nifleant kind, merely, as it feerqs, for the 
fake of alteration, he informs his readets, 

that it was thought proper to print the 
original Greek, w-ith a Latin and En¬ 
glish tranllatiou, that readers of every 
deferiptiof. may underfland the fubjeu 
or the prefent controverfy.’’

Greek and Latin, the Vindicator may 
iiidtid plead as gieat a right to them as 
the Dilfcrtutor f •, but as he has takin 
thenPA/ rat'nf I torn the copy p^flxed to 
the DilTtrtatiou, h^s re publication can 
only be confidcred as a poiiciCHl ichemc 
in the art of book-making. 

This writer htJwevcr has not con¬ 
tented himfclf wnh the foicgolng dcpie- 
d ition.

In the funner cafc) the avhhur 
fpiiaks on the princiidcs, or the fuppo- 
lition of tliofc who contend for its au¬ 
thenticity i in the latter, he ex^rclTus his 
own opinion. This* mode of argumen¬ 
tation is univcrrally allowed on all fuh- 
je.'lsj without anv imputation of conira-

“ Nothing can account for the credit 
which this ridiculous infeription gained, 
but the igoojance, the fupcirtition, and 
credulity of the Spaniards^ at the com¬ 
mencement of the 16th c'ntuiy."—Ac¬ 
cording to this admirable geographer, 
Vitci bo was in Spam ! 

This ingenious ss’riter fetms as well 
acquainted with clartical learning as he 
is with geography.

In page ii9» (peaking of Lord Mac- 
leod's leturn to Madias, he fays* there 
was a mifunderfianding between his Lord- 
Ihip and General Stuart concerning prio¬ 
rity of rank-—Now it was impofliblc that 
there could be any difputc on this head, 
becaufe General Stuart was a General 
OfHccr both in Euinpc and in India, when 
LordMacieod was only a Colonel. Ixnd 
Maclcod returned from the nriny to 
Madras on account nf bad bcaltli. 

In page tto he fays, that Gen. Stuart, 
in the march to Trivadi, commanded in 
the rear. Jt is known to the whole 
aimv tliatGcneial Stuait on that oaafion 
led ill front. 

In page 268 he fays, after daring the 
fituation of the French flerr, “ The na- 
coiiclufion now was, iliat tht; gar- 
rid^ of Madras vas about to be be- 
fiLgra, &c.'* This is a miftakc. At the 
time alluded to. Sir bdward Hughes 
with the firitifli fquadron was otF Fort 
St. George, and not at Trincoinalire; and 
ilieie never wastlie fmalled apprebjcniion 
of Madras being bebeged, or in the 
imallcd danger. ^ 

In page 295, parag. t. he deCchbes 
the retreat of the army under General 
Stuart from Pondicherry,.'^? the lorb of 
Sept- 1782,3$ mjjleriou^ a term meant 
evidently to infinuate a degree of blame 
in the conduct of that commander. Was 
; Captain Munro ignorant th|it Trinco- 
I malice was loft ; that the Britifti fquadron 
i had returned to Madras to the leeward 


ftation, while the Frenoh kept 10 
windwvd } that Hyde.**, whole forM 
was with in a day’s match of ouramy* 
and our troops threatened with 
famine? Yet, even under thelecincum- 
ftances, the fetreat of our army was mat 
precipitate,but orderly and well conditd- 
ed. It marched, not on the lothvof lic|C» 
as flated by Capt- Munro, buton the 1 itb* 
at two in the^afrernoon. T|ie troops get 
to their ground before eieht, and, ca- 
cepting a few random anckets thrown it 
tfie rear guard, there wai no attempt 
made even on the ftraggling followcn 

any enemy. 

In page 337 he fays, that ''General 
Stuart was in a cavalier manner [takeaj 
from his high command, and conducted 
on boai^ a ftiip, Ac.'’—General jjuiflit, 
a^ter dining at Cuddi\|ore, at the Mar¬ 
quis de Bulfy's, with the Comic de in 
Maiclndall the principal Flench offi¬ 
cers, did, in his own time, and at hiso^vn 
difcretioii, embark on board one of hia 
Majetty’s frigates to return to the Prefi- 
dency, after the ceiralion of hoftiiitica 
with the French bad taken place in July 
1783. The command of the Kings 
trodi'S W'HS given by him to Major-(,’c- 
neral Bruce, who remained behind with 
the arihy near to Cuddaloie, and did mat 
return, as ftated by Captain Munto, *’ at 
the fame time and by the faiiic convey¬ 
ance with General Stuart.’’

I N continuation of the controverfy be¬ 
tween Mr. Nccker and Mr. Dc Ca- 
ionne, promifed in a former Number of 
Our Literary Journal, wc aro now to give 
a brief abftia«of Mr- De CaJobne’s cele¬ 
brated letter to t 1 >e King dated the 9th of 
February.

volution m France diinlniiiied ^ts in* 
portance. The novel conftitution, if 
that can be called a cnnftitution whidi 
is yet in embryo j or, to fpeak mow pro¬ 
perly, which is haftily and ruddy framed 
from hcteregepcoua and iarring «mii» 
rtais i cannot, in the ujurturod 
of this profound and experiene^ ftltef- 
man, be lafti^. In thi vift 
and democretieu foiiitMif the Nl|tfbDab> 
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«F th£ Nobility anJ Cler^» and above 
•U of'the fuctfffl(>rs to theC'r^wnj in 
the natural devotion of the geutlemen 
«f the army to him who has the difpcfal 
of it, and who is the fource of prefer* 
meat and honour { in tM contentions 
that may be expected to arife from the 
different circumftances of different pro¬ 
vinces, whether localt inunicipali or mo¬ 
ral i ill a wqrd. from the jai/ing elements 
tl at enter into the coinpofition of this 
sew and fuddew form' of government,' 
Iklr* De Calonne hefitatcs no^ to prediffc 
its diffolution. But its diifnlution he 
thinks will not be cafy : it wdl be vio¬ 
lent and painful; and the worft evil 
that can befal any nation, is the neceffuy 
of wading back to its ancient conllitution 
throa^ ocean of blood. He rcjhcts the 
unwife councils which the King, 

of whofe good intentions he entertains 
the moft perfeft convidtion, had bten in¬ 
duced to polfpone the meeting of the^ 
StateS'General for the fpace of ten 
months, after this meafurc was found 
necefiary to the reftoratiott of ordcifin the 
iinances and of public credit. Had the 
States been immediately convened, while 
the foie objedl that euarofled the piiiblic 
eye was public credit, the King might 
have new-modelled the confiitution of 
the National Affcntiilyi according to the 
exigencies of the times and changes that 
had arifen fince its laft convention. The 
objedf of its convention attai/^ed, it might 
have been piorogued or dillblvcd in 
peace. But an invitation, a requifuion 
had been made even by the Servants 
of the Crown to all lanks and orders of 
citizens, freely lo communirarc their ob- 
fervations on the date of the nation* 
Hence a crowd of writers and Icribblers, 
who recommended oppofite and ideal 
fyfiems of pality; and foroe of whom 
were fo extravrgant as to fuppofe that a 
civil coiiftitution for a great monarchy 
moft complex in its aj£bual ftatc might 
.be formed on the principles of an ori¬ 
ginal coinpafl and of the law of nature. 


In this fituation of affairs IVfn Uli 
Calonne propofes a plan for Attliiig tho 
dfforders of the kingdom, founded on 
this general pf’bctple, of infuiing into 
the conllitution as much of liberty and 
the democratical fpirit as is confiftent 
with the tranquillity of the nation and 
the prefervation of the monarchy ; and 
in the prolheution of this defign, he keeps 
a contlant eye on the conHithtion of En¬ 
gland, without lolia^ l<s;ht of the cir>* 
cumfiiinces pcculiarto the kingdom and 
provinces of Fiance; thus reducing the 
peift'£iion of abftiafted models to the 
level of wha: is capable of being aflually 
cairicd into execution^ 

“ The government of France he con* 
fulers as purely monarchical, and the 
Crown as hcieditary* Both the executive 
and Icgiflative power are vefted in the 
hands of the king with this limilHtion, 
that thev Ihi^l be excrcifed in a conllitu- 
tional manner. Such laws as fball be 
difeufled in the Affembly of the States- 
Gcncial, ftampt with the authority of 
the King with their conlenr, and cleat ly 
digel*cd, Jhall form the naticn:il code of 
coiiftitutional laws.—This code of con - 
llituiional law fliould rceulaic, i The 
ena£ling of laws. z. I'heir pioitiulga- 
tion, execution,and conl'crvaiion. 3. 
dificrert objc£ls which they ouglv!^ to 
em hi ace. 

1. With regard to the enabling of 
laws.—Laws may be divided into fuch as 
arc fundamental^ fuch as are judiciary, 
and I'ucli as are particular. In every 
fundamental law the confent of the na¬ 
tion to be a Jtne qua non, whether any¬ 
thing is to be altered or added.—All 
judiciary laws, while yet in embryo, or 
the fil ft ftages of their formation, to be 
communicated to the chief members of 
the fupreme couits.—Particular laws to 
undergo dcliberatiou only in the king's 
council, care being taken that they fliali 
contain nothing fubverdve of laws funda¬ 
mental and judiciary'.

’to the three grand br^nebes of rural eco¬

'T'HE Church of England in bea Ar- 
tides, her Homilies, and the pre¬ 
face to her Liturgy, has acknowledged 
the exjpediency of uccafional alterations 
an her forms of public worihip. In con¬ 
formity to this leafonable and liberal de¬ 
claration. the Book of Common Prayer 
was frequently reviewed, and improved 
in feveral particulars, during the fpace of 
113 years, between its Arft compilation 
in 1548*, and its revifal in 3661. Since 
that time it has continued widiovia^tera- 
CioD. Yet as very confiderabla itn^ve- 
mnti have been made, durite^tiieUaft 
hundred years, in the refinemSif nf pur 
faaguage, and in every branch of land 


literature, it is prefiyned, that fome 
amendments in our Li^rgy might he at¬ 
tended with great advantage to religion. 

But while this is allowed, it niuft bt 
obfi-rved, that fiich a work requires great 
abilities, exquifite judgment, and pru¬ 
dence, in the 'xecution. And pethapa 
no attempts Ibeuld he made to give thele 
devotional jcompoiiticns an air of modern 
nAnemeotr^or, in any refpeA, to diveft 
them oTj^at venerable fimpliciry and ufty 
affeAed lolemnity which appear in every 
part of our prelent Liturgy, 

The American States, on becomiog in¬ 
dependent, thought themAlvea at liberty 
to model and orgaatxe th^r ivipeAivo

In the Book of punmon Prayer now 
offered to the Prottftant r pifct pal Church 
in the States of New-Yoik, Ne# Jer/ey, 
Penufylvania, DeJaware, MJiryland, Vii- 
l^iiia, ^and South-Carolinay mtft of the 
‘aiteiation* and amendment* propofed by 
the EnjUfti Divine^ in 1689, have been 
pdtmteJ, wjih futh others as ar^thougiit 
fcatonable and expedient. 

In the following extr^d from the pre-‘' 
face, the leader will fte the plan which 
has been puri'ued in this compilation. 

“ The fervic? is arranged lo as to Hand 
as neaily as po/lJbJe in the o.der in ferhich 
it is ro be reaif,. A iUeftion is madu^ 
both of the,reading*lsnd finging pialms, 
commimly lb csHm. Wherever thsBi-

lei's adapted, or do not generally ex- 
. tend. u 

. ** It feems unneceflary to enumerate 
particularly all the dilFerentalteratiuns and 
amendments which aiepi^^ed. They 

^will readily appear, aiid.iti|jbl|ieif the rea. 
Ibn of them atlb, upon, a com pari ion of 
this with the former book. The Calendar 
and Etibrieict have been altered where it 
' Appeared Rotary, ond the fame reafons 
^n^hicb ocbafionclG||^Mie of Brft IclTons 
for Sjundaya a«i1B|tlloly-daYi, letaied 
to iiliPu a tabfeof fe- 

jjpui kffhai it Kserdingly 
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done. Thofe for the morning are intend* 
ed to fuit the fevefal Icafuns, without! 
any ^material repetition of the epiftUs 
and gofpi ls fur the fame feafons; and 
thofe for the evening are felefted in the 
order of the faerrd books. Betides this, 
the table of firfi Itfibn* has been reviewed { 
and fome new chapiers arr introduced, 
on the ruppdTnion of their being moio 
edifying ) and fume trai.fpoliti,ons of lel- 
funs have been made, the better to fuit 
fhe feafons. 

** And whereas it hath been the prac¬ 
tice of the Church of England to fet 
apart certain days of ihankfgivingto Al¬ 
mighty Godforfignal ineicies vouchlaf- 
cd to (hat church aiul nation, it bath 
here alfoheen confiilered as conducive tu 
godlincl's that there Ihuuld be two an- 
, nual folimn days of prayer and thankf- 
giving to Almighty God fet apart; viz. 
the fourth day of July, commemorative 
f the blelfings of civil and religious li« 
ciiy in the land wheiitln we live ; and 
the iirlf Thurlday of November for thi 
fruits of the eaith ; in order that we may 
be thereby ftirreil up to a more particular 
remembrance of the fignal mercies ef 
God towards us ; the negltfl of which 
might oiherwiic be the occafion of licen- 
tioufiiel's, civil mitcncs and punilb*. 
meats. 

“ The cafe of fuch unhappy perfubs 
as may be imprifoned for debt or crimes 
claimed ihc attention of this Church ; 
which hath accordingly adopted into her 
Liturgy the form for the vifitation of pi i- 
foners in ufe in the Church of Iieland, 

** In the creed commonly called the 
ApoUies creed, me claufe [Chrift's de- 
feent into Hell j is omitted, as being of 
uncertain meaning ; and the Articles of- 
Religion have been reduced in number ; 
yet Dt is humbly conceived that the doc. 
trines of the Church of England are pre- 
fevved entire, as being judged perfeAly 
agreeable to the gofpel. 

It is far from the intention of this 
Church to depart from the Church of 
England, any farther than loc^t ciicum- 
ftances require, or to deviate in any thing 
eflential to the true niraning of the Thirty, 
nine Articles ; altfiuugh the number of 
them be abridged by fome variations in 
the mode of expreffion,,ai>d the omiflion 
of fuch Artkiet as were more evidently 
adapted to the times when they were firft 
framed, and to the political conffitution 
of England.'* 

In this toition of the Idturgy, the 
cottiers ^.have made many verbal and 
grMDoiaticjjl forreflions, and many large

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fa^ftlcationi. They have aclrated the old 
ftranOation of the pfalroa evaich ie ufed 
' in the Church of Englandj but have o^ 
cafion^iiy taken fume v^fea fium the 
traiiflation of the year 1607* which ia 
printed in our Bibles. Thefe adfciiitiooa 
verfes do not always appear to advanraue* 
For each morning and evening ieivicei 
th^ have firlefted about twenigr or thirty 
verles from different pl'alms, and thrown 
them into one group. This plan, tho*'gh 
ibmething may be Uiid in its defence, to¬ 
tally dcftroys or confounds their original 
import and connexion. 

With refpeft to the doftrine of the

HE proper method of educating 
young ladies is a luu}'.^ uf the 
higheft importance, as the pleafure and 
happinei's of fuciety are eflciiiially*con¬ 
cerned in the reAiiuJe ct their iindcr- 
fianrttngs, Jn this age of i«:fiiii.nient, no 
une, we are peifuaded,*win pretend, that 
young women of family and fir^une 
fhould be left in theii native ignorance, 
tmacquainted with eveiy thing but a 
few external accomplilhments, the pub¬ 
lic amufements, and the hufiDelis of diets. 

1 am far, lays a judicious wnter, ficm 
recommending any attempts to render 
women leWncd, yet I'uiely tt ismeefTuy 
they Ihould be raifed above ignorance*. 
Such a general tinAure of the moft ute- 
.ful fciencet as may ferve to five the 
mind from vulgar prejudices, and give 
it a lelifh for the raiional exercifc of its 
powers, may very juffly enter into the 
plan of female education.

. flcAions into a proper andffslvantageous 
channel, without any danger of rever¬ 
ing them too elevated for iac ftmioine

From thence they were brought 
fortn by great officers, and fpread on 
large leavei on the lawn; and to tne whokii 
was added the frefh pruvinons from 
bary; fb that never was th«me a feaft tu 
which there wts at once, fuch profulion 
and fuch variety. To dine wiib the l^rd 
Mayor of London, in the Egyptian hall, 
is only doing penance in comparifon of 
feafting with the affemblcd Egyptian. 
Kings. Not Solomon in all*hit glory, 
though iilver was ifothing,accoumea of in 
hisfdays, with all his mips from tHntli 
and Eziongeoer, that brought him gold, 
and a^ies, and peacocks, could com¬ 
mand Aich a banquet; n«r Abafue. 
rus, revelling with jolly companioiia and 
wine and women for forty ^ys. And 
how could it beotherwife, finer the rmej^ 
delicacies of all countries weie browmt 
to^^ther, and magniftcefftly di/))lay«^pa 
the greeg lap of our common nuife, food- 
ful mother Earth, older than thehilli, and 
yet, .as appeared from thefe proofs of fe¬ 
cundity, not the worfe for the wearing. 
Such an infinite variety of natural curiau. 
ties, which fet off the nature of each other 
by comparifons that ftruck the eye with¬ 
out ^tisuing the uaderftaoding, might 
be called a mufaeiim lather than a feaft.

The other claufes of the Bill were gone 
through, after which the Houfe was re¬ 
fumed. 

The Miniftcr moved the order of the 
day for the fecond reading of the Bill for fub- 
jefiing tobacco to the laws of Excife. 

Mr. Alderman Sawbridge oppofed the 
principle of this bill as dangerous to the rights 
of the fuhjefl. At a time when we were 
commemorating the centenary of the Revolu¬ 
tion, that illudrious epochs of Br'.tilh liber¬ 
ty, the Houfe, he trulled, would not coun¬ 
tenance an attempt tn infringe that liberty by 
an extenfion of the Excife laws. He hoped 
they would nut give up, in another inftanre, 
that bulwark of our privileges, trial by jury. 
The claufes of this Bill were of a nature high¬ 
ly opprelTive, full of fuch reftriftions as would 
injure and impede the Tobacco-dealers in a 
very groat degree. For thefe reafons, he 
would dilTent from llie further progrefs of 
this Bill. 

Sir Watkin Lewes informed the Houfe, 
that his condituents had indrudlcd him ti» 
oppofe the Bill to the ulmod of his power, aj, 
an encroachment on the natural rights of tlic 
people; and that his piivate opinion corre- 
fponded with thofe fentiments. Such an en¬ 
croachment could not be compenfated by 
that addition of revenue which was expedled 
from the prefent meafure. For his parr, he 
was of opinion, that a redu£linn of doty would 
be the mode of preventing fmugglmg 
in this article. While the duties on tobac¬ 
co were fn enormous, in comparifun of the 
prime coft of tlie commodity, there exiOed a 
ftrong temptation to the fm^gler ; and iie 
was confident that no Bill, > owever opprel > 
five, would operate as a fj^fiicicnt check on 
fmuggling, while the d.>ties continued at 
tbeif prefent high rate. 

Mr. Alderman New; .nam appealed to tlie 
Houfe ifit was afair, r^.-adecent thing, to iiur- 
ry a Bill of fuch .nagnitude through die 
Houfe (6 quickly/. Ic waiimpoBible for the 

m trade 
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trade themfelves to underftand all the claafes 
of this billp and therefore he thought a more 
diftant day than the morrow (he did not mean 
a very di^nC day) ought to be fixed upon 
the Right Hun. Gentleman* if he wifhed the 
Rill to be underftood { but if the Bill was to 
be fmuggled through the Houfe* then he 
would doubtlefs go on as he prnpofed. He 
begged the Miniftertoconiider his own clia- 
radter, if no other confideratinn lould have 
nny effedt upon him. He alfo thought it 
was very extraordinary that a queftion of 
ttiis magnitude was debated in fo thin a 
Uuufe. 

Sir Benjamin Hammett wlfhed to have the 
revenue carefully and fairly colledled* but he 
by no means wilhed to have the colledlion of 
it enforced by a fydem fo arbitrary as that of 
the Excifc laws; laws which decided caufes 
without a tiial by jury. He had always been 
averfe to tiie laws of Excife* folely becaufe 
they proceeded on a principle fo repugnant 
to the general fpirit of Englilh jurifpru* 
dence. 

Mr. Samuel Smith was not an enemy to 
the Excife laws in themfelves, when exerted 
with moderation; but, in the preftnt Bill* 
they were coupled with additional feverities, 
and uuufual redriftiun';. One great difad- 
vantage that would arife from employing 
rxcife officers in culledting the duties on to¬ 
bacco* was, that they would have an oppor¬ 
tunity of learning the fecrets of a valuable 
branch of trade ; and fome of them might 
be tempted, in hopes of acquiring a fortune* 
to go over to the Continent, and communi¬ 
cate thofe fecrets to foreign nations. 

Mr. Alderman Watfon combated the bill. 
The principal ground on which he reded* 
was, that a valuable part of our laws, name, 
ly, the privilege of being tried by our Peer*, 
would be fuperfeded in part by the Bill now 
under difcuffion. With regard to theclaufes 
of the Bill, many of them were extremely 
levere. He was furprifed that a perfon of 
fu-li judgment as the Right Hon. Gentleman '* 
pofTelTed, Ihould endeavour to encreafe the 
revenue by fuch means as thofe which were 
included in the Bill. 

Mr. Sheridan condemned the precipitation 
with which the Minider Teemed inclined to 
c rry this Bill t^^iugh the Houfe. The Ex- 
cile'laws, he had alreatly been extend¬ 
ed fo far, that the ^ple had little to boad of 
m refpeA of thofe Vivaluable bledings de¬ 
rived from the conUtution ; and the quef- 
tion now was* whethX thofe bltffings ffiould 
be dill farther abridgeuV a very confidera- 
able eatenfion of tliofe lal^ which were in¬ 
compatible with the freedo^of the fubjeft* 
inafmuch as they deprive him of thofe blef- 
dti|s which refqlt from ? copditution. 
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He thought, that before a Btll of fiieh coafo« 
qoence fhould be hunied through the Com¬ 
mittee, tliere fhould be time given to the 
Members of that Houfe to confider of* and 
deliberate upon* every cUufe of it 1 hut he 
infided that it was impoffible for the Mem¬ 
bers to have confiJered, it v^as unlikely that 
they had even read tlie claufesofa Bill of fneh 
dimenflons as to take up 125 folio pages; 
he hoped, therefore, that there would be fome 
further time given, In which Membeie 
might be prepared to make th«ir*objeAiont, 
after having acquired every necelTary infoiv 
matfon. 

Xhe Chancellor of the Exchequer waa 
adonilhed that any thing fhould fall from the 
Hon. Gentleman which fhould impoach the 
principle of the Bill; a principle that was to 
refeue the revenue from the frauds winch bad 
been pra^fed upon it by the fmuggler. 
Any gentleman who had the credit and the 
prol^rity of the country at iRRirt, could not 
confideutly oppofe the general principle of • 
Bill whofe tendency was fo falutaiy. With 
refpedl to precipitating the Bill through the 
Houfe, he denied the charge entirely. He 
only wanted to bring the proceedings upon it 
as foon as poffible CO that dage of maturity* 
when Members might be prepared with all 
the ubj^ons, which, upon the fobfequenc 
proceeding, they would be entitled to urge. 
He faid, that the Excife laws liad been very 
important engines for the profperity of the 
date* as they preferved the revenue more 
edeAunlly than any other fydem could do* 
from tlie depred^ions which in mud cafes it 
was fubje^l to. The perfoos who were prin¬ 
cipally concerned in the operation of the Bill 
before the Committee had not been taken by 
furprife; they had been for a long time* for' 
many weeks* in poffeffion of tlieclaufesof it| 
they therefore were, or fhould he* ready to 
drtte their objedlions to, and to difeover tho 
imperfcAiona of thofe claufes; and Members* 
if they cliofe, by attending at the time when 
thefe objeAions were thus dated, might have 
an oppoitunity of deriving much<fitformatinn 
ill a Parliamentary way, upon which rliey 
might fhape their oppofition to the Bill, or 
which might fatisfy them of dm propriety of 
it. «•!

Vundaii Committee, in whofe Report 
this cofij appeared, had conftantly fat 
at the India Haufet there was no doubt 
but 1/hey had found the original^ among 
the Company’s records* aodH.bis might 
be urged as a pioo^that the copy tak¬ 
en by that Committee was a true and 
faithful one. But he viioidd waive the 
further difeuflion of this point for the 
preftnt. 

The Managers then proved, from a 
minute rtcordedin Council by Mr. 
Hallincs, that the Ad of Parliament 
made for the purpolt, among other 
things, of prevcBting tlie receipt ojprr- 
feutst appeared tpMr, Raftings himftlf 
I’o f tear and fo pt^itive .on that point, 
that it would nut admit of any poflible 
conllnidion that would countenance 
an evaHou.of it. ' 

The Managers next proved from the 
Company’s records, that Mukny Rs- 
ouM bad been a dancing Girl : 
That it wRS much againll the will of 
the prefent. Nabob of Bengal, her ftep- 
fon, that ihe had been placed at the 
head of the government; and that he 
{did not acquiefee in the appointment 


until he had bad a perfbnal interview 
with Mr* Haftings, upon whom he en¬ 
deavoured to prevail, but •withoutfuc- 
ce^t not to countenance the appoint- 
nieiit of Munny Begum. 

The Managers then fliewed, that the 
fuperintendance of the young Nabob’s 
education, and the dilrdiun of the 
'/.cnann or palace, belonged of right to 
his own mother. They faid, that for 
the purpofe of concealing from the 
Court of Diredors this injury done to 
the Nabob’s own mother, Mr. Haftings 
had always fpoken of Munny Begum 
as if ftie w'as the mother and the mother- 
in-law of the young Prince. They 
i-alied Mr. Hudfon again, who proved 
that be had carefully examined all the 
Bengal corrtfpoudence of the period to 
which the lion* Manager alluded, but 
had not been able to find one word in 
any of Mr. Haftings's letters, that con¬ 
veyed the moft diftant idea that the 
prefent NahohofBcng.il had any other 
mother ih.in Munny Begum. 

The Managtis then proved that the 
excufes or pretences by which the pri- 
foncr had endeavnured to render the 
.appointment of Munny Begum not 
un-icceptable to the Court of Liredors, 
were all founded in fal/liood. 

One of tbeie pretences was, that Hie 
was to have nothing more than the fu- 
perintendance of the Nabob’s education 
and the management of the p<iUce, 
Inoj/dihc wuHs of which he faid her 
authority was 'not to extend. 

But it was proved by letters written 
by the Prisoner to Munny Begum, 
that ftie was to appoint Officers to all 
the duCertnt departments of the State, 
who were to render her an account of 
thi 'c adminljhation- 

Another pretence was, that the ap¬ 
pointment of Munny Begum woultf 
be attended with a faring of three lacks 
to the Company. This appeared alfo 
to be a groundlefs pretence; for Mr. 
Haftings expended the whole of thefe 
three lacks iu I'alaries given to the 
creatures and favourites of Munny 
Begum, one of whom was ^ajah 
Gourd ASS, fon to the farpo^ Nunu- 

COMAR. ^ 

From thefe, and a vari^V of other 
circumft.incc8, it was to ^ prefumed* 
that, in placing a wum^^, and such a 
wopian, at the head the Nabob’s 
government, indead ^ an able, bonefl^ 
and inti His ent maN/T fuch as he was 
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bound to fde£t, by the orders of the 
Court of Direftors, Mr. Hailinps aftcd 
froit^ carruptf intercjlcd, and JclfiJh rho. 
lives. • 

The Nabob Yetram ul Dowlah, 
uncle to the reigning Nabob of Bengali 
had folicited Mr. Hnltingsi as appear¬ 
ed from the evidence, to pl.ice him at 
the head of the adminiftrationi and not 
a woman. s 

Mr. Haftings refufed to grant his 
requefti and aifigned to tiie Court Qi 
Direflors this reafon for his refufalf* 
that Yetram ul Dowlah was a per- 
fon whom it would be dangerous to 
truft with power. 

To repel this objedlion m.ide by Mr. 
Haftings, the Managers caufcd a letter 
to he read, in which Mr. Haftings, 
fpeaking to the Court of Direflors of 
this rime Yetram ul Dowlah, faid, 
he was a perfon who had not abilities 
to render himfelf formidable, had no 
dangerous ambition, and who, if he 
had, could not, in the fillcn ilate of 
the Nabob and his family, be an oh- 
jc£V of apprehenfion to the Company. 

The Managers proceeded next to 
give in evidence certain orders tranf- 
mitted by the Court of Direflors to 
Mr. Haftings, that he w'ould caufe re¬ 
gular accounts to be kept, and deliver¬ 
ed annually to the Board, of the ex¬ 
penditure of the Nabob’s allowance, to 
the end it might appear, that it v/as 
not fquandered or improperly beftow- 
td. 

Mr. Law faid, there was no charge 
againft Mr. H.iftings iir the article of 
impeachment then under conficlcra- 
tion, for bieuch of orders j and there¬ 
fore he did not fee why thofe orders 
trom the Court of Diredlors Ihould be 
S'vrn in evidence. 

Mr. Burke aud Mr. Grey combated 
by turns this objctiion. Thefuhftanbe 
ot their aigumetit w.is, that they did not 
produce the orders for the purpofe 
of proving that he was guilty of a crime 
by not obeying them ; that would be 
a diftind crime and a dlllindl charge ; 
but the oldedk for which they wanted 
to produce thofe orders was to fhew, 
that theprifo'i’ er’s difobcdieuce was the 
of the pr|‘cifc crime with which 
be was fpccijico'iy charged in the arti¬ 
cle then under i''’eir Lordftiips’confide- 
ratiun, viz. coir\l^tto)i >—lie had taken 
bribes from Miinn, Begum, and others 
about the Nabob’s ! **nd bad the 

accounts, as ordcred^y the Couit of 
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Direflors, been regularly bept, the mif., 
management and Squandering of the 
Nabob's ihbome truft have appeared. 
It was therefore for the purpofe of con¬ 
cealing the frauds, which would other-, 
wife have l>een laid open to the Direc¬ 
tors, that Mr. Haftings had difobeyed 
their orders. It was ^ith a vi^ tu 
fix ih\% prefumption of guilt on the pri- 
foner, and not merely the crime of 
difobedicnce, that the Managers with. 
e<^ to lay thofe orders bifore their 
Lordihips. • 

./Mr. Law faid, that he would waive 
his objeflion to the produAion of thofe 
osders, provided that if after the evi. 
dence ihould have been taken down, 
the Hon. Managers fhould not l>e able 
to (hew the relevancy of it, their Lord- 
fliips wnuld expunge it from their mi¬ 
nutes, and from their memory. 

•After this the orders-^tWeread; and 
Mr. Hudfun from the India Houle 
proved that no fuch accounts as had 
been direfted by thofe orders had ever 
been tranfmitted to the Couit of Dt- 
reftors. 

The Managers, after this, gave in 
evidence a tranfaAion, the tendency of 
why:h was to fliew that the prifuner bad 
ftiflered falfe accounts of other mattera 
to be given to the Direclors. 

It appeared that ir.tbe year 1771 it 
was rtlblved, that on account of the 
non-age of the Nabob, who was then 
a child, his allowance (hnnld be redu¬ 
ced from about 3a/ar/f.f of lupeev to 
about 15 latkst until be ftiuuid come of 
age. 

This redudlion waS to take place 
(rom the 22d oi January 1771. But 
when the general accounts of the funis 
paid to the Nnhob w'crc afterwards 
laid before the Board, the full allow¬ 
ance of 32 lacks wasyin/ti/tohavc been 
paid to the Nabob up to the moiitii of 
December 177a, tho* in of 

the Prince had received only the redu¬ 
ced allow'ance from the preceding Ja¬ 
nuary. 

This miftake appeared to have (truck 
Mr. Haftings lumfclf, who dcfired the 
account might be referred back to Mi. 
Crofts, the then Accountant General, 
to be revifed by him. 

The way the matter was then fettled 
was this—it was admitted that the 
fnU allowance had not been paid as 
fitch lo the Nabo!> from January \TJi, 
but that the ovcrpliin of tne ra'tured al- 
lowaace, coiifiiuiiir o^jljteni Jacisj ha«l

dtnti unitut of lacht due by

To j)rove that a fraud lurked under 
Cttls ftateilieilty the Managers proved 
ftinh the Company's records^ that 
l^Rle tlitte if\.CTi}enit Jive lacks had been 
paicl^o the Nabob for the purpofe of 
Itqut'cfathig hisarrear* which when this 
fum was given, could amount to no 
more thai^/owr lacks, as the fifteen 
^H'hlch were paid to,,him before, or 
were faid to have been paid to him, 
towards difchargini* an arfear of nine- 
tecn, had ofeourfe reduced the arrear 
tb forr lacks, 

• But fame time after it appeared again 
in the accounts of Mr. Crofts, that 
ttiough the arrear was driginally no 
iftctrc'than nineteen licks \ lYiO* Jiffern 
were paid afterwards at one 

time, and five at another, which would 
have difeharged the W/e/r arrear, and 
left a balance of one lack in favour of 
t>ie Company, ftill the Company was 
ftated inthe accounts to be full nineteen 
lacks in arrear. 

Thefc fraudulent accounts, the Ma- 
ifagers laid, were kept by Mr. Crofts. 
They then proceeded to fliew, ebat 
this Mr. Crofts w’as the creature and 
dependent of Mr. Haftings; that, after 
his accounts had appeared to be falfe, 
Mr. Haftings, knowing them to be 
fitch, beftowed upon Mr. Crofts a 
valuable and lucrative fituation; that, 
not contented with this, he gave him 
an additional falary of 2000I, a year, 
and directed him to draw for it for two 
^rnrs BACK, and to charge an intereft 
of 3percent, upon this arrear. 

'I'his inftaiice of qenerojity to Mr. 
Crofts, which occurred after his ac- 
ctnints had been difeovered to be falfe, 
Sfir James Erfkine faid was to be impu* 
ted folely to \Ir. Haftings ; for when the 
increalV of falary was voted, there w'cre 
prefent in the Council onlyMr. Haftings 
and Ml". Barwell; fo that, even if the 
latter had been as hoftilc to Mr. .H'lf- 
tings as he was known to be under ms 
influence, ftill Mr. Haftings would have 
had a majority in himfelf, by means of 
Ms ceflins vote ; and therefore this ex¬ 
traordinary aft waa exclufivcly his 
own. 

TUfr Managers were proceeding to 
prove a number of other inf^ances of 
frtendftiip on the part of Mr. Haftings 
towards this AoooU'ntant, whofe frau¬ 
dulent adcoanis, th£y laid, Wkre fo well 


known to him.—^But the t.o:d Ch^rl- 
celtoraiked them* how they could prove 
all the fraudulent afts of Mr. Crofttf 
rotative to the charge then under the 
confideration of their Lofdfhips, to be 
relevant. They might, he faid, im¬ 
peach the credit and accountsof Crofts; 
but unielkthefe accounts related to the 
prefent ciyrge, he was at a lot's to fte 
the relevancy of them. 

Mr. Burke faid, it was certainly the 
objeft of the Managers to impeach 
the credit of Mr. Crofts,and they wifti- 
ed to fhew that there was an intimacy 
between him and the piifoner, which 
argued an undci ftanding between them, 
and a joint co-operation to conceal 
their frauds from the Company.— 
With this view the Managers laid be¬ 
fore their Lordfhips various afts of the 
parties; but with refpeA to their rele¬ 
vancy, that was a fubjeft upon which 
it was the province of their Lordfhips 
to determine: he ftiid at the fame 
time, that the Managers would nut 
prefs upon their Lordfliipa any thing 
which they fhould think irrelevant. 

The Managers laftly gave in evidence 
a letter from the Court of Dtreftors, in 
which all the accounts made out by 
Mr. Crofts, relative to the arrear, &c. 
were cenfuied by ihcin in the ftrongclt 
terms. 

Ah foon as this letter was re.id, the 
Lords adjourned. 


Forty-Skcond Day. 

Thursi^ay, May 14. 

Mr. Grey informed tlieir Lordfliips, 
that the Managers intended to lay bt fore 
thein this day, the accufation bi ought 
agaiuft Mr. }I.iftings by Utindcomar ; 
but that they wilhed firft to have fonic 
papers read, which w'ould leive to 
ihewthe high ntuationthalNundcomnr 
held in his country at the time to which 
the Managers alluded, anti the high 
opinion which Mr. Haftings hlnUblf 
entertained of him at that period. 

For this purpofe, fever?) [wpers were 
read from the Company's records^ 
from which it appeared thatr\he Court 
of Direftors ordered Mr.^aaftings not 
to give any oflice or ci^fployrtient to 
Nundcomar on the remO|a) of Moharr..> 
med Reza Khan ; bu. that a very 
important office wi^ beftowed by 
the Governor-Gcnefeil on Kajab Gour- 
dafs, the fon of ^Jundcomar.— That 
when this appoii^meiu was^ cen/ured 
by the reft of tb^CoaheU, as being in 

-iT- ca 
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t/fc 3 the appointment nf Nundcomar 
hiiTifelf, and conJiqurntly an aft of 
dil'obrdience to tht Company’s orders, 
Mr H.dtinj-sundti'o ik tl»e/tsfence ot 
that utifortunate mm, v/lio afteiwards 
fell lo mud) un.lcr hi.t d.lpleafure* 

Mr. Law drlired tli it another paper 
fiimbi be read, fionj wimh he hoji^d 
it vvrnld appear to tf eieLjrdfljips that 
Ml Hailin^"! bad leclived ^nuale in- 
/trix'Mnns tiom the C"(irt I't Dircftois 
to etnpbiv Niiiidcomar, wlii hinrtruc- 
l I ns nr w,i'. not at liberty to dilVli fe 
a'fthe t.me to the red of the Conned} 
nnd tl at ih's would accmint for the ap¬ 
parent inconlilteniy of Mr. iu 

cmfiloyiii^r a man, \vh'>m he theupht 
tin worthy of iruft or lonfulcnec.—The 
paper pointed out by Mi. Law' vvas ac¬ 
cordingly read. 

Mr. Giey next pave in evidence a 
letter W'liUen by Mi. Haftiiiv!., full of 
invt£r.^ves ap.iinfl Nnndcomar, from 
wbidi held i it would appear that the 
former had never laid anything to the 
prejudice of the l-itter, until he had 
rcaion to apprehend that Nnndcomar 
W'oidd hecoinc his acculir —1 his let¬ 
ter h.ivitig been lead, Mr. Law um irk- 
C'l, that it was dared .a year li furc the 
charges w'erc brought by Nuudcomrir, 
and that conlcquenlly it could not be 
bccr.nletills m mi h.td become his accu- 
fc r, til It Mi . Il.dting!, hail made an at¬ 
tack upon his ch.ii 1, er, 

Mr. (Jrey di fircd tint the learned 
Counfel would ‘Lite his exprtffions ac- 
ematcly, and nut j iitwoidbinhismouih 
which he hadiu vei iittercd. He did tiot 
fay rliat Mi. Il.dlingh had not made an 
att.ick upon the rharafter of Nuridco- 
mar until the hotter hud become l.is ac- 
cufer.—What he faid w.ih—that Mr. 
Hillings had ntv< r faid any thing of 
Nnndcomar, until he had reafon tu#p- 
prehend that the latter nvoklJ become 
his acciift r. 

The Managers next pave in evidence 
the different minutes oi the Council of 
Benpd, relat’ng to the pioceedings 
which took place there on the intima¬ 
tion of aTVMitention and wifh, on the 
put of Nuil:1comar, to br.ng federal 
charges agaiifft the Governor-General. 
Thcfe miniittti contained the reafons 
given by the t^ajoiity of the Council 
for hearing Nuijr.h omar, and the re'a- 
foiis affigned by Mr. Hailinpa for re¬ 
filling fuch a precluding j and finally 
they proved, that th- Governor-Gene¬ 
ral difiulved the mcittng of tht Coun- 
Vot. XVL 
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cil, when he found they wert drtemni- 
ned to call in Nundcomar, anu rtccive 
the charges which lie had preflied for 
leave to exhibit. 

7 'hc Managers were then proceeding 
lo give in tvidtnce the paper which 
contained the charts brought hy 
Nundcomar againfi Iw. F iftingsi when 
they weie interrupted by Mr. L.iiv, the 
prifoner’s cuuniel, who afked if their 
ohjeft in prodiiiing this p^er, was to 
nunc It evidence to prove that Mr. 
H^iilinps had ^ftiially received three 
^aclvs and a halfof rupees from JMur.uy 
B-giini, &c. 

* Mr. Burke replied, that when the 
evidence Ihoultl have been receivid,thc 
M niagers would (hew to W’hat point 
they meant to apply it. 

Mr.'Law faid, that if the Managers 
^'ouid nut be more explicit, he muft 
Con filler the papers delWrcd byNuhd- 
roniar to the Council, as produced by 
the Hon. Managers to prove againll 
Mr. H.iltinga the receipt of the lum 
ahovc-ment'oned ) and if this was the 
life which W'as intended to be made of 
it, he would refill It as inadmifiihlc ev*- 
deuce. The grounds on which he 
tlmught it inadiriRihlc were, 

ill. That the charges had not been 
made upon oath. 

2. That they had art been made in 
the prelciice of the perfon acenlVd. 

3. That the Council h.<ving been dif- 
folved, aiidrfhe Governor-Gcner«l, who 
was conllitniionally an integral part of 
it, lir.viiv' withdrawn himfcll, it was 
no l.uigc) ,i Council competent to aCf, 
and tiiBt coiiltqueiitly the atU done by 
■'t ill ills ,,l'.!tiice could not be coniidtr 
ed a-tlu-adts of the Council. 

4. Tint Nundcomar having been 

conviftrd of forgery, was not that kind 
ol witntfs W'liom a Court w'onld edrnif 
to give evidence, though his evidence 
fliould ill every other be unex¬ 

ceptionable.—-He obfervedyth.'it (hough 
xhtt convifiion of 'Sundermar was 
quent to the produftion ot his charges 
againtl Mr. Hjiftiiigf, yetthe rfimmifjidn 
of the crime for which he fuifevrd w»s 
frm tothat period ; and in contempla¬ 
tion othw the infamy had n-l.itiun lo 
the crimci and not to the pum/hmrnt; 
and as the crime was committed before 
Nundcomar biongbt his chaigei-, fo 
he mult be confideted as infamous at 
the time, though h\s conviSriui did net 
take place for years afier* 

Mr. Fox replied) that with refprft to 
1 tb 
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ttie objed which the Managers had in 
Tjcwi It was not of the iinalleft confc* 
^uence whether the charges brought by 
Nundeomsr hadi or had not, been de> 
livered upon oath. The guilt of Mr. 
Hafiings was to b" made to appear by 
two ways—t«y pqfitive proof, when fueh 
could be pr >cured—by drcuntjluntial 
and prefumptive evidence, when proof 
fojitive could not be obtained. Now 
the manner in which Mr. Haftingsbeha- 
vetl when the charges were brought by 
Nundcomar would, her f.iid, have the 
elTc£t of fixing upon him a ftrong^rV- 
famption ofguilt; and to do this was 
‘one objeft which the Managers had iu 
view, in offering the evidence to which 
the learned Council objedked; what 
other ufe they might make of it htre> 
after, they were not bound' to tell 
him at this mom ent. With refpedk 
what the leafVRl Council had faid of 
the convidkion of Nundcomar, the 
Managers bad nothing to fay; they 
were not authorii'ed by their conftitu- 
ents, thcHoufe of Commons, to invef- 
tigatethe means by which that convic¬ 
tion wasefFcfted. “ But, laid Mr. 

Fox, to juttify myfclf for what I 
* may have already faid on that feib- 
jedt, 1 can only fay, that if I were 
permitted to fpeak my own fenti- 
ments on that*point, 1 would ufe the 
prccife words which the Houfe of 
^ Commons has ordered me not to 
life; but which, thougt) thoroughly 
“ convinced in my own private opinion 
of the truth of them, I will not ufe, 
becaufe tbofe who have fent me hi- 
** ther, have given me orders to the 
“ contrary.” 

Mr. Burke contended, that the Ma¬ 
nagers bad a right to m-’-ke what ufe 
they pleafed of evidence which it was 
fit fiir their Lordfliips to receive. He 
maintained alfo, that the objcdlions 
urged by th/ learned Council againft 
the adiiiilfibilily of the evidence in que- 
ttioo, ought not to be endured. If the 
chargds brought by Nundcomar were 
made in the ahfence of^ Mr Haftings, 
he, of all men, ought not to urge that 
as an ohjedion againlk them, becaufe 
he abfented himfelf, that he might not 
hear the charges : it w is his own adt. 
As little ot^bt he to fay that the Coun¬ 
cil wa^'nor Competent to receive the 
chM^ai becaufe it Wjl^ diiralved. But 
wlii^di^ved it i it not bifrlfn.? 
An 4 l^did he diffiliiVe it? Was it 
idiluytbe purpofe of fmothering an 


accufation brought againft himfielf ?— 
He ought to be a(h.tmcd to urge, that 
becaufe the evidence of Nundcomar 
had not been given upon oat/h it ought 
to be confide red by their Lordfliips as 
inadmiflible^This felf-famc Mt. Ha- 
ftlngs had faid, in his defence before 
the Huufe of Commons, that it was 
contrary to the relij^ious tenets of the 
Hindoos ana Mujfulmtn to\A\ic an oat/i\ 
but now he would have their Lordfliips 
rejerl the evidence of Nundcomar, a 
Hindoo, becaufe it had not been given 
upon »ath. 

The objedlion, that the charges were 
made in the ahfener of Mr. Haflings, 
did not apply ; for though lie was not 
prefent, becaufe he would not be pre- 
ient when they were made, he was fo 
little ignorant of the contents of thr m, 
that he fent them himfelf to the Cuuit 
of Diredlors, and (igned them with his 
name; not indeed to admit the truth of 
them, but fo far to autlieniicate the 
charge.c, and the proceedings in Coun¬ 
cil to which they had given rife. Tho 
condiid of Mr. Hallings in relifting the 
production of that which he hinifelf 
had authenticated, he coulidercd as 
audacious^ 

Mr. Law complained of this exprtf- 
fion as indecent when applied to a gen¬ 
tleman of the Bar aCting to the heft of 
his judgment for his client. He faid it 
mult have been to him it was applied, 
and not to Mr. Haftings : for it was 
he who had ufed the arguments which 
had offendedtlie Hon. IVlanager. 

Mr. Burke would uot retraCt the cx- 
preflion. 

Tne Lord Chancellor faid, that he 
maife no douU that when Mr. Burke 
had coufideied it coollv, he would be 
of opinion, that delicacy fliould pre- 
v;y] in a cafe of this kmd. 

Mr. Burke replied, that if he was 
profecuting fome poor fiiendlcfs and 
forlorn felon, whofe Ufe might be tt'C 
forfeit of a cunvictiun, he trufted be 
fhould Dot drop a fyllable againft him 
thatthemoft fcvupuioiis delicacy e*ould 
think unnCv-efTary to the ^bfccution : 
but he felt very d'ffcrei^ when he 
faw a man with the moft powerful 
friends and connexiojis that wealth 
could produce, grow/daring in pro¬ 
portion to the roagnbude of his crime, 
and in that very mgnitude feek for 
impunity. Thdr Lordlliips never 
would fuffer a nfau to avail himfelf of 
bis own wrong, or to prove that hew.is 
/ inuQccnt 
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innocent of one crime by Ihewing that 
he was guilty of another. This was 
what the prifnntr was aiming at, when 
he objrdted to the competency of the 
Council to receive thechargesi though 
the inconipett'ncc, if any there was, 
had bten occaGoried by hiniirlf; for 
he diflblved the Council for the pur- 
pofeof creat ngthat very incompetence 
which he bow with fo much mod-Jiyi 
nmaudadoufnfJSf endeavoured to urge. 

'I'ne Lord Chancellor faid, if he nn- 
derftood the Hon^ M[anai;ersright, with 
refpeft to the evidence which they of¬ 
fered, they did nor want torelt fomuch 
upon the cojitruts of the paper that they 
wanted to have read, as upon the cir- 
cumflances of Mr. llallings’ behaviour 
wlu-u thfe charges were offered, and 
from which they inferred the prrfHmp-- 
tioHt that he vv.is confcioiis of guilt. 

Mr. Fox leplic'd, that though he 
maintained the contents of the paper 
might he evidence, ftill what the Mana¬ 
gers had at that iiioment in view, was 
what the noble and learned Lord had 
jull Hated. 

Mr. Law faid, that if the Hon. Ma- 
nagershad faid ttiihinncb a littlefouiicr, 
he would not have llarted any objedtion 
to the produdtion of the paper.

N our Magazine for May laft (Yol. XV.

“ I owe it"to the w hare of ray kinj;^ 
dnnilf, 1 owe it to mylcif, to ddlipate thefe 
fatal divifums. It is with ih.s idulutiun, 
Gcntjf;mcn, that 1 convene you once muio 
around me—1 do it as the common father of 
all my people—I do it as Che defender of mji 
kingtlo-n's law*;, that 1 may rtxal to your 
memory the true fpirit of the confiitutiun,^ 
and tefift Lhofc attempts which have been 
aimed againft it. 

Rut, gentlemen, after having c 1 earl]f 
e(^ahli(hed the ret[M'^ive rights of the diffe- 
reiu orders, 1 ex^ui^ from the zeal of the 
two principal claiTcs—1 cxpeQ from tlieir 
attachment to my perfon—1 e)(pe£t fron^ 
tlie kilo w ledge they iiave of the |>refling ur¬ 
gencies of the State, that in thofe matters 
which concern the general good* they (^ult\ 
be the firlt Co propofe a re-union of corilul- 
taCioa and o^unioa» whidi 1 confider as ne^ 
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ccffary In ihc prcTcnt crifi*, and which ought 
to uke place for the general good of the 
kingdom. 

« It ia my defign, gentlemen, to offer to 
your examination die different benefits Vvhich 
I graht to my people.—I go not wilh, how- 
ever, to circumferibe your zeal in the boun¬ 
dary that I am about to mark out; as f 
lhali adopt with pleaAirc any other plan for 
the public good which fiialj be propofed by 
tlie States General .—1 may fay, without de¬ 
ceiving myfelf, fliat no other King has ever 
done fo much for any nation; but what 
other nation has ever merited fuch a condud 
than that of France.—J do not hefitate to de¬ 
clare, that tliofe who by exaggerated preten¬ 
tions or unreafonable difficulties (hould re¬ 
tard theeffefts of my paternal defigns, would 
become unworthy to be confidcred as fub- 
jefts of France.’* 

The Keeper of die Seals then read a decla¬ 
ration from the King, containing 35 aiiicJes 
the principal of which were, that 

He granted the abolition ofLctties dc 
Caclict. 

He granted the liberty of the piefs under 
certain iegul*'nioiis, namely, tliat pc^ ums 
ahufing that jiherty fiiould be fuhjcvfl to pu- 
nilhinent by laws to be cnadled. 

He repeated the affuranccs he had given 
upon his Royal word of not laying taxes 
without the confent of tlr.St.ue* General. 

He blamed the find Edao. foi theviu* 
lence and ianin«..ls uf their proevcdin^ft, and 
annull-wd all the rsolutions chat they liad 
come to fince the ludi infl/’ ^ 

His Majedy then conrinued Ms fpeeeh as 
follows: 

** You havehtard,g.nlleinen,the remit of 
niy defigns; they arc conlounable to the 
lively defile that 1 have of prodtuin:; 
lic good; and if, by a fatality, >A which 
I have no conception, yvm ibanoon :nc in 
fuch a glorious cntcipiirt, 1 will aUne pro¬ 
cure the happinefs 01 my people;—1 vjill 
confuier myfelf as iheii true icprciVntative ; 
and being convinced of the union there is 
between the general wlih of the naiicii at d 
my intentions, 1 fiiall poffcls all the confi¬ 
dence which fuch an union is calculated to 
itlfpirc, and I flwll procc':J towards my ob¬ 
ject with fi\G utinoit courage and refoluticn. 

“ RefleG, gentlemen, that none ut your 
projedts ordlfpolitionscan obtain tlie force of 
a law, wiJicut my fpecial approbation. I ^'ni 
alfo tlie natural guardian of your rcfpcdtivc 
rights, and all tlic Orders of the State may 
reft upon my juft impartiality. Oppofition 
on yourMrr, would be the greateft Injuftlcc. 
It alone, who to this moirenc does 

cv^y thing for the happinefs of my people : 
and It is furtly no commoti thing, that the 
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only ambition of a Sovereign l^ouid be, to 
obtain the confent of his fubjeAs to accept 
of the benefits he wifhet to confer upon 
them. 

** J command you, gentlemenj to fepirate 
immr diacely,and to return lo*morrow morn¬ 
ing to tiwdifTcrcni Cliambert appropriared' to 
your Orders, to re-take your fots. 1 ac¬ 
cordingly order the Grand Mailer of the Ce¬ 
remonies to make the neceiTary prepara> 
tions.” 

Tiie Kite's fpecch was received by the 
Commons with a murmur of difeontent. As 
tlfe King withdiew, a motion was made in 
die Tlili'd Eflate, and carried: That hit 
Majefly's patriotic intentions had been per¬ 
verted by bad advice.'* 

The Nobles and part of tlie Clergy Ihouted 
l^iveh Roi \ but the Commons remained in 
profound filence; nor would they quit the 
Hall, wliere, together with about fifty of the 
Clcigy, who would not feparate from them, 
they iiiftantly proceeded to difeuft the royal 
proceedings. Four times the King fent an 
otliccr to order them, on their allegiance, to 
hi-cak up their meeting—four times did tht^ 
decidedly deny the authority of the King to 
connnand them to feparate, and by their 
lirmr.ets carried their point. 

Le Camus, one of the Paris Deputies, 
then moved,that tlic National Afleinblydopei- 
fift ill all its preceding Kefolutions, thofe of 
the Clergy who lemaincdmobly defiring their 
piefcnce to he fpecified. This pro|roiition 
was unanimoufly adopted, nor would they 
hear of a motion of adjoumtnent all next 
day.

of the Abbaye St. Germain. On the even«> 
ing of the fHnic day, a letter was feht by 
thefe men to the Caffe de Fo*, in the Palais 
Roya4 the rendezvous of the friends to li* 
berty, Rating the circOmRances and calling 
on them for affiftance, their lives being in 
imminent danger, on account of the patrio¬ 
tic conduA the regiment had difplayed the 
other day, when called upon to Arc on their 
countrymen! 

This letter was inftantly read aloud, and 
produced an immediate effc 3 . An immenfe 
multitude of perfons of all ranks fet out from 
the Palais Royal at feven o'clock, and v/ere 
joined by thoufands in their way, among 
whom were a great number of French guards, 
and having procured inflruments from fmiths, 
carpenters, dec. asthey w^nt along, proceed¬ 
ed to the Abbaye St. Gerni itn, where in an 
hour's time they forced open all the gate« and 
bolts, and releafed the pufuners. Mean 
while, troops of dragoons and hulfarsweie 
fent for; but on arriving, they llkewife 
fhcatlied their fabres, drank with the multi¬ 
tude, and aided rather than molcRed them, 
joining in their acclamations, &c. 

Tlie rdeafed foldlers were conveyed in 
triumph to the Palais Roya!, and lodged at a 
Tavern, where tlity have fincc remaired, 
wanting for nothing, and cunrioually fur- 
rounded by thoufands. Next day a depura¬ 
tion of nineteen perfons w^tc fent hy pub¬ 
lic refolutlon tu Vcrfaillcs, to flate the tianf- 
a£lion, and demand the fupport of the Na¬ 
tional AfTernbly. On tlieii arrival all buii- 
nefs was fufpended, and various were the opi¬ 
nions refpeding the mode of ptccecding in fo 
delicate a bufinefs—fume thinking it impro- 
‘per for the legillative to interfere wiiij the 
executive power—others, holding more pa- 
triotic language, reprefented the nccelfity of 
taking fome Rep to prevent the fatal conf»- 
quencesof rigour in tite executive; while 
ths Clievalier dc RuufRers, the ccltbraccd 
Poet, moved a refolurion declaratory of tire 
power of the Monarch : 

That the foie executive authority wai

^fbn, when M. dd Broglio fent them word, 
^hatj|f they did not immediatily defifi, rhe 
prifoner ihould be prodticed to them, but 
hanging at the window. This threat had 
its elTedi, ar.d tlie mob dK^cribd. 

The fittings ct'thc National Aflemhly on 
• ti^ednefday tiie8 th of Jo i. v w-erc uncommon¬ 
ly tumultuous, and dirpcllcd thepleafing hope 
which had been entertained, that when once 
the AlTcmbly had regularly met, tranquillity 
would be reltorcd. The encampment became 
the fubjeftof debate. The meeting was ex¬ 
tremely fuU, and the rumours which had gone 
abroad on the fubje£i, had prepared men’s 
minds fur fomethlng important. 

M. dc Mirabeau arofe, and in a very floiid 
^ech of two hours, deferibed the critical 
fituatlon in which the AlTembly was pl-iced 
by the arriv.-il of tins army. “ The llaticn 
of thefe troops,’’‘fays he, “ is fubverhve of 
the liberty of this Allembiy, contrary to the 
true interefis of the King, and an infringe¬ 
ment on the Privileged Orders. The purpufe 
for which they are aifcmbled cannot be the 
. re-ellablifhment of tranquillity in Paris : 
befides, his Majefty muft be aware, that to 
provifion 35,000 men in tl.Is time of famine, 
muft only increafe the public misfortunes. 
The King is ill-advifcd by fome wicked trai¬ 
tors to the Conltituiion, and U behuvss us to 
feek the bell remedy in our powei." 

M. do Mirabeau then moved, ** That an 
addrefs be prefentud to the King, praying ih^ 
be would taK'c into confideration’his own 
mterefl as vyelt as the national liberty, and 
that under the ctrcamllanceE of the prefent 
famine, he would order the troops back with 
their train of artillery tp thofe jdpees from 
whence they came: that Ihonld.JIjiB Miuelly 
be fearftil of ^7 .^pr^nccs Paris or 
if(^^ill^ be might^Xtib companies of armed 
liiugbm in thofe towns, who wodU be at 
liiftINidA's, aad a fuAcient protedlion.” 

Mirabeau intermixed this difeourib 
^.^thpveirfpectesof matter vrhicli might in- 
^jimpi^^lbftminds of the fOaetifig. He pi^wred 
aa tak^ pofiblBon of all the 
ikidget and emineiMes where the people 
jpight defend thdf liHercies, and called oniiis

'Several Mennibers called out to have it !m- 
ihediaidy'co'nfidered ; and after TaAis' Con- 
vAfation, M'. de‘ Mi'rabbau faid, that as the 
AlTeii^bly sAras pleafbd to receive his motion fir 
favourably, he thought that it Ihould imrtie- 
diatcly be taken into confi'deration. 

M. Target declared, that he was charged on 
the part of his conllitucnts, t6 infill' that no 
troops' fiiould be f6 fibred to approach tlie 
National Allembly. 

'M. Gfegoire, a curate/faid, that they would 
be treacherous to themlblves, as well as to 
the people atlarge, if they fuffered themfelvee 
to be overawed ; and he was of opinion, that 
the atbrijers ofliis Majclly ought immediately 
to be Impeached. 

The Aflcmbly became extremely tumuhu- 
ous, and there was a general cry of —Tlr 
voicn-—To voltes. 

The queftion was then put, That a Com* 
mit'tec Ihould be appointed to prefent M« de 
Mirabeau’s motion, in the form of a petition 
to the King, which was carried by a majority 
of 830 voices againll three. 

July 9. The Prefident informed the Af- 
fbiTibly,that he had the honour,in Confequence 
of being fent for, to fee the King lad night; 
when His'Majeily told him, “ he had bben 
made acquainted with the Refolutions of the 
Afienibly, and, willing to remove their fears, 
begged leave to alTure them that the army 
which had approached the Capital^ liad'nu 
otiicr objed than to prevent any dangerous 
commotions j and that as foon as he was 
informed the people had returned m peace 
and order, the troops Ihould retire j” adding. 
His Ms^cfly alfo announced that he vi^outd 
receive the Deputation, and hear their Ad- 
ditfs. 

The Prefident next nbferved, that the 
Centtal Committee had made a rcpoic. 

This report was alfo recelvtd with the 
greatell apjdaufie by the Three Orders. 

■ The preamble of it is ‘drawn up in a truly 
patriotic Ails, although it contains no mbie^ 
than is eficntially neceflary to prepare tli» 
fpirits of thofe who arc to be emjdoycd in tho 
great work of the Conftltution, and to inl'pire 
them with fentiments of modof-ation, love, 
and paaee.—The following is r>^e order of 
proceeding nreommended in this report to the 
National Allembly.

You may afTuretke 
AfTembly of it^C Statet.General, chat they Rre 
deftined only to rqpyefs, nr rather in prevent 
frefh tumults ; to maintain good order, and 
the eaercile of the laws i to lecure, ami even 
p'rpted, that lilierty which ought to reign in 
your dbliberatioDs { from which every fpecies 
of cOnftrEint Ibould he baniftied, as vi'ell at 
every apprehenfion of tumult and violence. 
None but evil-iutenlioned perfons could ever 
‘.miflead my people refpedling the real motives 
of the precautiotury meafnres I am taking, i 
have conftantly endeavoured to do every (h<ng 
which might tend to tlieirhappineft, andhavb 
at all limes lud r«afon to rely on their lovq 
End fidelity. 

‘ If, heweyer, the neeeffary,,prefence of 
the troops in the vicinity uf Pahs Oieold ftill 
continue to give iu|nfarag« to the AfTembly, I 
am Willing, 'on tlieir requeft, to transfer the 
' Statn-Gmeraf to Noyon or Soiffons, 'in 
wliich cafe I Qtah repair to' Compeigne, in 
order to pr^rve the cmpmqoication winch 
‘ougfit to'h^e place between the Afldoibly 
■andmyfelf.” ■ • 

’' ‘ On SaiQitfay the i ith of Jinv/atThut paft' 
two, M.'Neckcr 'received, throqgh the me¬ 
dium- 
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^lu(n of M. de la Luzerne, (brother to the 
Vrench AmbalTador at our Court) the King’s 
mandate, to rcniove himfelf, inAantly, fiom 
the Court of Vcrrailies and the kingdom, 
and to inform no one of his departure. The 
Minifier of Finance had a party of friends 
to dine with him, and, after dinner, pro* 
pofed to his lady an excnifKjn to Val, on a 
vifit to the Prince de Beauveau. Thehorfes 
were put to; they ftepped into the carriage, 
took their route towards Parii-, and after 
pjfling the Pont de Seve, he ordered his 
coachman to turn thro’ the Hois de Boulogne, 
and (lop at St. Ouen, where lie fent for 
polt-horfcs, and went on by the way of Pi¬ 
cardy. It is now known that he arrived 
at Bruxelles. 

Next day, July the rath, His Moft Chrif- 
fAn Majefty ap]x>inted the Baron de Breteuil 
to be Prefident of the Council of Finances, 
in the room of M. Necker, the Duke de la 
Vauguyon, Secretary of Sute for the Depart- 
ment of foreign affairs, in the room of M. 
de Montmorin ; and the Marlhal de Broglio 
to he MiniAer for the War Department. 

The intelligence of M. Neckar's icmoval 
was fcarcely promulgated at Verfaiiles and 
Paris, before tiie fermentation on all tides 
was extremely violent. 

Of the fubfequenc riots that followed, the 
following account was publi(he«i in tite Lm- 
don GaTieltc, 

** On Sunday, July la, on receiving the 
news of the difmilTion uf M, Necker, 
and a body of troo|)s entering Paris, 
the populace began to arm themfelves, 
and were immediately joined*by the French 
guards. In the evening a flight IkirmKh hap¬ 
pened in tlie Place de Louis XV. in which 
(wo dragoons of tlie Due deChoifeul's regi¬ 
ment were killed, and two wounded. ,Af(er 
which all the troops left the capital. 

Very early on Monday morning the po¬ 
pulace foi%ed the Convent of St. Lazare, in 
which, betides a cunfiderable quantity of 
corn, were found arms and ammunition, 
fuppofed to have been conveyed thither, as a 
place of fecurity, at diffisrent times from the

All the cannon, fmall-oi-ms, amt amnuuiitino, 
wAe itnmedi.tcely feized up^'n, and every nne 
who chufe to arm liimielf was (applied with 
what was'neceflary. The cannwi was dtf- 
tribuud in different quarters uf the town. 
In the evening a detachment with two ptecep 
of cannon went to the Baftile, to demand ttM 
ammunition depiificed tiwre. A flag of croct 
had been fent before them, which was aiw 
fwered from within; hut neverrheiel^ the 
Governor (the Marquis de Laimay) or^ml 
the guard to fire, and feVeral were killed^ 
The populace, enraged at this pruoeedtntt, 
rufbed forward to the aflauit, wlien the Go¬ 
vernor agreed to admit a certain number, m 
condition that they (houlu net commit anv 
viuienoe. A detachment of about forty ae» 
cordmgly fMlTed the draw-bridge, wimhwae 
infltntiy drawn up, and the whole party maf- 
facred, This breach of faith, aggravated by 
fo glaring an infl: nee of inhumanity, netn- 
rally exCiced a fpint of revenge and tumult 
not to be appeafed. A breach was faun 
made in the gate, and the fortrefstiirrendered. 
The Governor, the principal Gunner, tlio 
Gaoler, and two old Invalids who liad been 
noticed as being more adlive than the reft, 
weie feized, and carried before tlie Council 
aflembled at the Hotel de Villa, by whom the 
Marquis de Launay was fenteiiccd to be be¬ 
headed ) which was accordingly pm in exe¬ 
cution at the Place de Greve, .md the other 
prifoners were alfo put to death. The Pre- 
vot des Marchnnds met with a timilar fate, 
being fuf|ieCled of beciayio^ the Citizens < 
and the heads of diefe perfuus were fixed on 
pikes, and carried lomid the City

** Net mni'« than four or five prifoners 
were found in cite Baftile.”

The Kitional Aflembly was opened on 
Monday *the t^th oi'JuLY, by M. Mounier, 
in an ele^nt fpeech, in which he painted the 
misfortune*chat t-ranee had fudained by the 
removal Of ^e-Mini/ler in whom they found.

Paris ro^ an account of what was thieirtrenf. 
adllhg at Paris, ami of the critical fituation 
of that city. At length they agreed on two 
deputations; tlte hrft to the King, ** to paint 
to him the horrible fituation of the city of 
Paris; and to ftippKcate him to withdraw his 
troops:" theAxond; to the pcopIccflWis, 
** to-place themfdres between them and the 
foldieisi; and- to cqnjure them ts pay refpeA 
to public peace." The f^rft deputation was 
filM by the fame nemos as had' before weio- 
^ ed on his Majefiy. When the ibcond depu¬ 
tation oame to be' named, almofl* all the De- 
ptitiet propofed tbemfeives, and much cor~ 
JiMfioii' onfoed. It was agnxd^ however, to 
wairfor the King^s Anfwer, It at length 
avrrved, and was as follows :

The reading^ anfwrtt produced ge-

jarat lhnw.' ThejI'fnftintly determined on 
• IblefM' deciamion fiiiitri to the exigency, 
■nd a Committer was appointed to dra'w up 
the faille. Tbe^ withdrew, and having made

Dedart^ That dreading the unhappy con*, 
fequenecs likely to flew from his Majeffy's 
anfwer, they wiil nr.t csife to injijl on the re¬ 
moval cf the < xtraortiinary troops alTemhied 
near Paris and Vcrfailjtfs, ^md on the ella- 
blifhment of a guard of Burgeflbt. 

Dec'art anew, That there cannotexifl any 
irt.Tmcdiate (vehicle) in tbeir«communka- 
tions with the King. ' ' 

Declare, That the civil and military agents 
of authority arc rcfponfible for every enter- 
prize contrary to the rights of the nation, 
and to the decrees of the National Afienu 
bly. 

Dulart, That the aflual Minifiers, and 
foch advifers of his Majefly, of whatever 
rack, fiate, or authority, they may be, are 
perfonally refponfible for the prefent evils^ 
and for all thofe that may enfue. 

DftUrt, That the puUie debt having 
bean efiablUhed under the fepurity of French 
honour and loyalty, and the nation not refu« 
fing to pay the intereft^ no perfon has the 
righP to pronounce the infamous name of 
.JBwikruft'', no power has itie right to violate 
the public faith, under any form or denomir 
nation in whidh it may be attempted. ^ 

In fine, the Rational ^Jflmbly 

Dtileert, That they perfift in all tlidr pre¬ 
ceding Ke(blutto|ls, particularly in thofe of 
the ,17th, 20th, and a3d of June laft ; and 
that the prefent Declaration fhajl be tranfmit*. 
ted t» the King by their Prefident, and (haU 
be primed' for the information of the public. 

After thefe refolutjons were pr^fed, it was 
fcyther refblved, that the Aflembly fliould 
(till continue fitting, though it was theii 
tltven t'tkck oI nigbl. 

Jatv 14. Upwards of 100 members 
fiaid in the Hall all night, prelided by thq 
Marquis de la Fayette, whom they chofe 
Vice-Prefident of tfie National ^fflbmbljr. 
The buflnefe this morning begun by a qn^- 
tion to know, if a declaration of the rights of 
men fhouii be placed at the head ef their 
now Confiitution, which after feme debdt^ 
was agreed t,o; after which the other points 
recommended ity the Qmral Comihitfisir'#An 
eyamined. It wm then agreed,-**Thit a 
Committee of eight members 
ed proportfonsiily from the tllree Orders, to 
form a plan of the ConlKtption.

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^^All 'aeeountl received by the Aflcmbly 
morning gave hopes that peace was efU- 
^{(hed at Paris* until the Vicomte de Nonlies 
bntered* ha^ng arrtveil full fpeedfrum thence. 
tit declared ** that all the^BurgefTes of Paris 
were in'arms* and direded in their difcipllne 
by the French and Swifs Guards; that the 
cannon' and tnufquets of the Invalids had 
been taken from tliem* and that all the No> 
bles*' families were obliged to fliut themfclves 
up in their houfes ; that the Bafiile had been 
forced, and Mr. de Launay the Govern()r 
having fired on the Citirens had been killed'.” 
On this news they agreed to fend another de¬ 
putation to the King, and th^U the Marquis 
de Noailles ftiould be one, in ooler to witnefs 
the latal tiuths. 

■ "Whilft thefe Deputies'were’gone, others 
'"^Vmue from the Ereftors of Paris wdtlj (imiljr 
accounts ; and that the people had intercept- 
•ed orders to the (toveruor of the Bafiile, to 
fire on them whenever he thouglu proper. 
Borne of the Afiembly then aiked who had 
figned'fuch orders, that their heads might pay 
■for it) but it was remarked by Mr. Clement 
de Tonneirt, that it was not the moment 
for revenge, and that jufticc, in the prdent 
'(iafe, Ihould be cautious and flow. 

The King’s anfwer arriving, was read in 
' public, to tlie following purport: 

‘‘ That he was grieved at the evils and 
'troubles which defolated Paris j that he had 
been in a continual ftate of uneaflnefs; that 
' the troops were alieady removed from Paris ; 
and that he had given orders to his General 
Officers to put themielves at the litad of the 
militia of Paris.” t 

This anfwer caufed a long and peirfive fi- 
lence. 

The Arcbbifiiop of Paris prefcnily brought 
a fecond anfwet from the King, in the fol¬ 
lowing terms : 

•* You afSift my heart repeatedly, hy re- 
citing the misfortunes Cf the town of Paris; 
it is hnpoflible that thetrOops which 1 have 
‘ fnfulea|}proach, are the cau fe: 1 cannot ma|(e 
you any other anfwer than that which you 
' hStve heard this evening.” 

The Nation-sl Alfcmbly did not think 
thefe anfwers proper for eftablhhing peace m 
'Paris, and they therefore decided to wait till 
nexrda^m hopes of one more favourable. 

The rOyal anfwer—the refotves of *lhe 
National Affembly—the movements of the 
troops, induced the pCOplc to bcHevU, that an 
extreme clihnge had taken place in the fyftem 
' of government. They coitvened in crowds 
' in every psriifli; the alarm bell was univer- 
fally founded; every indtviduftt fled to arms. 

of citirens dlfliibutcd tlwmfelves 
"jBolflrthe town* fearching for arms in every 
‘.fifobable fltuaiion. Gne p-irry proceeded to 


feij^e vpoD the Gard«.B|eubls i Moriier bariy 
betook themfclves to St. Lasers^ fasked the 
place, and difeovered a magazine of com^ 
which they carried to La'Halle i others de- 
flroyed all the barriers of the Capital; and 
notwiihfianding this accumulated violence^ 
the city was divefied of thole hon-ort which 
menaced it, hy the efiabhfliinent of a fpeeies 
of internal folieg. To aCconipIUh this purpefe, 
a general alPiciation was formed at the Hotel 
dc Villc, or (Manfion-houfe) who Tent a de¬ 
putation to Verfarlles to inflft onilie necafll- 
ty of embodying a City Militia without the 
Icafh delay. On Monrla/the igth the gene¬ 
ral alTuciatioti had efiablfhcd this Parihen 
guaid, which was fixed to 48000 citizens. 
The lixty elcAiun difiriAs afiented to form 
fixty b.attalions, each of which was to confifi 
ol four companies, of 200 eacli, ||iking dn 
the whole 48000 mfn. The imant this 
refolution was made known, every citi&m 
rqiaircd to inferihe his name in bis difbiA, 
and by Wednefday morning the namber of 
fubferibers for this municipal body amouAled 
to more than 270,000 prrfons. 1 he sflTocia- 
tion alfo appointed an Etat Major, or C«nv>- 
mander in Chief, and d Permanent Cemuslr. 
tee to correfpond with the different difblAs. 

Tile fpiriied proceedings of the Nai>onzi 
AfTembly, and of the General A fTembly) of 
Parisi hadthureffeA. The Miniiters >and 
Advifers of the King trembled in the f*a> 
lace ; and tlie King, hearing of the riots tbst 
had happened m •Par'ison^he Monday «mI 
Tuefday, and the maffacre of thufe frienda 
molt devoted to his mterefit became extieme- 
ly fearful and unh.ippy of what might pro¬ 
bably follow, unlefs fomo effefiual means 
ux>re taken to flop the progreft of ths rebd- 
lion. His Majefiy accordiflgly relblvedito 
fiep forward himfelf^ and, Kke a tender and 
anxious father of hit people, to rifque even 
his own fafety in the public caufe. Reports 
had been invidioufl/ fpread abroad, that ha 
hod entrenchtd 1 Jiz^ctf behind the hattny of 
Marlhal do I!n>v',lio'>s army, and was deter¬ 
mined to try his firength, and ^fque tbecon- 
fcqucnces of an open rupture. This soport 
gained conr»krablo birae by the nieafuics 
which the Marftial had thought k prudent to 
fake for the benefit of tha.Royal Family,'by 
uniting his vriiok Uix<x at Va^ailla* near thu 
Palace, wlierc the-National AfibrnMy ware 
fitting. 

On Wednefday noon, (July 15)- there¬ 
fore, the King svaasMstazu niMriLKte 
the AfRmbly while they were fitting. d>» 
his entrance, an univ«rrf„l applauia fucceeded, 
and fliortly afear he read tha fisUowing 
fpeccli: 

I have afferriblad you tagcthar, in order 
to confult on the moft koportaot" affairs of 

. the

more fcnflbly titan the tumnk which aAifia 
the capital. The Chief Of tlie Niition cornea 
with confidence among its Reprefentativc:) to 
tefUfy his dUtiefs, and invite them to afliti 
to filing the means of rcftoring public or¬ 
der and tranquility. I am not ignorant tlut 
there are men who have excited the moA un- 
juA prejudices, and who have dared to aiTert 
that even you had reafon to be apprehenfive 
for yoor own psrfonal fafety. Will it, there- 
lorCf benace^ary to re-aflure you on the 
fubjed of repurtb fo reprehcnlible, that tliey 
are totally unfoundefl, and f.ilfify thc-irkrown 
ebaraOer ? Indeed, 1 teel iriy inttieA to be 
the intereA of the nation ; 1 call upon you to 
aid me at tins crili-i, for the purpofc of pre- 
fisrving the fafety of tl>e State. 1 depend on 
the Nati^l AfTembly; aid titp ze.l of the 
Keprefeimtivcs of my pcopl>., lierc. convened 
for the common faiety, wilt be my ftirt pledge 
that 1 trull not in vain. Rdyiug on the af- 
feflion and fidelity oi my fubjcCls, I have 
unicred the troops to he temoved fiom Purls 
and Vcrfaill.^Sj and I aurhorize and even 
.irquefi you to make known tliis my difpo. 
iition to the Capitol.’* 

It is impol&ble to paint the univcrfal snd 
touuliing which this fpeech made on 

the Nation.il AlTembly, and all thofe who 
were prefint. The R.ing and the Vrinces 
his brotliers returned on foot, accompanied 
by all the Deputies nt the nation, amidil tlie 
acclamations of^n aitomlhing multitude of 
fpcQators, which t.auled his Majefly to be 
4n hour .n the walk. 

When the King entered the Palace, he ap. 
peared foon alter tn the Bal.-'ony, vvich tha 
Queen, the Dauphin, and the Piinces and 
Prmcellbs ‘of his houfe ; and fcnci merits of 
love and acknowlodKnients were then re ex- 
preffed with uncurnmon anmiaiiun on all 
fides. 

The National^ Aflsrr.b’y Immediately agreed 
to lend a Deputation of 8o Members, who 
fot to the Thuillenes at a quatcci paft four 
•'duck ; from whence clivy traverfed the 
towfi 00 foft between two ranks of foldiers 
and borgefs guards, and with the continued 
aedamttiooof Vivt la Naiiwt, Vivt U Rti! 
•—OnarAvingandenceiiug the Town Hall,

M. de Lally ToUepdal fpoke with mu^^ 
warmth and eloquence j he faid among othir

moment the fentiments cf the Nation which 
he has the honour and the foitune to com* 
mand.” He then finifiied by thefe words, 
Five la Natm / Five le Rey! Five la 
Libote f 

The Duke de Laancourt fpoke fomething 
about the condudl of the French guards, but 
was not diAintily heard. 

The Compte de Clermont Tonnerre fpoke 
on the fame fubjeA nearly as follows 

Perhaps for a moment foldiers may have 
Itraycd fiom the colcfurs of Patriotifm. All 
Ihould be forgot, there were nune to par^c"-, 
nor wera there any to blame.—-The foldiers 
of liberty could not bedeferters.*’ He painted 
the fidelity of the French Nation, and de¬ 
claimed againA the agents of defpotjfm, but 
adored his King—and he finlihed his dif* 
courfe with an account uf the fetne at Ver- 
failles in the morixing. 

*• We have,” faid he (fpeaking of the 
King), carried him in our arms irom oqr 
Hail to his Palace, which two edifices, tho’ 
foparated at a great diitance, were on the 
occafion united by an immenfe multitude, 
filling the air with their cries of joy and gra¬ 
titude.”

Michel, and retreat tojockas; which he ef- 
feSled with a very trifling lofi, liaviiig faved 
all his baggage and ftor/s, except the powder 
magr zme, winch he blew up, to prevent its 
falling into the hinds of the enemy. In 
confeqnence of this retreat, the Rudians have 
entei ed into Saw'oi.ix. On the other hand, 
the King, at the lieadufa corps of about 
5C00 rtisn, with 50 pieces of cannon, hss 
pilfed the river Kymene, and made an irrup> 
tion, near Keltys, into Rulfijn Finland. 

Stockbihuy July 3. A courier who ar« 
riv.d yefteiday morning witti letters from tlie 
King to lli« Queen, the Prince Royal and 
Baiun Armfeli, brought the firft news of an 
adioff between the tioops under fiis Majrfty's 
coinmaiid and a corps ot Rulliaiu, whom he 
met oil the 28'h paft within two miles of Da- 
vidftat.

r at work of reformation in England,

He therefore 
mey properly be called the Father of

^f Mr. John Welley, who was certainly 
preceded hy Mr* Whitcfield in the iti¬ 
nerant applUcfhip, although he was his 
piccurfor in the work of private reforma¬ 
tion at Oxford. 

As Mr. Welley was entering the 
(b|ng4l ffom, Mr* Wbkcfield was pro* 


to pull down the hrong fortreil'ei which 
Satan held among the Indians, as allb 
to have their own fouls refreihed among 
the fanAi^ed delTPhriants of thofe old 
faints who retired thither, from epireb|ia| 
perfscution, in the lall century, 
goon after his arrival in England, Mr* 
Wedey had feverai cofnntdTticaciuus svtth 
fome of the Moravian brethren i which 
had r^fh an effect upon him* that he da- 

terminfd 

« Hernburh, in Germany, where they 
lived under their the celebrated 
Count Zinatfidsi^ iR dH thd hmplici^ 
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of the primitive tget. This he did In 
June 17S81 and regained in Germany 
more than ^ree ttionths* havings his 
fpiritof myftipifm amply gratified l»y the 
elevating diOjourTe* not only of the 
County but alfo of Chriftian Davidi a

Thia fpihtual tour produced in Mr> 
Wefley Aich a warm love for the perfonky 
dodrine* and difcipline of the Utiitas 
fratrumy that when he came home he 
would fcarce allow any to be chriftians 
but thofe of their communion. Hik 
brethren of the Eftablifhmcnt, however, 
did not mupb approve of hiscccentriciiy; 
and in a very little time molt of the 
churchei in the metropolis and other 
places were fhut againft him. 

^In his Third Journal be fays, “ March 
lit t739« In the et'ening 1 reached 
riftol, and met with Mr. Whitcheld 
there. I could fcarce reconcile inyfelf 
at 610 to this firan^e way of preaching 
in the fields, of which he fet me an ex¬ 
ample ‘on Sunday.’’-——Mr. Wellcy’s 
Icrtipks, however, againfi this Jlrangf wtiy 
were foon overcomr, and the practice 
became familiar^ or rather he was emu- 
hnis of the fame glory which his brother 
Gcorgehed attained by this flrange courje^ 
and, therefore dcteiniined not to be be¬ 
hind him. Fiom this time hevvrnt on 
fiamingly through the kingdom, gather¬ 
ing his thoufands and ten thoufancU in 
the highways and fields, wheie he alter¬ 
nately thundered down vengeance and 
poured refrofliing promife'S upon their 
heads ; and his Journals record many 
curious and entertaining, and fomtti.iibs 
rery marvellous and tcmble eficfls of his 
public minifirntions.

Mr* Wefley having thus cfiabliflitd 
himfelf at the bead of a confiderable 
began, like all tbc old fefVarians, to looK 
upon the ojher pnthufiailic bodies, whp 
were ranged under difieretit Ipaders, with 
jealoufy or envy. The Moravians# with 
whom be w'as before fo coidiaily unkedf 
and whom he had publicly declaixd to 
be, if noj the only, yet the chief of 
Chrifiiaiis,wcrc now (vix. in 1740) in hij 
eflimation dangerous heretics and corrupt 
feducers s even Count Zinxcndorf, that* 
iecond Moles, that champion of the Lord 
of Hofls, was,according to Mr* Wellers 
founder judgment, a blind leader of the 
blind. Ail this proceeded probably from 
no other caufe than the fpread which 
Moiavianifm began to make in England, 
and the pompous manner in which the 
Count and his followers fpoke of their 
million, which feemed to clalh too much 
with the other fe^ls to be much relifhcd 
by them.—Enthufiafm diflikes rtvalfliip 
as much ps any other fpecies of human 
pride ; our fpiritual hero, therefore, de¬ 
termined to fight the Lord’s battles on 
his own ground, and not to admit any. 
other to a participation of his laurels. 
He firft bc^ with attempting to beat 
up the quarters of the oncc-bclovcd 
Germans, and many hard words and 
heavy charges did be lay agaipfi thepn 
for that purpofc } but the Count s fol¬ 
lowers were fturdy veterans, and bore 
his attacks with that patient contempt, 
which is the only proper way to baffle an 
hot-headed controverfialift. 

Mr. Charles Wefley, in a poetical ad- 
diefs to his brother John, politely calif 
the Count “The German Boar 5” a namt 
pel haps not ill applied, cdnfidcring thj^ 
ill fuccefs with which they hunted him. 

As our religibififl had thus liegun thif 
worit of contention, he found it too plca- 
IJbg to rifti^eat; afld in the ne*t place 
broke away from ^e grand aimy, fcp*" 
rating even frorh the great General of 
Methodirm. Mr* George. WhhefieM 
hi^felK—That gcntlerhbtt w-as fitted-bt' 
na'tufe fSr i. popular preacher, a^ in nft 
thfe arts of preaching hVd a vaft lupe- 
rj6i'ity'‘oV'ef Mr*'John WefleV, of atiy 
of thofe Who havd officiated ih the me- 
ttiodiflic ^el^*—Mr. John^as,’therefore, 
rifolved 'to Wt ffime glory td Tttmftlf, 
mkdbiltdifir «ifh Ms hfbtlMcr 'OcbrgeY 
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he «mukl be in thii grand caufe aut Cu^af 
autHulUui and^at once proclaimed him- 
felf an opponent again ft Mr> Whitefteld's 
doQrinei of elefiion and juftiBcation.— 
The alarm was qurckly fpreadt and dread* 
fui indeed were the heats which it o(;ca- 
fioned in the tents of methodifm; and 
many and bitter were the fermons and 
pamphlets which the pulpits and pre/Tes 
lent forth on each fide. The Caltrinifts, 
or WhiteBeldians, groaned deeply for the 
defection of one whom they had confi* 
dered as a main pillar of the truth; and 
they trembled greatly for thofe points 
which they held as the very foundations 
of the Chriftian fyftem. 

The Arminians, or Wefleyan Metho- 
diftSfon the other hand, were not fparingin 
fcattering fpiritualdirt and ftink-pots upon 
their quondam brethren, by reprefenting 
the Calviniftic dot^rines as the inventions 
of Satan, and produ£Vivc of mental di- 
llra£lion and of praftical licentioufncfs ; 
while the rational chriftians pitied the 
extravagancies of each, and thofe merry 
rogues the inBdcls enjoyed the fpott, 
crying, Tantame animis ealefiibus ir*e T 

But though Mr. Wefley aftefAed great 
horrorat the dreadful doftrinesof ^Vhite- 
Bcld and Zinzendorf, yet he had not pru* 
dence enough to keep himfclf from 
broaching ibme equally erroneous. That 
of Jinlefs pcrfettmii which he taught as 
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poBible to ht ittained 1ft tlift life, wat 
coftildeied hy the Mbraviifta and Cal« 
vitiitts as a ftodting They 

thought, and perhapt with )uilHcrt that ii 
had a moit direCl teOdeftcy to bigotry, 
pride, and iniquitjr, than ahy other fne- 
culative error whatever. 

Mr. Welfey ima^fted, liovrever, that 
he cotM graVdl his oppaneOts by his (kill 
in lo^ i and gnVfd tllMfi he tkd with a 
vettgAnre, when he put thJlfti the fol- 
lowtffg qiieftions : “ Ww Adfe fimwvf 
corra/iliaa in our Lord } of, dannot the 
fervant ht’as his matter ?*'---P«iith Jour¬ 
nal, page 81 is a pity biitDr. Prieftl^y 

had rend this; Socinlanifih cbldd wilh ttir 
no more. 

One Peter Bohler, a Moravian mif- 
Bonary, fnid enough to Mr Wefley upon 
this fubi' .tt to nonplus hirti, though not 
to bririg him over to rtfardb. As whac 
he faid it curious, we (ball give it as it 
Hands in Mr. Wefley’s JPourth Journal, 
page 84.

however barbarous, fliameful, and before 
unheard-of, to difeover where jewels might 
be concealed; by which means having di {co¬ 
vered fome very extraordinary largejjeai U, 
he next proceeded to have thern connr.ed in 


tent, furrounded hy high walll, fitu- 
sued near the royal paL’.ce at Delhi, with 
which it communicates by a bridge, but 
excluded on every other lide from any 
communication whatever with the city or 
country. Here, from the firft eftabiifli- 
snent of the MulTuiman government at 
Delhi, it has been ufual to confine the 
iurviving offspring. Princes and Pi inceffes, 
of the deceafed monarchs, and who at this 
time were very numerous. Amongtl them 
tvere fome of the Begums of the two lali 
Kings, who were in pofleffion of large fums 
of tbw public and private treafures their huf- 
bands had left at the time of their death. 
Some of thefe hoards were of long (land¬ 
ing, and had even efcaped the r^acious 
vigilance of the famous invader Tiiamas 
Koiili Khan, who principally confined his 
depredations to the public wealth in the 
palace, and«that of people in office. 

GoolamKadir having previoufly ftation- 
ed emiffaries in this place, proceeded to lay 
hands on every thing he could find, and 
committed the moft horrid of cruelty 
to difeover where the treafures lay. This 
inhuman and favage Rohilla, not content 
with plundering the old King and his fa¬ 
mily, had the cruelty' to order him to be 


a dole prifbn, for the purpofe of a f^Kcies 
of fearch too fhockingto relate. Not fa- 
tlsfied with the plunder acquired from 
thefe unhappy people, faid to amount to . 
twocrores of rupees, or two millions, but 
which it is generally fiippofed amount¬ 
ed at leatt to one, he next proceeded to 
abandon himfelf to every fpecies of excefs 
imaginable, particularly drunkennefs 1 
and in one of thefe ffts he ordered the 
Princes to be brought before him to dance 
in hisprefentx; where .when tl^ey appear¬ 
ed, lie upbraided them for their pu uilani- 
mity^ and catling them women, told them 
he would treat them as fuch} and that they 
mutt dance or be ffogged. Some obeyed , 
fome pivferred and undement the punifh- 
ment held out in cafe of pop-compliance ; 
and this and other indignapt cruel treat¬ 
ment htt repeated for feveral days. 

By this time the Mahrattas had obliged 
Ifmael Bpg to raife the Urge of Agra, who, 
on abandoning that enterprize, mai ched tp 
Delhi to join Goolam Kadir Kaon. On his

beat in his prefence, nay, in the roidtt of arrival at that place, the latter refufed him 
his rage did it himfelf } and afterwards admittance into the fort,hut promifed him 


(I fhuddrr at the relation) this barbarous 
enemy of the human race, picfenting hif 
own dagger to one of his infernal inftiis- 
snent*( ordered him to tear out in hit pre- 
fcnce the old King's eyes; which order 
was obeyed without the leatt deviation 
from fo horrid and unparalleled a com¬ 
mand. The fiifferin'gs of this poor un¬ 
fortunate Prin(V, wnb defehred n much 
better fate, can be better coircnved than 
defrribed. His life was for fome time in 
danger. Some of his fons died in con¬ 
finement of luingerand thirft, they having 
been icfufed both food and water. 

Thefe baihariiies were extended to the 
Prince and Prmceis in Selim Gbitr, to dif. 
cover their treafulies, wiute Goolam Kadir 
found large fumjS of money and jewels. 
For this purpofe He had them all ttiippedj^ 


money to pay his troops, and advanced 
him a trine. His fuipicions of Ifmael 
Beg were founded on the latter’s difap. 
proving of the enormities coihinitted at 
jDe)}^i, and accordingly a rupture between 
them was tlie conlequence. The Mah¬ 
rattas informed of this, found no difficulty 
in gaining over Ifmael Beg with his troops 
to their Hde, and Madaj^ Sindiah fent 
the former to ait in concert with him (If- 
masJ Beg) at Delhi. They immediately 
laid fic-gc to the fort, where the favage 
Rutii}fa Goolam Kadir yet remained} 
who finding that he could not hold opt 
long, renewed-tnany of his horrid cnieY- 
ties, and began to dettroy what he could 
not carry away. 

‘ He next evacuated the place, and took 
away with him all the funs and daugliters 

■ of 
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•f the old in number fourteen Prin¬ 
ce* and eight Princeflfee, accom^ied 
by the new-made King Biddor Shaw, 
the old Besum Mulkfumanee (who had 
been fo iniTrumental in bringing all this 
torture and difgrace on the Royal Family), 
and the treacherous Nazir. With thefe he 
marched off. TheMahrattas followed him, 
but did not dare to attack him. They 
however conftanily kept harralfing him for 
fume months, in the hopes of being fup- 
ported by the Britilh government in India, 
whole public approbation, at leaft in this 
inftance, they looked for, in endeavouring 
to bring to puniOunent fuch an enemy to 
|he human race. 

Ooolam Kadir now finding that he 
could get no more money from the old 
Begum, at whofe inltigatiun he had railed 
Biddor Shaw to tlic throne, depofed the 
latter, and had Akbor Shaw, the fecond 
fon of the blind King, crowned in his 
ftead { whom, though afavourite of his fa¬ 
ther, and next heir to the throne on the 
ipot, the country lefufed to acknowledge, 
nx>m the circumftance of this nomination 
proceeding from Goolam Katlir, and allb 
of the blind King being yet alive. 

Goolam Kadir thus puri'ued by the 
Mahrattas, and execrated by the country 
people, took Aieiter with his Rohillas in 
Moral, a fniall fort fituated near his ca¬ 
pital ot Gofhghur, where he had depofited 
the produce of his favage depredations. 
While he remained in this lituation, a 
reinfuicement of 15,000 hoife from Poo- 
nah (the capital of the Mahrattas), under 
the command of Ally Baliader, joined 
the at my under Madajee Sindiah. This 
Chief, during the latter pait of the above 
tianlaAions, bad remained in perlbn 
quite ina£five at Matra, a city between 
Agra and Delhi, fituated lixty miles from 
the latter. 

Ally Bahader immediately marched 
with, nls troops againft Goolam Kadir, 
whom he clufeiy invefted in the foit of 
Moiat. The latter held out till reduced 
to fuch ftraits for want of provifions, as 
jnduced him to undertake a moft daring 
enterprize, as the only chance be had of 
Ihifting his quarters. He accordingly if- 
fued out with 300 of fuch of his half- 
itarved hnrfes as could carry their riders, 
and fword in hand pufhed his way thro’ 
the Mahrattas} but was followed by 3000 
of the latter, who cut 200 of his ibl- 
iowert in pieces. Goolam Kadir, 
with the remaining hundred, principally 
confifting of his chiefs, took fhelter 
amongft fome of the Zemindars; who 
giving intelligence of it to the Mah- 
ratta commander Ally Bahader^ Goolam 


Kadir and his followers were feiaed and 
carried to him, loaded with chains j in 
which fituation he expofed them in his 
march through the country. Mott of this 
Rohilla montter's wealth, as well as what 
he had plundered at Delhi, with bis moiliar 
and family, were in Moral, and fell into 
Ally Bahadei’s hands, as alfo 1 so pieces 
of cannon, 60 elephants, and lioriM in 
proportion. 

It is to be feared that the unfnrtmiate 
Shaw Allum’s family would 001 be beiW' 
fit^ by any reftitution of their piundc^ 
wealth and efFcAs ; lur the Mahrattas, 
though certainly nut a bloody race, liosv- 
ever famous for their depiedaiions, never 
fail fetting up, wherever they ait employ¬ 
ed, fuch pecuniary claims as in all |iro. 
bability, in the ^fetu inttance, would 
leave the former bttle to expeA, even un¬ 
der fuch accumulated diftrefs. 

In the above ftate did the affairs of 
Delhi remain in the month of December 
1788. 

However inaAive our prefenc fytteai of 
r/jg^tW neutrality may have induced us to 
remain on the above orcafion, it is oiost 
than probable that we fhall find its confe- 
quences hereafter materially atteAingour 
political interefts. 

Tjiefe, L‘t it be fuiil to the credit of Mr. 
Ha dings (the only Engliihman who ever 
wdelTed a political charader among rim 
Powers of India), he ferefaw, and pro- 

( lofed to remedy in a manner not only 
Iighlyhonourable, but advantagcuUs to the 
nation, as well as the fecurity, though net 
^g' and|izement, of the above unfortunate 
family. Juft before he left India, be was 
however oppofed by thofe whofe want of 
local knowledge was little calculated to 
foim a judgment on the real merit of his 
pio^K)!)lions. No man was ever more at. 
tached to peace than Mr Halfings; but he 
certainly did not follow it (6 impliciily as 
to make gi-eat and imponant iacrifices to 
it. Whatever he undertook was always 
with a moral aflurance of'^uccefs ; and 
in the long cuurie of his adminiftiation 
never did he plan or authorize any mili¬ 
tary operation but what was attended with 
complete fuccefs; nor did he ever engage 
in any negociaridff but what he acquired 
the ol^i.*^ propofed Iw it; fb Si^ed was 
the general opinion of his chara6fer, atn 
period when our exiftenct in India was 
hanging by a thread j and his pixfentation 
of it in fo critiial a fiiuatiun was, I may 
fay, ef&£led in ipite of the fhacklts with 
which he was conttantly fettered by thole 
whole CO operation would have rendered 
his fucceflei ftiil more brilliant and ad. 
vantageous. 
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O itiftance of the abufe of words oc« 
curs more frequently than the mifap* 
plication of the term Good^nature-

heat, is eiteemed by his friends as a good-na' 
turfd mun in the main, and, if you do not 
provoke liim, as very eaiy to be managed. 

If a perlbn gives kimlelf up to an indo. 
lent fottilh habit, and Aifters his affairs to 
ruu to luin for want of attention on his 
part, he is pined as ati good iialund 
fellow, who IS no one’s enemy bin iiisown. 

'J'be lihcitine who breaks the lies'" of 
frienddiip, honour^ and hofpitality, by 
fobbing his fiien^J of the wife of hts bo. 
icm, fliall, iiilfead of being branded with 
inf; my nul pointed at as a inonfler of in- 
giaiitud.', be only called a thoughtlefs 
gOMl-nt 4 urcd lake. 

And theduellift, ihoiighin a paroxyfin 
of falle honour he inns his molt intimate 
acquaintance thiough the heait, reduces 
thereby a whole family to min, and 
plunges an unprepaied ibul into inextii- 
cahle niiieiy, (hail notwiihnaniling, p:jfs 
chcarfully and iionotnahly tfuougli the 
world, with the cliaradter of an exceeding 
g'jod nut hi td man.

The long lilt of names which daily or* 
oaments the newipap^a under the a|)pd* 
plioB of Banhiupts, is almolt made up of 
pen of this character.

The man who ruins himfclf by folly is 
certainly a weak, and he who does fo by 
excefs u/ cruft is a didionett man; but 
neither of them can be jultly eileemed a 
good-natured man ; fince their own con- 
icicRces miift have c|i6Iated that the bent 
of their actions lay towaids iiiiuiiice and 
fraud. 

If a man treata me with extravagant 
civility, ard lire(ches beyond prudence to 
oblige me, 1 have reafon to quellion tha 
rc6litude of his motives fur doing fo ; 
and though a fuperficial judgment may 
pronounce tliem to be frundjld^ !“>d 
g^ood iintuvet >ct cool refie^iliou will 
piumpt me in cuiilider his condutbl as an 
iiifeieited difign upon my property, or as 
the h-.‘giu of abiutd injultice to his cie. 
diiors. 

11c who treats largely without being in 
a (fate ot ituli (lendence, muft have a very 
had heart, toi I'uch extravagance cannot 
be fupported btit at the expence of the in- 
diiAi ious part of the community; and he 
who does lo upon the ftrcngtn ot an am¬ 
ple foitiine, is a '’uin (oui, wliu thinks 
thereby to gain .idmnaiion from thofe wh« 
live upon his bounty. Favours (hewu 
towods uilut'i are ik’I the^|te of gooe/- 
natutiy indcls the principl^n^m whiih 
they piocced aie diliulcieited.

Real good-naturct on the contrary, is 
compolcd of pk: I ah t hr opy and of jttjlice g 
the one dilpoles the peii'un governed by 
it, to do good to all men tor their fakes 
only; the other points out the proper ob¬ 
jects to he nnilfed, and the prpper meansf 
of dning it. 

Ceiitieiwrs and affability enttr alf* intq 
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tTje coltipoil^on of thi* excellent quality, 
but the whole is regulated by the ftriiteft 
integrity and prudence; and he wlio is de¬ 
ficient in thele particulars, however dif. 
tingiiilhed he may be for extravagance, is 
not a frood-notuTKi man. 

There are feme who cannot bear the 
light of an execution, tlie cataftruphe of 
a deeptragedy, the (laugiitering of a iamb, 
or even the relation of a melancholy cir- 
cuinftance, without evidencing a violent 
commotion of fpiriis j and will inftance 
this aiTeftion, at other time's, as a proof of 
their excedive good-nature. This often, 
times proceeds, however, fiom a weak and 
not from abeneiiceiit naiuie; for many Aich 
ptrfons are obfei-Vfd to be deficient enough 
111 fulfilling thofe politive duties which 
are called for by the principles of huma¬ 
nity.

them as not liaving loititude luilicient 
to fupport a uniformity of virtue} lince 
he who would fulFer jiimce to give way to 
an abfurd tendernefs, would as eafily fall 
before a temptation to a vicious a^lion. 

Befides, this kind of compafiiou is com¬ 
monly the tifcft of furpiife, and it would 
^e gradually lefiened or totally deftroyed, 
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in proportion as foch feenes and circum- 
fiances become familiar. 

I have known men whole tradebaabnedr 
blood, and whofe prufeflion has caltal 
them confiantly to the fight of obj^t 
enough to fhock an heart not acciiftotn* 
ed to them, yet perfcftly gentle, benevo¬ 
lent, and truly good-natured ; and, ott 
the other hand, 1 have known men whofie 
profeluon has been of the mildeft nature, 
yet morefe, unfecHtig, and hruiWi. The 
goodjefs of heart depends not, therefoie, 
upon external circuniHanccs, but the uie 
of reafon in rc'train improving, and 
cultivating the palHons and graces of 
foul.

The MUSICAL PIGEON; an Anecoot*. , 
From Mrs. Pii.zai’s “ Obfervations in a Joorncy clnougii Italyr*’ ] 


A N odd thing, to which I was this morn- 
ing Wituefs, has called my thoughts 
away to a curious train of reficOions upon 
tlic animal race; and how far they may be 
made cumpaniunable and intelligent* The 
famous Ferdinand Berloni, fo well known in 
London by l.is long relidcnce among us, and 
from the undifputcd merit of his compofu 
tions, now inhabits thi» his native city, and 
being fond of dumb treatut ft, as we call them, 
took to petting a pigeon, one of the lew ani¬ 
mals which can live at Venice, where, as I 
obferved, fcarcely any quadrupeds can be ad¬ 
mitted, or would cxilt with any degree of 
comfort to thcmfelves.

Dr. Burney was the firft Englilhman 
who attempted to fill up the chafm in 
literature,'* and the cultivation of the ans, 
which the want of a hiftory of mufic had 
left. He travelled through France and 
Italy in the year 1770, and through Ger¬ 
many and the Netherlands in >772, in 
fcarch of materials. Thefe /ewrj, be* 
fidcs fulfilling the principal views, pro¬ 
duced three very agreeable and enter¬ 
taining volumes on the Prefent Slate of 
Mujie in Franccy Jtaly% Germany%*' See. 
which were publilhed on his return, and 
foon went through two editions. Indeed 
fuch a coincidence of zeal, profellinnal 
knowledge, and literary abilities, have 
feldom bcec found in authors who have 
written upon the liberal arts. Deep 
fcicnce and praflical (kill have often pro¬ 
duced dry and unintelligible books t and 
talents for writing, without thofe qualifi¬ 
cations, may entertain, but never in- 
ftruft. 

The firft volume of Dr. Burney’s 
Hiftory of Mufic, with a very elegant 
dedication to her Majefty, and a Differ- 
tacion on the Mufic of the Ancients, was 
publilhed in 1776.

Thefe two modes of reprefentation anfwer 
to hiftory and poetiy ; both ol which may 
often adoin the fame fubje/ii. 

In the hifiorifal reprefentation of a fadf, 
the ^rtift has only to obletve the common 
piles of his art.

ib forth. But m the alUgtrual lepreientaa 
Cien, befides thefe, fomethmg more is re¬ 
quired. 1 he allegory mull be jult, and con • 
fiftent, and demands another kind of know, 
ledge befides that of the principles of his .ai t. 
^ may be formed eitlier viit a licathen cr a 
Chriftian plan but on either it mnft be 
both uniform in itfelf, and agreeable to the 
mode of machinery wliich it adopts. It is 
ybencgleAof this uniformity and propuety 
which lenders the alle^oi ical mode of treat- 
ing a (ubjeA fii often difaufling.

ters of eafy execution* A trifling error 
efcapes notice. But thefe high finiflied pieces 
of nature's more complicated wnrkn^nlbip, 
in which the beauty, in a great degr<%, confifls 
in Che fimfhing, and in which evety touch is 
expreftive ^ cfpecially the fpint, adhvity, 
clcaroefs, and variety of agitated water, are 
among the moft diflicuU efforts of the pencil* 
When the cafeade falls in a pyre unbroken 
Ihect, it is an ohjedi of lefs beauty indeed, 
but of much ejfier imitation/* 

On the fubjefl of COLOURING our 
author rii'ques a theoretic idea, by which 
piadical men tnay hereafter profit.

The Lord Chancellor faid, it was 
necefla^ that Mr. Haftings (huuld» by 
Come (iff A/s owff, f^ive a degree of 
admiflibility to the charges offered by 
the Hon. Managers, which of them- 
felves they did not intnnfically ooirefs. 
Whatever was /It/./ or by Mr. 
Xlaftings was evidence againft him ;

Mr. Fox would not admit that it was 
neceflary to prove fome a 3 done by a 
peifon accufed in reference to the evi¬ 
dence offered againft him, for the pur- 
pufe of rendering it admillible.

to ftifle the enquiry, and never once

ficnce (',F honour. He lelted his defence 
upon (juibhles and leg^l objeflions to 
evidence, and not upon the merits of 
his caufe. lie appeared not to look 
for any thing more h(>nourable than an 
Olo Hailly ac<iuitlal; where, upon 
fome defedt in the cvidcnct, Uic |)iifo- 
licr is acquitted bv lliejiiiy, receives a 
fevere rrpiiinaiid from ilie judge, and 
tarries away with liiin the cxccr-iiion 
of the wlu.le Court.

Mr. Fox laid, lliat if theMiiiigers 
ftiould attempt to di) mat, the cvui.-nce 
ought to be firft before their Lordfli'ps, 
as It was fiom the detail «)f the* evidence 
conne.'led with the prifoner’s rondufl 
lindiT the charge, that the Maiiagcis 
could Ihew the application ot it. 

Mr llurke irililtcel that it w.i:, not nc- 
ceffary that any one of the ae^slonning 
the links of a chain aFnr cumjlantial evi- 
rlcucc, leading to the proof of a crime, 
iliould he in itfelf criminal. In Laying 
down this politioii, he; had the autho¬ 
rity of a judge who w’as Itill alive, lie 
Ill-ant Mr. Juftice liULLtR. In his 
addicfs to Capt.iin Dunnellan alter* 
cunvidtion, he dated the feveral circum- 
llances, which, in the opinion of the 
learned Judge, hid put the pi oof of tos 
guilt beyond a doubt, vix the ledger he 
liad fent to Sir Willnim Frceiiinn—the 
cUfTerent accounts he had given of his 
coiidiidl—the rinfing of the bott'e.— 
Now, faid Mr. Burke, the fending a 
letter to a gentleman, and the riuling 
of a bottle, are ailts in themrv.Ive8 neit 
criminal; nor was it criminal in a man 
not to turn his own accufer ; but from 
thefe aAs, in themfeives harmlefs, u^s 
to be deduced the guilt of the accufed. 

He begged leave to apply the princi¬ 
ples of Judge Duller in Cape. Donnbl- 
VoL. XVI. 
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LAN’s cafe to tbc prefent. Poilbniof 
W'as a crime contrived and cx'cutetl 
ulually with great fecrecy; and conft- 
qiienrly it could rarely be traced to iti 
author but by circumjlunces. The cafe 
was ( xiaiy the Lime in bribery. When 
Mr. HaflingN was accuud of this crime, 
he did adfs whicli, coiifidered in llum- 
fclves. Were not rrimiTi., 1 —he dilToIvtd 
the CoutiC'l, and refilled to be prtfrnt 
at the micrings of his coIleagu^-tP. But 
why did he du thi.s ? The prrj'urriptiott 
was Arorig, that he .ifted fo with a cor¬ 
rupt and criminal intent, to ftille en¬ 
quiry into his own conduct. Ilcic then, 
as in the cafe of Ciplain Honnii.lan, 
were ails in themfeives harmlelV, lead¬ 
ing to the prool of an heinous crime. 
If this kind of evidi-uce w.is now to be 
r«.lifted, if tirciimA intial rvidcr.ce was 
to be r'.'j,.ilcd, and none to be admitted 
that 'v.ij not /'/'.'r-.r, then he would 
g \e joy to .111 I 'lll Ji’iiia delinqiK’Uls. 
He w .old t.iy to t'lern, “Thelaws intend¬ 
ed to »e' f in y<nj are meie fcarecrows 

I’linulei on, and accumulate wealth 
by any roc lunveter illegal, proHi- 
giff'. or irit ■rnoiii, you .mc I'uie of !n:~ 

.•'i': {ji the natives »»f India are de- 
b-irrid by their religion from appearing 
agair ft you out of their own connti», 
and ar'-u.mlUnlial evidence will n-'t I e 
reetived ayninlt ym. Plunder tfiere- 
foic, plunder at v.iF, impunity is lure 
to avMit you.” 

Mr. Fox reminded their Louifliips, 
that the eyes ot the woild wtre upon 
them, and tlicir own and their coun¬ 
try’s honour at (take. If their I.ord- 
fhips adhLied to theprmcipft hid down 
by them, there wis no doubt but they 
woul.l fecuieimpiiniry to ill pccnl.a«>rs 
in India j for all t h.it fuch perfons would 
in future h.'ve to do, would be to t.ike 
no notice whaievcr cif anv acenfation, 
and ihtn th-y might bid defiance to juf¬ 
tice. According to the new principle to 
which be alluded, adts of orti.'JJioa not 
being confidered as ividencc, it would 
of courfe be alv/ays in the power of a 
delinqiicrii to fecure fejaalOT from pu- 
nifhmrnt; and therefore, when in fu- 
tuie charges fliould be brought againft 
individuals in India, inftcad'of making 
any defence againft them, they would 
take no notice at all of them ; and thi» 
OTniJftOTii which in reafon and conimoB 
fenfe ought to be confidered as a tacit 
confelTion of guilt, would be the moft 

effcftuai way to fet juftice and punifl:- 
ment at defiance.

• Um 
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der well «n what they were going to 
determine, as upon their determination 
it would depend, whether delinquents 
in India ihould in future he placed be¬ 
yond the reach of public juftice. Par¬ 
liamentary impeachments were fird 
ordained to the end that perfous who 
might be too powerful for the ordinary 
courfe of law, might be brought tojui- 
tice ill this extraordinary way : and 
therefore it nevi-r could have been in¬ 
tended ^ the wife framers of our con- 
ftitution, that the High Court of Parlia¬ 
ment fhould be bound by any rules but 
by thofe oftheHigh Court ofParliament; 
and cunfequently that it fliuuld not be 
fettered by thofe rules of law which 
prevail in inferior Courts, and w'hicb 
between man and man may be extreme¬ 
ly proper ; but in cafes like thcprcfcnt 
w'ould tend rather to defeat than pro¬ 
mote the ends of public juftice. tiut 
jujlitia ruat ralum was a fine maxim, 
but it might he carried too far. The 
ohjeft of thofe who brought the im¬ 
peachment, and thofe who were to try 
it, was to juftice betwern 

the public and the actufed. Whatever 
rule of evidence would promote that 
great end ought to be rigidly and ftrift* 
lyobferved by their Lordibips: What¬ 
ever rule of law ftood in the way of 
fuch fubftarKial juftice, could not, and 
ought nut to be binding upon them. 

Mr. Law rofe merely to protfft in 
h\it own name, aud in that of all the 
people of (ircat Biitain, againft the 
doMrine with which the Hon. Manager 
had concluded, and to offer to prove 
that the High Court of Parliament was 
bound by the fame rules of evidence 
that obtain in the Courts below. 

The Lord Chancellor faid, that their 
Lordibips had twice already given their 
opinion upon the evidence which was 
offered : it the Commons wiftied them 
to coriAi'er it again, there muft be fur¬ 
ther confultation. 

And for this purpofe their Lordibips 
adjourned. 


Forty^Third Day. 

Thursday, May ai. 

The Lord Chancellor acquainted the 
Managers, that their Lordibips having 
taken into confideration the quellion 
w'hich arofir the preceding day upon the 
adaiiifibiiity of the Minutes of the 
Council o^he 13th of March 1775, had 
CUBIC to the following lefolutioo t . 
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That the confultation of the 13th of 
March cannot now be read.'' 

Mr. Barke faid, that though he was 
forry to hear that fuch had been their 
Lordfhips' determination, he dei ived no 
fmall degree of confolation from 'the 
word now, which he was glad to find 
made part of it: for be confidrred this 
as a word rather of limitation than of 
exclufion ; and confequently he undcr- 
ftood by it, that though their Lord- 
Ihips faw no reafon for admitting the 
propofed evidence Now, yet they would 
not rejet^ it, if caufe ihoiild be Ihewn 
liercafter why they fhould admit it. 
He trufted tli.it the word New, which 
formed part of the lefolution re id hy. 
the noble and learned Lord, would not 
be found to refemble that now de- 
feribed by the Poet— 

Which now is, and (hall for ever laft.'* 

Having prtmifed this,hefaid hewould 
acqiiiefcc in the judgment of their Lord- 
fliips, until he fliould be able to fhew 
them caufe for rcvcrfing it. 

He then defired that the Minutes of 
Council of the 20th of March might be 
read. They were read accordingly. 
And from thefe it appeared that Canto 
BaboOj a native of India, in the fer- 
vicc of Mr. Htallings, had been ordered 
by Sir John Clavering, Col. Monlon, 
and Mr. Francis, to attend the Coun¬ 
cil ; that he had not oheyed their fum- 
nions at fiift ; and when he .afterwards 
attended the Council, he aftignedfor the 
reafon of his non-attciidancc at thefirft 
fummuns, that he had received an or¬ 
der from the Guvcinor General not to 
obey it. 

This point being eftabliftied, Mr. 
Burke went back to the minutes of the 
13th of March, and defired that they 
might then be read. 

Mr. Law refilled the wifti of the M.i- 
nager; he faid their Lurdfliips had re¬ 
peatedly given judgment or this point, 
and he claimed the benefit of it. 

This produced another debate, dif¬ 
fering but little in fubftance fiom that 
which look place the preceding day on 
the fame lubjeft; and therefore we 
Biall be the lets diffufe in our account 
of it. 

Mr. Burkeinfifted that the Commons 
had now intitled themfrives under the 
decifion of their Lordflitps, to read 
^ofe minutes. They had now connc£l- 
ed the charges brought againft Mr. 
Haftings with the perfonal condu£l of 

that 
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timt pfntleman. An enquiry had been 
let on foot into afts of rormpticH and 
prYuliithnt in which Mr. Haftinga was 
iiiipltc>ited ; Canto Baboo, the pri- 
. foiier's Banj'iiHy had been mentioned as 
bting concerned in, or having feme 
know'lcdge of fome of thefe ads, and 
was therefore ordered to attend the 
Council; but more particularly, hecaufe 
he had made fome endeavours to pet at 
a litter fenlby JVIlnnv Beclm, fipned 
with her hand, and ftaled vviili her foal, 
in which fome of thofe acts of cor:op¬ 
tion were mentioned. Thi-, Banyan 
however at full contumacioully refilled 
the order given for his attendance by 
the majority of ilie Council j and when 
at laft he did attend, he faid, that his 
rcafon for having refufed to obey tl’e 
former fuivimons w^s, that he had re¬ 
ceived an order I'roin the. Governor 
General, forbidding him to attend. 
This, Mr- Buike fiid, was a flrong 
prininil for the admiHion of iheevidence 
oITtred by the Commons to piove that 
the prilbiier had endeavonred to llifle 
the accul'ation brouglit againft Inm, by 
doing all that lay in his power to keep 
back tire tellimony of thofe who cmdd 
give informitioii on the fnbjctM. Phis 
proved a prefumptioii of guilt againit 
the prifoniT, and laid the bell punind 
for the ad million in evidence n<’ that 
acciifarion from which he h id Ihrtink, 
and which he had endeavoured to Aiffe 
and fupprel's. 

Mr. Fox maintained, th:ft the evi¬ 
dence which had been this dav read, 
took the minutes of the 13th of Match 
I'o completely out of the diffeient deii- 
lions made by their Lordfliips, that he 
trulled they would now admit, on the 
grounds of what they had heard tl;is 
day, that very evidence which they had 
uiedted hitherto, not becaiile it was in 
itl'elf inaUiriilfible, but becaurc their* 
Lordfhips did not conceivr that luffi- 
t lent grounds had hem eflahliihed, on 
which its ndmillibility might be fiip- 
ported. The evidence given this day 
Ihewcd, that Mr. Hallings, finding a 
charge brought aga.f*^ him, endeav til¬ 
ed to fupprtf. that charge, by keeping 
back the evidence which was thought 
neceffaty to the fupport of it- Now, 

I hat their Lordlhips might fee the degree 
of guilt which this af.l might fix upon 
the priibnci, it was abfoUitcly necelfary 
tlist they diould hear the charge read, 
which he had, as it had been this day 
proved, endeavoured to Atfle- 


Mr. Sheridan rbferved, that there wat 
a very linking diAindlion between the 
matcriolity or ’weight of evidence, and 
its admijjihiliy. ’] liisdiftmdlion would 
appear the more marked by a reference 
to the prafticc of the Courts bt low.—- 
There the mattrutl'ty or the Jorce of 
evidence was lelt to the inry ; its ««'- 
tnlffibiliiy on the conlr^ry was left to 
tliejudgmcntoflhr Thiir I ord- 

fliips ought not therefore, in thepicIVot 
inftance, toconfider theTcr/fArrifthe evi¬ 
dence, but folcly its admijjibihtv •' when 
the whole was before them, and llicv 
were called upon for judgment, tlu i> of 
cniirfe they would weigh the crtdih and 
try the /otce of the evidence ; hut in 
the prefent ftage of the bnlincf', its ad- 
TniJJibiUty s'one fliould be conlidcred. 
It tiny itififted, however, upon the for 
mer, and wiflicd to know the whole 
force of the evidence, before they pro- 
nouni ed upon its admillllnlity, it vvould 
be no difficult matter to coiine^l the 
minutes of the 13th of March with the 
condiift of Mr. Hallings, and to prove 
by his fnbfcqucnt condudt that he him- 
felfcoulidertd llie charges Hated in thofe 
miinues, as but too wt ll-foutitled : 
ih<8 would appear fink ingly by bis con- 
du6l towards }iundcomary whom, for 
the purpofc ot ('.tllriiyiiig the weight 
of his accufation, he caufed to be in- 
diiHed for a confl'irary. 

The Lord Chancellor afked Mr. Law, 
what he had to luge agaitiHthe admif- 
finn of the minutes of the ijtb, now 
that fome new ground iVcmcd to have 
been laid for the ailmiffion of them, 
wh.ch lud not been efiablillitd whin 
their Lordlhips made their laA decU 
fion. 

Mr. Law faid he was in poflVffion of 
their LordHiips’ decilion, and wovtld 
claim the benefit of it, They had de¬ 
clared that the minutes in qmfiion 
could not now be read, and iq' that 
judgment he would abide. 

Mr. Burke conjurtd their Lordfliips 
to weigh well, and ferioufly cnnlider 
the quefiion whmh w as^ icn before 
them. If, in a bufim^rtf the magni- 
tuile then under tlicir ronfideration, 
they adhered to thofe rules w’hich in a 
caule at nijipnus might be the guidea 
of their deliberations, they would de- 
ftroy the very eflence of jullice, by an 
ill timed and ill judged adherence to 
forms- They Ibould conlidcr the na¬ 
ture of the country in which the crimes 
imputed to the prifoner were commit- 
* led. 
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ted, tnd the nature of it9 connexion 
with this. TnecjpiUls of other Km* 
pires hfld ufually V)ccn crowded with na¬ 
tives from its mott difttnt provinces,led 
thither by curinfiiy or intvrcrt. In tlie 
capital of the Britidi Lnipiiv, tnvvhuh 
a coutitry containinj; 24 naihom of in¬ 
habitants bclonjis, one* mij;iit expect 
that, from fiinilar c.iuf s, itic (IrOtts 
would be blacken/;J W\U\ iwarm^ oflii- 
dians : but they vvc»<. lef-rnncd hy the 
religiofkand culloms iif thiir Lountry, 
whi.h would not fuffer tliecn to coitic 
to Europe, withont a ficr.fice of tiuir 
cajli or rank in life, winch would a& it 
were excommunicate and i)2nil]i rlico) 
from focicty. Only onepigle Hindoo had 
ever been in London, w tiol'c name was 
Gulfliam Dofs ; he reiurned home Mk- 
Guifliam Dofs, but no longer a Hin.'oo .* 
for, by having left his own country, he 
waRdiiven from his cafr, and had no 
further rank among his countrymen, 
but was an .jutcall twn amongft his 
own relation;.. 'J'lic only way then hy 
wh'Ch the government of tht^ cr.iintiy 
could know or rctlreis tiie grievancis 
ofthe natives of India, who would ne^er 
appear at a Tribnnd in i.ngland to 
complain of ihtir Governors, was by 
receiving in evidence t!'e complaints of 
tilde people, recorded in the books of 
the E.ift India GonijMiiy, and traniprni- 
ted to i-.uropc. Tlii? W'as the onlj com¬ 
munication which the nature of the 
reljgion and culL ms ol Lindoflan rtn- 
clcted bdvvctn the European 

Governors and the governed. If their 
Lordlhips cut off iiiai t nly to miini- 
CJtion, which mud i-e tiie c.ift if loch 
evidence as w s now* fficred was rejc'i- 
ed, then they would kdvi. tlie opprtfltd 
natives of IndiH to b- plundered and 
ruined without the poniuility ofrcdrcfb: 
and fii'-h ct'iidirl on t»u pait of this 
coiintrv, Would anioiin!, in rr,don ami 


in jiiflj^e, to uu tibilii nS,on of t! e Ci,- 
Kurn/ntut of liiUi t- Our polLllioi.s in

nor, W’ho contnmacionny, .ind,for abad 
piirpofc, ublentcd himfelf, was nut pre- 
lent. 

He renninned their Lordfliips, that 
their condikl w'.is now open to the 
view and confide raii-iii of all m.ankiid; 
and to the jm gnicntof ni.ankind even 
the higheft tribiin.di. upon earth mull 
how. But it v'.as not the world alone 
that lookid nil; the SovfrHjION op 
THE Wort. n, iheTathcrand Refuge 
of the whole iiiiiii in lace, the Avenger 
of wioiigf, and the I'roitiSlor ofthe op- 
pretlul, was a parly in this bufinefs : 
their Lf'i dIhips, i.s h's rice^frtnts ifl 
the jtui^mml-fr.’U, were bound to do 
jufticc; to Him they were rcrpoiiliide 
for their cnndiuft 5 and though they 
Ihonid difrigiid the opinion of the 
wuild. yd the fear ot Gnu (iK'iild ever 
be before their eyes, when they w'cre 
executing the facred trull of adinini* 
lUring jijftiee.

The Lord Ck.iiutllor winicd the 
Managers would ll.ite all the g"OUnds 
on which they iluuight the minutes of 
tl'.t 13th might be niadc admillihle evi- 
den;e. 

M'-. Foxf.ii't, there m-ght be many 
grounds wl.iih would o. cur the 
C'uirle* of the piocevdinga upon tlie 
preftiu artic'f, ihougli at this moment 
they might not occur to the Maqagtis. 

It was fufficitiit if they Hated one 
ground on whiitheTe minutes migEt 
be made adin.firblv. '^•■at ground 
was the inter^"iciKC of Mr. IJ.iAings 
,tn prevent tlie ali -*iii'..incr* of his own 
fervaiit, Cijiito iiiiboo, when the Coun¬ 
cil vvariti r! 10 cx-niine him refpedliiig 
one of the charges .tgaiuft Mr, Hsftings 
recorded in the minutes' which the 
Managers w'iflitd to have read. On 
this one ground Managers craved 
their Loioftiips’juilgmciit. 

The Loul Prti'.Jcnr (Earl Cam- 
«ii'r.) laid, that the jiid,!irient which 
then Lordlhips had already prononn- 
ce<l, was tuilundt I Aoc'd by the Couiifel 
for the dc^eiKiant, if he imagined it 
went the Ungth of declaring that the 
ni'iiutcs in qucilion were in no cafe ad- 
mdhble. All that their Lordlltipi 

meant • 
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niftnt to fny in that judgment wa»y 
that at the time when it was pronoun¬ 
ced* nothing had been ftated by the 
Hon. Managers* or given in evidence 
to prove that the Lords ought to fuf- 
fer the minutes to be read. But iince 
that judgment was given* the Hon. 
Managers had certainly laid beiore 
their Lordfliips fomc evidence relative 
to(^'lnto Baboo* which might make it 
proper for them to review the judgment 
they had pronounced. At the lame 
time he wilhed the Hon. Managers 
could find it convenient to fta'e to the 
Court fill the groMiitls on which they 
conceived the minutes of the 13th of 
March onyhtto be received in t videncc. 

The Managers hcaimg this, begged 
leave to withdraw tor a while To con- 
fiilt.—On their retui 11, Mr. Fox laid, 
it W'oiild give the Manigrrs great plea- 
I’uie if tliey hail been able to comply 
with tile wifli of the noble and learned 
Lord. But they conceived that the 
principle on which they now called for 
their Lordihips’judonient, would oc¬ 
cur fo frequently iirthe courfe of the 
trial, that they wilhed once for all to 
have adecifion upon it; and this they 
were fure would lave a great deal of 
time and troulile to the Court. 

He fiid, an Hon. Manager had ftiewn 
w^ith true precilion the diftiiiiliion be¬ 
tween the (ffefl of evidence and its ad‘ 
pjtffihillty .—In Courts where the jury 
pronounced upon the former, and the 
Couit upon the latter, the Judges 
knowing wh.it eflefts improper evi¬ 
dence might have upon the minds of 
men not fufliciently informed to be able 
to afeertain the evidence which they 
ought to rfjedl,and that on which they 
ought to found their verdidl, never 
futtl-red inadmifliblc evidence to be gi¬ 
ven at all, or heard by the jury. But 
when evidence was in iti'clf adiniffible,. 
no matter how flight, how frivolous, 
or how incredible it might be, the Judge 
was bound ro iuffer it to go 10 the juiy, 
whofe province it was to determine 
the degree of credit to which it was in- 
tiiled. But this caution was nut ne- 
ceflary in fiich a Court as was that in 
which he then bad the honour to ttand: 
they need not be afraid to hear admif- 
fiblc evidence* however trifling or nu¬ 
gatory it might prove* becaufe they 
were themfelves the very pcrions who 
were afterwards to decide upon its 
and effeS. 

Hf. was happy, he faid, that ha had 
it in hia power to fortify his opinion 
With the authority of living Judges. 
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Lor 4 Mansfield, in a cafe reported m 
Burrows, obferved, that the diftinAiod 
between admijfible and credit It evi* 
dence was built on vtry fuhtle reafon- 
ing : for his part, he fdt himfrlf incli¬ 
ned to overlook the dillindlion, and to 
concur with thnfe, who, of late years, 
had judged it hell to admit all evidence 
which could pofiibly have any relevan¬ 
cy to the caufe, and fufler it to go to 
the jury, caking care to accompany it 
with fi'ch remaiks as would pfevent it 
from piOilucing improper effeds on the 
minds of the jur(>rs. Such was the 
fiibll.incc of the opinion read by Mr, 
Fox, delivered, as he faid, by a Judge 
who loid fo long prefided in the firft 
crimiiinl court with fo much honour 
to hirnklf and advantage to the pub¬ 
lic, iri which however, to the rrgtrt of 
his country., he no longer prefidtd. In 
this opinion Mi. Jultice Allihurft and 
Mr. Juftice KiiUer had concurred. 
Mr. Fox then re id armiherand a more 
recent cafe, in which Lord Kenvon fat 
ae Judge, and in winch he conformed 
to, and adopted the opinion of, his able 
predectlTor Lord M nsfirld. 

Having ftaied thele different argu¬ 
ments, Mr. For. prefled their Lord- 
fliips to give judgment with rrfpe<!t 
totlie admiflibdity of the n iiuitra of tlie 
13tb, on the gi ound ol the c’.rdcnce given 
this day from the minutes ol the 20fh. 

After fame ittlc coiiverfation, their 
Lnrdlliips adjourned to the Chamber 
of Parliament, to take the cafe into 
confideration. 

Mr Law took an opportunity before 
the riling of the Court to oblcrvc, that 
GtiW-am Hofs, meutioned by an lion. 
M.oiager to have loft his caft l»y com¬ 
ing to England, had h id no caft to lolc* 
for he was no more than a coiniiiun 
iliip-builder at Bombay. 

Ml. Burke maintained that what he 
had ftated rerpetffing GulAam I'Afs w.n 
founded in faSi —but Iho* it was nor, 
the reprefentation ot his cafe, as given 
by the learned gentleman, would prove 
all that he wanted to prov^as well as 
the ftatcmrnt which ffcnimfelf had 
made; for it would Ihew that no Hin¬ 
doo who had any call to loir, had ever 
ventured tocometo England ; and that 
no Hindoo could come to it who was 
nut the outcaft of his country. Thig 
would have exaAly the fame weight at 
as a^proof that no Hindoo.had vifited 
England but one, and that for fo doing 
he had forfeited his caft

In the daiightcisof Folly her fplendid ap- 
pearante might excite envy ; but iii the 
bzieaff of Virtue it could raiic no other 
fenfiiion but that of pity or contempt. 

Evelina had facriflcedlier youth and 
bappincls Mi^j^rutal hulband, whun. 
file married loTmlige her parents. Th' 


only confolarion left her was that of 
having done her duty ; by her condiu^t 
Ihe fo rofreneci the heart ct crucltv as to 
gain the blelFings of a dying hufband. 
Once more left at Irbcity, ftie retired 
fr om the treat worlJ, to form the mind* 
of her children.

Dev*'uied with fpleen, envy, and ill- 
nature, all a\oid her, and leave her to 
(ii:;goul lit: da)s with the reflection, that 
flit h aves nut one heart that will lament 
her fate. 

The happy, the pious Evelina en¬ 
joys every LOir.lori aniitig frotnavir- 
Tuuus licait and a wcll-tptnt life. By 
people of all ranks and ages her com¬ 
pany is folicitcd, for her converTation is 
at o.'sce pltrafing, chcarful, and infliuc* 
tive. Her leiigion is not of that auflcie 
kind, whicii, l y throwing a gloom over 
focicty, drives fiom its tcriiiic picfence 
the }oung and g^y > hci's is the dear 
companion of her privare hours : it en- 
abW her to rnltruct the uniinprovet!, 
and chcar the heait borne down by af¬ 
fliction. Her charity is not difpJaycd 
vith olfeniatioi.; hti*s is genuine phiian- 
thiopy: it isextrciicd on its objects in a 
maniiet privare as juff ; and thoulands 
fed her beneficence without being per- 
mititd to declare her worth. Thus (he 
cannot appear without excuing the muff 
ple^flng ieniations in every breaff where 
virtue has taken up its abode. 

Let the young and gay refieA, tK. t a 
youth ipent m folly, idlenefs, and diifl- 
patron, cannot fail of making an old 
of pain, an,:»iri}), and defpaii. Let tht-n 
remember the fate of Amelia, and by 
the exertion of t\tty virtue be as equally 
happy, pious, and deieiving, as tb^ truly 
amiable Evelina.

The article in Oftober was written by 
Mr. H. who was, at the lame time, pre¬ 
paring to publifli a book upon the fame 
i'libjeaj and his account of the Diiler. 
tatiun was calculated to bias the leader 
in fivour of his own opinion. His cri¬ 
tique, inflead of bring a fair and candid 
aiulyfis, was nothing moic than aiian- 
ienpt of the auchoi’s general piopofi- 
tions, with feme crude obfcrvations at 
the conclulion. The reader was not fa¬ 
voured with one of the argunii^nts, by 
which thole prepoiitions weie rupported ; 
he was theiefureto toim his |udgincnrof 
the DiHcrtation hy the partial ix*pi«.U*nra- 
tion and the dogmatical an'eriiuiis oi an 
adveifaiy *, 

On the other hand, the reviewer of 
Mr. H’s publication in June draws out 
tlie arguments of that writer (Inch as 
they aic) to a confiderable extent, and 
places them in the inott advantageous 
light. He veiy cordially repeats fume of 
the farcaims and iniriepreleiitations of 
his aflbeiate, and compliments him on 
sffwjihjarv advantages founded on mif- 
thkes. He then pietends he has enabled 
the reader to judge rose himself ! 

At thr beginning of the article he tells

Tlie n.fn.r' 
tator never expcHed any account of the 
inlciiptiou ill his Theriaca or his Aiexi- 
pliarmaca ; or in the works of any other 
poet. But when the critic in- 

tciins us, tint of the ige ahoveinen- 
tioiicil the o?ily remnants of literaiuie, 
which t/f fc) Tr nath r, aic a few epigrams 
and hymns of Callinraciuis, and the Ai- 
jMmaiirica of Aporonius Rhodius, he 
iu'ius not to know, tirtr we liave itiil 
feme valuable remains of Archimedes^ 
Apollojdus Pcigjens, Kiatofthencs, An* 
tigonus CarylHus, Lycophron, Aratus, 
Theocritus t) and fcveral otheis who 
lived in the reign of Ptolemy Philadel- 
phus.—The claliical knowledge of ihcfe 
cMtics IS very extraonlinary. TUtocii- 
tus, though a cominun fchool-book, has 
elcaped their lelcaiches, or is thought 
uiiwonhy of notice.*’

in asupprefliv' a manner as tythes.—His 
Lordfhip had faid thit perfons weie irnpri- 
foned for fums as low as one fhilling I this 
he could not ronfider to be an opiFre^'ldiiy 
for if any weie fo obfhnate as to refute the 
payment nf legal dues, the laus were nef f- 
faiily to be enforced: on the payment « f 
thofe dg^s, however, the perfons impiifonei 
could be releafed. He obje£)td to the mno- 
vatiups now piopofed, and could bv no mcan^ 
b of opinion Chat his Lordfhip had :dvanccd 
fufficent leafons to wan ant tlie Houfe tq 
pull down a fabric winch had exifled for A> 
many years. He objedfvd to the principle of

Peace to decide on tythe caufes, with an ap¬ 
peal to the (^ir.rter ^eilions.

Earl 9'affii^e replied to Lori Kenyon, 
ami ridiculed rhe futility of his ohrervations. 

The Earl of Abingdon oppofed tlie Rilli as 
he faw no fufficient reafon for dellroymg fo 
imporunt a part of Che eccleriallical (ylteni* 
T!ie imperfedlions that might exill in the 
church cftablifhment, ought to he touched 
wul) a more delicate hand than rhat of the 
Vohle Eail, who had talked on a former 
day of removing the ruhhifh of the laws re¬ 
lative to rhe church in carts, wheelhaimWV, 
and Ihoveis* He hoped his Louilhip would 
not cut out work for the tncendiaties of the 
nation, by idle attempts at reform. Let him 
rather move fur a Committee of both Houfes, 
:iud diredt their views to reformation, not hy 
pulling down and deftroying, hut by build¬ 
ing up and impiovingt Let him weigh his 
zeal ill the fcalcsoF judgment, and not in the 
b.dance of a heated imag'nation* 

The Duke of Norfolk was friendly to the 
Bill, of which the principle was good, though 
lome of the claiifes might recpiire amend¬ 
ment. The Clergy ought nut to have the 
power of imprifonnig or excommunicating 
fur civil caufes. He knew inftances of per- 
fouB wluife minds had been rendered ex¬ 
tremely imeafy by their being cuyfrd out nf 
fht cbm ch^ as they ftiled it. This praAice of 
excommunication produced much anxiety to 
pcrfons religioufly difpnfed ; and in the minds 
of thofe of a contrary cum, it iticreaftd a 
(Contempt of all leligiou. He hoped that tlie 
Prelates, if they difapproved of the prefent 
Bill, would bring in one more conform¬ 
able to their fentimrnts on the lubjtdl; for 
fumething ought to bu fpeedily done towards 
regulating the colledtiun of cccltfiaftical 
clues.

creafed our debts in other ways tn at lealt au 
equal amount; and chat upon a fair flatement 
of the wlioleof our finances, it would appear 
our expenditure exceeded our income by 
2,11 o,oool. annu'illy. 

The Duke of Richmond rofe in refutatkxi 
of the ftateroent of the noble Loid, and cant'd 
upon his Lordthip to declare, if fucli an •ex. 
cefi of the expenditure liad exifletice, wliere 
Che deficiencies were, or the fervices unpaid.

Lord Stormont (upported the llatement of 
Lord Rawdon, and argued on tlw fallacy of 
the Report. 

Lord Bethorft condemned the ettemi^ 
made to lower Che credit of the nedfon^ and 
qonftdcred that Uuite iiieP| whoever they 
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plight be^ tfa^t Mtempted to mifFBprefent opr 
^nmoest were neither patrkitii or well- 
to thejr country. His ]Lor<llbin tvv 
ferred noble ^i^riis oppofite him (Raw- 
floni Stormont, and Loughborough) to form 
pn opinkm of our revenue and credit by the 
price of Siuci^t^ and to the people in Ex* 
phange* alley .—Since the year 1786, Stocks 
bad rifcn above 10 percent, and above three 
nailliuns of the national debt bod bevn anni- 
iulatetl.

Lord llopetonn moved for leave to give ^ 
Dili leading to this Bill, upon which 

The Bilhop of Bangor rofe, and obferving 
that feveral Lords, with whom he had con- 
verfed fince he came 11 to the Houfe, bfing 
of opinion that this Bili ought not to pafif intu 
a law, but that it (hould be oppofed a) tlie 
hi (I reading, and their opinions cuincming 
with his, he dtfired the indulgence of ^\ie 
Houfe whilft he gave fame reafons again^ 
this Bill, fuch reafons as had principally oc\ 
cut red to him fioce he came into the Hcnife^ 
as he did not know that the Bill was to be 
brought up this d.'y, much left that it was 
to be debated.—After ibis (hurt preface his 
Lordfhip proceeOed to obferve, that there di 4 
not appearto be the leaftoccafioo for fuch a BUI, 
as the great and glorious eveot of the Bevo- 
lutina ia 1A88 was commemorated every year 
on the 5ih of November, in a qnoft grave, 
Ademn, and afleAing manner. The 
then obferved, tint is was very wife and jq- 
dicious in (lie King aad his Council, in the ad 
of William and Mary, to couple the great 
event of the Revolotioo in 1688 with that of 
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•ur deliverance fmiii the Powder*ptot in 
ti05f and to retuni our fincere thanks to 
Vt^iiofthty God at the fame time, and in the 
fame form uh |V*ycr, for thofc two fignal 
iidtances of the Divine goDdtiefs to thefe 
kingdomSff in faving us in both cafes from 
pnpifh tyranny and arbitrary power.—It lias 
been oiten faid, that tins great event of the 
Revolution is but barely mentioned in the 
fervice appointed for the 51!! of November^ 
and confidering what great blelfings we de - 
rived from that event, a moie full and 
pointed fervice ought to be made ufe of* 
This tlie Bilhop obferved was a great mifre- 
prefentation, as that glorious event is ex* 
prefsly meniioned in every prayer whicli 
makes part of that fervice, except one or two 
at mod, if Ins memory did not grciUly fail 
him ; and how much care and attention had 
been given to this fuhjcA in order to adapt 
and accommodate the fervice to thefe two gi eat 
events, fo fimilar in their roufe^ueiices, and 
fo evidently marked by the liand of Ptevi¬ 
dence, would appear to any one who would 
compare the fervice appointed for the ^ch of 
November, as it Ituod in the Common Pinyer 
before the Revohuion, with that whicli is 
now appointed to be ufed —The mtruduc- 
tory feiicences w'cre all added at the Revo¬ 
lution, fo alfo was the hymn inftead of the 
/W/tf difTcient pfalms a’fo were 

apiKiinted, and a different gofpel; and by 
means of thefe alceiatioas and additions, the 
fcTvifce for our deliverance from the Prixvd r- 
plot, and for the happy arrival of King WiU 
ham for the deliverance of ourcluurli and 
nation is as complete, folemu, anu'aifetihng as 
any fervice in the whole liturgy ; and no 
wonder, as the additioiiband .lUeratiohs weie 
finally fettled by chofc eminent divine*-, who 
had done more towards bringing about the 
gloi ious Revolution by titeir maichlefs wn- 
tings l\gamlf Popeiy, th >n any other older of 
men 111 the kingdom. For thefe reafom his 
Lun^mip was of opinmn that full, due, and 
pro/er notice was already taken of tiiis glo- 
rims event, and that there ums not the lead 
(^xafion therefore for .ippointing annilierday, 
•h this Bill proixtfed* llis Loidflnp thru 
ubferved, that his argument went hitherto 
agamft the rcje£lion of the Bill in the w*holr, 
and tluiugh it was not ufual in this flage of a 
Bill to argue againlt particular clutfes, yet 
he could not lielp m.mtionirg his dunppru* 
bation of that claufe which recites at full 
length the (hitute called the Bill of Rights; 

, and there orders the fame to be read in all 
churches and chaprls on the day of the Ge¬ 
neral Thankfgiving propofed by this Bill, 
fince if this part of the Bill was to be com- 
pbad wiOb our churches would be emi>ty on 


this day, as was the cafe formerljr, when his 
Majefty’s proclamation againit vice and im* 
morality ufed to be read every quarter In our 
churches; and for this reafon the Clergy have 
for many years omitted to read it, tbougii 
they Ttkat/ic tkemfeives liable thereby 10 n 
penalty* His Lordfhip faid a^fo that there 
were other nhjcdlions againit inferting this 
cltufe as well as tlw relt of tlie rites { but 
this not being the pFO|>er time to argue 
againfl the claufes, and being alfo unwilling 
to give the Houfe any fur.hcr trouMe, he 
(hould for thefe reafons, which had oc» 
Ciirred to him on tlie fudden, move tliat the 
Bill be nut read a hrft time. 

£jrl Stanhope then rofe, and enprefled 
his adunifhment. that a PnKeftant Bilhop 
(hould be againft returning thanks Co Al¬ 
mighty God for fo fignal a deliverance as wan 
wrought for us by the divine goodnefs at the 
Revolution, to whi :h Che nation owes every 
thing that is near and dear to it, as well in a 
civil as a religioiu light; and to which hap¬ 
py and glorious event cliat Right Revered 
and learned Prelate, as well as the felt of his 
bivihrcn, were indebted iur aH tlie valuable 
privileges they ciijojcd.—His Lordfhip then 
f^aid^ lh.at theie vvjs not fuBicient notice tiikeu 
uf chi<; memor.ihle event iti the fervice for 
the ^th of November—tliai it was nut pro- 
per to fet die deliverance Iumd the Gun|iow- 
dcr.plot in competition waih the glorious 
Resolution in t6RS—tliiX we "did not rt- 
till 11 thanks for the reltorituai of our Iibeities 
and ri.jnclii(e5 as we oiignt Co d:> tn the mod 
aident manner, hot wx Ciddly tbtinked Al« ^ 
mighty Grxl for nhiK'or all o|)|K)firion fall 
bcfiiie tlie Pfiiice of <)<jngc—a foreiga 
Prince witli d foirign uimy.—His Lnrdihip 
thrn found fiult with ttiv frivice for tlie ^Ch 
of Nnvembrr. and re id a fhuit pilige fn>ai 
it, and made fume fcicrc lemaiks and ani* 
maitvetfions upon it. Hw L»rd(hip chea 
obferved that n w'as iiecttfny io call ttiefub* 
je£ls of this cnuntiy to commtmuralv Ibis 
event by one day let ap.it t Un ibis puriHlfe, 
left thry fhoiild giow cat clefs, aiuMbigec 
(he liberties to wh>cluhis Revulutitm emitted 
them. He had teafon to clunk that we did 
not fnlTicieiuly attend to this liaivpv and me- 
motable event, and tlieiefcne,.^ thiHight it 
highly expedient that the Rill of Rigbli 
fhnuld be read eveiy year 111 <»ar cbuiciwi 
nnd chn]iels, that the people might have a 
lively fenfe of their privileges, and be upo6 
Che watch againft every encroachmeet on 
their legal rights.— He then compimned very 
much of this mode of oppufing a Bill on thi 
firfl readhig,ainl thought a Billoffomiiciicod- 
fequence, and which related fo nearly to chi 
cird aad religious libcny of this country^ 
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tughc not to b» treated in fuch a ftianoer $ 
anJ iKiped the learned Prelate^ wtiofe can¬ 
dour and moderation he had often eipe- 
riencad, would withdraw his motien^ and 
kc the Bill fo ooy and appoint a day for a 
(econd reading, when the friends of Che Bill, 
aa well as chofe who were adverfe to it, 
might CHfoe fully prepared, and adopt or 
te\c& the Bill after a full and deliberate dif- 
codiou.—Hit Lordihip tiien made two or 
three allufions, which as we did not under. 
Sand, we will not pretend to report, as we 
flmuld be fony to fay any thing that did not 
fall from the Noble Earl in a debate on fo 
favourite a fubjodt as we know Libei ty and 
the Revolution are to his Lordihip. Before 
the Noble Eail concluded he again exprclTed 
his wilh that the learned Prelate would with- 
draw hts motion, 

The Loid Ciuncellor then left the wooU 
fack, and obfetved tliat the Noble Earl had 
been rather too free in exprelhng bis aRu- 
nithment at what had fallen from the learned 
Prelate, as heknewfiomthe lung experience 
be had of the learned Prelate, that he encer- 
Kained as ffiong and lively a fenfe of the great 
bleflings which were derived from the Revo¬ 
lution, as any Member of that Houfe, and 
was as ready to join iii returning his finceie 
thanks to Almighty God for the deliver.mce 
which w:i5 wuiught for us by lh.tt truly me¬ 
morable event, JS any one of their Lcrdlhips | 
but m>twitliRanding this, his learned friend did 
not think it necelfary that any other nuKc 
of I’tfurnuig thanks, as a nation, was at all 
oecemity, than what wasaheady eftablifhed ; 
aod the reafoos which the Bifhop had given 
their Lordfbips, and tlie very good obferva- 
C'ons he bad made on the fervice as it (loi>d 
twraerly, and as it now ttands, and which 
were perfeAly new he believed to nioft of 
tbeir JLordihips, had iatisfied him that Ihc 
Bill was ahfolutely unneccifary, and tlibie 
teafbns would, he apprehended, prove fatis- 
faftory alfo to the generility ul iheir Lord- 
ibi|is« The Clidnccllor then obferved, that 
Che Immed Prelate had.iuUy flicwn that 
Che fervice of the church in which the great 
event of the Revolution was commeniorated, 
was in general extremely proper for the oc- 
cafion,aiid l|e was veiy lure tiiat the particular 
paflage whiro the Noble Earl had cited, was 
highly proper, and did not lie open to any 
of the objeifkions which the Noble Earl had 
made taic. Hit Lordihip then animadverted 
with great fpirit, mixed with a due degree 
of feveri ^^ the Noble Earl s faying that 
an the jkHKj^ice we returned thanks to 
4 huilMHw'becaafo all oppofUioa had 
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fdlen before a foreign King with a foreigA 
army t and then remarked, cliat the leanibd 
Prelace never fpoke of the Revululmp^tr 
fuch terffis at tbefe s for h^iidsi llU/fiTtho 
fubjedl Uh> well, and liad too juft a fenfe of 
that glorious event, ever tofpeak of our de¬ 
liverer in fuch language* His Lordihip was 
very pointed throughout his fpeecb, and 
marked the Bill in the ftrongeft terms as an 
abfurdand ridiculous proje£i $ and concluded 
with faying, that for the reafons w*hich had 
fallen from his Right Reverend and learned 
friend, he fhould vote againft reading the 
Bill a fil'd time. 

Lord Hupetoun then rofe, and faid that he 
was for the principle of the Bill, and thought 
it unprecedented to vote againft its being read 
a hi ft time, and hoped the learned Prelate 
would be prevailed on to withdraw his mo¬ 
tion.

cen.trUy lequircd no inftrudion.-—He con¬ 
cluded with moving that this petition he re- 
jedled j which was agreed to. i 

Counfel were thsn called to the B^r, an the 
Bill 111 qaeftion. V 

Mr. Graham harangued their LordiVips 
for fome fme on the impolicy, as well>|ps 
oppreffive tendency of the BUI. After expa * 
tiating on the moft reprehenfible parts of it 
he appealed to the jnftice and wifdum of the 
Houfe, whether a Bill of fo vexatious a na- ' 
ture was compatible willi the free fpiric of 
our Conftitutiun. 

Mr. Douglas, the other Counfel employed 
in fuppurt of the petition againft this Bill, 
propofed that Mr. Thomas Poftltthwaiie 
(hould be called in and examined. 

After a detail of diftind evidence from this

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An account of the LIFE and WRITINGS of WILLIAM JULIUS MJCKLB. 

[ With a Portrait of Him. ] 


WILLIAM JULIUS MICKLE, an author 
* * of whom it may be prediAed pofterity 
will do more juftice than his cotemporaries 
have done, was one of the fons of the Rev. 
Alexander Mickle, a Scotch clergyman, who 
at one period of his life was a diffenting mi« 
nifter in London, and aHiftant to the Rev. Dr. 
Watts. He was alfo one of the tranflators of 
Bailey's DiAionary. After a few years refi* 
dence in London lie was prefented to the 
church of Langholm, near Kelfo, on the 
borders of Scotland, but on the t 7 amberland 
fide, where he married; and of this marriage 
our author was one of the younger fbns. 

He was born, we conjeAure from circura- 
Aances, about the year 1735, and received his 
education from his father i (pit though liis 
paflion for poetry fhewed itMf early, he often 
declared that he was by no means attached 
to his books until the age of thirteen, when 
Spenfer’s Faery Queen accidentally falling in 
his way, he became palTionately fond of that 
author, and began imniediately to imitate his 
manner. On the death of bis father he went 
to Edinburgh, and redded with an uncle who 
was a brewer there. By this lelation he was 
admitted to a Ihare of the bufinefs} but the 
event of it only ferved to add anotlier inftance 
to the many which prove that the purfuits of 
poetry and trade are incompatible with each 
other. On his failure in this his ftrlt fcheii}e 
•f life he endeavoured to obtain a coni- 
miflion in the marine fervice, and with that 
view came to London about the conclufion of 
the war which began in 1755. lo this ap* 
plioation be met with a difappointment { but 
in hopes of deriving feme advanuge, he in. 
troduced bimfelf to the ftrft Lord Lyttelton, 


to whom be fent feme of hU poems* By tbb 
nobleman he was received with much kind, 
nefs, was admitted to feveral interviews, and 
encouraged not to abandon his poetical plans, 
but to perfevere in them. He cjcperiencod, 
however, no other emolument from his lord*- 
Alp’s notice of him. 

After he beume acquainted with Spenfer*# 
works he lead and Rudied with the freateft 
avidity, and, u'he often declared, before he 
was eighteen years old had written two tra* 
gedies and half an qnc poem, all vyhloh he 
had the prudence to ooniign tg the fiames. 
His firR performance appeared in one of life 
Edinburgh magaaines, but cannot wlA truA 
be pointed out as any effort of genius, or Ilk 
any refpeA worthy ef iu author*.

. He bad very early in life, as early as the 
age of feventeen, lead Cafiara's ttannaticn of 
the Luiiad o< Cainoens into French, and then 
conceived the dcfign of giving an Lnglifli 
-Verfion of it. Various avocations had, how- 
ener, pie\ented him from proctnidlrig to exe- 
.eute his intention, though he never loft fight 
•«f hts plan At length, in 1771, he pub- 
lUhed the tv^i book as a fpecimen, and hav¬ 
ing prepared himfelf by acquiring fome 
ilAewiedge of the Poitbguefe language, he 
^determined to devote hirnfclf ininely to the 
wostr} which in order to carry on withou. 
'^tamiption, he quitted his fituation at Ox- 
lord, and went to refldc at a farm-houfe at 
'iSoreft*hiU, Where he purfued his defign with 
imremitting attention until the end of 1775, 
when the worki which had been printing as 
<lw proceeded on it, was intircly Anifhed ; a 
work wKoh one of the fineft Englifh wntcis 
deeigred he efteemed equal to Pope's Homer, 
pnd inferior only td Dryden’s Virgil; and which 
jfe may venture to prophefy will remain a 
jnooomeflt A> traifTmit the author's name with 
.lioneur to the )ateft poftcrity. 

When Mf. Mickle engaged in this tranfla- 
luni» be had no other means of fubliftence 
gbif wligt he derived from his employment as 


correAor of the prefs; and When he rElin* 
quifhed that ficbation, he had only the tub- 
fciiptions which he received for the work to 
fupport him. Oifadvantages like thtfc might 
have difcouragcrl meaner minds \ but looking 
forwards with the enthufjafin of geniu-i, he 
would not fuftei fmall difficulties to obArefk 
his ptogrefs or damp hia ardour. He Aeadi- 
ly adheied to the phtn he had l<jd do ah, and 
at the end of five year% compleatcd it. I hat 
he might omit no ptu ential attentions to his 
future ueltarc, and with the hi'pcs of reaping 
thefe advantage:, viliich iifually attend fo la¬ 
borious a work, he applied to a peifon of yieat 
rank, with whom his family had been cnii- 
neAtd, *01 permiflion to dedicate it to him. 
“ The manncifays the authoi, ** in wh.ch 
■ ■ ■ ' took the Engl fli Lufiad under 

his patronage inhnitciy enhanced the ho¬ 
nour of his acceptance of the Dedication,’' 
The mannci, as the author frequently told 
his friends, was “ by a very polite letter, 
written with his own hand,” But let not 
indigent genius in future place too much 
expe&ation on the gtnerofity of patrons. Af¬ 
ter lecciving a copy, for which an extrsoidi- 
nary price was paid for the binding, days, 
weeks, and, at laft, months elapfed without 
the flighteft notice. During this time, tlio' 
the author had too much fpirit ro folicit or 
complain, it is to be feaicd that fome of the 
mifery fo feelingly defciibed by Spenfer fell 
to his lot.

At length a gentleman of rank in the po¬ 
litical world, « faft and fiim liiend to the

correftion in the preface to the Lufiad. We 
know not how true this fuggeftiun may b(^ 
though, admitting the fadl, it hardly alters 
the cafe. But enough of patrician mean- 
nefs!

. * Mr. Mickle's account of this interview, in a letter to a friend, dated Aug. 22, 1776, 
now lies before us, and we might probably do no diflervtce to the general intereAs of Htff- 
ratute, were we to print ir^ as wc once intended. But as we feel no fatisfaftion in contem¬ 
plating liuman nature in a difgraceful attitude, though the objedf of ir deferves no ftich fa- 
-vour, we fupprefs it. We cannot, however, omit to fuggelt a doubt, whether there is not 
(omc fmall violation of moral reAitude in a gicat man accepting from an indigent one that 
compliment which is offered him under, at lealt, an implii^ agrectnent to receive fomc ac¬ 
knowledgement in return for the honour done him. It ought not to be concealed, that whctt 
the fecond edition of the Lufiad was pubiiAied in 1778, Mickle was ftrongly recommended 
by a friend to fupprefs the Dedication. His refentment at the unworthy treatment he had 
received had by this time been converted into contempt, and with great magnanimity he fe~ 
fufed. He fcenied to think, that having once given the pfeudo-patron a chance of being 
known to pofttrity, it woultl be wrong to deprive him of it. Whoever will read the Life of 
Camoens cannot avoid obferving a Ariiking fimilarity in the fortunes of the author and hit 
tranflator, and lie will probably not he difpleafed at the concluding note to the tranflatioa 
pf the Lufiad. *' Similarity of cendition, ue have already obferved, produced fimilarity of 
complaint and fentimenc in Spenfer and Camoebs. Each was uniuortbily negie^d bf tht 
Gothic grnadet! of his agt; yet both their names will live when the remembrance of ilie 
courtieis who fpumed them Aiall, fink beneath their mountain tombs.*’ Three beautiful 
ftanzas from I’hincas Fletcher’s Puiple Illand, on the memory of Spenfer, may al/b fervea* 
an epitaph for Camoens. The unworthy negleft which was the lot of the PorAgude bard, 
but too well appropriates to him the elegy of Spenfer. And every reader of tafte w^ 
has peruftd the Lufiad, will think of the Cardinal Henrico, and led the indignation of thdi| 
manly lines,-

patrons. 

But to leave authors, who may be fup- 
pufed to ftand in abrolnte need of a con- 
neffion with the gieat, and therefore to 
flatter may be excufed in them | yet for 
thoie who (Can have no fuch excuft to 
pl^ } whole province IS to walk on in the 
middle courft of life, being favoured by 
Providence with a fufflcicncy to fupport 
them, independent of thefmiiesor frowns 
of their tilled fellow-creatures; for them to 
be afluated by this fpecies of pride is not 
only ridiculous but exceedingly pernicious. 
—•To keep up the appearance of an ho¬ 
nourable acquaintance, many (otherwife

him, muft have a foul of fucli worthlela 
pliability, as not to delcrve being trufted in 
any matter of importance. 

Serviliiis is one of thofe who afPefls to 
have a very noble acquaintance : if you 
a(k Servilius to a plain family-dinner, he ia 
lure to be pre-engaged at lome perhin of 
quality's I'umptuoua table ; though, pro¬ 
bably, he departs from you to his ufual 
ordinary.

But tbii coniifta notinconflantly funa« 
ing a new acquaintance, and in ipaking 
perpetual entertainments. If wt haye 
Dcen fortunate enough to form a fociatin* 
tercourfe with perfons animated by a real 
regard for us, we ought not to improvo 
ouilelves unwoithy of their friendlniu by 
iteing anxious to enlaige the circle ot our 
friends. 7;^ the multitude of counfellort 
there is fufetyt lays Solomon { but, with

gument! elegant htuguage, than any 
Calviniltic productions of this cemui y. 

At the time, vir. in 1780, wiicn tl.ole 
intolerant AlTociations called Pioteltant 
weie fotmed in order to piocure a repeal 
of the A£l pafTed in favour of theKnglifh 
Catholics, John Wcfley concuiied 
heaitin haud'with thole aircmblies of far- 
p'on. He pubiilhed a leitei in the papeis 
of the mod petnicioiis and peifecuting 
tendency, and having it punted lepaiatelj, 
cauied copies to be duck up at the coi- 
neib of liteets, not only in rue metropolis! 
hut in Briliol, Bath, and other confideia- 
ble places. In it he paiticulaily ehaiged 
the Catholics with holding, as a chief ai- 
pclc of th'’ii cieed, ** that theiv is no faith 
f* to lie kept with heretics'’ and fuppoit- 
ed the charge by a Ally ftury fabricated 
for fhe puipofe. This jiillly roufed the 
jbirit of that refpeftable bud}'! ^nd the 
Rev. Arthur O’Leaiy! a Fiancilcan Piied 
at Coik! wrote a reply to Mr. Wefle)'s 
Jettei, in which he not only completely vin¬ 
dicated his community fipm the above 
chaigCi but lafhed the accuftr with be* 
coming feverity for his malevolence.

He 
has a coniiderable number of lay.preachei s 
o^ciating under him in every part of the 
ktnti.dum I but in general they are cx^ 
trcmcly iliiteiate, being moftly feie^lcd 
from the voiy dregs of the people, and 
tend rathei to dlfgiape than to adoin the 
caufe thtyfove. 

That great good has been done by 
the-f means among the tinneis in Corn* 
wall, the colliers in Kingfwood near Brif* 
toi, the mineis in Derbyfhire, $;c. cannot 
be denied t but whether ail this is not 
copntirhalpnfed by the contempt in which 
thefe prcachcis teach their people to hold 
the EhahlifltLc! Church imd its Miinftcrs, 
may well be quelliontd. 

It may pioperly be obferved, that the 
Puritans in the laft century begm I'ume- 
what l.ke the Methodiifs m this. Tlie 
wotk of refonnation and the conveinoit 
of the people weie their pretences, and 
ibtne good was dune by them} but when 
t'le people became pofTcfled of the idia 
that they were wiier than their civil and 
eccleliaftlcal ruleie, they fpon became 
malcontents, and the Church was the fit 
facnfict'made to the fpirit of reformation.

a fpii itiiai maanefs ( and then a zeal for 
the Lord of Hofts drew tboufands and 
ten thoufands, headed by their Pieacliers, 
to fight Ahab and to deitioy the 

Piiells of Baal.->'The'high places, the 
altars, the pifluies, and the images wcie 
pulled down in the name of the Lord, 
and the gloiious woik vvas crowned by 
pour.ng out the bluotl of the Nobles, of 
the Priclis, and of the l^ing, as an afFei^ 
ing unto the Loicl. 

All that is meant by thus adveiting to 
thofe limes of fa£tion and outrage is to 
fhew the danger which attends the Spiriff 
of Enthuliaim } if it once riles, it is welj 
if it flops below madnefs} and fhould a 
laigL number be intoxicated with the fame 
mad Ijnrit, what dreadful cpnfequences 
mull not the rational part of the commu* 
niiy exue£l ? 

We hope, however, tl^al thiswiU never 
more b. the cafe in England 1 but a cun- 
iciournefs of truth an<i a remembrance 
of ] 780 compel us to lay, that Mctbodilin 
has a greater tendency lu it than atiy fpe* 
cies of E^nthufiarm known to'iiv, unce it 
appears to be no other than the ^ry P^* 
ritanirm of the lafl i tvived.,

TAMES Gibbs was the fon of Peter 
J G:bb«, of Footdccfmiie, Meiclitm in 
iAberd.vn, and Label Fatqidiar, iii-> Iccoud 
Wffe} and was boin about the year 1674 
in his fnthcr’s huufe of l''o'}tdt.sliiiiK‘ in 
the- Jbioks of Aberdeen, which is now 
tlic Maion’s Lo Igc ; the ht'ule, and the 
croft of land, of about 12]. lb rlirgyc.iiiy 
rent, having been Icon the.eaftcr ptii- 
cbalcd by the Members of that Lodge. 

James had his education at the Giam* 
Boar-iehoul and the Marilc<ial Coll.'gc of 
Abeideen ; and here he took the degree 
of M:tller of Ai ts. • 

Bcfoio his education was completed, an 
incident happened, which, it is prclumed, 
obliged bis faihei to fell his fmall pru> 
peity.

M any objefllons have been raifed their citations from the Old Teftament* 
againft the evangelical writersi on It has been alledgcd, that fome th^ 
account of the feeining inaccuracy of quotations are not agreeable to the He- 
Voi.. XVI. Z Drew, 
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brew, and that others arc afplicd to cir- 
cumfldnccb and events> which arc very 
diifcrent from the meaning of the ori¬ 
ginal, Some of the advocates for Chi il- 
tianity have attempted to remove thefc 
#b]ei^ions by obfervingi that the facted 
writers made u'c of the Greek verfion of 
the Old Tcftament called the Septuagint. 
This however is not always the ca'b. 
Bifhop Wctcnhall, Mr. Speaimani Dr. 
Sykes, Dr. Randolph* and others, have 
fiated and examined thefe citations, and 
have endeavoured to vindicate thpir ui'e

lilf 8 with each other, and w.th their cor- 
rcfpnnding paflages in the (Jld Tefta- 
ment, in ruder to afeertajn the real dif¬ 
ferences between them. 

2. He endeavours to account for thofe 
diflcrenccs wherever tliey occur, and 
thereby to reconcile the cvangelifts with 
t:he prophets and with one another. 

3. He (liews that all the quotations fo 
rieconciled are judly appliea, and fully 
prove the fevcral points which they are 
brought to cftablifti. 

Before he enters upon his comparifon, 
he thinks it neceirary to determine what 
Itandffd they are to be lompared with, 
the Hebrew text or tlie Greek vcrfion ; 
and prefumis, for reafons he alfigns, that 
the evangelilfs quoted t^fntrall^ from 
t^e feptiinvint verfion, though the fevcral 
quotations do not perfc£lly agree with the 
copies which w’c have now in our hands. 
The facred wiiters, he thinks, might af- 
fuine the liberty of altering fomc woids, 
the better TO exprefs the fpnfe of the ori¬ 
ginal ; and if the meaning be pcrfcftly 
conveyed, iliough not in the fame but in 
fquivaicnt teinih, the dcfign and purpqrt 
of the quotation is fully anfwcred. 

In the courfe of his citquii y concerning 
the diflerences betw’cen the paffages as 
they Hand in the IJid Tpfiament, apd as 
they are quoted in the niw, he advances 
^ ruppofitiep, which }s certainly very 
prphablr, vi?.. “ that when p tianfciiber 
of the New Tcftamcnt had a high nf>tion 
of the Septnngiiu verfion, he ad]ullcd tlic 
<|uotatioti to ihar reading. And, on the 
tontrary, when a tranfciiber of the Sep- 
tuagiiu liad a high vcncraiirn for the 
New Tefiamept, hp alteicd that verfioi) 
to the cvam^elical reading.'' 

Having exhibited the fevcral quotations 

|na4e by^hp pvangcjillp in » plain, rp- 


pulai fcrics, with the correfponding paf- 
fages in the Old Te'fiament, he enquires 
how far the evangelifts arc confonant 
with theiTiielve-s, and conformable to the 
writers of the Old Tcllament. 

The evangelical quotations that may 
be compared together occur in no lels 
than twenty-four places} and if we ac¬ 
cordingly make the compaiifon, it will 
appear that they aic not only fimilar in 
fenfe, bur nearly fimilar in words. The 
mofi rtmarkable difi'erence confifis in 
this, that the very fame quotations are 
often contrafied by fome of the evan- 
gelifis, and as often enlaigcd by ctheis. 
But certainly the difierent occafions on 
which they are intioduccd, and the dif- 
fciciit ends they tie intended to Icrvc, 
might not only allow, but even lequiru 
this liberty. 

In treating of the conformity between 
the evangclifls and the Old Teftameiir, 
he fays, when tlic Jews could not con¬ 
trovert the fa£ls lecoidcd in the gufpcls, 

they artfully dilguifed the prophecies 
which the evangelifis had applitdt and 
turned them, Jo difguii'ed, to othir ob- 
jefls." 

As an illuilration of this remark, he 
produces Malacbif chap. iii. ver. 1. ‘‘ Be¬ 
hold I will lend my meflengcr, and hp 
Jhall prepare the way before me;’’ which 
is quoted by three evangclifls, with a little 
vaiiation, thus: “ Behold 1 (end mv 
mclT ngcr befoic rhv face, which (hall 
prepaie thy way licfore ihcc.” Matth, 
chap, xi'vcr. 10. Maik, chap. i. ver. 2. 
Luke, chap. vii. ver. 27. “ This texf 

(our author thinks) is evidently corrupted 
both in the Hehiew and the G/cek ver- 
lion, and (eemiiigly on purpofe to invali¬ 
date the arguments of the cvangeliAs, by 
excluding the Bapttll out of the text, and 
defiroymg the connexion between hin^ 
and Chpll.’’ 

The texts cited in the Gofpcls and the 
Afls {iniouiu in number, by our author’s 
enmpuTHtion, to feventy-fix \ “ of thefe 
(he fays) fixty at Icall appear, oncoiiipa- 
rtfon, to be Itrtclly conforinabk to fome 
or pther of our fcptuagmt copies. Se¬ 
veral more came near to them, and pon- 
vey exadly the fame fenfe, though not 
prcpifely in the fame words. Whereany 
glaring diil'cienccs occur, thcic 1 have 
fliewn the evangdifis to be right, and t^i* 
Old Tellamcnt writings corrupted.’* 

The Jtfws, he obfervus, had an end to 
ferve by aduheratmg their copies in fuch 
paiTages as related to the Mefliah, and 
;he adoption pf die Qputiics. And fiocc 
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— t1i« gofpel texts, on which thcfc articles 
arc founi!e<ii are the very texts that MiHcr 
moft from the Old Teftamtnt leadings, 
it is eafy to conceive from wh nee thcle 
diffcicores fprung, and to whom they 
ought in nafoi) to he afciibcd- 

Yety m»t\\ ithllanding tins confidcra- 
tioRf It IS perhaps too hazaidous a fup- 
pofirion to .ilcnhe lucli variations to wil¬ 
ful coriuplionti of the Hchrew or the 
Septuuguit vLifion. If the Grceic tian- 
ilailon was made before ihc nine cT our 
Savioui, it is not unnalural to fuppole 
that the iinnd.itors would fitqucntly in¬ 
dulge thcnilelvcs in purapliraltie libcitics $ 
and in palfagcs relative to the Meiliah, or 
the call of the Gentiles, w^ould miftakc 
the application of the text—Thus, wc 
:ue veiy nuicli inclined to tliink that, in 
llofca, cliap. xi- ver- i- ra tekpsc avlot;, 
/jrs ihiUlroh may be the (genuine, unadul¬ 
terated Tcadinii of the Gictk, tliouyh tlic 
Hebrew and rtic Kvani’. lid, Mattli- ch ii. 
Ver. 15* ufe ilic fin|;ii!ui nunijcr,/&«. 
Writers before the time of Clirili, having 
no (onerption of his churufln-y or the 
events of /us life would naturally apjdy 
thefe woids to the dchvcinneu of tlic If- 
raclites out of K^’vpt, and acuimniudatc 
their tranflation to fuch an idta. • 

2> There arc iiiiuimcrable iiiftanccs in 
which the Gicck verfion v.uics fiomthc 
original, wheic thete could be no occafioii 
for adulterating the lext* 

3. It IS very piobable that the evan¬ 
gelical writcis fometinies quoted by way 
of allufion or accommodation, where the 
prophecy did not originally relate to the 
Mfllia' , but to fume other event in the 
Jcwifh hiftory. 

In the laft fcflion our author proceeds 
to ihew, that the quotations are judly 
applied. 

“ It is fufficient (fays he) for my 
puipole to obferve in general, with re- 
ipciM t(» thel'e and other prophecies which 
the Ivvaiigelids have applied to Child, 
that thofe applications mud ncceifarily 
be jud, even betMufe they have lb ap¬ 
plied them. For if the fame fpirit that 
dilated the prophecies in the Old Tefta- 
inent, di6lated alfo their inreipretaiions 
in the New, HE furcly btllknew lus own 
mind, and could bed afeertain to whom 
and to what they were meant to be ulti¬ 
mately referred.*’ 

This we are rather inclined tu think 
amounts to petitio ptincipti. 

But let us hear what he fays at the 
concludon. 

Of all that has been faid this is the 


fum ; that jefus Chrid, whofe hidory 
we read in the New Tedamcnt, wak the 
nlie Meinih prcdi£led in the Old; that 
this is manifeftly confirmed and afeer- 
rained by the cxadl completion of the Je* 
vcral prophecies that went before con- 
reining him ; that if fome of thefe pro¬ 
phecies were anciently b> the Jews either 
interpreted of, or applied to other per- 
funs and rimes than thofe of rhe Mcfiiahi 
yet is the I’enfc given rhem by Chrid and 
liis apodles highly to be preferred ; for 
the Jews c idly might, and indeed evi¬ 
dently (lid, midake the fenfe of many 
prophecies, which foietold events that 
weie long after to happen ; but it was 
impoilihle that Chiid and his apddles 
fliould ever err in the true meaning of 
any one, as they were really endued with 
fujTcrnatutal powers, and guided by the 
influence of rhar fpirit which fcatchcth 
and knoweih all things, even the deep 
things of God The r power of working 
niiraclLs plainly proved that God was 
with them, and iiifpircd as well as 
ftiengthened them. Their infpiration 
again as plainly proved, that their inter* 
pi elation of the piophecies was certain 
and infallible ; not to infill, as a farther 
proof, on their being all throughout 
piiniElually accoinplilhed according tu 
the very fenfe in which they intc’-i^retcd 
them.” 

Thefe are fume of the outlines of this 
work, which gives us a very favourable 
idea of the Uarnuig, piety, and candotR* 
of the woithy author. If wc difl'cr front 
him in fome points, it is, bccautc wc 
have an unlucky piejudicc againll the 
doiRrine of types, antitypes, and the 
double completion of prophecies ; and 
have, moreover, been ufed to conceive* 
that Icvcral texts quoted by the evange* 
lifts, arc refeircd by them to circurn- 
llanccs and event*, very different fjom 
thofe to which they veie originally ap¬ 
plied ; and tiiat the evangelical wiiters 
have adopted the words of the Old Tcf- 
tament as allufions only, or mere acemr.- 
modations of the prophetic language tu 
fimilar ocenfions. “ He mull be a ftran- 
gcr to the Hebrew writers (fays Bifhi^p 
Kiddei) who does not know, that no¬ 
thing is moie common among them th.in 
fuch acconrinodatioiis of the text upon 

occB''ons. 

But we by no means wifh to interpofir'- 
our own opinion, with any degree of 
confidence* (..n a fubje^l which has been 
repeatedly difculied* and varioully de¬ 
termined by ihc moft learned wtiters.

**.T HAVE no opinion,'* faid John- 
. A Ion, once (peaking of Hugh Kel' 
ly# ** of an author who has written moi'e 
than he has read." The obfervation was 
Ibinething feverr, but not ill-founded. 
From the efforts of writers who poircfs 
linall genius, and little reading, nothing 
can be expeded but a dull rejietition of 
the fame thoughts, fometiines with a lit¬ 
tle variety of (fyir, and foinetinies with¬ 
out even that. Addifon, after he had 
hnifhed the Speffator, lefnfed to engage 
in another work of the like kind until 
he had laid in a fn fli flock of ideas by 
reading. When we compare the writers of 
the prefent day with thofe of pail times, 
we cannot but wifh that they would, like 
Addifon, refrefh themfeives now and 
then with a few new ideas, to he collefled 
from the bints which may be found of 
ancient wifUom. Should this be mote 
than is to be expe^ed, from the idienefs 
which is too prevalent at piefent, we 
would recommend them to have recourfe 
to fuch writers as, like the prclcnt, have 
lele£lcd whatismoft rcinaikable in their 
piedeccITurs, and by that means fupplied 
the materials for thinking without the 
expence of great application. 

'** ATfctirement of feme years,” fays 
the prelent compiler, “ with the uninter¬ 
rupted perulal of a library conipoied chief¬ 
ly pfluch volumes as are not in the wayof 
every ftudent, have liipidied the editor 
with a very conflderahle (lock of ex- 
trafls and remarks. It has been fug. 
gelled to him, that if thefe were connefled 
by a few obfervations, and raided under 
proper heads, they might' afford Tome 
■inufement to thole readers who have nri. 
ther time nor inclination to labour thru' 
fcores of unintcrelling pages for the Cake 
of two or three entertaining p.iragraphs. 
Encouraged by this idea, and by the la- 
vOurahle reception which his former 
ublications (moll of them anonymous) 
avc met with, he has ftept forward once 
more, in the literary walk, in hopes of 
meeting the fame candour and good-hu¬ 


mour which he has before experienced 
fiom his countrymen." 

The mircellany now before us refem- 
hles the French Anas, and is compofed 
of a variety of articles iijHin veiy different, 
and fome on very important fubjefls. 
;Manyofthem arc eiitcitainipg; a lew 
will be cenlurcd as trilling; but th^ 
greater part are calculated to iniorm, to 
aiiiiiie, and to improve. From grave to 
gay, from lively to fevere, (cems to have 
been the compiler’s view in his piiMica- 
tum, and might have been his motto. 
VVehave perured his woik with jdealure, 
and can recommend it as an entertaining 
rnmpanioM tor a leifiire hour ; from 
which, in our future numbers, we pro- 
pole to make Come extrafls for the en¬ 
tertainment of our readers.

TpHOUGH we are far from being, in 
general, admirers of ‘* Jlludrarions 
of the Scriptuie,” as thinking they of- 
tcnci tend to than to iliujiruU the 

I'acrcd oracles ; yet we cannot withhold 
our commendations of this author, and 
his performance. He appears to be a 
rational, learned, and modeft man i thi«c 
qualities not always to be found in com¬ 
mentators on the Scripture; and his work 
fully anfwers to its title; and will un¬ 
doubtedly prove acceptable to thofe who 
delight in biblical literature. In his 
obfervations on the cafe of the Jews, he 
has the following judicious refledlion. 

** Many other ioftanccs, from profane 
hiftory, might be produced, of the fatal 
effefls of vice on public and national com- 
mtiiuties : but the lame caufes will have 


nilhmcnt arc lb clofely conne^ed, in the 
plan of the divine government of the 
woild, that they never were, and never 
cRii be, feparated. It is virtue, it is reli¬ 
gion alone, that can render nations cither 
happy or durable. We may not perhaps 
be able to fay that this or that particular 
event, whether perfonal or national, was a 
divine judgment Wc are too Ihort- 
lighted, and have too limited a knowledge 
of the ways of Providence, to detcimine 
this in every cafe. But of this we may he 
affured, that vice is greatly difeounte- 
nanced in God’s moral government utf 
the world; thatrtghteoufnifi exaliethu 
nation ; anJ that fin ii^ Icoaer or later, 
the ruin of anj people !'* W.

■fN th's publication a fcnfible and con- 
fci«;ntious layman has made Tome ob- 
f^vations on our Aniclcs and Liturgy j 
and fiieciBcd fcveral particulars, in 
wl>ich» he thinksi the Church of Ei)g> 
land may be fa<d to give otfence r« real 
ChrilHans, who make the holy ferip- 
tures the rule of their faith. Thefe par¬ 
ticulars he compriies under four headi* 

I . Tenets or expreilions, in our Ar¬ 
ticles aod Liturgy, which the moft or¬ 
thodox of the clergy think it neceflTdry 
CO explain away, or interpret in a fenfe 
very different from the ordinary accept¬ 
ation of the words : I'uch as the dodlnne 
of original fin, and of works before 
grace ; and foine expreilions in the Ca- 
cechilVn and v'ommuniun Service, rela¬ 
tive to the lacrament. 

II. Some things which cannot be proved 
from Scripture: fuch as the Atiiana- 
fian doiTiiue of the Trinity, and the ar¬ 
ticles piupofcd to our Belief concerning 
Chrilt's defeent into Hell, the Holv Ca- 
ttiolic Church, and the rel'unctfliun of 
the flelh.— Here it may be obferved, that 
the fcrijHures often ipeak of a reliiricc- 
tion, anebof the refurre.‘..'on of tbe 

hut never mention a rufuircftion of the 
body or flelh ; and perhaps it will be 
imp^fible to had any i'uch doflrinc, pub- 
licl/ profeffed in the Chiiftian Cljurch, 
before the middle of the fourth century. 

The miftaken zeal of many in 
defedding the interpolations and expoll- 
t'lons of men, as the very words of Chrift 
or his -apuftles. This point our author 
CxemplUies by the inflexible temerity with 
which Tome zealots iniintain and infill on 
the do£lrine of the Athanafian Creed* 

Xlrt author’s Infj fubjeft of complaint 
ii, the apparent difintlinatitin of our ru¬ 
lers to promote a reformation in the 
Church* Yet he exprefies great fatil- 
i^£lion on finding, that they have given 
their fanflion to the icformed Liturgy of 
the Atneriean States* 


Still, however, he thinks flierc would 
remain many ftumbling-bloeks, or far-* 
thcr objeftions to our Liturgy* which 
would deprive it of the palm of perfec¬ 
tion if they were not removed. 

Under this head he includes all ad- 
drelfcs to Chrift liimfclf, and to him 
only; more efpecially that petition in 
which he is ttiled the Ion of David t 
fecoadly, the reception of certain books 
of the Old Teftdiiicut under the title of 
facied fcriptuie* and, thirdly, the ex- 
preflion of Chi ill's fitting at the right 
hand of God. 

Our author likewife propofes the cor- 
rcttion of fome fpeculative errors rela¬ 
tive to the apoftate angels, the fall, the 
incarnation, the redemption, &c. On 
thtj'c he gives us his fentiments with 
becoming freedom, and endtivours to 
fuggeft I'uch ideas, as lie conceives nioft 
agreeable to the divine attrihutc.s. With 
what fuccefs he has purfued his en- 
cjuiriLs, wc fliall not determine, as rhefc 
fubjefts ar.. involved in the intricate 
mazes theology and meraphvl'ics. 
However, he deferves commend.ition for 
ills modefty, when he lays, “ he enters 
upon rhe i'uhjc£l with the gveateft difH- 
dence of his own judgment and fuftici- 
ency for its difcullion.” 

To thel'e Obfervations the author has 
fubjoincd a Journal of the Ainciican 
Convention appointed to frame an cc-.- 
clefiaftical conl'ritmiun, and prepare a 
Liturgy foi the cpifcupal churches of the 
United States. 

The letters which paffed between the 
members of the Convention and the 
archbifhops and hilhops of the Church 
of England, breathe a laudable I'pint of 
Chiiftun charity and brotherly affe£\ion, 
and cannot but be acceptable to thuf'e 
readers, who arc cither interefted in the 
reformation of the American- States, br 
converlanc in cccleiiuflical hiftory.

fioin Egypt; two of them in particular 
fire luppuied to have been cre^Ud at H«- 
hupoliiit hy Sefodns, near four hundred 
years before the Trojan war. Thcfe 
AuguftuHt after reducinif Egypt to a Ro¬ 
man province* caufed to be brought to 
Rome. One of them he placed in the 
great circus* and the other in the Campus 
Mariius • This laft, the largell of all thole 
that have been tranlported from Egypt 
to Rome* was thrown down and broken 
at the time of the Tacking and binning of 
that city by the Conllable Duke of Hour- 
boniCfcnerul to the Emperor Charles V. 

I S27»ancl dill lies in the Campus Martius> 
This cclumn is known at Rome by the 
name of the Guplia RottOi or broken 
pillai. Upon tins, among other hiero¬ 
glyphics* IS reprcTented a mufical inllru- 
mentoftwo Itrings, with a neck to it, 
much rcfenibling the laln/cione, which is 
[fill in common ule throughout the king* 
dom of Naples." 

This chapter likewife contains a letter 
from the tiavcller Mr. Biucc to our au¬ 
thor, with a drawing and dcfcription of 
tlie ^hebun harpy and an account of tlic 
ftate of mufic in Abyflinia. 

No hiftory of a fingle art was perhaps 
ever To much cmbcllilhcd and enlivened 
bv other knowledge and information, 
which however arc Tucli as fairly lay in 
tlic way of the writer; and inflcad of ap- 
peaiing to impede his progrefs, make it 
Teem, by the amufement and inllru£iion 
they aHord, hill more lapid. > 

Egypt is a country to which the moft 
illulhiuus chara£fers of antiquity reforted 
for information, and upon which moft 
model 11 wiIters Teem to dwell with pe¬ 
culiar plcafure. Our author’s reflciftions 
on tlic revolutions of government and 
flu6luations in fciencc among the Egyp¬ 
tians at diifcrcnt periods of their hiltoiy 
are folul, and Teem to flow from a mind 
accuftomed ;o reflect.—‘‘ The mind is 
wholly loft in the immenfe antiquity of 
the painting in which this inftrument is 
reprcfeiited j indeed the time when it was 
executed is To remote, as to encourage a 
belief that arts* after being brought to 
gicat perfection, were again loft, and 
again invented, long after this period; 
and there can be no doubt but that hu¬ 
man knowledge and teBnemenis have 
jhared the fame fate as the kingdoms in 
which they have been cultivated* They 
have had tlicir gradual fife and declcn- 
lion; and in Tome of the countries tirft 
civilifvdf arrival of new ii)- 


vaders* and eftablilhment of new modes, 
new laws, and new governmenis, maf 
be faid to have experienced fevcral dc’itha 
and regenerations; or* according to the 
Pythagoric dufliinc* their fouls may be 
faid to b>^vc rranfmigratcd through fc- 
veral (diflcrent) Ixidies fince they have 
been inhabitanis of this woild.”— ‘ It is 
but of fmall iinpoitaiice to us Trow, per¬ 
haps* to know what kind of mufical in- 
ftruments w'cic in ufe among the Egyp¬ 
tians in times To iiMiiorc from our own ; 
indeed it is a humiliating circumftancs 
to refledf how litilc pennanence thete it 
in human knowledge and acquirements) 
and before we attempt to improve our in- 
telle*'s, or refine our reafon, how long 
and laborious a work it is to devife expe¬ 
dients for fupplying the wants and de¬ 
fending the wcaknefs of our natuie. 
Some ages, and Tome cuuntiies. have 
been moie lucceisful in thcfe endeavours 
than others : however, there feems to be 
a boundary fet to the fum total of our 
perfedlability ; and, like the ftone of 
Sifyphus, wlicn wc arc ariivcd with infi¬ 
nite coil at a certain heiuht, we are pre¬ 
cipitated back to the level whence we itt 
oft', and the \ioik is to do again !'* 

The next divifionof our author’s wnik 
includes The Hiftory of Hebre<w Mufic, 
which he iH'gms m the following mannci: 

“ It is not To ffluch from tl.rhnpe of 
being able to throw atiy new lights upon 
tire mufic of this anneuc people that I 
dedicate a chapter to the fubiefi, ‘as out 
of refpeft to the fiift tincl moft vendfable 
of all books, as wlU as for the religion of 
niy country, and for that of the moft en¬ 
lightened part of mankind, which has 
been founded upon it. 

“ For notwiUiftanding the unremit¬ 
ting labours of the firft fathers of the 
church, and thelcainmg and diligence of 
innumerable tianflaccr'* and commenta¬ 
tors* but few materials of great impor¬ 
tance can be acquired for this part of my 
work, except what the Bible itlelf con¬ 
tains; as the firft periods of the liiftoiy 
of the ancient Hebrews, fiom their high 
antiquity, can receive no illuniation 
from contemporary hiftorians, or from 
human tcftimony. 

The chief patt of what I have to 
therefore, is to collect the patfages le- 
lative to thofc early ages of tlie world, 
the tranfaf^ions of which are recorded 
in the facred writings with fuch true and 
genuine fimplicity, and to arrange' them, 
in chronological order; a talk vvhich, 
however trivial and eafy it may fi:cm* 
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will not Vu without its ufe in a General 
Hiftory of Mulic i as it will at Icaft fhew 
that this art has always hail admiffion 
into the religious ceremonies, public fef- 
tivals, and Ibcial amufements of man¬ 
kind.” 

Though the paffapes from the Bible 
arc well known, yet ihe conne£iing them 
by dates and reflexions, and drawing 
them to a point, excites an attention to 
them, and gives them a force which in 
their di tached ftate we fhould not fjcr- 
haps have felt. The conftant uie of 
muftc by the prophets in moments of in- 
fpiration is curious. Who is ignorant 
(lays Quintilian) that mufic in ancient 
times was fo much cultivated, and held 
in fuch veneration, that muficians were 
called by the names of prophets and 
fages ? P'atfSt in Latin, is a common 
ttirm for prophet} poet} and mvJtLiun. 
Clemens Alcxamliinus, defcribiiig the 
different kinds of Egyptian pricUs, and 
their funftions, fays, that the principal 
of them were called prophets* The 
oracles of the ancients were delivered in 
fong ; and \\\cPythian priefls, who com- 
pofed into hexameter verfe the loolc and 
disjointed expreflions of the agonizing 
Pythia, were ftylcd prophets, 

Thcfe, according to Plutarch, werefcated 
rr)und ilic faiifluary, in order to re¬ 
ceive tlwwords of the Pythia, and inclofe 
them immediately into a certain number 
of verfes, as liquors are ioclofcd in 
bo'tlcs. 

‘*-Olcn, one of the firft pi lefts of 
Apollo, was at once poet and piophci; 
and Phemonoe, the firft prieflefs at Del- 
phos, is related to have delivered her 
oracles in verfe by infpiration only, with¬ 
out ftudy or afliftance. 

“ The Improvifaiori of Italy are ftill 
accompanied by an inftrument, like the 
prophets of old ; and Italian poets who 
writedown verfes, fing at the time of 
eompofing them }” a circumftaiice wlrch 
was confirmed to our author by Meta- 
ftafin himfcif. 

This feXion is terminated by fevcral 
Hebrew chants that have been long ufed 
ill the fynagogucs of diflereiu parts of 
Europe. 

We arc now arrived at 7 he HiJIorj of 
Greek Miifict which employs the mod 
eonfidcrable part of this volume, and in 
which'the author has nianifefted not only 
vneommon diligence, hut fuch ah extent 
of reading and claffical knowledge, as 
few profeltional men can buaft. 


Chap. I. of this divifion of the work, 
treats of Mtific in Greece during the re- 
Jiilem e of Pagan Divinities of the fit fi 
order upon earth* 

The author fuppofing “ thefc divini¬ 
ties to have been mere human beings, 
who having, whilft they refided on earth, 
citlier taught mankind the neeeffary ana 
of life, or done them fomc other impor¬ 
tant fci'vice, were deified after death, and 
regarded as proteXors of thofc arts which 
they had ins'cnted when living, as well as 
of ilieii profcflbrs,” he likewifc ventures 
to humanize them : and if, continues he, 
“ they arc only fuppofed to have been 
powerful and licnign rerreftrial princes, 
we may ftrip theii liiftory of the mar¬ 
vellous, and imagine mankind under their 
reigns emerging from ignoiance and 
barbarifin by natuial and flow degrees, iii 
much the fiimc manner, and w ithout the 
iincrpofition of miraculous afliftance, as 
everv other people have finrc dune who 
have arrived at wealth and power, and 
have afteru'ards had Icifure to attend to 
luxury and refinement.” 

This idea is turned to account with 
great ingenuity and learning : the prin¬ 
cipal authors of antiquity have been 
cited in fupport of it, nor have the m'dil 
refpeXa|ile inodcrn!i been negieXed. In¬ 
deed, whoever is acquainted witii the 
Grecian dallies and mythology will be 
amufed with the articles Minerva, Mer¬ 
cury, Apollo, and the Mufes. 

** There is nothing improbable or 
puerile (lays the author) in humanizing 
the pagan divinities, or in fymbolizing 
mythology* Indeed many of the ancient 
fables and allegories are lb ingenious, 
and conceal fo delicate a moral, that it 
would difeover a tafte truly Gothic and 
barbarous to condemn or rejeX them* 
Of fuch as thefe muft our liiftory confift 
during the dark ages of antiquity, w'hich 
furniih few authentic materials; fur as 
yet we have no other records to confult 
than thofe of poets and mytlieiogifts.” 

And in fpcaking of Apollo and the 
Nine Mufes, he fays, ** there is forac- 
thing pleafing in the idea of realizing, or 
even of finding the ilightcft foundation 
in hiftory for the fables with which wc 
have been amufed in our youth.’*— — 
*' So dear to men of genius and lovers 
of art are thofe celebrated female mufi" 
cians the Mufes, that it is hardly polfible 
for them to hear their names mentioned 
without feeling a feem and refined plea« 
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contentUm between Apotio nnd 
MiS tfysB U very welF rtiated. Olyrnpusy 
hit fcholart has I ike wife an honourable 
niche here* Nor have the vocal powers 
of /wans, in ancient titnes> been forgot- 
ten. However^ the author docs not treat 
the fubjc£F with fuch gravity and clafli- 
cal credulity as^r. Jodid docs in his 
notes on Mr. Totrer's tranflation of 
.Sfchylus. This chapter is terminated 
with an account of Bacchus and the 
Orgia^ 

Chap. II* treats of the mulic aferibed 
by the mythologifts and poets to t/ie ter- 
tefirial or drmi-gods } and here we have 
an account of Pun, the Satjrs, and the 
iSyrMJ. 

Chap* III. concerns the prnj^c of heron 
and heroic times. “ It lias been the 
opinion of the greatpd and the moll an¬ 
cient hidorians, that in the early ages of 
the world the chief employment of 
princes was to tend their flocks, and to 
amufe themfelvcs with ruftic fongs, ac¬ 
companied by rude and artiefs inftru* 
nients. 

** The poetical deferiptions of the 
golden age are pleafingpiiluies of *111 in¬ 
nocent life and fimplicity of manners; 
Ovid and Lucretius feem to h^ve ex* 
haufted the fubjcfl. 

“ But the padoral kings of Eeypt and 
the Ihcpherds of Arcadia have furnilhed 
themes for a more elegant and puiifhcd 
fpecics of poetry, without tl'(^ admiiriun 
of vice or luxury. 

** After this, when mankind, not con¬ 
tent with the natural and fpontaneous 
produAions of the earth, okained an 
artificial increafe by tillage, according to 
Tibullus, 

* The ploughman then, to Tooth the tollfome 

day, 

* Chanted in meafur'd feet his Tylvan lay ; 

* And feed* time o'er, be firA in blithfome 

vein •' 

* Pip'd to his houfliold gods the hymning 

Ara.n.' 

“ In procefa of time, when the hu¬ 
man mind was more eiilvirged and culti¬ 
vated' ; when the connexions and inte- 
rtAi of men and ftaies became more' 
compUcaifd, rtiufiC and jxictry extended 
their infidence and uife from the, field to 
the city ; and' thofc who before ^ly 
atnulbd thiunleivcs while tending a fti^K 
of flteep, or herd xtf cattle, wbft ffow em¬ 
ployed to (h)g eithef with the voice alone, 
or aceoarrpaaied with inArumciits, the 
myftefies of relikibn* or the valiant deeds

performed by heroes id defence of 
country. 

** So many fables have been devire 4 
Concerning the firA poets and tnuficians, 
that a doubt has been thrown even upoii 
their exiflence. Chiron, Amphion, Or* 
pheus, Linus, and Mufaiui, are Ipoltca 
of by the poets and raythoIogiAs io hy- 
perbolically, that the time when, and 
place where they fiouriihed, will appear 
to many as little worth a ferious cnquirjr 
as the genealogy of Tom Thumb, or the 
chronology 01 a fairy tale. However, 
(continues the author) though I am 
ready to part with the miraculous powera 
of mufic, 1 am unwilling that perfotis, 
whole talents have been fo long cele¬ 
brated, Ihould be annihilated, and their 
aXions cancelled from the records of pail 
times* 

* E’en from the tomb the voice of Nature 

cries, 

* £‘en in their aflies live their wonterl fires.* 

** But there are charaXers inhifloty 
fu per lor to the devaftations of time; like 
thole high rocks in the ocean, againll 
which the winds and waves are for ever 
in vain expending their fury. Nor can 
the fame of Orpheus, Linus, and Mu- 
faeus, ever be wholly configned |p obli¬ 
vion, as long as any one alphabet re¬ 
mains in ulc among mankind. Their 
works may be deflruyed, and their ex- 
illence doubted, but their names nMutll 
be of equal duration with the woild. 
The memory of few tranfaXions of im¬ 
portance to mankind has been loft fince 
letters have been found ; and if wc are 
Ignorant of the hiAory of the Egyptian,, 
Ali'yrian, and Ferfian monarchies, it is 
from their having preceded that period.'*'

The Tobacco Bill being re.'id a fecond 
time, , 

Lord Stoif'monc rofe, and fpoke at fome 
length on the general fubjedtof the Bill. Hu 
was averfe to feveral of the claufes/dfidhnpcd 
ihry would be alteied or expung^.—VVith 
regard to the famous Tobacco Bill of Sir Ro¬ 
bert Walpole, ho would oMefve, that it was 
not fo objedionnble as the prefent Rill, which 
contained chtufes of greater hardfhip and op* 
prefTiun tlian the'former. One pai^ df Sir 
Kohen's Bill was commendable, namely, that 
which allowed an appeal to a Coromittee of 
the Judges. Korhing of this kind, however, 
was comprehended in the Bill now before their 
l^irdlhips. It permitted no appeal bui tn the 
Commidioners of Excife, wtio were natu¬ 
rally difpofed to lean to the fide of the ofecer. 
Ic did not allow that mode of trial whicti h.id 
always been moR grateful to the feelings of 
Kngliflimen, the trial by a Jnry of twelve 
keers. To compenfate, in fome degree, for 
this inconvenience, it m'ghtbe ezpo£le<l that 
it would prove verv produKtive to the Reve¬ 
nue ; bat he helieved that would he f^r from 
lietng the cafe. From the evidatrCe of the 
tnanufadlurers, there was little reafontofup- 
pofe that fret!iggtmg would be retrained by 
this Bill; fat the fmuggler, ioRead of im¬ 
porting the raw matei lal, would noW con¬ 
vert hii atieniioQ to Che importation of manu- 
falAuM tobacco and fnulf. He Would not 
detain the by dwellttfgon the diBerent 
pkaafea of th« mulciforious ^dl | there Was 


however a claufe which appeared to hhh par* 
ticularly repr^nfible, viz. that which irtiJ. 
pofes a penalty on every perfon who fella 
adulterated fnuff, whether he knows it to b# 
fu or not, and not merely a Tingle peualtp- 
for a general offence, but a Teparate one loi; 
every half ounce, orlcfs, that he may chance 
to fell of fnuff of that defeription. Thil hi 
did not fcruple to term an iniquitous and op^ 
prtAive claufe, which, be was conviDc;ed, 
their Lnrdfhips would never fandlion. He 
then took notice oT theTecreis of Che Tobac¬ 
co manufaAure, fome of which were ex¬ 
tremely valuable. The Excife Officer, by 
h.iving a liberty of entering Che himfe of a 
manufacturer at any time, would undoubtedly 
have an opportniiity of learning thefe TecreCs. 
Eveiy fiTCcies of private property ought to 
be deemed facred from inv^on ; aud, la 
his opHiioii, thofe fecrets of trade which 
were the fruit of a perfon's talents or ncIHs 
were of a more facred mature chan property in 
general. There was another claufe chac 
mentioned a ceruin weight beyond which a 
given portion of tobacco muR not go; end if 
it fhould happen to exceed this listed we'gliC^ 
every pound of excefs was liable to be T iced* 
Thus, if the liquor infufed into tjie tobacco^ 
aided by the infiueoce of the air, Ibould rltoke 
a certain quantity uneigli more chan tho 
allowance given in this claufe, a ihanofac*. 
turer would be punilhed by a p'-nalcy and 
forfeicute, as if he had clandellincly added fo 
many pounds to the above mentioned quan¬ 
tity, to avoid the duty. He concluded .a 
fpeech of npwarils of an hour by animadvert* 
ing on the time when this Bill was brougliC 
into Parliament, which was not before chle 
middle of Jnue This prndlice of delaying 
Bills of imporCaiTce till the dog-days was un« 
known to Sir Riibert Walpole and the Mini* 
(lers who preceded him-, but WsS how by uo 
menns unfrrquetit. It feemed to pmcieed 
however from a wiOi to prcclju^dilbufiion. 
The Lord Chanciltnr was oT opinion^ that 
the Bill contained vaVioui inconiiHencics, 
w^icli he hoped would be remedied in the 
Committee. With regard to the Excife lawt, 
and the high duties on Tobacco, the MiniRcr 
of this day had c.ot been their inventor i h« 
found them on the Ratute Hook, and he.did 
no more than bis diuy m applying the Exc«fe 
Taws to fbeh articles of manufa^ore, from 
which, though generally agreed, to He fair 
and proper objefls of tacaiioni a Revenue 
C c a eeuU 
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could not be fecnred by any other menhs. 
Kor were htgh duties on TobKCO peculiar 
to GrM-Britain ; it had long been the policy 
of other eoantries to put high duties on To- 
baccot aud where the manufadturer got but 
eiie> fifth and the public four-fifths, fraud 
was to be expedled to be pradfifed. As liiile, 
bii' Lordfhip faid, was the Miuifler to he 
blamed for the inaccuracy of fuch Bills as the 
prefcor, as for the nature of the Excife laws 
in general $ however fplendid his talents, or 
indefatigable his indulhy, he could not he 
fuppdfed to he capable of di awing fuch Bills 
himfelf. If Iw were, he would not he fit to 
ludd the place of Ftrfl Loid of the Treafuty. 
All he could do in iuch cafes was to confide 
thoCe who miglitbe fuppofed to be mofi con- 
verfant with fuch fubiedis, viz. the Solicitors 
of therefpedlive Boards under whofe tnanage- 
tnent the duties iuquefiion were placed, and 
luving obtained the befi informaiion in his 
power, CO leave the Bill to hedrawti by thofe 
fubalcerns whofe particular duty it was. He 
lamented that fomany inaccuracies arul incon- 
fifiencies were fuffvi cd to elcape tlie otiitr 
Huufe, and fiid, he hoped if it was infifted 
upon, that tlieir Lordfinps were not to alter 
Money Bills, they would niakc ic he ftlc tliat 
the Ollier Hoiiit: oughi to t.'ke care to fend 
them up Bills fo corredly drawn as to be 
proper CO pafs wittiout the necefllty of altc. 
latio^i VVith regard to placing the article of 
tobacco under the ExLii'e laws, his Lordlbip 
ohferved, that lumc of the witnelTes had ad. 
cnitted chat there were fuch frauds commit¬ 
ted,funk the Ian' trader to the ground; 
that, in an honeft m.m had no chance in 
Che trade, as he could not meet the market 
on equal terms, with the (rundulent manu* 
fa£iuier; that fuch frauds loudly called for 
jlkevention; and chat they could not be pre¬ 
vented, nor tne high dunes colledled, in any. 
ether way fu well ab hy an exienfioo of the 
XCxcife laws to tlie fubjedl. Thofe fafls be¬ 
ing admitted, it appeared to him that tlie 
principle of the Bill was every way defer* 
fible, aoU tliat it was necefT^ry that the Bill 
IHould go into n Committee.-—With regard to 
tlie opportunity of learning the fecrets, he 
fought it ivquld be exceedingly improper to 
ruffer any claufe to (land which w'ould give 
ghe officer fuch on opportunity for encroach, 
fr^'on the faQ^dn^ of private property, 
1^1 and fame other parts of the Bill, mult 
be materially altered b^ore it would meet his 
•dtiis. 

Lord Hawkelbury and Lord Cathcart fpoke 
!n favour of the BUI, and after a fhort reply 
from Lord Stormont it was committed for the 
mondwi their Lonlihips then paOed the 
Com Bilij dod sdjourBcd,

Many inffauces might occur, in which a part, 
if DOC all, of this fchvme of prob.ibihtiet 
might faiL In that cafe where was (he 
dafety of tfie public ? He did nrn venture to 


aflert chat this was the cafe st prefent. Qm 
circumffance Aruck him forcibly, that ever 
Anco the year 1756, when Che Company icQ; 
acquired Ceiricorial poff^fltons, a pnlktcel in- 
tereff waS created, which iu a fncceffioii 4)t 
years fo engrafted itfdf upon ilie political in- 
tercAs of this kingdom and people, that ii 
feemed in form part, and .a very great pan 
too, of the great political fcale of ttie intereft 
of this couiiiry.««>Now, this newly-acquire 4 
exotic intercA might jar with the policy of 
the powers of Rurope j or it might again, ai it 
hadalrcady done,j:ir with the intcrcAs of th« 
country powers in India. In Hut cafe tbn 
fecurity f>f the property of tlie ScockhuLders ia 
this kingdom wonld be effedled. This waa a 
matter Chat ought to be very deliberate^ 
confulcred. For tint reafon the papetf 
ought to have been pi inted, chat the men of 
pioperty might have had an opportunity of 
judging fur themftlves. There was a claufa 
in the Bill now under dirculTniQ, whidi ap« 
peored to him to be liable to weighty ubjtc- 
tions. Tins was the claufe winch permita 
guardians to htcnme Aibfcriheis to the lom 
in (jneAion, with the money belonging to 
ihe:r wauls. .This proviAon militated agaiuft 
the cA.iblilhed pra^ice of ouranceAois, who 
for Wife reafons had prohibited a guardiaa 
from purchafing Aock of any tradiug Com*^ 
pany, fmm an apprehenAon of the hazard at* 
tending fuch problematical and fpeculativo 
fchemes. He did not with it, howe^r, (a 
bs cnrfidcred, that what lie now fa.d in ob* 
jedtion to this claufe arofc fnini his fears of 
the infeciinty of India Stuck—it was foUlf 
dictated by the opinion he entercVined fff iho 
propriety of reAraining guardians from apply¬ 
ing the money of their wards to the pi2*'pofc» 
of f|ieculacion.

The wlxile it feeiTus was ow;ng lo 
three4lragoous, who were walking in the p.uk where the explofion took plnce )n this 
park Hood a pavdiuti, whtre the powder .iml aims belonging to the Lord of Qpmfey weie 
kept. It was well known in the neigfihourhood, that this was the pl.ice where this Noble¬ 
man bad aKvays kept his ]>owdcr and ai nis.

** That in this ftate of perftA harmony 
between tlie Chief and tiic Ke|irereutdiives uf 
the Nation ; and after the complete union of 
all the Oidrrs, the Alfuiibl)^ is now occu¬ 
pied, and will never ceafe to nctupy itfelf 
iu the great ubjedl uf the Conflitutiou ; 


** That any diffidence tending to d.ftm b 
the inefliniahle harmony of the prefeiit mo- 
ftienr, would impede the i.ihnurs of the Af- 
femhly, prove an obflaclc to the inicminns of 
the King, and give, at the fame time, a fa¬ 
tal b!n\V to the general interefls of the Na¬

That not a Citizen, in fine, but wlirt

“ As my Court has it greatly at heart to 
ma.iua ii the good harmony which fubfifls 
btfLwceii tliu two n.iucns, aiid to difpcl every 
contrary Jufpicion, I entreat you, Sir, to 
mipart this letter, witliout delay, Co the 
Ptefidciic of the National An'emhly. Yon 
cannot hut feci how eflcutial it is for me, 
that juRice fhould be leiidereJ to my con- 
dui 5 ly and to the cnndiidt of my Coint; and 
that till cfleit of the iiifulious iiifmuations fo 
iiuUiRrioufly propagated, fhould be dellro>'ed 
and done away.

You tiumghc that 
this would be a continual fecunty agamff the 
fear of our own negledl ; and you forefaw 
tliat if in fucceeding ages any power what¬ 
ever ihould attempt to impofe laws not dedu- 
cible from thefe principles, this oi iginat type 
always fubfiffmg, wnuld inOantly announce 
to every citizen either the prifne or the 
error. 

This noble idea, conceived in another bc- 
mifphere, pught to be firi) tranfplanted by us. 
We Ijave contributed to events which reitored 
liberty tp North America.—She Ibcws us oq 
what principles we ought to fepure the pre. 
feyvation of puy own ; and this new world, 
to wliich we formerly carried nothing but 
chains, now teiphes us to guard againft wear¬ 
ing thenn ourfelvcK. 

Ah ttic Menrfheis of your Committee have 
applied tliemfetves to this ipipprcant declara¬ 
tion of rights. They differed a little on the 
grounds, and a good deal mure on the exprel- 
fion and the form. Two ap(>eared to unite 
tile different char.:d!ers of the reff. Yop 
have alicady ft^en a pr nted copy of that of 
M. TAbhe Sieves; that of M. Mounier will 
be communicated to yuu in the (aipe man¬ 
ner. 

The firff feiging qn, if we ip^y be allowed 
the expreffion, the nature of m^n in its fiii^ 
elements, and purfuing it without digreffSon 
ill all its deveJupements and (ocial coipbina- 
tiops, has the advantage of fuffering none of 
the ideas to efcape which enforce tlte conclu- 
fig ts, nor the (hades which conned! the ideas 
chemfelves. It exhibits the precifion and le- 
verity of an underffanding maffer of icfelf and 
of its ful^eA. Perhaps, while you difeovep 
in it the marks of a (agacHy equally rare an^ 
prgfogi^, yi|a will find that its uKonveni- 

eoce 
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isnce Uei ia itf perfeAion* aod that tba pacg^ 
iiar genius which diiUted it would fuppofe 
much more than can reafonably be expelled 
ia all thofe who ought to read and underftand 
it. In deference to thefe remarks, M. 
I’Abbe Sieyei has dif^fed the principles of 
his work in fhort cooclufioos mure eafy to 
comprehend • 

That of M. Mounier is formed on the fame 
obfervations on the nature of man. The 
coDaedlUm of the concloTinns is in it lefs ap¬ 
parent. Thefe are plain formulas detached 
from one another. Men accuflomed to fuch 
fubjedls will read them witheafe, and fupplf 
what ii omitted between tliem $ others will 
retain them more eafily, and will not be 
fiartled, either by the fatigue of following 
the deduftion attentively, or the fear of 
miftaking, in a feries of propofuions, tlmfe 
which contain the conClufion in which they 
are interefled. You will find in Che plan of 
M. Mounier the ideas which tiave been al¬ 
ready prefented to you by M. de la Payette, 
and which have receiv^ your pratfe. M. 
Mounier has been equally careful to confulr 
rhe various plans feni by feveial didmgoifhed 
Members of this Aflembly. 

You will decide between thefe two kinds 
of merit, which both deferve commendation. 
You will weigh what is due to the tights of 
the moft penetrating minds, and what to the 
fimplicity of others. You will perhaps think 
it your duty to reconcile the two obligatiouf, 
and thence produce a new form, which fhall 
be adapted to all, as it will be Che work of all. 

Wc join to thefe two plans of^dcclaraCton 
of the rights of a man and a citizen, the plan 
of the firft chapter of the conflicution on the 
prinpiples of ttie French Government. Here 
we have becit guided and enlightened by an 
ancient tradition, and the contuirence of all 
our writteu opinions. We fubmit this plan 
to your examination, we will perfedl it by 
the aid ,of your lights, and finally prefent it 
more worthy of yog in the entire body of the 
jconditution,' We Ijave thought it might be 
detached for the moment, Chat you may con- 
fider if we have faithfully explained the priu. 
ciples of your conliitMeAU on obje^ of fo 
hi^h imponance. 

^We dull by .before you, with all poHIble 
dirpatch, our views for tl>e organization of 
tlye kgifi.itive power, the power of admintf- 
nation, the judicial power, the military 
power, and finally, tbtt of a public and oa- 
^ignal indru^ion. 

We invite, with anxiety, alt the Memben 
of this Afiembly to cooimunjcate to us their 
pleas on tlwfe different objedU { and we be¬ 
lieve we ought to fix their fpecial attention 

two important quedinni relative to the 
fiompo^ot^ aod organization of the lc|iflative 
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body, the folotioa of which will draw tihonff 
with it the mod valuable cunfequeuccs. 

It ia demanded whether the legifiathre body 
fhall be periodical or perroanenc. 

The greater numb^ of the written opi¬ 
nions, it mud be acknowledged, fpeak only 
of its being periodicals and we will not difv 
femble, in the mean time, that the unani¬ 
mous opinion of the Committee is for iu per* 
maneiicy. 

We have thought that the legiflativo 
power cannot, without danger, be condemn¬ 
ed to filence and inadlicm for any interval of 
time} that it alone has (he power.to inter¬ 
pret or to fupply the deficienrics of the laws 
it has made; that to depend on the execu* 
tive power fur this double fundlioii, would 
be in truth to couple together two powers 
that the public intered requires fhould be fo* 
parated ^ that to commit this authority to the 
body ilfeif, would be, by another great mk- 
fortune, to expofe at imee the executive 
power and the legidacive power to a formida¬ 
ble invafion on their p»rt; that in fine, as Chit 
power cannot be exercifed by delegation of 
any kind, and as it ought nr the fame time to 
he adive, it remains only to render the Af- 
fembly permanent to winch it belongs. 

Ic is not that any of us have thought Chat 
this AfTemhly fhould he perpetual, but only 
that it ftuHild poflefs the power of forming 
itfelf} always continuing its fciTioos, and*only 
renewing its Members, in fuch proportion of 
number, and at fuch periods of time as fhall 
be judg^ mud convenient. 

Our opinion is not equally general off tbo 
compoficion of the legifi4C)ve hody—whether 
it Ihall be condituced in one chamber only, 
or in more. 

The perfnns who are attached to the fyf* 
tern of one chamber only, miy fuppon ilieir 
argument with jud confidence on the exam¬ 
ple of that in whic h we are now united, and 
of tlie happy of which we are already 
fo fenfible. They alledge, befides, that ic is 
the general voice wtiich ouglu Cu form a law, 
and chat the general voice can never be de¬ 
clared better than in one chamber—that all 
divifion of the legiflative body, by breaking 
its unity, often renders the bed indicutinns 
and themnd falutary reforms impoflible—that 
it would introduce into the bofom of the 
nation a date of difpute and hodihty, of which 
political inertiou, or the mud unhappy divu 
fions would be the confequences—-and thag 
it would expofe os to the dangeci of a new 
•ridocracy, whigh the wifh of the nation, as 
ic is the intered, ought to prevenr. 

Others again cunteud, that tlw divifion of 
the legiflative body into two cltambers is 
neceflkry—That in the very fird mement of 
regeneratioa, indeed, one defier is to be 
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|)i;aferrc4, lb w» mufl provide acetnft the 
ebfUcI^ of all ktnds witlt wtiich we are fur- 
roaiidbd.; b'ut that two chambers will be in- 
jdtfpenfible to the prcfervatign of tlie eonft;'- 
Cution which yoa are abopC to ^ablilh— 
'Tint there muft he two cliarnbers to prevent 
furittife and precipitation, and to give autlii>- 
rity to deliberation—That the iptei veiition 
of the King in the ltgi0ature would be v:iin, 
illtthye, and fruiitels, againft the irrefiHible 
mCi the datioual will dcclaied in one 
houfe «eily ; and that furely, above all things, 
in foand^g a ccvidiiution, to be {olid and 
permanent, th^ ought to avoid every fytleni, 
wtiichi confining all real influence to the lo. 
giflative body, ihould interelt tlie trionaich 
to IbijM op every favourable occafiun Co mo¬ 
dify it, and thereby eapofe the natinp to 
new cnnvplfions. That the a6tivity of the 
Irgidativ^ body in accelerating its proceed¬ 
ing! witlMut utility, would expofo itfeif 
Co refoipiiuos too fudtlen, infpired by en- 
jdianting eloquence, by the wai ruth of 
OpintoOf OiT by foia£,n intrigues, excited by 
tn'iniClan, or directed againft them,—That 
'Chafe precipitate Verolutions would fu )U lead 
thtfro either to defpoiifm or to an.irchy,— 
Tliat tlie example of England, and even cliat 


of America, demooflrater tlie utility of tw^ 
chambers, and fufiicicntly anOw ers the ubjec* 
tions founded on their inconvenie:iCy« They 
add, however, thar in dividing the legiAative 
body into two cbamberi, the divifmn ought 
to be made without regard to the diftinAiori 
of Orders, which would bi ing b.ick dangers 
more formidable even tlum old artftoura' 
cy, as they would have the flampof law; 
and therifore the iiiDuet.ce which isaUiibiited 
to each of them, and which even the nature 
of their conftUution muft give them, (hoold 
befpread over Che body at icrge. 

Tins ts cnougli, gentlemen, to make you 
acquainted with the prnicipdl topics which 
now engage the coufideraiion of your Cora- 
miinoners. They are fufcepoble of the 
greaceft dcvelopewents, and each oLthefe deve- 
lopements is fufceptible iClclf of tlie gravelt 
arid nioft ferious rcUri'^ums, You will mo¬ 
dify them wuh the application which they 
requiie. We have difclurged our firft duty 
towaids you in originating, and wc fhall ful¬ 
fil another in accelerating, more and more, 
our labours to a happy teiminatton.

1 khoW hot of what 
tie may be accufed before you; but fithje£t 
as he is to the laws ef military difcipline, 
Very formal charges of briminaliry perhaps 
are nefcelfary to prevent him ffoin retumihg 
to hts native country; and us a foreigner^ as 
the (Kdioguidied citizen of a country with 
Which France has fo long been conile^ed by 
treaties of friendfhip anil alliance, yob will 
furely have a'l that refps^l for M. de Beienval 
Which may he hoped for from a hofpUabU and 
generous nation; and fince it woitld of itfelf 
M a fevert punifhment to convey to Paris, as 
a criminal, Or furpcAeU perfon, a foreign

** partlanlbf gksfty^ a^enrralamntjfy^'*echoed 
ftom every patt of the Halt. 

At thia moment the pcoplCi who weie af- 
ftmbled'm the PUet de G^evt^ and wereim- 
p^iihu to a figlit of Monf. Ncckci, called 
upon fiini to make hrs appearance. To fatl&fy 
them, he w^s obliged lo go into another 
chambcff and to (hew himfelf fiom the win¬ 
dow. During Iiis abfcnce, the Count dc 
Clerirtonc Tonncfrc, one of the Depoties 
from the Kational Aflcir.bly, who accompa¬ 
nied M. Ncckerto Paris, made a morion, that 
they fhould confecrate that moment to the 
drawing up a formal decree, agreeable to the 
gcncrotrs fentiments that liad juft been ex- 
prefTed, which was accordingly done in the 
following words ! ‘‘ This Aftembly, moved 
by the repieftnrations of M. Necker, Mhioh 
areas foil of troth and wifdom as of huma¬ 
nity. refolves, That the day in which a Mi- 
nifter fo dear and neceflary to the hnppinefs 
of France, has been reftored to her, ftiould 
HI firture be aimually copimciiiorated as a 
feftivai. In conformity to this fentiment, it 
decrees a pardon to all enemies : that from 
this time it will regard as the greateft enc- 
tnici of tlie nation, tliofe who fhall difturb 
the public tranquillity, hy puniOiingany in- 


diridual, however criminal, without a leeal 
procefs : finally, it decrees, that this decla¬ 
ration (hall be r^ from the pulpit of every 
pari/h, and publilhed by found of trumpet 
in all the ftrects, and fent to all the munici¬ 
palities, with the firm perfuafion, that it 
will meet with the applaufc of all good 
Frenchmen.” 

On Monf, Meeker's re entering the Hall» 
and the refolution juft made being read to 
him, he was moved to tears j he knelt dowoi 
in that pofture exprefied the lively emotion, 
and the happincfs he felt in the broken phrafes 
of a heart impreffed by various and unuttera¬ 
ble fentiments *• 

July 31, In debating on what hadpafled 
the preceding day in Paris, there were many 
opinions concerning the proprUtyof if. Se¬ 
veral Members infifted that every man fuf* 
pcOed of bad intentions towards the nation 
(hould i-eceive exemplary puniflimcnt. 

MelTrs. de Clermont Tonnerre, Mounler, 
and Lally Tolirndal, agreed to this propofi- 
tion, but remarked, that the moft facred of 
all rights had woven with the rigour of juf- 
lice thofc fentiments of pity and fellow.feel¬ 
ing, which in fomc cafes were a part of juf- 
Cice Ufclf. 

This epnverfation was interrupted by the 
arrival of feme Deputies from Paris, with M. 
BailJy the Mayor, at their head. 


* A pretty gener.d murmur, however, ran through the city agairft the Refolutions thus 
taken 5 and in the afternoon of the fame dny, the Atfcmbly publilhed the following explana¬ 
tions ^ *

The National AlTembly, having heard the 
reports of the Deputies of the Heprefenta- 
tives of the Commons of Paris, declare, that 
It approves of the explanation given by the 
£leAors of Paris to their l^folution of the 
30th of July. 

That If a generous and humane people 
wilh for ever to prohibit all proferiptions, it 
became the Reprefentatives of the nation to 
try and punilh thofe who were accufed and 
cunviflcd of having made any attempt againfl 
the fafety, the liberty, and the public iran-

quility; that confcquently the National Af- 
fembly peril lls in its former refoititions re- 
fpc£ling the refponribiHty of Mlnlfters, and 
tliofe entrulted with the executive power, 
and the eOablifhment of a tribunal to pro- 
nounce, and a Committee to receive inlbr- 
mations, inflruftions, and intelligence. 

“ The National A^mbly further'declares, 
that ihe perfon of the Baron de Bezenval, if 
flill detained, lhall be condu^led into a place 
of r.ifecy, and under a fnfficient guard, in 
the city ncatclt where he was airelled, and 
nobotfy wliatcver lhall attempt to molell tlie

rnadcs it was found to be fufiiciently cx- 
to authorize the inventor to claim the 
reward aifigned by Parliament. This 
was followed by a third machinc» pro¬ 
duced In i74it ftill lefscomplicated than 
the fecondi and fuperior in accuracy, as 
erring only three or four iecnnds in a 
week. This he conceived to be the ne 
plus ultra of his attempts, and in the 
year 1749 he repeived the annual gold 
medal from the Royal Society; but in 
an endeavourto improve pocket-watches, 
he found the principles he applied to fur- 
pafs his expefiations fo much as to en¬ 
courage him to make his fourth time¬ 
keeper, which is in the form of a pocket- 
watch, about fix inches in diameter, and 
was finiflicd in 17^9- With this time¬ 
keeper his Ton made two voyages, the 
one to Jamaica, and the other 10 Baiba- 
does i in both which experiments it cor- 
re£ied the longitude within the neateft li¬ 
mits required by the A£Vuf Parliament j 
and the inventor at didcrent times, though 
not without inttnite trouble, received the 
propofed toward of ao,oool. 

Thufe four macliines were given up to 
the Board of Longitude. The three for¬ 
mer were nor of any ufe, as all the ad¬ 
vantages gained by making thpm werp 
pemprehended in the laA- They were 
)vonhy however of being carefully pre- 


ferved as mechanical curiofitlesi to Aew 
the gradations of ingenuity executed with 
the moil delicate workmanihip. The 
fourth machine, which is the time-keep¬ 
er, has been copied by Mr. Kendall ^ and 
this copy, during a three years voyage 
round the globe in the Southern hemi- 
fphere with Captain Cook, anfweied as 
will as the original. The lattirpartof 
Mr. Jlarrifon's life was employed in inak* 
ing a 6fth lime-kccper, on the fame 
principles with the preceding one, which 
at the end of a ten years trial, 1772, in 
the King's private Obfervaiory at Rich¬ 
mond, eired only 'our feconds and a half. 
Jn 1775 he pubhlhed A Deferiptiofl 
concerning fuch Mcchanifm as will afford 
a nice or true IWenfuraiit n of Time,'* 
8vo This fmall work alfo includes an 
account of his new Mufical Scale j for 
he had in his youth been the leader of a 
diflinguifhcd b«md of chuich fingers, and 
had a very delicate ear for mufic* 

Mr- Harril'on died at his houic in Red 
Lion-fquaic* London, March 24, 1776, 
aged K3. It will as caAly be fuppofed 
that from his leclufe manner of living he 
was no man of the world, as that from 
his un^cquaintance with letters ho 
was no writer { yet in convcrAiig on his

rpHE reputation of A'fr-Harmpr, as a 
fcliolar and a divine, is, I believe, 
fully and univei Tally efiablifhed. Jf, as 
a writer, ht may fumetimes be thought 
inelegant in his flylp, and too mipute m 
the inveftigRtion of fafls, yet tlipfc dc- 
feffs are amply pomptnfated by tlie ge¬ 
neral cho'ce of his materiaJri and thp 
clearnefs of method with which Jia 4 i- 
getted and afiangcd them- Somp book; 
come into the world fet t»ff with all the 
ornaments of language 5 and, wjth theip 
authors, ate Toon forgotten: they rciVm-' 
ble iliofe meteors whiph by their lumi¬ 
nous appearance altra£l our notice, and 
almoft IQ the fame moment vani(h from 
oui fight. The ciedit pf Mr* Harmer’il 
writings reftp upon a foundation Urong 
aod durable* He hath profcfTedly treated 
afubjedt of the fufl important^, whichhad 
before been touched upon only incidental^ 
Iv t and* by Ihewing at laigethcwondef- 

S coafonnity between the ancient and 
lern cuftoms ip the Eafl, hath not 
r y^iown a coulidcrabilc light U|>- 


on numberlpfs pafTages in the Bible| 
byt hath openpd new and fruitful fpurcci 
of information^ for the ufe of future ex? 
pofitora. 

But it would be doing great injuftice 
to Mr- Harmcr to ponfine our attention 
to the fruits of his learning alone. As the 
whole purpofpof his fludies was to illuA 
tratc the feriptures, fo it was bis conllant 
endeavour to praflife thofc duties v^hich 
arc thpicin flcclarpd to bp elTential to the 
forming of a true CUrtflian* He was a 
man of unafTefled piety 1 equally kind 
as a iT)after« parept, apd hyiliand : mepk 
apd modell ip his deportment: and inva¬ 
riably ayerfe from every degree of intem¬ 
perance and cxcefs* Superior to all (hofe 
n4rrow and illiberal prejudices, which 
wp arc apt to imbibe from education or 
habit, he was governed by a general 
pijpciplc of benevolence i and though bq 
was comnionly called the father of the 
Diflcntcri, yet his good offices wprf fo fa^ 
from being copfined to thofe of h» own 
communion, thar be acknowledged and 

encoura^c^ 
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encouraged merit wbeixToever he found 
it. ** I <wiU apply to Hatpitr^' was the 
liAial language of every injured perfoo m 
bit neighbourhood ; and it i'cidom hap¬ 
pened that the aggrciibr was not Toon in* 
duced by hit perfuafion.to repair the in¬ 
jury which he had done) and 1 do not 
canggerate wlien 1 afRrm> that there is 
nor probably a tingle inAance oF an indi¬ 
vidual to be found, who, by a mild and 
fcafon.rble interference, prevented more 
law-Zuiu than Mr Harmer* When we 
refie£F that all thete virtues, which he fo 
eminently poiTefTed, were ftill heightened 
by the charafler of a peace-makei, a cha¬ 
ndler to which an evangelical bldfing is 
annexed, we cannot but look upon his 
death as a public lofs ; much lets can we 
befuipiized that it fliould deeply afl'edl 
all thofe who perfonally knew him and 
enjoyed his friendlhip)—but by none is it 
more hnccrely lamented than by him who 
offers this ilendcr tribute of regard tohia 
memory.

hive I done any thing to olfcnd y«iu, 
Sirr" “ Not in the Icalt," replied t!»c 
gueft, " hut I find you are a very honcA 
good-natured fellow, fo I will take luma- 
body elfe in. Hadyo/t made it, you would 
never have been paid for it," 

He was fo much averfe to the Atha- 
nafian creed that he never would read it* 
Archbilhop Seeker having been infornted 
of his reciiiancy, lent the Archdeaccxi to 
alk him his reafon. ** 1 do not believe 
it,'’ faid the prieft. “ But your Metro¬ 
politan does,” replied the Archdeacon.

Tbe conhuering the king- 
A>m of ChriH as a feparate kingdom from 
thofe of this world, he counted abfurd* 
Onthecontrary, he maintained thatChnf- 
tianity is incorporared with civil govern¬ 
ments as fsnd with hide, each of which 
Ify Ufelf makes no mortar* Where he 
^sfined that tbc g'^blis intcreft might 
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receive prejudice from ChriHianity, hS 
was againft its being taught. ,He hoped, 
therefore, never to fee our negroes in 
America become Chriftians, bccaufe he 
believed that this would render them lefs 
laborious Haves* On the fame principle, 
he was againft any attempts to convert 
the American lavages. In learning 
Chriftianity, they would fall into theufe 
of letters, and a &ill in the arts being the 
confcquence, they would become moro 
formidable to the Plantations* Purfuing 
aftmilar train of reafoning, Ld. Granville 
wilhed to Gcd that the Pope m^ht never 
turn Proteftant, or the Italians ceafe to be 
Papifts i for then we Ihould fell them no 
filh- He was glad that the clergy fent 
abroad to our Plantations were immoral 
and ignorant wretebes $ becaufe they 
could have no inlluencc over the inhabi¬ 
tants, as better and wifer men would have, 
who would ufc that influence for the pur- 
pofe of infpiring the planters with a fpi- 
rit of independence on their mothcrcoun- 
try. He was hoftile to fending Biftiops 
to America- Thefc, he thought, would 
labour to* bring the fcvcral leas to one 
religion; whereas the fccurity of that 
people's dependance on England, he con¬ 
ceived to arife from their mutual divi- 
ftons. He wasaneneniy,likewr{e,tothe 
improvementof our colonies in learning* 
This, he faid,* would take off their youth 
from wholly attending to trade, fill them 
with fpcculative notions of government 
and lil^rty, and prevent the education of 
the fons of rich planters in England, 
where they contfafl a love for this king¬ 
dom, and when grown old come back and 
fettle, to the great incrcafeof our wealth* 
Even at home he was againft charity 
fchools, and was not for having the vul¬ 
gar taught to read, that they mi^ht think 
of nothing but the plough, and their low 
avocations. 

It requires no extraordinary powers to 
fee the wcaknefs and futility of Lord 
Granville's opinions- A man has only r# 
open his eyes, and the flighteft obferva- 
tion will pro'lucc conviction*

A French woid much perverted from 
its original figmficalion j it meaning in 

othat language a ill ongpafTion, oratleaft 
the mifery occafioned by the indulgence of 
one; iboncicads of the Ennui d* Amour, 
d'Ambition. It is not confined to tlic 
want of fenfation occafion^d by the ab- 
fence of them all. In Englifh, we have nq 
word for it, and know merely the cfFeas 
of it; in Scotdi, the word Languor very 
well exprefles it. It arifes in general fibm 
want of occupation, and takes place in 
perfbns without pi’ofeflion or employment 
Who have been ill educated, in flatefmen 
of plJicci in chief® out of Icrvicc^ in 


fijorlfmen out of the hunting-feafon, In 
beauties becoming oM, It is the cancer 
of the mind; theugh, like fome other hu» 
moursofthc bcoy, it may be diveited lo 
as nut only to b..cunit not dangerous, but 
even faluury. Tlu.ugh it has made 
many peiions^dve mio hurtful puifurs, 
it h.ig been the occahon of great and uli* 
ful dellgns; it l.as given rife 10 the 
nohlefl undertakings, and the gieatefc 
llretches of honor, ability and exerdun. 
To efi'efl thefe, however, requires a vigour 
of mind which few peifons polfels. In 
general, Ennui is tfic offspring of fiupi* 
dity, or pride begot upon idlenefs: of 
|iride, as every one will not fubmit to 
employ himlelf in thcA^ay for which 
alone he is fitted 1 of llupidity, as it often 
happens that a man has not mind enouglv 
to luit him for any employment. Idle-. 
uefs is however in j^tneral the fiuitful

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parent of ihU malady of the mind, and 
afls as the Remora does tipon velTels, by 
impeding its progrefs and ob{li\i£ling its 
exertions.

But it does not follow from 
thence thst they have a right to withhold 
all tax^s whattver» which form the neives 
and ftren^th of the nation.—This truly 
national principle, which is to be ranked 
among the fund:imentHl laws of the Con- 
ftitiition, will relieve the }>eople fiom the 
anxiety and danger of taxes being im- 
pufed without end, and lighten the bur¬ 
then of thole which they pay volunta¬ 
rily.” 

Nothing can be inc're juft and judi. 
cious than thefe fentiments, or more wor¬ 
thy of an enlightened patiiot, equally 
concerned for the rights and the ha^ipincfs 
of mankind; and zealous, paiti^-ularly, 
at a molt important ciifis, to eftililifli 
and fecure the welfare and the dignity of 
his countiy, by a monaichy tempered 
and regulated by the Ipirit oi liberty and 
juftice.

From the above very concife prelude 
to the birth oi Zeluco, let no one ima¬ 
gine, however, that formal, pedantic, 
frigid, moral le£lurrs, or fermor.s, aie 
to tollow} thofe who are acquainted with 
Dr. Moore’s animated, lively ftylr will 
entertain better hopes} but fti angers to 
the man and the writer, and that dale 
of beings who juft open a bock, and 
finding the firft fenteiicc dilcoidant to 
their vitiated tafte throw it afute as ufc*. 
left lumber, Ihould be inftamly inform¬ 
ed, that ours is a laughing philortmhers 
who, while he lafhes the vices ana fol¬ 
lies of mankind with the Icecneft fatire, 
preferves his candour jind goo4 humour g 
makes due allowances for human infir¬ 
mities ; and, inftead of ce nfigning cbf 
delinquents over to infeinal tormentoriy 
excites them by the charms of virtue to 
turn from their wickednefs and livff

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}>ropcn(it)' to domiiifer over others.; and 
this,violent, overbearing difi-ofitioii in'* 
erferffirtg with his years, is hut too much 
cnouuraf^e&l by the mi (guided indulgence 
of a mother^ left a widow when her al- 
piring Ion had fcarcely attained his tenth 
year. 

Adopting a maxim which daily gains 

S round with our young people of ta- 
that learning is entirely ul’e- 
lefs lo men whole fortunes are already 
made"—*this young Sicilian, a native ol 
Paleiino, renounces all application to 
letters; and that he may h.ivc the beft 
opportunity At once to giaii^ his lull of 
power and his Jove of diffipatmn, he 
relblves to follow tlie profeirion of arms, 
and having obtained a comiuinion, is 
not a little proud of his militaiy dicfs ; 
but as the pacific fituation of the Neapo¬ 
litan army does not afford him oppor¬ 
tunities to dilplay his daring ipirit, and 
his talents for command, after pafling 
through a few I'cenes of diJgraceful in¬ 
trigue at home—fuch as (educing the 
niece of his mother's moll intimate 
friend, and abandoning another young 
lady, whofe fuitune falls fhort of his 
expeftations—wefind him engaged in the 
Spnnifh ftrvic'*, and making a conlidcr» 
anle figure at Madrid. The regiment 
ter which he belongs being ordered to 
the Weft Indies, he embarks for Cuba; 
where l>eing fafely arrived, we have the 
firft opportunity to diCcover the finefle of 
our author, if we conjecture right, in 
placing him in that fituation; for it af. 
fords him an opportunity, without giv¬ 
ing offence, of making fuch a renion-

He cxaAcd from 
the private men fuch a degree of preci- 
fton in the manual exercile, and in the 
minutiae of their dieft^ as was aJmoft out 
of the power of the mod dexterous and 
beft-diipofed to obferve, and punifhed 
them with the greateft feyerity for Aight 
errors and inadvertencies. The ha¬

mour, and, In our luimhie opinion, is a 
iiioie InAiuefive fchool for widows than 
Mr. Cumberland’s ntw comply on the 
lame l'uhjt;6l. Become the foie inafter of 
a r'reat number o( Aaves, after ihc death 
of his wile, who fell a vi£itni to his 
morole and fidky tinipcr, joined to the 
bitiernefs of (cl(-rcproach, Zeluco had 
a laige Aeld c-pen for the exeicifc of his 
tyiannical difpoAtion in the management 
I'f theie vnliappy wretches; and heie 
wt have the foundation laid for an am. 
pje difeuffion of that important fiibje£l 
of legiA.itive inveftigacron, and of daily 
coiivciiation at hume—the Slave Trade. 

** Zeiuco had originally no diiefi in¬ 
tention,of injuring his Aaves; his view 
was (Imply to improve his eftates to the 
utmoft; but in the execution of this 
plan, as ri^/Vexeitions did not keep pace 
with his impatience, he found it necef- 
fary to qqicken them by an unremitting 
ufe of the yvhip. This produced difeon. 
tent, murmurs, fulkinefs, Ibmetimes up- 
braidings, on their parts; rage, threats, 
and every kind of abufe on his; he faw 
hatied in all their looks; he became 
more and mqre frvere, and tieared them 
as he iinngiiied they wifhed to ticat him, 
and as he was confeiu’s he defervtd to 
be treated by tliem ; at length lie arrived 
at that Aiorking point of depiavity, to 
have a gratiAcation in pumAiing, inde¬ 
pendent of any idea ot utility or advan¬ 
tage to himfelf*.

mind, yet we are certain it will be con* 
fidered hy the fen> us and pious parr of 
his readers as inmcwhat too lutluious 
Upon fuch a Ibicmn pccaiinn, in aiiicuio 
tnorili, when iiiny m t .le jii gcci fo 
becoming to impel thtiii to imm (iLrate 
laugluei, which we belii.vc lew nun will 
be able to icfrain from on reading it. 

'Zeiuco leds occafioiud contpuiidlions 
for the death uf this nc'gi^o ; but he is 
Ziiuch moie alfe^cd )>y.the behavioui of 
all hU ilivcs, duiing his own dangerous 
illjiefs, eccaiiuneJ hy a w. iind lit has 
received from a Poiiugueze meioliant in 
dilguife, in revenge tor an aitcpipt to 
ieducc his wife. I'he unhappy wictches 
pr^kt fp quent ci quiries concerning his 
Atuation, lejoice when they find he is 
likely to tli.e, and burll into a loud and 
vncontp'iilahle howl of forro'iv when his 
recovciy is hill announced to theinv 
This gives occalijn tor his phyfician to 
remuiillrate with him on tlie difFerenC 
cffcfls produced by a crjiel or a humane 
treatment of ^aves ^ and m tny lenfible 
arguments aye adduced to pr 'Ve that, 
putting religiiip and bmpanity out of the 
oiictUon, the niailcrwh * treats his (lave| 
V>;h weil-diieded kindpefs reaps more 
benefit from their laboyr, than he who 
behaves in a contrary manner t and oiiy 
author, dextei-oufly avoiding a decif|ve 
opinioHi upon that violent meafure now 
in agitation—the total abolition of the 
Slave Trade—has clearly pointed oiit^ 
that reformation alone is wanting to 
iniike the (laves cafy under their lervi?

This IS a wcll tlm^ admonition t 
and fuielvevciy genilrr method on ght 
to be ir ed, for a few years at lead, be. 
fore wc venture on fuch a dangerous rc.' 
volution in commerce, as the loinl abo- 
liiit II ut the A^ve tiade mutt neceflarily 
pro> wee. 

A dcep.fiid feheme of perfidy an I re¬ 
venge againll the Portugiiezt* and his 
Wi*e, whom he fufprft* of having be¬ 
trayed him 10 her hidbind, is carritd 
into execution by Zcduco, when he is 
on the point of 1. ivincr the ilhnd ro ie#> 
tuip to Europe. The iiiincipal ohjefl is 
to make the Purtugu jealousy in 
otlur words, to lender him a felt tor- 
m nto', and prnhahly the miu ^icr of 
h>8 wife; or at ledi her open at cuter at 
the bar ot jullice. Hire the benevolent 
phyficiuii and (lie zealous capiicluii ai*e 
agHin introduc'd ; and in a ch ptei in- 
Ciriilcti ComJlrtubL lltnU to 
Mc/tf —leplete w'tit l.iMiuur, g* oii Jiniuj 
and pure lejigion—a patient nfignation 
qnder a misfortune, but too comm n, 
is ilrongty recommended in preftience tq 
public expoi'ure of the cafe, or ub- 
chrillian revenge. If the fiifl advice 
weie fallowed at home, it would pre¬ 
vent future uim,*l'iiiits from the piefent 
venerable chiLf jultice of the Ising’s 
bench, who lately laqit^nted tliat /o 
many cautes of this nature had tome 
before him, in the fhort time he had pie- 
fided in that cou'*t The capuchic's af- 
gum^nts being rather novel and curious, 
we (hid give them a place, in thj hope 
that they may do fome good, though 
they may not be generally relifiied, 

I perceive, Sir, that you do not 
bear this dilpenfation as you ought; 1 
mult therefore delire that you will (ceep 
iu your remembrance, that it has been , 
undoubtedly permitted for fome wife 
putpole; it vijll therefire be as impious 
as unavading for you to murmur $ for 
what has happened admits of noiemedy, 
that the thing is done, it cannot 
be undone, at Icall I never yet heard 
of any methcKi by which a man ynay 
be uncucko}ded — thi , my valuable 
friend, is the peculiar c*uelty of your 
cafe; another iierfuii commits the crimci 
and yqu who are innocent fuffc the 
(hame.

^ We airc happy however to find, that 
this FoVtiiguezelady* after all,is a^ually 
innocenr, though fhc had given juft 
caufe for fufpicion in the early part of 
their acquaintance with Zcluco.—Con- 
feious of this, in exculpating hcrfcif to 
her hufband, (he thought proper to pafs 
over in filcnce her having once agiccd to 
meet him 5—upon which the good do£lor 
makes this flinwd remark:—If all 
thole forgive her for this part of her 
condufl, who, in relating fa£ls in which 
tliemfelves arc concerned, are apt to 
leave out what makes againft them, and 
put in the moll confpicuous point of 
view whatever is in tlicir favour, it is 
to be prefumed, that the Portugueze lady 
will not be cenfured by a vaft number of 
bur readers." 

The whole plot being difeovered, the 
hufband fworc that Zcluco Ihould pay 
dear for his villany,—“ Leave him to 
the torments of his own confcience,” 
urged his wife —In cafe his con¬ 
fcience Ihould not torment him fullicient- 
ly," faid the holy father, ** the defi¬ 
ciency will be amply made up to him 
bi/ore he gets out of purgatory.” 

The benevolent phyfician took an¬ 
other method to put a ftop to all farther 
mifchicf. He feized the earlicft oppor¬ 
tunity of convcrfiDg with the hufband 
on the vindi£livc intentions he fufpefled 
him toharhouragainftZeluco. He knew 
that he wilhed to be thought, and ac¬ 
tually believed himfclf to be, a good 
Chriftian 5 he therefore rcafoned with 
him in the following manner: •‘Thewifeft 
plan you can follow, fmcc this man is 
fcdvuig the ifland] is to let him go in 
iafety, and it is probable you will never 
Jee him more.”—Here the Portugueze 
fliook his head—Then, Sir,'* relumed 
the Doctor, “ as you have declared that 
you defpife all legal procefs, your next 
beft mcaUire is to challtugc him honour- 
ably."-^“ What right has a man who has 
atted fo p»^rfidiovifly to cxpe£l that he is 
to be fo dealt with?" fa.d the Portu¬ 
gueze. •' None,” replied thcDoflor; “ hut 
were I in your placet 1 fhould be more 
folicitous about what was reputable for 
ivyfelfi iha« about what my enemy had 
a right to cxptil. I only hinted this as 
being of rv. o evils the leaft, and the beft 
argument that can be made vfe of to one 
who delpifes the Chriftian rtlimon.”— 
^ Who! I defpife the Chriftian reli- 
ISlonl” cried the Ponogueaje m terror 


and amazement. ** You feem at leaft to 
defpife one of its moft important pre¬ 
cepts,*' faid the phyfician, “ from which 
it may be naturally concluded, that you 
have no great rcfpcfl for the reft.” 

“ 1 have not the fmallcft comprehen- 
fion of what you mean,” rejoined the 
Portugueze .—** Yet 1 have exprelTcd my 
meaning very plainly,” faid the phyfi¬ 
cian ; “ I really do not think you can 
with any propriety be called a Chriftian.’* 
—Jefu Maria !” exclaimed thcPoitu- 
gueze, “ you fill me with horror. Why, 
Sir, I take the Holy Trinity, the Bleifed 
Virgin, with St, Jofeph her hufband, St. 
James, and all the hoft of heaven to wit- 
nefs, that 1 attend tna/s regularly, and 
have always, from inv infancy, believed 
in every article of faith which our holy 
mother church requires ; and I am ready 
to believe twice as much whenever Ihc is 
plcafcd to exaft it* If this is not being 
aChiiftian, 1 Hiould be glad to know 
what is.” 

“ Nay, my good friend,” refumed thg 
phyfician, it is a matter of indifference 
to me what you do or do not believe; 
I am nor, I thank God, your or any man’s 
father confclTorj but if you underftood 
the of the Chriffian religion half 
as well as you believe what the church 
exafts, you would find that your at^ 
tending mafs, and all your faith into the 
bargain, will not make you a Chriftian, 
while you'indulgc fuch a violent fpirie 
of revenge.” 

“ As fijr that,” replied the Portugueze* 

neither the church nor the Chriftiar^ 
religion have any thing to do with it; 
that is my affSir, and depends on niy pri-, 
vate feelings} aud it is impoffiblc for me 
ever to forgive a villain who attempted 
to injure me.” 

It is bccRufe he attempted to injure 
you, that it is in your power as a man, 
and your duty as a Chiiftian, to forgive 
him. Had he never injured you, nor 
even attempted it,” continued the Doflor, 

it would indeed be impoffible for you 
to have the merit of forgiving him.”—It 
will naturally be imagined, from the 
viadi6live character of the Portugueze, 
that he was a hypocrite, and pretended 
to more faith than hp really had; but 
this was not the cafe. It never had oc¬ 
curred to his mind that there could be 
any doubt of the truth of thofc tenets in 
which his father and mother had in- 
ftru£led him, and which he heard v«., 
nerable-looking men in facred habitf 
proclaiixt fivm-aU the pulpits of Liibon. 
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Ho wa$ decidedly of opinion, that none 
hut mongers of wickednefs, who ought 
to be burnt in this world by wav of pre-* 
paring them for the next, could harbour

“ The phyfician, ho\vevcr,cndcavnur- 
ed to give him a different notion of thefe 
matters, founding mod 0/ his arguments 
on paffages of a fermon yo be found in 
the gofpcl of St. Matthew ; for this hap¬ 
pened to be a phyfician who fpmetimes 
read the Bible ; there are, it would ap- 
i^ar, fome of that kind in America* 
The Porrugueze, at fird, thought the 
paffages in queffion of a very lingular 
nature; and as they were plain and in¬ 
telligible, and nothing myflerious in 
them, be could hardly believe that they 
were quite orthodox : befides, he was a

Under the idea that there arc but too 
many prufeffiunal Chriffians even ha 
Proteftant countries, wc have felc^e^ 
fhis charafler, as conveying ufcful ad¬ 
monitions to all thofe who, being punc¬ 
tual in obftrving the rites and ceremo¬ 
nies of any cliurch Avhatcvcr, fancy them- 
felvesChiiffians, while they refiife for^ 
givenefs and withhold parental afTeflkni 
from the frail offspring of their owu 
loins fervenial tranlgreifions ; fliut upthe 
infolvcnt debtor in a dreary prifon, from 
a thirft for revenge; or fufi’er their paf- 
fions to burft forth into fits of intempe¬ 
rate rage againff thofe who differ from 
them either in religion or politics* ,

T he inlmhitaiits of Europe, whether 
iintHlled by the zeal of commerc al 
enttrprize, llie love of glory, or the more 
rational and laii'lable hope of iktisfying 
phJok>phic cuiiolity, vnd ixtemling the 
bor.miuries of fciencci have of laic years 
^>ricularly iignalized thcmlclves by a 
l^«it of adventurous cxcurfion, which 
bas tcarcety left any pari of the human 
world at prefent unexplored. But among 
tiie various acenunu which thefe ti avellers 
have refpeflivcly pubhOied of " //;r 
tfm ef tkr world abtoa'i'^y' there arp 
very lew indeed that Invcgiaiified the dc- 
£re which the civiliz«.d pnit of mankind 
naturally feel to be made-acquainted widi 
thelentiir.cnts, the manners, and the con¬ 
dition of the reft of the human fpecies, 
Every community, whether it cornlfts of 
a grtai ami well-compaoicd nation, op of 
pegaribus ijibes ol wardciing f.ivagcs, 
nas tba'.e peculiar apd chara^U'riftic fea¬ 
ture; but modern defj;iibers ot dillant 
region^, negiefling all remark on human 
Isfty and confining their obfei valions to 
inftead of men\ have in general 
ranged thrcAigh foliiude and defolationi 
rafltd duel ts that weiefandy, croflVd 
vallas that weie green, and conduced 
tbeir readers thre ugh wet and dry, over 
roi^gk aiul fmomhi amidit rocks, Itrcanis, 
mobRiains and ruins, without incidents 
and without redeftion.” I'hc diigufting 
k^rrexnrfs end futilily of Uiel'e narrationS| 
however, have been amply coiinteiba- 
(aitced by anoiluTdcl'cription of travellers, 
whol^ve fupplied iIk labours of a long 
jenirnty by the r:chiv.fs and fertility 
their own invention j and by the inge- 
Siuty of embcililhment have fiimlAted out 
from tbe ctofet alone very fpecions pub- 
Ikotkma &om very fleniicr materials, re- 
preiefiting obje6l8 which they ntvti faw, 
and deihibing countries they never knew. 
7he author of the volume at prefent un- 
flerour levlew^ coutclous that the public 


cuiiofity has tint unfreqncntly been im- 
pofed u}}on by thefe praitici's, has though^ 
it n-'ceflary to afluie the ixadtr, iliat lie is 
<< notprellincd with a romance under tliq 
title of a B^ok of IraveL i and that al¬ 
though it would not have Ineii very ditH, 
cult lohuve depi^U'd an Arcadia amon^- 
the dcfails of Afiicfl, or 10 have :Utiibe 4 
all the delicacy and refinement of Athene 
to the inhabitants of Caffruria^ yet iq 
producing this woi k none of the common 
aitikof compilation have Ixen employed 
and it is hut Jullice ;o acknowledge, that 
the fiiU' and manner in wh'ch it is writ¬ 
ten, appear to confi in the tnith of thi^ 
alTcrtion. “ The public may depend uj>on 
if (fays the nuihoi), that they are here 
prefented with a feries of faffs noted dowq 
upon tlie fpot, Without any after- additions, 
will) no ornament^ of rhetoric, with no¬ 
thing to recommend them but the fiinple 
foim of truth, and perhaps fome degree of 
accuiacy ;** and he natteis hnnfelf, that as 
he vifited fume parts which had never pre- 
vioufly been explored by Europeans, lie 
has added a fevv. faHs to the general iVock' 
of natural and geographical knowledge. 
We fltall therefoie endeavour to fele£l 
filch parts of this curious and entertaining 
work as will enable our readers to judge 
of the grounds upon vyhi^b Mr, Battr* 
jforf - hopes depend. 

The firft journey wrs commenced fronq 
the Cape of Good Hope,in the month of Oft, 
1777, in company with CafU Gordon (now 
Colonel ( 70 r</( 7 /;), whohautravelled in ihi\ 
country about the year 1774, and w^t then 
lately returned from Holland to fuceved| 
Dn Fhieny the I>utch Com inander in Chief, 
They diredU'd their courfe to the eai^ard 
along the fhore of Bay and proceed¬ 
ed along fhe Hanr Lip towards Hottentots, 
Hollands whero they examined the rocks 
which choak the mouth ot BayBalfe^ par^ 
ticularly that on which ihe Colebrooko 
ftruck feme time ilfteif i fr9n;^ 
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tht mouth of the Palmita RivifTf throuj;h 
HtiU' Hooki a faudy dei’ait, to Zwlendam^ 
the leftdeuce of the Z^nd Dorftf a chief 
juftice 4 and fo on to the Tyj^/r Hock^ leav¬ 
ing the river Zondavynd on their left 
handi to Reed Valley* From this place 
they penetrated Grandfatker'i JVoodi crof. 
IWI Devenhorks River, and uirived at a 
diftriOl called the Land of Egypt; and 
from thence proceeded through Canaan 
aciols Olipkants River to £ia Vallry^ ihe 
relidence of the Houentot&f and the extent 
of Mr. Pater/o?i*^ firft journey. 

A defile to gratify a rage for the fcicncc 
of botany appears to have been the gieat 
motive of Mr. Paterfons travels; and 
theiefore to collect the moil cuiions exo¬ 
tics waB the fii ft and princip d ohjc£l ut 
his concern ; the agriculture and cullv ms 
of the countries through wlvch he paiTcd, 
and the genius and policy of tiicir in¬ 
habitants, forming only a fecundary, 
or lather incidei.tal coniideratron. Ihe 
PLANTS with which he was to fortunbte 
as to enrich his colleftion were the Pro/fn 
Argentca \ many ions of Leucadi ndrons » 
Eritas ; Gnatihalfums ; tlie Mvrtca Ce~ 
ifi/era, the beiiies oi which m ihe candles 
cqualin excellence tob.es-wax ; the Piper 
Cordifolm j many heauiilu. Jjiecimtns of 
the lllenidas and phylicas ; ihulihunna^ 
a Ipecies of Me%rmhjantfnmumi tlw 
Euphaltum Cralfulut and many Ipectes of 
the Cfraniaf Xcranthunumit and Cla^ 
diolufes* 

Of wild beasts, the lion, me hyena, 
and theiyger, teem pariiculariy*uumeious; 
for 1 night fcarceiy palfes during which 
the repoie ot the iravclier is not diUurbed 
by the bowlings of tiiefe formidabtc ani¬ 
mals ; nor a day in vi'hich they do not 
difeern their traces on the fafid, or oblerve 
them lurlcing at a ilift ince .n hope of prey. 

On the evening of the twenty-third 
(fays Mr. Paterjon) one of the levants 
informed us, that he had feen a lion before 
fun-fet about a tboufund yaids from the 
lioiife* Expefting a villt from him in the 
night, every piv-paration was made for 
defence ; but next morning we were in¬ 
formed of its having be.'ii a houle be¬ 
longing to an old woman, about four 
miltisdiftant.ani] that it had deftroyed fome 
of her cattle. I went to t..e place, and 
we let a fpring gun in the path where we 
obfervttd it had pafted: On the night of 
frlie twenty-filth wc heard the report of the 
gun, and next morning found the animal

“ Ear.y in the morning we proceeded 
on our journey thiough an cxtcnii^e plain 
called Beet Valley 4 and about nine la the 
morning wc came te ibitie miia .bJi iiute 
in the itile ot the Hutttniots, litiv we 
found an ohl German, who i.ad ju.ict*cd 
himlelfto one ot the Uuttenti t 
had refuted wi.It thnn hir abou. tr.-crity 
yeais. liis gaimcnt wa-; (om{Hj!id«dr 
ftieeps (k ns, llmihu' to thole wlich are 
woui by the natives ; and Ins meiht^i of 
Jiving was the fame. This man und me 
that every three 01 four years h ' ^’cni to 
the Cape with a few cattle for iale, and 
with tile produce of his goods pnrchatrd 
powder, lead, and trinkets for his i'lur- 
ten lots. This place ahoundu with iione 
moie than ary other of the inh .biled pan» 
ot this cimntiy. The old German {wlioie 
name was Nuwenhoiifen) had fhoi fcvmii 
before v\e arrived ; fome of which weiikw 
of a very large fire. 

•* As 1 was not in amy good ftate of 
health, and my colU^lion much increalw^ 
I determined to part with my ti lend Capr. 
Gordon, wtio proceeded 01. rewards iJie 
Snew Berg, or Snow Mount.iui, und C 
remained a few days for the recovery of 
my health. The good old C^enntn fttr- 
njfhed me with a hut during my ftay, and 
behaved with great hofpitality. On thd 
eleventh 1 took leave ^f i;«y hull, and rr- 
tiirned to Tfimeko, where I met with Mr« 
Lylter, furveyor from the Cape, with 
other gentlemen, who were making a fur^ 
vey ot that country for the goveriimenr, 
which they extended to the Great FiAi 
Kiver that divides the Caffres from the 
Hottentott. 1 added cotdidei:ably to my 
collc^ion at this place, and made fome 
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••y For p^irnofe bf examining the 
which feeiTicd covered with 
Inanj oficofnmcm plantsthough there 
it great danger of tiavelling on account 
uTwild bcaftspas well at of theBofhraenSf 
who often come dowu^ waiting an oppur* 
tunity of plundering the inhabiiams of 
tbetr cattle. In one of my cxcurfions 1 
fell in with a party of thefe favages ; but 
they behaved very well, only making 


figni for tobatcof which I gave them | 
and they in retuin ofi'ered me fome honey 
which they had collected in the moun* 
rains: they were armed with bows and 
arrows, and the captain who was with 
them had a haflagsi or fpear in his handy

heard at the dittance of 200 furlongs, the 
bottom of which has been often founded 
with many hundied fathom of line, but 
never yet dil'coveredi MaritJIadU a large 
town upon a beautiful and exteniive Jake^ 
fuiioundcd by thick woods which abound 
with birds, particularly the chader^ craw 
and black cock\ and aie infetied by the 
wolf, the bear, foxes, hares, the red and 
fallow deer, and a few elks; Blaekfla^ a 
wretch^ village, noted for a large Ipecies 
of the flea, peculiar to that part of the 
coiintry; Sirontjholm apoorman- 

tion tor royally, delightfully iituated on 
the lake brfilbr, where the ftables, though 
little better than Yorklhire barns^ are 
thought magniticent, and the horfes lie 
upon hoards inilcad offliaw; and from 
hence through 7 iblat where the travellers 
were not unpleafantly AirprilH with a 
good dinner, to Stockholm, the metro, 
polis of Sneifcn. There ai« leven letters 
written from this city deferiptive of its 
buildings, police, government, and ac¬ 
commodations j but the only curiotity ic 
feenis to furnifh is the dying dreis of 
Charles XII. which the author thus de- 
fcribts i ** On Saturday the loih we made 
a party to view the citadel, an ancient 
building, where may be feen the royal ar¬ 
moury, colours, and other trophies worthy 
of oblervation, taken by the miliury heroes 
of the nation. The curiofities which we 
thought moft remarkable were, Charles 
the Xllth's ihiit, coat, boots, and gloves 
which he wore at the time when he was 
kilM at the tiege of Frederickfliall. The 
regimental coat is of a dark blue colour, 
with lam round gilt buttons 1 the wasft- 
coat and breeches yellow | his fhirt fine, 
but plain i a black plain cravat; his boots 
ve^r ftrong and long with fouaretocs, and 

Aeel 
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wni fttel Tpun; his f^loves made of very 
fhong leathery with (lilF lops; the hat alfo 
which he wore that day was {hot through 
above the right eye—a fhot which killed 
him upon the fpot* Various are the con- 
je^uret, even at this day, concerning the 
fall of that rafh Hero. It is rurmifed 
with circumf^antiat probabilily, that he 
felt by the hand of fotne of his own army. 
It is certain, blood is ftill to be feeii on 
the gloves, and tlie mark of his Angers is 
evident upon his fword-helt. It feems as 
if he had put his hand to the wound when 
{hot, and immedia tely attempted to draw 
his fword to (lab, or detend hlmfclf 
againft the aiTaflin. Undoubtedly he had 
involved his country in much debt, and 
many difHculiics; but being of a turbu¬

'The King, to whom not one of tliele 
Tneafiires was a fccret, fet on foot negoiia- 
tiofls to counteract the concealed defigns 
of his enemies j and endeavoured, in con¬ 
cert with the other Powers, to put himlelf 
in a fituation to repel force hy force, 
Havin|* learnt, in the month of June, that 
the Ruflian armaments in Livonia weic 
afluming a very ferious afpeft, he fent 
feven battalions, with :i regiment of dra¬ 
goons and huflars, into Lower Pomerania, 
to ftrangthen the Pruffian forces in that 
province j and being informed foon after 
that the Court of Vienna, in confeqiience 
of U’s treaty with England, was making 
confiderabie preparations for war in Bojte^ 
mieh on the frontiers of J/Ve^.rt,and in all 
Its hereditary States, he demanded arnica, 
bly of that Couit, whether,he was the 
Muai objefl of thefe particular prepara- 
Cipns* The Emprefs Q^een evaded the 
queftion} and returned a vague, unfiuif- 
niftory anfwer.

pofrs an tndifwnfabk law on the Sovc« 
reigns of that Monarchy never to wait for 
the arrival of the enemy within its con¬ 
fines. Frederick felt the truth of this 
principle ; and experience had tau^t him 
how to turn it to his advantage. The 
c^dagration was inevitable ( and Frede¬ 
rick thought he fliould gain confiderably 
by lighting it himfelf in a country io 
remote from his own States \ and thereby 
compelling to a defence an enemy who 
was preparing to attack him. He there¬ 
fore immediately commenced hoflilities, 
and marched an army of 40,000 men into 
the heart of Saxony. Thus originated 
the celebrated JFar of Seven Tearsf in 
which a hofl of enemies were leagued 
againfl Pruffia, and occafioned h.er power 
to totter even to its foundationsj yrtji 
notwithflanding the violence of the mock, 
flie nife at its expiration, all marked in- 
ceflhntly by toils and battles, entirely 
covered with the brilliancy of national 
chara£ler and renown. The event of thia 
wai', for the third time, confirmed and 
fecured to the King of Pruffia the pof- 
feifion of Silefia. As he owed this ad van - 
tage to the ruperir>rity of his arms, Aufirta, 
learnt to rerpe6l him, and no longer ven«t 
tured, ftfr the remainder of his life, to difn 
pute with him the poflelfion of that pro¬ 
vince ; and the King has himfelf written 
the hiflory of bis victories and defeats, 
during this period, prufefledly to give 
poflenty et authentic collection of the

Their 
weapons are the bow and arrow, the fabre 
and the lance. They purAie with fury 
young girls and women $ nor do the 
wrinkles of age prote£f the female fex 
ligamfl their brutal defirea. 

Tliefe barbarians were regarded in 
Bmndenbourg as monflers and cannibals. 
Terror preceded their footfleps. The 
villagers took refuge in the country, and 
tlie villages they had abandoned were de¬ 
livered to pillage and tlie flames.

The Rufliani ravaged, ammigfl others, the eiUtes of the Qount of Cofbl, fituated on tho 
hiplnofche Oder. The Count wrote a voluminous letter tp chewing, complaining oftlio 
lofs be had fuftain^. Frederick anfwered him, ** We have to do v^ch barbarians, who la- 
hour at the deftnidion of the human race. You fee, m^ dear Count, that lam more occu¬ 
lt pled in rcfudfini tbf ^i) thm in complaining of it, l^viiey^ todo tlf lams, and am, 
nsi,*’ ’ t.hc 
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ihe plan hy which a final fetilenient of 
t)ic projefled colony was cfftfled.—The 
new inUahltants had I'carcely landed, and 
bid each otbei* welcome, when Govrrfrr 
PJuilifs ordered a fcle^ party to .uiend 
him in explorliif; the adjacent connny. 
They returned in afew days with atcoums 
fo extremely favourable, with refpeft lo 
the vi'hlch Captain Cook demomi- 

vated Port yarkfottt that an inftant icfb- 
hition was taken to abandon Botany Bay, 
and reimhsrk the convi£ls for the new. 
dircovered harbour. Orders were given 
accorclinfrly, and in a few days the ihips 
were reacly to weigh anchors j hu*, to the 
et^nai joy and aftonilhment of both p'lr- 
tics, while preparations were making for 
this purpafe, two lliips, the Boifffble and 
Aflrotah^y which had been fent out to 
make dil'covcrice, by order of the French 
King, airived in the Bay, This viiit, 
however, did not impede the Governor 
from prcceeding to the port; ** and after 
aplealant paflage. of four houia,” fltys 
Mr. Tench, ** we arrived in a port fupc- 
rior in extent and excellency to all we had 
ffcii before. We continued to run up 
the haihour,about four miles,in awcftir- 
ly dirc6lion. enjoying the luxuriant prof- 
pt’£l of its fhoies, covered with trees to 
the water's etlgc, among which many of 
the Indians were fiequcntly fecn, till we 
arrived at a fmall fnu^ cove, on tlic foiith- 
ein fide, on whufe banks the plan of our 
Mfierntions was deflined to commence. 
*f The landing of the marines and con. 
yiiHs v^s tfTciieil the next day; and now 
bufinelk fat on eveiy brow. In one place 
was beheld a party cutting <iov^n the 
woods j a fecond fettirig up a black- 
faiiih’s foige; a third dragging along a 
logid of ftoKK and pi'ovifions i here an 
officer piichlng his mnrqucc, with a de¬ 
tachment of troops parading on one fide 
ot him, and a cook's fire blazing up on 
the other.” The Governor fixed his rc- 
fidcncc on the; eaAun fdc of a finnll livu- 
Ict of ficih water which emptied itfclf into 


the head of the cove. A large body of 
the convicts encamped near him $ but 
Ionic ot them, in fpiteof every prccautiony- 
found ilicir way acrofs the country to 
J’oUny Bay, in order to efcape hv means 
of the Fieiicli fiiips which weic fiill 
To prevent, howevci, anxun-ence to old 
habits, 1C tmnqi’dlizc the fetilcmcnt, and 
to make a!l piriics as contented as pcifiblb 
with their fittiatiun, an intercoiirie of the 
faxes, which had been rigidly pfcventid 
dining the ^f>yage, was now pennittrd, 
ami tiic nccefiity of marriage very ftrong- 
iy inculcated hy the cxhoitations of tlic 
Kev, Mr. yohnfoth Chaplain of the Set. 
tlement \ for which purpolc the cunvi£is 
were all congregated under a laige tree, 
and lifiened to his diftTowife with much 
attention; but the Narrative dees not 
proceed to inform us whetiier ft was ac* 
companied by ilie dcfired effedf The 
branches of this tree alio iLnved the pur., 
poles of a fenate-houle; fur under them a 
convention of the numbeis of this new 
but dependant Hate was fiilt aifembied io 
hrar the King's cominiffion read, to take 
formal poflLlIiun of ihe lettlcmuit, to pro¬ 
mulgate Aich laws as were thought moft 
fuitable to the emergencies, and to eila* 
blifh a conn for the adminiAnuion of 
jultice, ^td the punilhment of offenders. 
The modes of proceeding are as ftmilar as 
pofliblc to thole praflifed in tlie Courts of 
Eng'and. Seven officers, including the 
Judge Advocatt, are iWern as Jurymen, 
and a maioriiy of voices decide. The 
cliargc is j^blicly exhibited ; and the 
wiineflcs Iwuin, and crofs examined. 
The three firft convi6ts were fenienced to 
the martial difciplinc of being flogged; 
and one of them, a more utiocious offen¬ 
der ihnii the rejl, was banifhtd for a vypek 
to a barren lUand, and ltd on bread ap4 
water. 

“ But the day was at hand/’ fays Mr. 
T/v;r/ 5 , “ on which llie violation of public 
fecuriiy could no longer be iellraiii(;d by 
the inffidion of tet^porarj punifhmcuts.

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A Trt of (lefperAtc and hardened villains 
iea|ciit*d themfelves for the p'li pofes of de- 
mdttion; and, as it generally happen^ 
had art enough to perfuade Ibtne others, 
lei's deeply verl'td in iniquity, to Be the 
indrnmeins forcanying it on. Fortu¬ 
nately the progrefs ot tluTe mifereanu was 
not of Icing duration. They were detected 
in ilealiiip: a large quantity of provifions, 
at the time ot iiluing tnem $ and on 
being apprehended, one of the tools of 
the iuperioi's impeached the reftf and 
dlfclufed the fclieme. The trial came on 
the ftBih of February ; and of four who 
wtrr arraigned for the oflTence, three were 
condemned to die, and ihe fourth to receive 
a very feveie cor^ioral punifliment. In 
hope> that his lenity w'ould not be abufed, 
his Excellency was, however, pleafed to 
order one only far execution, which took 
place a little before fiin-fet the fame day. 
'The name of the unhappy wretch was 
Thomas Ban et, an old and delpeiatc of¬ 
fender, who died Wiih that hardy I'pirit, 
which too often is found in the worfl and 
molt abandoned clafs of men: during the 
'execution the battalion of marines was 
under arms, and the whole of the enn- 
vifVs obliged to be prelent. The t vo 
ailbeiatu! of the fuffeicr were ordered to be 
kept dole prifoners, uniil an eligible place 
to haniHi them to could be Axed on; as 
were allb two more, who on the following 
day were condemned to die fur a fimilar 
offence.’* 

Thedefeription whichMr. TAch gives 

of t/ic per/ofts of the natives, i 9 nearly ii- 
milar to that which lias been uniformly 
given of the inhabitants of cve’ y uncivi¬ 
lized country under the raine climates ; 
and correrponds exailly to wh.ai D i 7 npifr 
and Cook have already laid tfpon the lub- 
jtcl. But with refpeit to their mental and 
moral charaBer many inlhnccsare given, 
which, unexplained, prove them to be the 
mod c 3 pric;oiis and verfatilc clafs of 
beings upon the face of the ctaith ; at one 
time appearing to poflrfs the mod friendly 
and benign ((ifpoution towards their new 
Belghboui's} and at other times, without 
any apparent caule for the cliange, exaf- 
perated againft them to the highed degree 
of violence. Wc dia i, however, extra6l 
one inltance which cleaily evinces, that if 
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the Indians pofTcfs the fmalV^ fenle of 
gratitude^ they cannot continue long iiii« 
mical to new fettlers who are capabU 
of rendering them luch important lervice. 

Some young gentlemen, belonging 
to the Sirius, one day met a native, an old 
man, in the woodsy he had a beard of 
confiderable length, which hi$ new ac* 
quaintauce gave him to undrrduiid, by 
lignaJs, they would rid him of if he 
pleafed } droking their chins, and Ibew. 
ioghim the fmoothnern of them, at the 
fame time: at length the old Indian 
confented, and one of tlie youngltrrs tak¬ 
ing a penknife from his pocket, and mak¬ 
ing ule of the bed fubd-iutc for hither Itc 
could lind, performed the operation with 
great fuccefs } and, as if proved, much to 
the liking of the old man, who in a few 
days after repafed a confidence in us, of 
which we had hitherto known uo exam-^ 
pie, by paddling along-fide the Sinus in 
his canoe, and pointing to his beard# 
Various arts were ineffc£lually tried to 
induce him to enter the diip: but ns he 
continued to decline the invitation, a bar¬ 
ber was lent down iuio the boat alougdkie 
the canoe j from whence, kaning uvci the 
gunnel, he complied with the wiih iif the 
old beau, to his ir.finire fatisfaflion. In 
a<ldiiion to the conllquencjs which our 
fangiiine hopes led us locxpefl from (hie 
dawning of cordiality, it alxbidh pirof, 
that the bcaid is «anii(U'riil liy tlub people

T he Vale of Berkeley comes next 
under review.

partinilArlyCHRESR', it being here where 
the celebrated Glocefier is chitfly 

made. Its manufa6tui*e is therefore en¬ 
tered into with a minu’eneft that cannot 
fail of rendering the account ufeful to 
dairy-men of other diftri£ts. 

What he fays refpe6ting the crime 
of COLOURING comes within our pro¬ 
vince. 

Colouring is here confidcred as a 
thing of the firll importance in the art of 
chtefe-making. A good material is highly 
Valued j but is not always to bccafiiy come 
at by tlairywomen j who, perhaps, have 
only one market logo to. For this reafon, 
it is here a pretty general praflicc for the 
chcefe-faftor to liirnifh the dairies, whole 
chdtfes be expefts 10 purchafe, with co- 
lourintr of the bell qualiiy. 

Thus we find the crime of colouring 
cheeftf is not an ail of daiknefs, done 
clandcftincly by the dairywoiHan, to 
decei ve the faftor : but, on the contraiy, 
an open, known department in the bufmefs 
of cheefe-making, to which the faftor gives 
his aflent and his aflillance. The dai^- 
woman’s motive is evidently th ?t of oblig¬ 
ing her cnfioiner^^faSor* Should it be 
•Iked wh.it can be the faflor’s motive for 
encouraging tliis adulteration of an article 
of human twJ,—the anfwcr is evident 1 
he can have no other than that of obliging 
hU cuftomers, the cbeefi^o^rgers j who 
as evidently encourage this abominable 
pradice, for the bafeend of obliging 
cuftomers,—the couftmers.— V)^^ i*uth 

is, men in 'general pi-efer well coloured 
chccfc to that which is ill coloured ; o*, in 
Ollier words, highly coloured cheeie is at 
prefent fcJhiOHable* The cheefemongers 
knowing this, will not purchife pile 
coloured cheefc of the f:iftors| and, for 
this reafon, the fadors objetl to a pale- 
coloured dairy of cheeie. 

In the infancy of the art, ilie colour¬ 
ing of cheefc was a crime 1 liecaufe it was 
then done with an intent to deceive•• But 
dairywomen, at prefent, have no fucU 


intention. They colour it, now, throng h 
a kind of neceftity, and wiih intentions as 
innocent as ihofe of other manufaflurers 
who change the colour of their raw mate¬ 
rials. If the eaters of cheeie were to take 
it into their heads to prefer black, blue- 
or led checlb, to that of a golden hue, I 
will venture to pafs my woid for the 
dairy women, they would do their belt 
endeavour to gratify them. 

** If, in the colouring of cheeie, any 
pernicious fubftance he made ulb o^ the 
confcquences to the community may beof 
a ferious nature.' But whether the prepa- 
ration of annotta, which is now ni com¬ 
mon ule fur that purpolt, be pernicious or 
falubrious to the human frame, no maa 
perhaps has ever attempted to afeer ain t 
It may, for any tiling the declaimers 
againlt it apjrear to know to the contrary^ 
be the moft falutary alterative human iu- 
vention can devile. It may, however, be 
deltru6livc to human health; and its med'- 
cal qualities ought certainly to be enquired 
into *. 

It appears by obfervations, fufticiept* 
ly accurate, that one ounce, iveidu|ioii, of 
this prepauition will colour, fufttciently, 
more than two hundred pounds of chcclt. 
The number of grains in one ounce aver- 
dupois are 437-^-. So chat each pJlind of 
cheeie, moderately coloured^ contains two 
grains of the preparation. 

** Few men, perhaps, eat more than a 
pound of cheeie a day each (I fpeak of 
men whofe prine pul fond is cheeie). It 
ought without diipiiLe to be enquired into, 
whether two grams of that preparation, 
taken daily, is oi' is not injurious to the 
human frame. As to the finall quantity 
which is eaten by men in general, on a 
ftomach already cloyed with other ali¬ 
ment, it docs not Item to be an objefl of 
enquiry. If fo inconlidei able a portion 
wcie capable of doing any degree of inju¬ 
ry, thoulands muft long agu have been 
jMifoned by eating cheeie. It might, 
neverthelels, be well, noth for the inaiiti • 
fa6lurer^ and the confumers of clieefe, if 
Tome regulation could be made, relpcQing 
the maieriai of colouring."

“ The exa^ time when the imitation of 
this natural effect took place, or by whom 
it was fil'd pr:*£lifcd, 1 h^ve not been able 
to learni with any degree of certainty } 
notwithdanding it is a late invention* 
Like the internal colouring, it probably 
originated in fraud* It was, perhaps, in 
the fird praftilcrs, an artful trick t an 
impofiiion on the purchatur. At prelent, 
however, it is pra^tifed through very dif¬ 
ferent motives. The dairywonitii, one 
and all, dillike it. The labour and ex¬ 
pence oiechuring they hedow with chear- 
riiJiiefs I but the ail of paintingi though 
done with Icfs tiouble and lei's expence, is 
ftit about with rcluclance, and fpoken of 
with difgud ^ efpecially by experienced 
diirywomen } -a ho prefer the blue difk 
and the yellow edge to any artificial red- 
nels. • 

** At pixfent, the painting of chcefes is 
pi adliled merely as a charaiierijiic* It 
is done at the requed of the immediate 
purcUafers } who cannot difpofe of them 
(without being fufpeded at lead of impo- 
lition)as Gloccdetlhire checle,'’ unlefs 
they bear its charafleriHic- 

“ Formerly, Glocedcifhire cheefe was 
known by the height of its internal colour. 
Colouring was then Its chara£leridic. At 
length. However, the ail of colouiing be. 
gaii to travel into other diftrifls; it is 
now become in a manner general j and 
colouring has not, for Ibinc yeais pad, 
been chai'a^lciidic of Glocelteilhiie 
cheefe. The cheefe of tins didri^, how¬ 
ever has ever been, and probably will 
’ continue to be, in high edcein. Some 
evident mark, fume fpecific chara^er, is 
lliercfore icquii;edi by the dealer at lead, 
to didir.guifli it, at fight, fi*om that of 
other didn£ls: and it tnay be a moot 
uoint whether the |u'a£licc oi painting on- 
J^attd in frauds or wh^W it was fird 
wfitnded to be, what it mUy has been, a 


chara£leridic of Glocederfhire cheefe. 
Be this as it may, it feems to be aliuoll 
certain that it will not long be able to 
maintain its ch^ra^ler} if it has not alrea¬ 
dy lod it. The art of painting has be¬ 
gun to travel; and will, m aP. probability^ 
foon become the general pra^Uce. 

** Thus it appears, tliat tlie Gloeedcr- 
(hire dairy is fuffering through its own ar¬ 
tifice. Had it not fird taught the art of 
colouring, its chrefesmight dill have been 
didinguiflvtble, in their native colours, by 
the fupciior bluenefsof their fides, and the 
golden hue of their edges. It likewiib 
appears evidently, tiial Glocefterlhire is 
able to give the fafiiiun to the colour of 
cheefe. The Gloccdeifhire dairywomen 
have therefore, now, -a fair opportunity of 
atoning for the fins of their anecdors; 
and» of giving a charafteridic to their 
chccfes, which cannot beuniverfaily coun¬ 
terfeited : namely, its own natural Colour. 
Could they mulier courage enough to 
leave it to nature for one feafon only, the 
charaileriftic would be eftabliflied, and the 
talhion for tincoloured cheefe would be 
fet. Other didii^ls would inconfequenev 
follow ihe example j and the pieleiit fil¬ 
thy pi*a£lices begot rid of, in a way more 
ready and more efFcftual, than by any 
compulTory means that could be made uie 
of. If a certain noble Earl would fignify 
a wi(h that the cheefes produced upon his 
eftatc (hould appcrir in their natural 
COLOURS, his tenants love his Lordihip 
too well lo fuffer tlicm to go to any mar¬ 
ket In any,oilicr.'* 

' In North Wiltshire, likewifc, af¬ 
ter a general dclcnption of its outline, ex¬ 
tent, climaiure, fuifacc, rivers, and pro¬ 
duce, we have a (ketch of its ejiafes, 
farms 9 foils^^iuater^ herbage % conus ^ and 
eiairy management* Of the latt, as it re¬ 
lates to the manufadlure of cheese, we 
have a full and minute detail, 

“ North Wikdiire chetie/' as ouv 
autlior juftly obfei ves, is at prefeiit in the 
fird eftimation among thofc, who indulge 
their appetites- It has a richness, and at 
the fame time, a mildnefs which recom. 
mends it to many, in preference to that of 
Gloccllerfiiirc j even of tlic vslc of Berke¬ 
ley, whoft cheefe, though of the firtl 
uuaiity as to richnefs, has in general % 
marpnefs, a degree of pungency, which is 
oftcnfive lo ibme palates, though coveted 
by otheis; the produce of each diftrift

Tlic former is ibid under the 
name of Cheshire chide; and is, I 
lielieve, chieHy tlie pioiluce of thul county t 
the latter, under the nunic ot ClocCS- 
TERSHIRE cliccfc: provided its quality 
entitle it to that dillindion: if not, it 
takes, 1 believe, in gi'iiual, the name of 
Warwickshire ctiecJe; but, in reali¬ 
ty, is produced in leveral counties. The 
produds of Somcilcifiuie, Wiltfliire, 
Berklhire, Oxfordfhire, Gloceftci Qiire, 
Worcefter/hirc, Warwicklhirc, Leicclfer- 
fhire, StaffurdfliiiCi Derby (hire, and York- 
lliire, arc very fimiJar s—all of them as 
different from the produce of Chefhire, 
as if they were manufaduied trem u dif¬ 
ferent fnaleriah • 

** It is this milder fpecies^ which is a 
principal article of food of various dalles 
ot working jieoplc ) and which, therefore, 
claims the hrll and the higheft attention. 

** Glocf.stehshire has long held a 
decided Aiperiority in thespredt'^iion of 
this article of human food. At preient, 
North Wiltshire is a coinpe.itor, 
and bids fair to take the lead. In ttiefe 
volutnel^ the practices of the two coiiniies 
art, 1 believe, accurately, and the moie 
tl fticull paifages fully legiltcred down 
10 tlieir lowed itiinuiia:.

HE next piece in this curious coU 
leflLon is, “ An Account of the 
Journal ef Burcard, M.iller of the Ce¬ 
remonies to the Pope's Chapel, from 
Sixtus IV. to Julius If. by M. de Bre- 
quigny.*’ 

This appears to be a very valuable 
piece of iccrtt hiftory, and to throw 
fomc confiderablc light upon the tranf- 
aflionsef thofe times. 

,•* Of the author there Teems to be 
but little known,’* obferves the learned 
editor; we le^rn, however, that ** he 
vcame from Strafburgh ; that he was dean 
of the church of St. Thomas in that 
city, «c. that he held many employ- 
jrtents at the court of Rome ; was, to¬ 
wards the end of his life, hifhop of 
Horn, and died the i6:h of May, 1506. 
The title by which he is muff commonly 
known is that of • Mailer of the Cwe- 
inonics of the Pope's Chapel.’ He was 
ivceivcd into this office under the ponti¬ 
ficate of Sixtus IV. the cift of Decern- 
ber, 1483, his bulls being dared the 
£9ih Of Nitven^ber preceding.” Of the 
roumsi which he kept in this didin- 
guiihed and obfervant fituation we have 
bere an ample account; though we have 
' already had exirafts from it by Leibnitz, 
under the title of Hiftoria Arcana ieii 
deVita Alexandri Pap* VI. ex Diario 
Jo. Burcard. Hanovense, , 

Burcard wro^e in Latin ; his ftile 
is fimple, and not fo elegant as natu- 
rail the'minute details he often enters 
into give him an appearance of exaft. 
nets and irmhwhicn engages.’* 

His account of what followed the 
dntb of Sixtus lY. which, according 
to h^ppeded between the fourth 


and fifth hour of the night of Thurfday 
the lath of Auguft, 1484,*' is enter¬ 
taining. 

As foon as the Pope was dead^ 
Burcard, as mailer of the ceifmonies, 
was, with his culltagurs, called to af- 
fitl at the funeral. He then paints the 
extreme conlufion that reigned in the 
aface immediately alter he cj^pired. Hi^ 
ody living been expofed on a table, 
they were long befeu'e they were able to, 
obtain the neceffary things to walh and 
cluath it, agreeable to the cuflom s the 
dometlics employed themfelves in plun. 
dtring tfte furniture; everything wat 
cairied clf in a moment. Buicard, 
mean time, in vain applied to the per* 
fons on whom the Pope had conferred 
the gr*ateft favmrs to piocure water, 
wine, rpices, and linen 1 at the end of 
four heurs, % kitchen boy brought hiin 
fume water in a kettle, which was ufe4 
to wafh difhes in } a baiber, to whole 
Ihop he repaired, lent him a bafon ; they 
were obliged to make ufc of the (hirt he 
died in to dry his body, and could no^ 
procute another. Burcard cloathed hiir^ 
in his poniilical habit, and conleilea 
that, in' this cunfulion, he forgot the 
Pope had formtrlv worn the habit of 
the order oft St Francis, and in this ha¬ 
bit he ought to have been cJnathed after 
hit deccMfe, as hid been praflifed oii 
the death of Alexander V. For want of 
a paifok* 4 t crofs, they were obliged'to 
crofi 'lhe Hole ori hlsbmftt a h^^^phire 
ring, of the value of 300 ducats^ Was 
put on his fingers fo l>*tle could 
they truft to' the refpeA of thofe Who 
came nfear him, that guards Wei« placed 
to prevent their ftealing the ring* Thus 
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\l$ mnt inclofed in a bier of walnut 
#ooti, and imeri'td the 18th of Augufty 
tn the church of St. Peter, which he had 
ch^n for hit fepulture.** 

In defcribii^ the inftaU.ation of thia 
Pope's fuccefttir. Innocent Vlll. we 
kave the following account of the pre¬ 
tended frobathnary chairt which wae 
not ufed by that Pope. “ It was a feat 
of marble, on which the prior and ca- 
nont> of the Later^n made the new Pope 
fit down ; the cardinals afterwards raif- 
ed hhn up, Tinging the ecrTe, fujcitmt 
dt puh^fte i^enum\ et de fiercore 
pcvpetim • thift is clearly what has 
given this chair the name Jlercorary. 
Now this name conveying an idea very 
different from that of a Teat of honour, 
they have fought to find a reafon why 
they ufed fuch a ceremony i and the 
enemies of the court of Rome talcing 
occafion, from the fimilitude of ideas 
which gave birth to this equivoque, have 
fuppofed that this chair had i>cen in¬ 
vented to avoid a fimilar error into which 
they bad falleni in elefling a woman 
Pope 5 thus \\\<JIfreorary became a fro~ 
bationary chair.—There is every reatbn 
to believe that the ftercorary chair was 
only an tmhltmi like the flax they burnt 
before the Pope, Tinging Jic trhnpt 
fta wundU By this double allegory, 
they reminded him of the inftahility of 
human gmatnefs, and of the rank, to 
which he had juft been raifed.’* 

In the pontificate of Al^ander VI« 
that is in 1494.1 Burcard ihade a jour¬ 
ney to Naples ; an entertaining account 
of which journey is heie giveni but it is 
too long for us to extrafl. 

It is generally aflericd by hiftorians 
that Alexander died b/ poifon, which 
he had defigned for fume cardinals* 
Buicard, on the rontriry, avert “ that 
he died at Koine, after an illncfs which 
lafted fix days,'* and of which he thus 
relates the progrefs 1 

** Alexander had been attacked by the 


M, de Brequigny, feemi much to cam 
an appearance of truth { but the hat^ 
they entertained for Alexander VI. wm 
a I'uffictent reafon for colleAlngi with 
avidity, the falfe reports of poifoningp 
which the fame hatred had doubtlm 
fpread abroad*" 

The third manufcrlpt deikribed in thla 
work is a Greek Lexicon, which was 
difeovered in the Kiifg's lihraiw by M. 
de Rochfort, and which he thinks would 
be valuable to any editor of Su'dst, bdn 
caufe it Teems to bear marks of anti¬ 
quity priqr to that lexicograjpher* It is 
alfo proved, by the learned editor, to be in 
ftrveral refpeflsfuperiorto the lexicon of 
Hel'ychius, particularly in the etymolo¬ 
gies with which this MS. abounds. 

This is followed by an account of 
an Arabian MS. entitled, ** An hifto- 
rical Chain of Countries, Scat, and 
Fiihcit; with a Trearife on the Science 
of fhe Sphere. A Colleflion of diffe¬ 
rent Works ; and particularly of two 
Voyiges to India and China, In the 9th 
and loth Centuries,” 

** This MS. which has axifted iathe 
King’s library a lon^ time,'* fays Nf. 
de Guignes, but wKich hat not beea 
confuUed except by the Abb€ Renau- 
dot, contains fundiy works, refpe£king 
one of which the learned have ftasted 
doubts ; Tome of them have denied its 
exirtence. In 1764 I infeitcd in the 
Jcurnal dfi ScG^vam (of the tnontk of 
November) a letter on this fu^efl, to 
which, I think, I ought to refer thefe 
accounts, as their objefi is to make 
known the maniifcripcs of the King's 
library ; but if on the one hand I 
abridge what 1 have faid in that letter, 
1 Ihall, on the other, add new obferva- 
tions, which the MS. examined in ano¬ 
ther point of view gives me an oppor - 
tuuiiy to form. The Abbfi Renaudot 
publifhed in 1718, a work intituled, 
“ Ancient Relations of India and China, 
by two Mahometan Travellers, who went 


ague the 12th of Auguft, 1500. It ap¬ 
peared at firft to be a quotidian 1 he was 
bled the i5t1i, and it l^med to prove a 
tertian; the 17th he took phyhe, but 
fhe next day the illnefs, infteid of Tub. 
fiding, augmented To much that his life 
was defpaired of. He was confefled, 
and received th^ viaticum during the 
niafs, which was celebrated in hisenarn- 
and at which five cardinals aflifted* 
Towards the evening jhe extreme unc- 
fion was admini^cred to him, and he 
diSed a few moments after."

The Lord Chanceltor concurr'd in 
opinion with the Manage rs* and the 
cotnmilSon and confultation wire ac« 
cordingly rtad. 

The refult of Mr, Goring’s enqui¬ 
ries* in confi'c^utnce of thit. commiQion, 
was afferwards rc<*d* and it appeared 
that Munny Begum had admitted that 
(lie had mven large Turns to Mr< Ha- 
ftings and to Mr. Middleton, to the 
amount of three lacks of lupecs, as 
allowances for entertammenis. 

The report made by J'-r. Goring 
having been afterwards read at the 
Council B>aid, Mr. Haftings moved, 
that certain queries be drawn up in 
writing, and Tent to the Begum ; hut at 
tbe fame time he propoied they Ihoiikl 
not be delivered to her by Mr. Goring,, 
or in his preTence. alltdging for the 
ground of his objc£lion to that gentle¬ 
man, that tbe Begum flood fo much in 
awe of him* knowing him to be fup- 
po^ed by the majority of tlic Council* 
that Ibe would not dare to fpeak her 
mind freely* if be was within hearing of 
ber. 

The red of the Council agreed that 
the qderies ihould be committed to 
writing, and delivered by fome gentle¬ 
man whom Mr. Hading b had named. 
But they iiihfled at the faine time* that 
Mr. Goring fhould be pirefciit at the 
delivery ol the querits. However, to 
remove all ground for a fulpicion that 
the Begum might he awed by any one* 
tnc mijority of the Council prppoftd, 
that nut one of theCommiflioueis ihould 
fpeak a word to her, bid b^re^y deliver 
the queries* and afterwerds bring back 
her anfwers in writing, 

Toth'S piopofition it appeared that 
the Council agreed* 

The queries piopofcd by Mr- H<i- 
ft'Pgs, and to which the Begum was to 
anfixer* ad-mittcd the receipt ot the 
mcne>, at leslt it did not deny it $ and 
went only to ihcic poinlf—Whether 
any application had bem made to her 
on bis part for money ?—Whether the 
account llie gave was the coiikqiunce 
of terror O'*'iifiucnci, or was dnSated 
:Jbj litr own free will i 


The Commiflioners proceeded 
Moorfhedabad with the queries, ana 
fent back the anfwers under the hand 
and Teal of the Begum. 

The Managers were going to give 
thofe anfwers in evidence, but were 
interrupted by Mr. Law, who ohje£led 
to the production ot them. He- laid the 
Hon. Manr'gcrs mull conncdl them 
uith lomcthing faid or done by Mr«. 

either (nfort the queries werq 
Tent, or afterwards in confequence of 
thofe anfweis s otherwife they could 
not be evidencexHod the M^tnagers were

This pioductd a tedious and dry 
debate about the sdmiffibility nr inadn 
inilfibilicy of evidence. The Managers, 
contended that Mr. Haflings having 
agreed to fend the queries, the anfwers 
to them were fo conne£led with his own 
a£l, shat they ought to be received in. 
cvidence- 

Mr- Law maipt-iined that this was a 
monflrons propofition. To refute it* 
he fiippofed a cafe—that a man was 
accufed of hiving coininirtcd a robbery*, 
at a certain fpccificd time—that on 
being accufed, he declared he was at 
that vefy precife time in the houfe 
of another man. lie Tuppofed that oa 
application to that other man* it ap¬ 
peared that the perfon accufed had not 
been ill his houfe. Mr. Law then 
afked tnubaphanily, if it was polhble 
that any ode fhouki contend that the 
anfwer g ven by that other man, con- 
tradi£l: g the declaration of the accufed*^ 
could be admitted evidence that tbe 
latter was guilty of tbe robbery ? 

The Lord Ciunoellor faid* that fuch. 
an anfwer would not be conchifive evi¬ 
dence of guilt* but it would be a cir- 
cuindancc againfl ibe perfon accufed. 

Ml. Grey obftrved* that fo far were 
the Managers from being b'irred from 
giving the Bt. gum’s anfwers in evidence*^ 
bccaufc the prlfoner had not aded up¬ 
on them afUr'Jiardi^ that upon tha^ 
very ciicumltance of his nut having 
a'ted upon thcmi^or done any thing in 
confequence of them* tbe M^tnauers in¬ 
tended to build atlrong prefum^tion ot 
hi> guilt.

Mr. Grey maintained that the word 
agreed^' in the confultatiotion which 
he was fpcaking* was dcfcriptive of the 
unanimous a^is of the tusholc Conncil, 2 fk 6 
not of a maJorUy of it* This was evi¬ 
dent from the conclufion of a confulta- 
tiOD which had been read this very day* 
where it was ftated, that a prdpo.htion

Mr. Sheridan fiipported this idea* hy

In Qntc of this folitary example of a 
female oatb» which Mr. Burke affirmed 
been ex*cried by forcr* he con¬ 
tended that in India no woman above 
the very lowcft clafs was ever fern in 
public t and that he could produce 
fevcral inftances of womens who, rather 
than be fireo by a man, had put them- 
irWes to death.

It was liowcvcr remarked, that the,ugh the

Tlio Keeper of the Seals fpoke firft as 
follows t 

“ Sirs, 

« WE arc delegated hy the King fo re- 
pofe on your hnfnm the diiiiinetndes that 
agu.ite the paternal heart of Ins MajeOy. 

‘‘ The prelenC ciicumltancesarefoprcffing 
and impenousi that they would not permit 
us to concert with >^ou the forms with which 
his Mjudy’s Envoys Oiould be icceived— 
forms lo which we attach perfnnally no im- 
pintance whate\er ; but which, no doubt, 
from a proper regard to the dignity and ma> 
jedy cf the throne, you will judge itnecelliiry 
to regulate in future. 

“ While the Reprefentativcs of the Nation, 
happy in their cunfidence in the Monarch, 
and fecure of his paurrial love, are employ¬ 
ed in planning t)ie welfare of their native 
countiy, and in iriiablifhing on a him baris 
the national Cecuiity, a fecietanu lamcntahle 
dilotder pgitaCes the people, impels them to 
revolt, nnd ipreadsovci all a general cnii. 
llernn’ion. 

•» Whetlier it be that the refcnlment of 
various ahufes whi h the King wifhed to le- 
furm, and which you defire for ever to pro- 
ferihe, has led the people into thil cirur; 
whether it be that the rumour of a toiai tc- 
gtnetuiion of Gevrynwent hJS made to waver 
the feveial powers on which the civil order 
repofes; whett>ei pallions hodile toour hap- 
pinefs have.fpread over this empire their ma¬ 
lign influence; whatever, in iHnrt may be 
the caufe, ceitain. Sirs, it is, that the public 
nrdei and tranquility are didurhed iu almod 
•veiy aimer of this kingdom. 

** Younre not ignorant, Sirs, that pro¬ 
perty IS violated in the pmvindes; that incen¬ 
diary hands have dedruyed the h. bitaiions of 
citizens; that the forms of judice are defpifed; 
that violence and prufcnpiion occupy the 
place of equity and law. In fome places, 
tlie very harveds have been threatened, and 
the huibandman has feen his hopes ravaged 
iind laid wade, 

** Where the robbers cannot come, there 
terror and alarm are difpatched ; iiceiuiouf- 
neis is without controul, the laws have lod 
their foice, the tribunals are torpid ; dtfola- 
tion is fpread over a large portion of France, 
and terror has feiaed upon the whole j com¬ 
merce and iudiidry are fufpended, and even 
ilie afylums of piety are no longer fafe from 
the murdering madnefs of the mob. 

** And yet, Sin, it is not indigence alone 
that has produced all thefe unhappy elfcAs. 
It is well known that tlie feafon proroifes a 
fpeedy and bountiful fupply of grain i that 


the beneficence of his Majedy has exerted 
itfelf in every poifible miiuncr to fupply the 
wants of his fuSjedls; that the rid) have novV 
muie than at any former period paitiGtpate4 
their fortune with the poor. And is it pof- 
fthle that at this e^iocha, when tlie Naticma) 
Repiefentatinn is more numerous, m^re en* 
liglitened, more refpe^lable than it has evgr 
been { when Che uaion of all the Members 
of the Alfcmhly in one and the fame body, 
when the rlufe amntdion of principle and of 
mutual cnnlidence between them and hii 
Mnjedy, leave no rcftuirce wh.itever to the 
enemies of the public pn^fpciiiy; is it pof- 
fible, 1 f.iy, that means fo numerous and fo 
poweiful fhmild piove inadequate to nmedy 
Che cvi's that attack us on eveiy fidi' ? 

You have very jtidly thought that a 
wife cnnditntion is, nnd nuglic to he, the 
principle of happinefs to this empire, ffw 
Majt dy wrats w'ith the mod lively impai'roco 
the relult of your labours, and he has ctiarge<l 
IIS to profs you to nccvleraCc your pl.^is; but 
till' prefciit ctrcumdances recjuire and demand 
pircaiitions and meafures of a more iii!lan« 
taneoiis and moie nt^hve oper.itinn. They de* 
m.itut that you (hould t. ke the mod prompt 
means toiepredthe uiihi idled love of pillage, 
and, CO dedloy the confidence of impunity 
in guilt, that you IViould ndorc to die public 
force the authority which it has lod. A foics 
authorized by you c n never iMtcome du>« 
gerous hut an armed difurder will hecoiro 
evei 7 d.iymoreand moredediu^ive. Con- 
fidtr, Siis, that a contempt o' the* exiding 
Uws menaces the laws (lut are fo lu^crcd in 
their riM-m I the licentious fpiric wilhes to 
withdraw itfelf Irom ilut power of tlie laws>— 
not becaufe tliey are bad, hut b:caule licen- 
liotifiirfs is an ei emy to all law. You will 
reform, no doubt, the abufts Chat hive crept 
into the laws, you will bring to perfection 
the rules of judicial procels i the mduaiy 
power will become, as it ought to be, muro 
formidable to the enemy, more nreful for tlie 
m.'iinttnance of public Older, and lefs dan¬ 
gerous to the liberty of the fubjedt. 

But till fnih time .is your wifdom has 
prmiuced thefe grr.it and defiiuhic reforma¬ 
tions, necctliiy, an urgent necefliiy, deniamls 
the concurrence of your efputs, and thole of 
his Majedy. to le-edabhfh civil older, and to 
redorr the execution of the laws. 

His Majedy lehes with fecurity on the 
wiMom of the Refolutions mch you will 
come to on this fuhje^; he is eager to give 
tiiero his Royal Sandlion, and to caufe them 
to be carried into execution through the whole 
extent of his dominions. 

It was propt r, Sirs, in the fird place, 
to lay before you the general fubverfu.n of the 
public police s it was proper to rtqued that

of thofe diforders; will lay before you the 
Oftoal ftate of the finance of this country. 

** Yoo wilt fee that the delays of p.iymcnt| 
and in many places the non payment of taxes, 
have occafioned a void in the Royal Treafui y, 
or rather in that ef the Since, for the King 
snakes no diftindliou between his own Trca- 
fure and that of the Nation; and when his 
necefTities are made known tu you, you can* 
not refufe (uppltesj without fbaking, in a 
confiderable degree, the foi tunes of the fub* 
jeAs, and even the organization of the body 
politic. 

** Your Conftituents, it is true, did flatter 
therofelves, that the Conflitution would have 
been brought to maturity, before it fhould be 
ncceflary to employ you in the impofuion of 
taxes, or even in the raifmg a loan; but 
they alfo wifhed tliat you fhould fuppoit the 
public credit, and that you fhould rejeA with 
indignation tveiy meafure that tended to 
weaken a confidence in public fecuricy. 

•* The lime, Sirs, is come, when an im¬ 
perious necefliiy feems to command you { 
and you have already manifefled the fpiric by 
which you are animatrd, by coucinuing the 
eftablifhed Taxes, and by placing i!ie Credi¬ 
tors of the State under the protedlion of 
French Loyalty and Honour. 

** Jho King, Sirs, requefts that you will 
take into confideration this important objedl, 
in which it is his wifh never to have an in- 
tcrcft feparate from yours. With a franknefs 
equal to the confidence which he repofes in 
you, be wtfhes that nothing Ihould be hidden 
{h>m your fight. He defires, in fine, that, 
participating his anxieties, you fhould unite 
your eflxirts with his, to reflore energy to 
Che Public Force, adliviry to the Legal Power, 
end to ilie Public Monies their ncceflary and 
legitimate currency. 

And we, Sirs, whom you have fo highly 
ho’^oured by your approbUfon; we who are 
Miniflers of a King whe wUhes only to 
make one with his people; wv who are re- 
fponfihle'to the King and to Che Nation for 
our Councils and' our Adminiflration; we 
who are firidlly united by our afliedlion for 
the beH of 4 Cings, by' our reciprocal confi¬ 
dence in eaci) othi r, hy uur zeal for theweU 
fue of France, an£l out' faithful attach - 
ment to the maxims laid d'oiro by you s we 
come CO invoke the enlightened alfiflance of 
tbit Affembly to preftrve the Nation from 
the evils that already afBtfi it, and from thofe 
thil ihceaien in an ipvafion,!! 


Mr. Necker fbilowad next, and fpoke at 
folio wi 

I come, Sirs^ to lay before yon the pre« 
fent flate of the Finances, and the indifpen- 
fable neceflity of finding immadiste refoarcct. 

On my return to the Mintflry, in the 
month of Augiift laft, there were only four 
hundred choufand franks, in money or bdls, 
in Che Royal Tre -fury ; the dejieit between 
the Revenues and the ordinary expencesof 
the State was ee^muus, and the operations 
prior to that perioc had deflroyed totally Che 
public credit. 

Under the prelTure c' thefe difficulties, 
it was neceilary to condudl witlioat 

trouble or convulfion, dll the period fbould 
arrive when the National Aflembly, having 
taken into confideration the R ce of affain, 
fhould reRore iranquilhcy to the nation, and 
eRablifh on a permanent foundation the go¬ 
vernment of this country. 

** That period was procraRinated beyond 
our expedlacion ; and meanwhile extraordi¬ 
nary expenccs, and unexpedled diminutions 
in the produce of the revenue<, have aug¬ 
mented the embarndfment of our Finances. 

** The immenfe fuccours in grain which 
the King was obliged to procure for hts peo¬ 
ple, have occafioned not only confiderablo 
advanc^ but have alfo caufed a very great 
lofs; becaufe the King could not fell this 
grain at the price at which it was piirchafed, 
without exceeding the ability of the people, 
and by that means exciting a fpint of cumnlc 
and revol^. Public diforder, however, con* 
tinued to increafe, and pillages were daily 
committed, which the public force was un¬ 
able to reprefs. At length Che general mi- 
fery, and the defedl of labour, obliged his 
MajeRy to iflue out fuccours of immenfe 
magnitude, 

** Extraordinary works and manufadlures 
were eliabliihed about Paris, merely with a 
view of giving employment to a multitude of 
people who could not get work otherwife ) 
and Che ciumber of thefe has encreafed in fuett 
a manner, chat at this moment they amount 
to upwards of ia,ooo men. The King pays 
them twenty fous per day ; an expence inde¬ 
pendent of the cqR of tools, and of tlio fa- 
laries of the fuperintenda^ti. 

^ 1 will not take up your time by the ifo* 
Uil of other extraordinary expences which the 
neceflity of the times has occafioned, but 1 
muR not omit to give you an ‘account of a 
circumRance of the greateR moment j that 
is, the palpable diminution of the Revenue, 
and the daily progrefs of that evil. 

** The price of fait has been reduced one 
half,' by cooRraint, in tlie diRrias of Cibn 
end Alencon | and cbts diforder begins 'to 
prtyail iq Maipe. The fUe of tUq^ fait 
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Is cahied on by convoys, and 
by opan force iii a pare of Lorraine, of Trois- 
Bvechet, and of Picardie; SoifTonnois, and 
the diftriA of Paris, begin to feel the fame 
diforder. 

** All Che barriers of Che capital are not 
yet rs-efbiblifhei'.; and one only being open, 
» fufbeient to occafion a great Infs to the Re¬ 
venue. The recovery of Che Droitt d'Axiti 
is fubjeAed to much oppitfiriun. The offices 
have been pillaged, the Regiflers difperfed, 
aitd the colleAiun of the tax has been (topped 
or fufpended, m many places j every day, 
in fhort, brings with it fume new difafter. 

** Delays are alfo experienced in the pay¬ 
ment of the TailUs of the Vingtxma (twen¬ 
tieths) and of Che Capitation Tax, infomuch 
that the Receivers-General and the CotleAois 
of the 7 Vt( 7 /r are reduced to the la(t extre¬ 
mity, and feveral of them are unable to make 
good the conditions of their contract. 

I have therefore, Sirs, no doubt that you 
will .feel Che neceffity of examining, without 
a moment's delay, the (late which I prefent 
you of the fuccmir indifpenfably neceffary 
to prevent a fufpenfiun of payment j and the 
King makes no doubt that you will then give 
your fanAion to the Loan which the fecunty 
of the public engagements demands, as well 
as the indifpenfabte e&peaces for the (pace of 
two months $ a fpace of time tliaf will fuf- 
bce, if not to hnifh, at leaR to advance 
greatly the glorious bufine(s in which you are 
engaged. 

I will therefore. Sirs, pror^e, that the 
Loan (hall be raifed fimply at nve per cent, 
for a twelvemorth to be retifiburfed to Che 
lender at the next meeting of the States.Ge¬ 
neral after iliat periixl. 

** That this reimburfement (halt be placed 
in the fir(l line of the arrangements which 
you will make for the etlabliffiment of a 
Sinking Fund, 

Bui as it is highly probable, that in con- 
fequence of your wife regulations the affairs 
of'the nation in general, and efpecially the 
finance, may arrive al a high degree of prof- 
pericy ; and as five per cent, will then be¬ 
come a very confiderable intereft, I propofe, 
lor Che advantage of the lender, that ^he fum 
bcirrowed (hall not be reimburfed without his 
ctmfent.

The Duke de Aignillon then read to Che 
AlTemMy tlie Report of tlie Committee of 
Finance on the demand of a loan of thirty 
nnillions, made yellerd.iy by Mr. Keeker. 

I'he Report declared the Loan neceffary, 
and offered divers propofals for rsiftng k. 
Tiiefe propofals were next examined j aod a 
debate enfoed, whether tlie Loan (bould or 
ihould not be agreed u>. 

Several Members I poke for and againR it. 
M. Buzoc and M, Airn.ive did not fee that 
it was iieceOary. Tliey wifbed other refources 
to be tried j becaufe a loan is an impoll, and 
no impoft ought to be granted until the Con* 
ftitniion was felthd. 

M. De Laity Tollendal, who had fupporU 
ed ttu: neceffiiy of tiie loan the day before, 
now urged many new arguments in favour 
of bis opinion* 

A very intereftlng motion was nnade by a 
Member of the Kobfeile. It was to invke 
the AfTcmbly themfelves to come forward to 
tlie fuccour of the State in danger; and to 
(hew tlio example of generofity, he laid on 
the table a note for thirty themfand Iwres, 
whicli lie pVomifed to lummir, and wlikb lie 
olfe ed Co th^ nation witlK>ut tntereft. 

M. De MT.iheAu ohferved, that the lA- 
Rrudtions of their conthtueiits not permitkig 
them to amfent to any Loan until tlie Con- 
(htucion (bould be fettled, they might affift 
the exigency oP* the Seale witliouc compro* 
mifing clieir powers, by becoming indivKlu- 
ally ref|K)nfibJe for (lie X.oao that they were 
about to faniHion. 

Tho Marquis de la Code propofed a means 
very ferknis and imporcant—the revenues of 
the Church. This Ixmourable Member ftf- 
ferted that all the vaR domaias of the Clergy 
helitnged to the nation j and in confequenco 
of this, he propofed the following refolutioo ;

M. De Lameth fiippnr.ed this motinn 
with great fpirit, and againft the loud and 
repeated remonftrances of the Archbifhop of 
Chartres, whocalled to order. The Aflembly 
decided thacM. de!a Code and M. de Lameth 
were (Iridtly in order, and that having fully 
proved the nation were truly the Propneu>rs 
of the revenues of the Clergy, it followed 
that they might difpnfe of them according to 
their wants. The Abbd Gregnire made 
fome efforts to fupport the intereffs of the 
Clergy; but fpeaking only of the widow’s 
mite, they (hewed him Uiat he was wide of 
the queffion—-but the important quefUon was 
poi^poned to a future day. 

At length the queffiun was put, and a 
loan of thirty mtliiutis was voted almoft tma- 
niihoufly.

This motion, however pure in its motive* 
on the part of the nobleman, was, as may 
be fuppofed, generally difcuuntenanced. 

A member of the Committee of Finance 
obferved, that it would be proper to make 
ftime arrangement for the regular attendance 
of Members. He prupofod that a Member 
livihg at the diltance of fifty leagues froiA 
Verlaillesfhould be allowed four days for go¬ 
ing, and as many for coming to the Afiem¬ 
bly—eight days, if the difiauce was one hun¬ 
dred leagues—and fificen days if it was 
more—and that he (hould be allowed a rea^ 
fonable fum for each day's attendance. 

The AfTembly fent this propofition to the 
Bureaulc*, to be confidercd.

On the dpdning of tlm day'll fitting, 


The t^refident informed the Affembly,* 
that he had yefterday the hononr of walu 
ing on the King ; and that His Majefty had 
appuinted the celehnuion of TV De»m at 
twelve o'clock this day. 

Complaint againft a PRocEEoiktd oftha 
Paeliamrnt of Rouifii. 

The King's Attorney for the Bailiwick of 
Falaife had bean numinaced by the Bailiwick 
one of the Commiffanes appointed to prep.vfl 
the inftruAioos of the diftriA to its deputies* 
In thefe inftruAiont he bad been principally 
iiiftruracntal in procuring the infert'ion of 
feme articles not very favourable to the Su¬ 
preme Courts. The Parliament of Normandy 
confidered this as a cMtempi, and determined 
to punifh with the utmoft rigour the impru« 
dent officer who had dared to look with dif. 
refpeA on the ancient Exebe^ue*' of King IViU 
Ham, On the information of the Attorney* 
General, they fufpended him fi'om his office, 
and fummoned him to appear in jieHbn before 
them. 

This proceeding was immediately appealed 
to the Council, and complaint made againft 
it to the Committee of Reports by the King's 
Attorney fur Falaife. 

The Committee this day reported on it to 
the National Affetnhly, and advit'ed thift tlie 
Prefident fbould be dircAed to ilfue writs to 
the Keeper of the Seals to demand fudi docu¬ 
ments relating to the proceeding as had been 
put into his hands by the pi lintitf, in order to 
*thcir being referi*^ to the Coinnkittee of 
Twelve, or the Cummiittfe of Information, 
on the report of which the AffeniMy might 
finally refolve, as the cate might require. 

The King's Attorney for Falaife repre* 
fenied, that all perfons wiiatever, and cfpe. 
daily the Parliament of Noi'mandy> were 
ftriAly piohihited from ait'>ckmg under any 
colour the National Lilierty ; that in all af* 
femhlies of the people for the pnhlic g(K>J, 
the utmoft freedom of opinion on^lu to ha 
fecured ; he required thit the iiijunnns ex* 
preftiuiis in the information of the Attorney- 
General of Rouen fhould be crated 1 and that 
the Parliament flinuld indemnify hifki for the 
injury be had Cuftained in being ful'pendei 
from his office without caufe. 

An honourable Member obferved, tliat to 
prevent the Members of the Alfemhlies of 
Bailiwicks from declaring their fenriments

Tliis Anfwer.was received wHh loud ap« 
plaufes, and tlie King, attended hy a gi.md 
.deputation from the N ttional Alfemhly, inn 
mediately repaiiedco the Royal Cliapel. 

The procellion. which was formed on the 
model of that by Louis Xlll. whi-n h>R 
Q^een was declared ptegnant, was uncom¬ 
monly fplendul. 

The King having fignifitd to ttfe preri- 
dent his wilh that the N.itional AfTtfrohly 
ihonld attend hy drputatum. M« Cliapelier 
laid tlie matter before tlic AiTemhIy, and it 
was unaiumoufly agreed that a grand dt-pota¬ 
tion of twenty-four members Ihould be tip- 
pointed, agreeable to his Majelfy's defirc.

The whole fervice w^s accompanied by 
the mufic of the King'< b>ind, and every 
couplet was followed by acclamations of 
f'tvi Ju Koi, 

It wa*- univerfally agix'ed by thofe who 
were piefent, that they h.^d never feen fw 
much grandeur and pomp united wiili fo 
much joy rod fimplicity. 

The King was attended back to his apart¬ 
ment by the Deputation from the National 
Alfvmbiy, aniiitR flinuts of Five U Roi, 
in returning to thcir Hall, though the af* 
terncKin had been devoted to the Bui eaus on¬ 
ly, yer tome cTCiimOances lugcd them to 
hold a Gi.nerul AlFemhly.

1! to make a facn- 
fice ; and conlrqo^ntly they did no^exprt^ 
that an equivtiie*:t Ih ‘Ukl he returned them 
for what they h.id given up.

HE pathetic lines iaferibed on the tomb 
of Rose in Chifwick Church -yard, 
1 have read in your Magazine with particular 
pleafure. Such as were acquainted with that 
very worthy and ingenious man may not dif- 
like to fee his cliaradler drawn at greater 
length in plain profe. 

Mature feemed to have formed him for the 
arduous but ufeful profeiiiun to which he was 
bred, that of a precejUor or teacher of youth. 
The employment of hu early days' he after* 
wards purhied from deliberate ohoicei and 
with indefatigable zeal to the laft, A robuft 
conflicution, though in his more advanced 
years fidijecl to tranfient fiC 8 of tl>e gout, 
with a fpint of a 61 ivity and perlrvetaoce which 
no toil nr appljpitfipo would damp, joined to 
extenfive literature, found knowledge, and 
tlie belt principles, enabled him td pvirfue it 
with uncommon fpccefr, Uts capacity and 
fidelity in the difeharge of this important 
pfhee wete fo well known, and hts benevo* 
lent difpofttion was fo univtrfally obliging, 
that parents and guardians thou^t tliemlclves 
liappy in committing to his care ihofe young 
perfbns for whofe intelleAual and moral im¬ 
provement they were mod folicicous. Kuy 
was their confidence in him dtfappointed« 
Dr. Rofe had too much probity and honour 
to fink a profeiiion in itielf liberal, and nearly 
connected with the higheft inierefts of fociety, 
into a mere trade. From an ardent love of 
learning, virtue, and rational piety, it was his 
fovereign aim to promote them among the 
rifing generatioQ. Dr. Rofe was a DifTenter 
from coaviAion. But he had too enlarged 
an undcrftandinp, and too juft an imprefllon 
of what belongs to religious liberty, to be a 
bigot hirofclf, or not to condemn bigotry m 
others, of whatever denomination. His cha¬ 
rity and his efteem were extended to the u|v 
right and deferring of all fedb. Hypocrify 
he detailed i cant he defpifed i for truth and 
Ixmefty he ha 4 a peculiar reverence. His 
faith in Chriftianity was at once enlightened 
and iffsdHonate i in confaquence f f the cnoft 
dilifeot eoquiiy into its evidences, and the 
daaptft perfotfkin of its divine excellence | 
however hit fentimaots might in fome parti- 
aplari difftf firom tbo(^«f oumy Bn^ira bo- 

* A • .kf« 
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lievert. To infidels, of decent deportuHR 
he manifefted every pioper fbrhesraiicet^A 
the fame time that his principlas could npt «i 
fhiken by their bolUcR attacks, norduflofi! 
by their moft frigid fubtUties. 1 luve tnHW 
him lepeatedly declare, that h s favutinte asg- 
ercife in his Academy was to inculcate on 
the lludenLS, every Sunday evenmg, tlicfieag 
dodtnnes and duties uf natural .iml revenM 
religion, as infeparahly united ai d nsutuaBf 
fupporti ig eachoihrr. On thofe rccafinos h# 
found himfclf animated to .ndegtee of 
and fervour, which no other fuhjcdl could 
equally mfpiie. Yet the vigour of tiis rmiid 
was apparent in a variety of lights. The ge¬ 
neral out-lines of liis chara^er w*ei’e nioiigly 
marked. On the bchaviuui ol Dr« Rt>i« im 
faibiun of the times had no influ.'iic^. Hit 
manners were uuaflbdled, frank, and torihiiL 
He always appeared what he rc.illy was,^it( 
fumifhed a proof of wh.u I have evn hehevedf 
that difiimulation is nut nectflaiy to pleafe, ok 
to atcacli thofe whofe regard is woith fer kinfi. 
He fecured it without the fmnl'eit 
from that quaiCer. If he was thoufht fome* 
times a little bluiit in dclivenng his opn:^)ns 
on matters of doubtful difputation, or a fttlg

Ml on his native benignity : that was Ihil ihe 
fame. Tliere was uot a drop of gall in bis .

It was )et fo totally free frpm the fymp* 
tom or air of pride, th it it never difguftcd :

In ffutlii, 
a friendly, warm, and'fedliog heart was Dr.

In tho lUiloquiM he waithe moftfuceefsfuli 
thotigh io the other fceoet be wee fmm 
4 ifccieDt» la parU where figure ii not eifeiH 
tialy be promifes to be e veiy able fucceflor to 
Mr. HenderfoDy manjr of whofe charadlers 
twve been very inadequately filled up fince 
hta doceaie. 

OcToBXft X. King Henry V« WM re¬ 
vived at Drury Lane, and in a manner very 
creditable to both the Manager and the 
Theatre. The part of King Henry was per¬ 
formed by Mr, Kemble, who fufiained the 
dignity and importance of the Engtilh Hero 
in a manner which deferved and obtained the 
approbation of the audience. FlueUin was 
not difgraoed by Mr. Baddeley, and the other 
performen did at leaft jufiice to their parts. 

7. The Dramatic, whofe firit appear.ince 
was noticed in our Mag. for May 1789, 
(See Vul. XV. p. 411.) was again brought 
forwards with fome alcerations, and thofe for 
the better. Mr. Holman among others per¬ 
formed Mr. Middleton’s part.

The principal alteration was the iiitrodu^ion 
of a counterpart of tl>e main plot with tlie 
charaAers of Hyppolito (Mrs. GooJall) and 
Dorinda (Mifs Farren) j the latter, the filler 
of Mimnda ; the former, that of a man who 
had never feen a woman. This alteration, 
with other changes in the cont^jidt of the 
plot, and tlie introduAion of thg fpirits, &c. 
tend to render the Tcmiwft morelhowy, and 
confequtntly more likely to pleafe a mixed 
audience: die general effeA, liowever, is not 
fo natural nor fn fatisfadlory to the admirers 
of the great and fublime, as i^firflcame from 
the pen of iis original incomparable Author. 

In the abfence of Mrs. Siddons and Mrs, 
Jordan, it is highly praife-worthy in the Ma¬ 
nager to employ the mufical part of the com¬ 
pany to fo gfKKl a purpufe. Mr. Kelly and 
Mrs. Crouch in Ferdinand and Miranda per¬ 
formed and fung admirably ; Mils Farren fuf- 
lained Dorinda wkh great fimplicity $ and 
Mrs. Guodall (fave that (he was fcarce maf- 
culine enough) did no difcrediC to Hyppolitu. 
The other peiforroen were in general rc- 
fpedUble. Ad Epilogue written by General 
Burgoyne was fiKiken by Mifs Farren. 

14. Died at General Lafcelles's lioufe ne.4r 
Brentford, die once-celebrated Mifs Anns 
Catlxy, who is faid to have been mamed 
to the General.

At the age of fifteen, being found topofleiii 
ibme mufical talents, (he was hound m ep« 
prentice to Mr. Bates, a coropofer of fume 
eminanee, and rtfided in the houfo of hit 
father. Her firit appearance in public me 
at Vauxhail in the furomer of 1761 s and on 
the 8th of OAohn*, in the forae year, fiieap* 
peared for the fir(t time on the ftage at Co¬ 
vent Garden, in the charaAer of the Pa(tor^ 
NympU in Comus. Sha was at this period 
remarkable for little more than the beauty ef 
tier perfon, and a d.fodence in public, which 
(be foon got rid of. In the next year (he 
became the objeA of attention, from an ap* 
plication by her father on the 16th of May 
to the Court of King’s Bench, for an infor- 
maciun againft her maiter Bares, Sir Francle 
Delaval, and one Fraine an attorney, charg<b 
ing them with a confpiracy t the firff, in af- 
figning her over to Sir Francis Delaval for the 
purpofc of profiitution} and the la(^, for drau • 
ing Che feveral deeds uftd on the occafioiu 
Xc appeared by the affidavits that Sir FranciSp 
while the lady lived wkh Mr. Bates the elderg 
had infinuat^ himfelf into tier favour, and 
foon after a negotiation w:t8 fet on foot, which 
ended in the gallant laying Mr. Bates tool, 
and fecuring to him the benefit of an engage¬ 
ment he had made for her at Marybone Gar¬ 
dens the enfuing feafon. This traofaAifin 
coming to the knowledge of her father, be 
caufed the application to be made to the 
King’s Bench i in confequence of which the 
infiirmation was ordered to go againft all the 
defendants, but probably ended in a compro- 
miCe, as no more was hevd about it. 

That fe;ifnn (he fung at Marybone Gardena^ 
and at the end of it went to Ireland, where 
(he (laid until the year 1770 ; when (he ap¬ 
peared again at Covent Garden, and conti¬ 
nued to perform a (fated number of nighte 
for many fucceedmg years, much to lier own 
and the Manager's advantage.

CCOUNTS were received here thb morn¬ 
ing tlut the King of Sweden had quitted 
the neighbourhood of HngforSi and fallen back 
to the frontiers of his own dominions. The 
Ruffians atumpCeil to cut off the Swediffi 
garrifon in their retreat ; in wtiich tlief 
would probably have fucceeded, had it not 
bren for the fpinted tffurcs of a battalion of 
the Weff-Gotha-Dal regimenri wIk) prevented 
the landing of the enemy’s tronps that had 
been tmbaikcd in thirteen gallics, with a 
view to effedl a defeenC at fome diffanco from 
that foitiefs. 

A report having been fpread that the Ruf¬ 
fians had formed the prujedl of fending a p.nt 
of their coafiing flee*, wiihtroops» toatcetppt 
a landing near this capital, orders have been 
iifued fur arming and difeiphning the city 
militia^ and eveiv necefCary ptecaution is 
takr^n for the defence of the neighbuurirg 
coaffs. 

Parif, Sept. lo. The three great confti- 
tutional queftions which have for fome time 
occupied the attention of the National Aflem- 
bly are, iff, Whether the Afferoblv is to be 
penr.dical, or permanent, ftdly, VThecher it 
is to form one or more hoofes; and, 3dly, 
Whether the King iball have a Vfto j and, if 
granted, whether it is to be an abrolute, or 
only a fufpending'FV/e. A^tet a long and 
warm debate yctlcrday on the hifl queffinn, 
they Voted tliemfelves permanenf; but with¬ 
out any explanation or motlificaiion whatever. 
The fecond queffion, after a very warm de¬ 
bate, was adjourned till the evening. 

Fienna^ Stpt. 12. The Emperor, per¬ 
ceiving his recoveiy te be cofiffrmed by the 
progieftive amendment in his health, has now 
difmiired bts medical attendants, after re¬ 
warding them in the mud lihervl manner. 
Since his removal to Hetzendoiif Ins Majefly 
lias made feveral excuifiuns in the environs 
•f that place, and yefferday morning he took 
an airing on horfeback^ as far as to the lines 
of this city. 

Marlbal Haddick returned hither on Thurf- 
day evening much recovered. On ihe 3d of 
this month Marffial Laudohn returned to 
Semlin, and on the next day the Archduke 
arrived at that place. Marfhal Pellegrini is 
dill at Peterwaradin* 

B€rlm^ 15. The difference between

enfue; but upon the whole it is beli»fo| ,

This opinion is cenfirmed by 
the certainty of the King of Sweden's haybg 
received a cunfiderable reinlorcement of trQO|is 
and dores, which make his foicehy land fu- 
perior to tliat of Ruffla, and may ciuble him 
to fupport himfelf dunng the few remainiag 
weeks that this campaign can lad.

ruwa, Od, 3« On Wednefday laft an 
officer arrived from the combined armyi un¬ 
der the command of the Prince of Saxe Co- 
bourg and General Suwarow, with the news 
of a fignal viAory obtained over the army of 
Che Grand Vizir, on the azd of September, 
near Martineftie, in Wallachia, when the 
Turlcilh army, cunfiffing of between 90 and 
100,000 men, was entirely defeated, after 
an ebftinate engagement. The lofs of the 
Turks amounted to 5000 kiUed on the fpot, 
aod aooo in the puiluir. Very few prifoncrs 
were taken, as the enemy in general refufed 
to funrender, and would not accept of quar¬ 
ter. The combined army took polfeffion of 
the Turkilh camp, which was abandoned in 
the tttmuff confufinu* the fugiiives having 
paflbd the river Rimnik, and taken the road 
to Brailow* The trophies which have fiiUen 
into the hands of the viAors confili of nearly 
one hundred ffandards, fix mortars, feven 
pieces of heavy cannon, fixty-four fiLld-pie- 
cet, and a prodigious quantity of a^muni- 
cioo, fforcs, and baggage of all kinds. The 
lofs of the combined army was between four 
and five hundred men killed and wounded, 
and about a hundred horfcs.

fume time but repeated (liouta of Frve Ir U 
within and without tbe palace. In the fodltbfi 
of their zeal tliey proceeded to tear the Va* 
tional cockades from their hats, and trampM 
them under their feek The Gsfd$$ dm 
fuppUed them with black cockaues, hi tte 
mom of thofe they had treated wUh fudi 
difdain. The news of thefe proceedings foea 
reached Paris, where a general ill humoer 
vifibly gained ground. 

On Saturday there were great difturbinM 
in the Palais Royal, and it became unfafo for 
any one to appear with black cockades, m 
feveral foreigners experienced, from whofo 
hats they were tom with much violence, and 
abufive language. 

On Sund.ty the confufion increafed, and i 
vaR concourfe of people tumuhuuufly aflbm* 
bled at the town-houfe, under the preienep 
of demanding bread, and enquiring into the 
real caiifes of the extreme fcaicity of it « 
this feafon of the year. 

On Monday morning a nunfoer of wotiMOf 
to the amount of upwaidsof 5000, armed 
with different weaixins, marched in regular 
Older to Verfailles, followed by thenumerooa 
inhabitants of .the Fauxbourgi St. Antoine 
and Sc, Marceau, with feveral detachmente 
of the city militia ; and in the evening the 
Marquis de la Payette, at the head of xo,Qop 
of that coips, likewife marched to Verfailles. 

On Tnefuay morning an account was rt« 
ceived of fome blond having been (pile. The 
Gardts du Carpi fired on tlie I’arifiaiis, and' 
five or fix iierfons, chiefty wnmeiif were 
killed. The regiment di Fiandrtt was alfe 
drawn out to oppofe this torrent; but the 
word to fire was no fooner given, tlian Chap 
all to a man clubbed their arms, and, with 
a fhouc of Vive la ■Vuiim, went over to the 
Parifians. Some troops of dragoons chat are 
quartered at Verfailles alfo laid down tlieir 
arms, and the Swifs detachments remained 
motiunlefs, liaving received no orders from 
their ctfficers to fire. The Gardet du Corpt 
being thus abantloned, and oveipiweied hp 
numbers, fled prec picately into the g trdene 
and woods, where they were purfned, manp 
of them killed and taken prifoners- Somo 
of the heads of thofe who were killed were 
carried to Paris, and paraded through the 
Rreets on fpikes! The fame morning a re¬ 
port came that the King, 9 l}een, and Royal 
Family were on clieir way to Paris. Upon 
this the whole people began loafTemhlo from 
all parts of the town; and above 50,000 of 
the militia proceeded to I ne tire Rreets and 
the road to Vei failles. Tlicir MajeRies and 
Che Royal Family accordingly arriM bvtweeA 
feven artd eight o'cloek in the evening, after 
haring been fix boura ou Che road. Tlw car- 
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all proceeded to tha Town-lioofe. 
The concourfe of people that attended is not 
to he defcribed, and the (hoiats of Fivt U 
Ifaiim filled the air* From the Town ■ houfe 
tbep were cenduAed to the Palace of the 
Tbuillcrieti though tot^iUy unprepared for 
their reception, where they palfed the night.

An Officer, difpatched 
hy Field Marfhal Prince Potemkin, on the 
l6th of September, has brought intelligence 
to the KuHian Annhaflbdor here, tliat the 
vanguard of the army, commanded by Lieu- 
teoant-GeneralvPnnctf of Anhalt-Bernhurg, 
had attacked and totally defeated a body of 
Tnrki at Cnufchan, a fhnrc d>i^ance from 
Bender.

The ptiloits 
being open the prifoneis fled, and all the in¬ 
habitants made the bed of their way out of 
the town into the country. At preicnr wo 
know not how many hvea were loR, or how 
many were w’ounded, but hope that the 
number of thofe buried under tlie mins is hut 
few. In a village five miles ofl Forgo S.iti 
Sepolchro the earth opened and fwallowed 
up 30 houfes with all their inhabiiaiirs, and 
the remainder of that village, ConfiRing «f 
about 150 heufes, was totally deRroyed ; The 
earth opened there in m.-iny diflcrent places, 
and a greit number of cattle have I'crifhed, 
bcTiJcs above rcoo perfons. At Cafpaui, 
not far from Borgo San Sepolchro, all the 
houfes anc^corn harveR hrive been entirely 
detlroycd. The City of CaRello i.s tbuughc 
to liave fulTeredthe moR damnge, ns a great 
qua.uiry of duR and fmoke was rccntoiife

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point of being built, one at Prague, tl;e othi r 
at Vienna, bcfides fome other couriiieia 1 )lti.

The black, when examined be¬ 
fore the Jury, appeared fo ignorant and iltite* 
rate, chat nothing could becoUedled (mm his 
evidence; nor the purport of the letter he had 
fent her be come at $ but when her letter to 
him was read, he wept bitterly. The Jury, 
after a very humane and attentive confidera- 
tion, b/ougtitin their vtrdi€l, lunacy. 

The following is an eaa£i copy of the let¬ 
ter feiit lo Crfto by this unhappy girl; 

Hept, 24/6, 1789. 

** My dear Thomas Cato, 

** The letter 1 received this evening makes 
me very unhappy $ to think you (hould cx- 
pofe me, and fay 1 am deceitful, arM forget 
my fond embraces fo foon $ no, my dear, I 
am not deceitful, nor did not intend to be ; 
if I had, 1 (huuid not have given my com¬ 
pany to one not of my own colour ; like- 
wife, now you think me untrue,* you (hall 
have your pmperty rctuiued wifli pleaiurei 
for, WAS you tlie fmeft man tliat ever my 
eyes beheld, after ufing me m this ni.nmer, 1 
would not make you my hufbjiid ; but 1 did 
intend it, from my heart, even 10 this hour— 
but, lam furry to fay, 1 neve^ihall be mar¬ 
ried, nor never (hall enjoy any tiling again. 
As for you, you nwer will make u(e of your 
loving emb«:tces with me any more—'neither 
will you have it m your powei to fpi ak to 
me .iny moie, for, I am very lurv., the hour 
of immortality is drawing ve*-/near ; lean 
feel my heart decay very faft : you could nut 
make me reconipeiice for the hurt you have 
tlone me with the words of your cruel letter, 
was you to die at my feet. One favour 1 beg 
of you is, if noi too much trouble, to fee me 
«ftcr 1 am deati, as lihall not live to be mar¬ 
ried, or even ^et amither day. Let thefc few 
words be printed in your heart, as I am not 
able to write uny more; for my eyes are 
flowing wirti te^irs, and my tieaic doth ncli fi) 
1 cannot hold my pen; but am your fincere 
wcll-wi(her, till death,

2 1. At half pmH two this afternoon Ins 
Royal Higlipefs the Duke of Orleans airiv- 
rd in town from France, and alighted in 
South - ftrcct, where a houfe was pro¬ 
vided for his reception ; he was immedi- 
diatcly viliicd by hia Royal Highnets the 
Piinreof V/alp, and feveral noblemen of 
dhVin^ion. 

On Wednefd.iy in the preceding week the 
Duke made aj>plic.\t on by letter to the Na¬ 
tional AiTcmbly for a paflport to leave the 
kingdom. The letter Hated, that he was 
commiflioned by his Majefly to tranfaCf bu- 
linefs of importance in England; and that 
this Was liis rcafon for applying for a paflT- 
port. The letter inclofed a kind of certificate 
from the Count de Montmorin, MiniHer for 
foreign affairs, that thecommifiion for tranf- 
a^ing the important bufinefs committed to 
the Duke by his Majefly was then preparing 
in his office. On this ground the paffport 
was voted, though the members appeared to 
be all very much (urprTed at the aDplication* 

The fame day the Duke left Paris with an 
intent to come to England by way of Bou¬ 
logne ; but 00 Friday morning, juft as he 
was going to embarki bewae&pped by a 
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fiomber of ftfh-women, who <lircovercd h!s 
Higtuicrs, and woukl not permit him to 50 
on (>oard the ven«l, but obliged him to return 
to his hotels where they immediately placed 
a f^uard of the Bourgeois militia over him, 
with diredions not to permit the Duke to go 
out of the houfe, as they Wure determined 
he Ihould remain in clofc cuf^ody until the 
return of a deputation they lud font to Paris, 
to inform the National Aflcnibly of the 
event,—The Duke produced a regular paff 
port, iigned at Paris ; hut 1*0 attention was 
paid to it by the woimn, who took the en¬ 
tire dire£liun of this bufmefs into their own 
hand „ 

The Duke however was relieved from his 
bondage on Tuefday morning, as Toon as the 
ex-prefs returned from Prtris. The Magi- 
Ar.itcs of Boulogne apologized to him for 
t)ic intemperance of the mob, and faid that 
they were pcrfcilly C*t'.sficd wiih the pail- 
ports which he had iliewn. 

Previous to the departure of the Duke of 
Orleans from P<irii, he piefemed the National 
AiTembly with two millions and a half of 
livreb, the fuppofed fourth paitof his reve¬ 
nue ; for which he was thanked publicly by 
M» Neckcr, in the name of the King, and 
alfo by the Preiident of the National AHcm- 
bJy, 

22- The plan for condu^ling t^e battle 
heuvicn Perrins and Johnlbn this day at 
Baiihury was excellent in itfdf, and calcu¬ 
lated to give every fpeflator a pciie£f figlit 
of the conteft. At eleven o'clock the door of 
an inclofure was opened, near t(fe church¬ 
yard, furroundtd with a paling,»and capable 
of holding fome thoufand perfons. In the 
mid/f was a raifed ilage, of about the fame 
Tize as the fpacc allotted for Humphreys and 
Mendoza at Stilton. It was covered with 
turf, and elevated from the^ground about 
four feet. 

The number of perfons who were admit¬ 
ted amounted to about 500, fo that every 
man was mofl conveniently accommodated^ 

In alittletime, however, the ruAy bump¬ 
kins" bioke down the pallifadocs of the in- 
clofuie, and took poircflion of the place, de¬ 
claring that they had as much right to fee the 
battle as others. 

The green was thus completely crouded, 
and the gentlemen therefore who came from 
London were edged from their moft conve¬ 
nient places by thefe intruders, and found it 
ufelefs to complain. 

This circumAance however, vexatious 
as it was, wasnot fo unexpected, nor wholly 
Inconvenient as to prevent or retard the con* 
teft taking place, Johnfon, his fecond, and, 
bottle-holder, were on the ftage bcfwc this 
irruption of the barbariaosi iwd Perrins ap- 
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peared Aloitly afterwards. Tl'ey footi Arip- 
ped, and the event of tlie battle proved the 
fujjcriority of Ikill in athletic exercifes over 
ftrergth 5 for after a conteft of exaCtly an 
hour and twelve minutes, Perrni was 
obliged, while on his legs, to give the viClory 
to Joimfon. 

The caufe of this vidory was obvious to 
every fpcCfator uh-d to fuch conAiCls* Per¬ 
rins, infinitely fupeitor in fizc and Arength, 
bur Jefb ufed to the tricks of boxing than 
Johnfon, found it impuAibio to Aand out 
a^ainA fo cunning an aJvwriary. Even his 
fjzc, perhaps, nught luive bten againll him, 
as too cumbrous to form a clean and dexte¬ 
rous piigiliit j and his knowledge of the art 
was very incrnhdcrable indeed, for ho cod- 
ftantlylaid his body open by titf awkwardnefs 
of his guard, and neither (topped nor Aru^k 
with the method and AiJe of an expert boxtr* 
InthcArA fet-to, therefore, thcic was no¬ 
thing, at JeaA on his firh-, tliat vias very 
piAurcfque in the eye of an amatur He 
croiijd his arms almoA clofe to liis body, 
which appealed to lay him oj)en to an imme¬ 
diate blow. His adverfary, however, gave 
gicund immediately a!» he advanced, and lie 
for fume little time followed Johnlbn, who 
ibifted from him all round the Aage, to no 
purpofe. Johnfon, however, gave the firft 
blow, and the Birmingham hero fell. 

The two or thice hi A rounds were appa¬ 
rently in Johnfon's favour, who puzzled itia 
anugoniA by dancing about, and occafionally 
till owing in an unexpciAed blow, Peirins, 
however, followed him with much refolu- 
tion, appeared to hold his manoeuvres in 
contempt, and at laA put in a blow or two 
that tuined the cbntcA much in his favour. 
Johnfon was cpnfidtrabiy beaten about the 
ribs, and one of his eyes fo cut, that in a 
fhort time it was qnite clofcd He continued,, 
nevcrihelcfs, tc v.-ith great care and 
cunning, and Aiurk his advcif.jiy a fcvcrc 
blow on the face th.it laid his nufc entirely 
open* This was foon followed by a fecund 
under his l:Tt eye ; and Perrins ^v^s at 1 nt 
fo worried by Juln.lon s lapid retreats »nd 
unexpcAcd ercounteitlut he had ividctuly 
the worA of tlie eveiy future round, 

and the odds, wiwlIi were at one time in Ills 
favour, turned at lafl ttn to ony on Johnfur* 
Perrins, in th * end, was or'rely evliauAcd, 
and fuught fevcral of the U(t rounds with 
very little power to Arike. He chopped at 
Johnfon's face Adewciys once or twice with 
fotnc fuccefs and eA'e^t; and Atortly after* 
wards attempted the fatr.c at lus Acmacl'. 
But this effort hurt Johnfon but little, while 
,it cenfiderably weal cned hlmfelf. He aimed 
ieveral blows, «• • immediately fell fr«m 
weaknefjf whe vlmfon digppiog at the 
R r X 
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fflUM Hme, Aruck h^tn Ift the face as he was 
en hU knee, and at tail Mt him whenever he 
tried) till a fevere and fucccTsful blow at the 
centre of his faccy which was atready cut to 
pieces, obliged Perrins to yield the battle, 

Johnfon's umpire was Col. Tarleton, and 
Perrins had a friend from Birmingham, 

23, The battle between Johnfon and Per- 
rinif at Banbury, was only a prelude tofuni- 
lar conteils $ and the difcomfiture of the 
Birmingham hero was unfortunately but too 
ominous for all his countrymen who enrei*ed 
the liiH af^er him ; for on this day, after a 
dreadful conflidt of upwards of an hour, 
Jacombs yielded the palm to Big Een. the 
quondam challenger of Johnibn, but wiio had 
paid forfeit, that Perrins might be uM^ed. 

At one o’clock preciftly the combaiants 
entered the ring \ after the ufual ceremonies 
of fhalclng liands, See. they fet to. On the 
firft nnfet Big Ken was knocked down feven 
times j from this circumllance the bets were 
confiderably agalnlf him $ but recovering his 
breath, he attacked his antagonift witii the 
utmo^ ferocity, and followed up his bloxb 
with fo much keennefs and intiepidiry, that 
vidfory, which before feenitd doubttu4 was 
now declared in his favour.

In about a quarter of an hour after thefe 
chimpions quitted the llage, George the 
iBrcwcr and Pickard (Perrins’s fecond) had 
perhaj-'t the moft bloody conflidt that was 
ever remembered upon any ftage.

tato. Tbn root ia anaong the moft ul'e- 
fulcfculent plants of Eurraean growth } 
of Eminent fcrvice to the famiiiea of the 
poor; and found equal to any thing yet 
known to fatten cattle, which whitft feed^ 
ing on it need no drink $ a circutnftance, in 
foroe cafes, of importance. But even this 
ufeful and nutritious article of diet is not 
without its difadvantages, nor clear of the 
imputation of caufing and of cAcreafing 
foine difeafes. There are itcople, I am 
told, who, in the fpring following hard 
and fcarce winters of other plants, ufe the 
young /hoots of the potato as and 

others who piclcle the young fruit. But 
It is prefumed that neither arc apprileJ of 
the tribe to which this plant belongs-^that 
it is of the Nightshade family; and 
that the root alone is wholefome. This, 
and another liiecies of this genus uf plants, 
have one part, in one ot the iiiiiai ces 
edible, and in the other medicinal, wbiift 
the other parts ate poifonons. (That is, 
capable of th.- nioft ferious corifequences, 
except in very minute quantities j in 
whrdi, under fkilful managcineiit, they 
bteome very a£livc and ufeful remedies in 
obitinate difeafes.) 

Potatoes are eltcemed difEcuIt of folu- 
tion and of ilow digeltion; but this is on¬ 
ly true in pait, The mealy ones digeft 
eafdy, the ivaxy ones more difficultly, 
and often produce fevere indifpofiiion of 
the llomacli and bowels. The latter fort 
retain a.ponionof their family complexion; 
and hence, 1 apprehend, inoft fiequcntly 
dilagiee wdih th^ ftomach and nervous 
fyftem; though the mifehief receives r.o 
Imall aid, I bdicxe, from defcftivc pie-

as no other flatulent edible vegetable pro* 
duces juft fuch efle£ls. And to relieve 
tliem, ] recommend the following eafy and 
fimpte metiiod ; the earlier it is ufed the 
better: Cut race ginger and rhubarb-root, 
ot each a quarter uf an ounce, into veiy 
thin ilices, or beat them into a coarje 
powder i pour on them a pint of boiling 
water, cover clofe, and as foon as it can 
be drank, take a tea-cup full of it quite 
warm, every half hour, till the complaint 
is relieved. Before this can be prepared, 
a draught of brandy ai d water may be 
taken, as warm as can be fwallowed, where 
the pain is vci y fudden and urgent.

B efore tlie pubVication of the Luiiad, 
Mr. Mickle bad hern tempted to try 
his po^eis m what Drydcn calls ihc moil 
proniable fi^cies of compofition. Adopt¬ 
ing ibcrvfoie a dory from the French Hif- 
1017, during the Reign of Francis the 
Firtt, he formed it into a Tiagedy, which 
he caileri The Siege of MaifeiiJes. Thie 
was (raiiftni ted to Mr. Gairick with the 
recommendations of Ibme of his literary 
friends. W hether from ignorance of 
Stage cfTc^l} or tlut the Aiithor'’s talents 
wcie n( t adapted to the Theatre^ we fliall 
no: decide- Ceitain it is the j^rt-formance 
was rejeded by the Manager^ as not cal¬ 
culated to (uccecd in tlie reprefentation. 
}t contained^ he acknowledged in a letter, 
many beautiful p.dfages; hut fine writing, 
lie added, was not of itfcH fufRcier.t to 
conflitutc a Drama fit for public exhibi¬ 
tion. Unwilling that the pains employed 
upon this work fhonld be entirely loth 
Governor Juhnllur.c fuliciied the aid of 
the Author of Douglas to make fume al • 
terations. This was very obligingly com • 
plied with, and the piece was a iccund 
time (ubmitted to the Manager, and a 
Jccond lime leje^tid. It was then pro- 
pufid to the Author to tiy its fate on the 
Theatie at Edinburgh, which be appear¬ 
ed at one time not averfe to ; ^ut his friend 
and rcalpaiion the Governtp*, appichend- 
ing that ins attention to this woik might 
pruhabJy interfere with the ccmplction of 
the Luiiad, recommended him to lay it 
entirely aiide until the ti'anflation was 
finiflicd- To the piop^tcty of this re¬ 
commendation the Author acceded.— 
W^hca the Luiiad w:.s compha'cd, it was 
again pioiKifid hy anothei friend^ that 
1 'he Siege of Maifeilles fliould be icvilldf 
and offered to Mi. Harris. 1 his was ac- 
foidiiigly done, but it was flill unluccefs- 
fill. Alter this lepulie Mr. Mickle ic- 
linquifhed all expedations of advantages 
from the Theatre, though he pcimittcd a 
peri'on to fhew the unfortunate play to 
Mr. Sheiidan,frum wiiom he never again 
received it. This Tragedy he intended 
to print ill a culle 61 ion of Ins works. 

In 1777 he publifhed a new Edition of 
the Concubinp, with impiovemenis, under 
the title of bii Martyn } the foimer con- 
veying a vtry improper idea both of the 
fubjea and fpint or the Poem. Of the

few friends.” It mull be allowerl, that 
In this volume we find very little that can 
be called new, except die authoi’s reflec¬ 
tions, and a few notes communicated by 
his friotds.

Infidelity, or Sccpticifm at IcaJf, 
may be termed the dileafe of young, live¬ 
ly, aitl half-informed minds. There is 
ibinething like difeovery in the rejeflion 
of truths to which they have been from in¬ 
fancy in trammels. A little Itarning, too, 
mifleads the underfianding, in an opinion 
of its ow*i^powers. When we have acquir¬ 
ed the outlines of fcience, we are apt to i‘up- 
pofethat every thing is within our com- 
prehenfion. Much fiiidy and much inV* 
formation are required to dil'cover the dif¬ 
ficulties in which the fyfienis of infidds 
are involved.

importance and ncceflity of a 
general knowledge of the Criminal 
M'vs to every order and rank in fociety, 
have been moft anxioufly inculcatcrl by 
every writer upon this fubjc.M. Sir Wil¬ 
liam Staunfordc, even in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, when vindicatory laws 
were few and limplc, in companion with 
their prelcnt complication and multipli¬ 
city, thought a pciTpicuous arrangement 
and repeated ftudy cflential to their lacing 
raj/y comprehended. Sir Edward Coke, 
ID the fubicquent reign, reports a public 
complaint, that although ciiminal caufes 
were of all other caics of law the moft 
ncccfl'aiy to be known, as atiefling the 
life, honour, fame, liberty and pcWlcrity 
of the^ delinquent, they were 
dijjicuti to be underfiood. The extraor¬ 
dinary labours of the great and good Sir 
Mathew Hale upon thelc fubjecis, are 
explanatory of the opinion ho entertain¬ 
ed of the importance and utility of their 
being known. Boon after the accef- 
lion of the prefent Kuyal Family to the 
Throne, the ftatutory proviftons againft 
crimes and miftlemeanors had fo confidc- 
rably incrcafed, that Mr. Sericant Haw¬ 
kins undcitook his rrcaiifc of the Pleas 
of the Crown for the exprefs pur|X)le of 
reducing them under one general 
icheme, that they might be undeiflood 
with much Icfs difficulty than they had 
then been.” And Sir Michael Foftcr, 
fo nwcntlyas the late reign, confefles 
wat his principal view in publilhirg his 
«ud accompanying ilum with 
difeourfes on Crown Law, was to (hew

Nottt ithftanding, however, the 
endeavours and admonitions of thelc au¬ 
thors, there is no pai't of Englifti iurir- 
prtidence which of lare years has been 
made Id's public than that whicli lefults 
from the determination of the Tv^elvc 
judges upon referved cafes in Criminal 
Law; and indeed, if we except the 
Crown Caies of Mr. JufticcFoncr, and 
the very few that appenr in Sir William 
Blackftone's Repoiti'. there is no publi¬ 
cation ut n fimilar nature to tlintat fuc- 
fent under our review iincc Lord Chief 
Juflice Holt's publicaton, in the year* 
1708, ofthcCalbs in Crown Law col- 
lc£led by Mr* juftice Kclynge during the 
reign of Charles the Second. The rea- 
foil oFfucb cxtraordmiHy^yc//ce, upon n 
fulycff fo important, at a time wl^n the 
prefs teems with reports, regularly peri¬ 
odical, of all thetraiil'afljoDsof the Courts 
of Chancery, King’s Bench, and Com¬ 
mon Picas, can only be attributed to the 
ccujiar mode in which queftions of ihU 
ind ate ufually determined. }f a quef- 
tion, comi-licKivd of law and fa 61 , nrife 
upon the trial of an indifl mentor in forma¬ 
tion in any of the Courts it can 

onlv be fettled by means oft Jptc'ml ver* 
di£t removed before the Judges pf the 
King's Bench, or by nteans of a Jpecial 
raft’ referved for the opinion of the 
Twelve Judges ; except, indeed, the 
ground of the objection appears upon 
the face of the record itfcif. A fpecial 
vcrdifl is publicly argued in open Courr»

Finddddr, Pailchwitr, Polk- 
Witz, Kauden, ileimulladi, Guiaii, Win- 
zig, Kutiibar, Hainan, ai.d many other 
to.vns Snd xiliuges wotch hid been 
damagcd\>i dclhoyed by the lavagcs of 
wai, weie rebuilt; and in the couife of 
fouiiccn ytnifc fo lar weic any traces qj[ _ 
foimer devaAatlon to be leen, that a new 
count;y, as it wen, appeared tolpiing 
from ii.c curative hands ot Frederick, 
Theic rxpLncts, however, did not pre¬ 
vent him iroin laying out ibll more con. 
fidtn.blc luins in the cap'iats and other 
towns of his provinces; fuch, for in- 
thnee, the building ot a new palace at 
pDizdam, a new mirnary febool, a fchool 
tor the cadets, the new Itbraiy, bridges, 
iquare<, and whole liieets the hoiifes of 
winch.lefcmble palactn. He confttufled 
all. cableways, lorined canals to drain 
ma. Ales of levcial miles extent in the vi- 
ciiMiy cf Warla, maintained a magniA. 
c nt guaid of two thoufand men, aii.Aca. 
(•kii>y ot Skicncea, an Italian Opera, a 
Frr .ch Theatre, a Chapel, a b^liury 
School, and purchafed high-piicod paint, 
ings, an ique (tones, and cameos. At a ' 
period more ignorant and credulous it 
would have been thought that Frederic^ 
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liftti (lifcovered the fecrct rtf itidking gold, 
Hnii he might have paifed for a ibrccrer) 
mjmhcrs, even it the prefent diy, will 
pcrhipe be inclined to attribute all tltefe- 
reiburces to an augmentation cf the reve- 
1WC: but at the province of SiL*ira had 
been ihc thcaii-e of a new militai y art, fo 
it prelcnted the world iikrwiie with the' 
example of a new admtniitration $ for it 
w:i» emirely owing to the wile and pru* 
(l.'iit lyltem of finance, conjoined lo the 
eiicouragcment ofindullrv', introduced by 
Fteilerick, by which all thefe wonders 
were foealily performed. Unforiunniely, 
however, the eagernefs of his mind, lo 
promote with increafing rapidity the wealth 
and pix)rpenty of hia kingdom, inliillcd a 
iaial notion that the Germans were de. 
void of a^fivity and talents ; and in tlie 
year 1766 he cifahliJhcd a Fienchadmi- 
nidration under the cclebraKd llelvcriu*, 
the author of DeL'Rfprii: a fpecies of 
excife in the mode of colleffing the public 
revenue immediately ftarted up, and be¬ 
came fo extremely opprcfTive, that ** a 
man eftiemcd himfelt' fortunate if, on 
** receiving a calk of foreign wiiu, he 
** could in the whole day leek out and 
dilcQver all the different ofBces at which 
** lie mull pay, and obtain in the even- 
** ing, with a dozen little tickets In his 
** hand, aperuiifTion to put his wine into 
bis cellar.*’ 

The King however frequently checked 
tho leveliiy exeiciled by tbcle new coilec- 
tois by refufing to latify thelj: decrees. 
Upon one occalion they had condemned 
a Ibldier to pay a fine of tOo crowns for 
^Micealingafew pounds of tobacco. Tiie 
King* 10 whom the fentence was tranf- 
nntt>-d, wrote underneath'it. Before I 
confirm this feHitncCi I J^oiiUi be gUd to 
inow where afoldier^who has only eight 
to live on for five davs^ is to raife 
aoo crtrzvns to pay this fine*' l‘he txpe- 
iience indcul ot a few yeats convinced 
the King that the fyffrm of jiirii'prudence 
W'li'ch he had .idf^pted w.sfai fiom being 
that which he labouted fo anxiuuAv to et- 
teil. Tribunals of iuftice,” obferves 
.the Kbig, fhould be convinced that the 
low li peafant, nay the meanclt beggar i^ 
a man as weh at the King, and that juf* 
lice (hould he rendered to all. In the 
fight of Jultice all men aic eqiial \ the 
ptafant to the Prince, and the Prince to 
.ibepeafant, when compiaints are made by 
one againft the other. In tlieie cafes they 
jLoolda^i according to the rules ot‘ equi¬ 
ty# withoutdiftiiiQion of perlons. A tii- 
,bunal that commits injuftjee iv moie daa- 
gcroua and mure to- be <h ended tiian a baud 
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of' robbers: pmautiAns iRsiy 
againft robberst but no mtn it infahlw. * 
againft knaves who eitvetope themfeHii 
in the rol>c of Juftice to fatisfy tjieir cH^ 
mmal paflions,” In fhoh, Fredcriclr 
foon felt that he was ftill remote from his 
objc'ft, and that all the a£livity of tlie 
Frederician Code would prove itifufficient 
codHtroy the hydra of chicanery j and' 
an affair which attramd a veiy general 
attention, proves how much the King Jiad 
grown di^)atl^fied with all his tribuusu. 
The mill of a man named Amohl, waa 
fitiiatcd on n (mail riVor near the villago 
of Pommerzig, which palled above in* 
mill through die eftate of ui provincial 
Counleilor. The Councilor ibme years 
l>efore had made a fllh-pond in his gaT<a 
den which he fupplied with water train 
the river^ and into which he again con« 
du£ted It by means of anotner nvuiei. 
AtHdd pretended that this pond rob¬ 
bed him of the water neceflary for his 
milt, and hindered him from grinding dur« 
ing a great pait of the year. Under this 
ptciexr, be rcfuf.s to pay Count Sehmet- - 
tail, of whom he farmed the mill, the 
quantity of corn Ibpulated in rhe contrafi. 
Schmettau attacks him judicially, and the 
Miller is condemned. Arnold, notwuhi* 
ftanding, refilling payment, rxeciitioti^ 
follows i the mill is IbJa, and he appcala * 
tu the King. Frederick refers it to Com* 
miflioners, who, after examiuation,-coiw 
firm ihe forircr lentenco. The MilUr 
again complains, a.id Ficderick, matifWd 
at his truitieis attempts to reform the ad* 
minirti-ationof juftice, dil'miffos hitChaiv- 
cellor, fends foine of the Cbunfellors to 
priibn, and hanilhes others i though he al- 
inwards acknowletiges himfelt to have 
a£led too precipitately. 

1 1 he temporal y diiorder and difborUent 
introduced by the mercenaiy policy of

We would Dotwilhf however^ todero- 
gatt^rom the merit of a work which we 
ronfmer as the very firft and beft of its 
kindl Some d.fci!ils there necellarily 
mud be in a work of fuch an cicteniive 
nature as this, but our duty to the pub 
lie obliges us to point them out; and par¬ 
ticularly when the authors of them are 
men of litciary eminence, becaufc their 
miftakes aic commonly fandtihed by their 
eharaAer. Having given a hncf view of 
his performance, Mr. Shcrid.in thus re¬ 
markably apologizes for it. 

But it may be alked," fays he. 

what right the author has to alTuine to 
himfelfthc office of a legiflator on this 
occafion ; and what his pretcnfions arc to 
cftablini an abfolutc ftandard in an arti¬ 
cle, which is far from being in a fettled 
Hate among any clafs of peoylc f it is 
well known, that there is a great diver¬ 
sity of pronunciation of the fame words, 
not only in individuals^ but in whole bo¬ 
dies of men. Tlut there are fome adopt¬ 
ed by the Univerficies. fome prevail at 
the bar, and fome in the Senate houfe. 
That the propriety of thefe fevcral pro¬

^hac of French at the Court of Verfailles. 
This pro 4 uccd g uniformity in tbaf arti¬ 


cle in all the polite circles $ and a geatia* 
man or lady would have beeQ as much 
aOiamcd of a wrong pronuncMtioat tbem 
as perfons of a liberal educatiofi would 
now be of mif-fpelling words. Bdt on 
the acceffion of a foreign family to rilo 
throne, amid the many bleifings confetti 
by that happy event, the Kngliih lauf* 
guage fuflered much by being baniflicd 
the Court, to make room for the French* 
From that time the regard formcily paid to 
proDunciarioD has been gradually de« 
dining, fo that now the grcaccll impro<i 
prietics in that point arc to be found 
among people of fafhWn : many pronua? 
ciatiuns, which thiny or forty years ago 
were confined to the vulgai, arc gradually 
gaining gioUnd : and if fomcthing be nut 
done to (lop this growing evil, aiid fix k 
general flandard at prefent, the Englifli 
h likely to become a meie jargon, which, 
every one may pronounce ns he pleafes. 
It is ta be wilUed, that fuch a ftandard 
had l>eeii cRahlilhcd at the period before'^ 
niemioned, as it is probable, that Englifh 
was then fpoken in its highcR Rate of 
perfedtion. Nor is it yet too late to re¬ 
cover it in that vety Rate. It was my 
foitunc to receive the early part of my 
education under a mafter, who made that 
a material objeft of inRruAion to the 
youth committed to his care. He was Hif 
iniimate friend, and chofen companion 
of Swift; who had paiTcd great part of 
his life in a familiar intercourse with t!^ 
moR diftmgulfhed men oftheegr, whe^ 
ther for rank or genius. Emincflt as he 
was for the purity and accuracy of hii 
Ryle, he was not more attentive to that 
point in writing, than lie was to exaA- 
nsfs c.r pronunciation in fpeaking. Nor 
could he bear to hear any miftakes com¬ 
mitted by his friends in that refpedt, with¬ 
out corrcAing them* I had the happi- 
nefs to be much with* him in the early 
pare of my life, and for fevcril months 
read to tiim three or four hours a davt 
receiving Rill the benefit of his iiiRruc-' 
tion. I have fince had frequent oppor¬ 
tunities of being convinced thata unifor* 
mity of pronunciation had prevailed at 
the Court of Queen Anne, by comparing 
Swift's wkh that of many diftinguifhed 
perfonages who wcie there initiated into 
life i among the number of whom were 
the Duke of Dorfet and the Earl of Chefl 
tei field ; and that very pronunciation it 
Rill the cuftomary one among thedcfccA^ 
dams of all the politer part of the world 
bred in that reign. Upon inteRigating 
the principles on which the proaundation 
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flfilMitime wm fomtd, I found that 
there were no nilet laid down for 
kl Mgabtiottt yet tliere wag a fecret in* 
mkf y eonfttntly operating, 
'wihich ettra&ed tae diflerent words ac- 
dtelnig Co their fereral clafleg, to itielf as 
tfwir center. And white there were any 
^eriaimsfrom that analogy, the anoma- 
lk» mtrt fbonded upon the beft principle 
hf whkh t^ch can be regulated, that 
Of prcfcrnng the pronunciation which 
the tnoft eafy to the organs of fpeech, 
and oonkqaently moft agreeable to the 
Mr. So far tho author hat laid open hit 
pcccenhoni, upon a fuppotition that pro¬ 


nunciation depended only upon enftodt 
and fafhion. But when he adds, that he 
is the firft who erer laid open the pHn- 
dples upon which our pronunciation is 
founded,and the rules by which it is regu* 
kted, he hopes the elaim he has laid in to 
the office he has undertaken, will not be 
conAdered as either vain or prefumptu* 
ous.”

The rougher it is, the further it 
will go; and' the more acceptable cuftom 
has rendered it* not to the workmen only* 
but to their makers: the cider which is 
drank in this, ahdall the cider countries* 
with fo much avidity and in fuch quan¬ 
tity, is*a very difictent liquor to that 
which is drank in the reft of the king¬ 
dom. A palate accuflomcd to ** fwcet 
cider’** would judge the rough cider*’ 

. of the firm houics to be a mixture of vi- 
negar and water* with a little dilTolved^, 
ailum to give it a roughnefs. / 

“ Men in general, however* whm 
palates arc fet to rough cider* confer 
the common fweet fort as an effemmate 
bcvcrai;c; and rough cider, pro^rly 
manufa^luved, is probably the more ge¬ 
nerous liquor; beingdeemed more whole- 
fonic, to habits in general, tHan ftveer 
cider — even when genuine. That 
which is drank in the kingdom at large* 
is too frequently adulterated. The ** ci- 
derman'* camiQt afford to lofe a hog(hcad: 
if it will not^^o, it muft be doHortcC^x 
or if found* it may not be fwcet enough 
for the palate of his cuflomers; nor high 
enough coloured to pleafc the cy^; but 
the aquifitc colour and fwcetnefs* he 
buds,* arc eafily communicated. 

“ The great art, however, in manu- 
fadluring fruit liquors, whether rider or 
perry, is that of gratifying the palate and 
the eye wi^h the juices of the fruit alone. 
And'filthaugh faimcrsin general* more 
particulaily the lower daft, are vciy defi- 
cientinthe management of rhcirliquors,-x 
there arc men* dpccially among the more 
fubftantial ygomanry* and the principal 
farmers who fermert thdr own liquors 
for fale, that are fur advanced on the line 
of right management. 

** Unfortunately, however, thefe men, 
priding ihemfdvcs, rtfpcdlrvcly, on the 
lupcrinrity of their liquor (more perhaps 
than on any other produce of their ellates) 
become jealous of their art* and are no% 
fufiicicjatly communicative with, each 
other* Hence the dilTereace in their fe- 
verel prafliccs * and hence the prefent 
impcrfedlion of the art. For althou^ 
each man may produce good liquor i» 
his turn, no oue* ihd:cvci^ prtundi to* 
unifonn fuicefi fo produce liqtjSr of 
the hrft quality* wik c^rla/Wy.

The article enndudes with gevehal 
ORShRVATIONS ON FKGIT L^QlfOR, 
AS AN onjECl OK RURAL ECONOMY. 
Thefe obfeivatioiis, however, are too 
loflg to he here inlertcd entire. We will 
i-xtrad what is faid of the egrd of fruit 
ines on the grounds they nu This, 
our author fays, “ depends much on the 
dtflance they arc planted from each other; 
as well as on the width of their heads, 
and the height of thefe from.thc giound- 
L{)w-fprcading ticcs, planted in clofe or¬ 
der, efpccially if full of wood, aie ruin¬ 
ous to the crops which are under them; 
drawing up corn weak and fpiritlefs ; and, 
by deploying or checking the better 
herbage, give grafs what is called a four- 
Acfs; entirely clun^g the quality of the 
herbage. On the ^trary,tall-flcmmed 
lofty trees, kept within due bounds, thin 
of wood, and (landing at fuitable diflanccs, 
will admit of corn growing beneath rhemj 
efpccially while yzmng; and, under 
ahefe ciicumftanccs, are much Icfs inju- 
nous-tografs (except in autumn with their 
leaves) than reafon may fuggeft. Befide, 
VoL. XVI. 
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an advocate for fruit grounds might ar« 
gue, that the trees feed, in part at lead, 
below the corn mould, or vegetative lira- 
rum ; fo that the hulbandman might ifb 
faid to be reaping two crops at the fame 
time from the fame land ; one the pro¬ 
duce of the foil, the other of the fubllra- 
tum ; whofc trcafurcs, without the 11 resi 
would be loft to him. There is proba¬ 
bly feme truth in this idea. 

‘‘ Upon the whole, 1 think we may 
fairly conclude, that, by cncreafing the 
better fruits, and by purfuing propci ma¬ 
nagement throughout, the fruit grounds 
and orchards of thefe counties might be 
rendered a fource of riches to them, and 
ar the fame time be a benefit to the na¬ 
tion at large-*' 

Having gone through the ** Particu¬ 
lars of Improvement icquifitc to the Ac- 
quifition of thefe Advantages,’* he con¬ 
cludes this article, and the fecund vo¬ 
lume, with tliefe remarks : , 

“ A reform of this magnitude, how¬ 
ever, niuft not, for various reafons, be 
expelled from the tenantry^ Fiuit trees, 
as an objeifl of rural economy, clafs with 
woodlands and hedges : they arc fixtures 
belonging to the premifes.—The tenant 
has only the life of them, perhaps for a , 
time uncertain. His objea of courfe is 
prefent profit. It therefore behoves the 
proprietor, who has a permanent intcreft 
inrhem, to look forwaid to future advan¬ 
tages, • 

“ The great obi0£ls of the reform 
would be, to free the eftate from unpro¬ 
fitable encumbrances; to flop the c^ux 
of infeiior liquors; which, by finding 
their w'ay to market, bring general dif- 
crcdit on Knglisii fruit liul'ORS: 
and, above all, to encrcafe the quantity 
of liquors of the firft quality • that tlicir 
riclincfs, their flavor, and their generous 
difpofition may be univcifally known 
that the demand may be in conrequence 
enlarged, the prices be raifed, the valuo' 
of eftates augmented, and the profperity 
of thefe counties propoitionally en- 
creafed.*' 

Upon the whole, we wnll not hefitatc 
to prcdi£V, that the Rural Kcouqiny of 
Giocefterfhire, though inferior, perhaps, 
in point of real importance to fomc othef 
of Mr. Marlhall's works, will, in ih* 
nature of the fubjcfls contained, and the 
manner in which they are treated, be rlia 
mod popular book he has yet written^

^HOUGH we new proceedi according 
* ^ to prumife, to point out feme of the 
moft ftnking lieHUties^ and to lay before 
our readers foineof the moft entertaining 
charaflers in the fetond volume of this 
vfcful work» it may be ncceffary to re- 
'snind them, tliat the limits of our own 
publication have obliged us to pafs over 
a variety of well-drawn chara 61 ers in the 
firft volume, which will be found upon 
a perufal of the whole to be equally new, 
interelfing, and important. 

A difeovery of the real charaflcr and 
difpofition of Zeluco having detached the 
vnoft refpeflable of the men from his fo- 
ciety, and rendered him at laft odious to

After a hafe attempt to obtain the amia¬ 
ble and accompliflied Lama on difhonour-

wliich lead to this fatal union are related 
with f reat dejicacy in the three firft 
chaptei's of the fecond volume, and muft 
affe^ eveiy heart capable of feeling the 
full force ot filial piety and afFe£lioa.

free that worthy woman from prefent dif- 
iiculties, and prevent her future life from 
being imhittered with penury, which her 
elegant tade and liberal dirpudtion could 
fo ill endure;** Laura^de^ Seidlitz facri- 
fices lier own inclinationH, and Hides her 
averdon to the perfidious, cruel, iucon- 
fiant, but. rich Zeluco. 

The future incidents of the lives of 
this ill-matched pair are wtought into a ic- 
gular, intereding, and pathetic moral talc, 
which eondufis us to the final catudrophe; 
and in the fall of Zeluco, the fatal con* 
hottenen of impetuofity of temper, of 
diilipatioD, of fenfuali^, and of crinitnal 
intrigue, are exhibited in a niaderly man¬ 
ner I* but wc hope fof the bouour of hu¬ 


man nature that few, if any, fuch com- 

E lctc villains really exift in the circles of 
igh life, amidft tlie polifhed inhabitants 
of the capitals of the civilized nations of 
Europe. The tragic feene of drangling 
his cnlld feems to be a little outre ; but 
we mud excufe the too ftrong colouring 
of the piece, in favour of the excellence of 
the dtngn ; and, upon the whole, we ihall 
find tliat our prefenl moral painter does 
not fall fiiort of his great piedeceflbrs, 
Richardfon and Fielding. Vice meets 
with its proper punilhment in this life, in 
the perfon of Zeluco ^ and virtue with 
its due reward in the final happy edablilh- 
ment of Laura, after his death. 

So mucli for the main plot, of which 
we hope to have faid enough to excitecu- 
riolity, while we have avoided taking that 
ungenerous meafure, loo often adopted, 
of pillaging an author under the mafkof 
reviewing his work. The duly of Zelu¬ 
co mud be read entire, as it came from the 
pen of Dr. Moore j and wc are happy to 
find (he Public in the fame opinion by fo 
early a demand for a new edition i but 
with fome of the detached charaflers we 
may make more free for the entertainment 
of our readers, as it will ferve to give 
them asi idea of the varions lourccs of 
amuieidhnt comprifed in this pei foi mance, 
in fome meafure independent of the hUlo-* 
ry of Zeluco and Laura. 

The little attention paid by (bme yoiflig 
Englifh gentlemen to the piincipal ubjt6i9 
for which l^iey are fent to make the lour 
of Europe, is exemplified with much hu¬ 
mour in the following trait i—** Signora 
Sporza diove to Mr. N-«—’s lodgings, 
and calling for Buchanan, told him (he 
had bufinefs of importance with his maf- 
ter, and would wait for him till he came 
home. Buchanan (hewed her into a room 
adjoining to Mr. Steele's dreding-room, 
and feparated from it by a very crazy par¬ 
tition. Steele was there, with Mr. Squan¬ 
der, and Ibme other young Engliibmen, 
Signora Sporza bearing their voices, 
thought (he didin^ifticd that of Mr. 
N——, “ No,** (aid Buchanan, ** it is 
a paity of young gentlemen who are tak* 
ing a courfe of Roman antiquities (at 
Rome) 2 they wait at preient for the anti*, 
qiiarian who Indrufls them ^ but it ia mj 
qpiaion, if the poor man piofict uo mom 
by tbem than they do by his leflures, hswUl 
fooA bt in a date of perfect ftarvation.**

Italy* Mr* Bronze had been recommend¬

Bronze is deferibed as one of thofe gof- 
fiping companions who know every body* 
are of every body’s opinion* and are al¬ 
ways ready to laugh at every body’s joke $ 
who neftle themftlves into the intima¬ 
cy of men of fortune and rank* al¬ 
low therofelves to be laughed at* are in- 
vited on that account* or to fill a vacant 
gh^ir at the t»bl^ fornttimps merely. 


to afford the landlord the comfort of hav* 
ing at lealt one perfon in the company of 
inferior underllanding to himfelf* wholo' 
chief employment is to fetch and carry 
tittle-tattle* and who become at length 
it were one of the family* and are alter¬ 
nately carefled and abufed like any other 
fpanicl in it. This perfon had many 
years ago come to Italy with a party of 
young Rnglifli* who as they polled thro’ 
the country dropped him Gck at Ferrara ;

My fondnefs for hunting and (hooting) 
and if* by you^Lordlhip's favour* 1 could 
obtain a tolerable living in a hunting 
• county* I fhould think myfeJf extremely 
happy- The bufincfs of a clergyman| 
continued he* as your Lord/hip knows* 
from many examples, is no way incom¬ 
patible' with a pafiion fpr thofe maply 
amufements, without which 1 am furelife 
would feem a very dull affair in my eyes.’* 

** But there are certain duties of a cler¬ 
gyman* faidthe Peer* which in fome ppo-| 
pit’s eyes are nor exceedingly entermin- 
ing.*' “ 1 ibould think them no great hard- 
ihips* my Lord* faid Steele. In cafp of 
the indifpofition of my curatr|On particular 
occafipns* 1 have no manner of obje^ion 
to reading prayers, or to preaching-’* 

Tho’ the edge or this fttirc is in fome 
ipepfure taken off by his declaring that he 
W'at preparing himfelf by proper ftudiei 
for the (acred oftce* We fear the paffio^ 
foe ^uul^ koa lh<xKin|| in farting 

^ couqtrk^ 
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Coiantrles is the predominant one with 
moft of the clergy. 

We (hall now (lightly touch upon one 
of the moft entertaining and truly charac* 
ceriftic (ketches in the whole work. 

Mr- N— had a fervant out of 11very 
named Buchanan^ a native of the weftern 
part of Scotland* and educated in whig 
principles. Captain Seidlitz was attend¬ 
ed by a native of the North Highlands of 
Scotland, whofe name was Duncan Target 
he was an elderly man, and in his youth 
had cfcaped to the continent with his hrft 
mailer, a nohlcman who had been en¬ 
gaged in the rebellion of 1745* Attach¬ 
ed to the intereftsofihe uufottunarc Houfe 
of Stuart from his cradle,his political fen- 
timents differed in the extreme from thofe 
of Buchanan. Having recognized c:ich 
other as countrymen at Rome, upon the 
return of their relpeflive mafters to Na¬ 
ples* a great intimacy and cordial fricnd- 
Ihip took place between them, which pro¬ 
bably would never have been interrupted 
»f they had (leered clear of politics, that 
common fubje£l of difeord, animofity, 
and quarrels* between the neareft and 
dcarcil relations and friends, whether 
Englifli or Scotch. Their mafters being 
engaged in a party to dine at Poitici*and 
pot requiring their attendance, Suchor 
nan invited his countryman to dine with 
him; and after dinner, as neither of 
them were enemies to thcbottle,they pu(h- 
edit about pretty bri(kly,and thi^conver- 
fation became every moment more and 
more animated. While they talked ^of 
abfent friends, of the romantic beauties 
Of their country, of tlie great men it had 
produced, they were in perfeft unifon i 
and when Targe had lung fcpic favourite 
old Scotch fougs, they were as happy as 
mortals could be; nay, they even pro¬ 
ceeded to difeufs fome imporrant political 
points, fuch as the hereditary right of the 
exiled family, the policy of the limita¬ 


tions of the Crown at the Rerolution, 
the advantages and difadvantaget of ttke 
Union, and the wifdom of the Britiib 
nation in adhering to the family it hat 
placed on the throne* with found Judfis- 
ment and equal good temper! but at 
length, as is moft commonly the cafe in 
political difputes, the fubjcfl of the leaft 
courcquenceto the welfare of their coun¬ 
try, of themfelves, or of pofterity* pro¬ 
duced foul language, a challenge, and a 
duel with broad-fwordspn the ui(lanr,whca 
Targe cut poor Buchanan nJmoft to pieces. 
And upon whataccount? Hecaufe Bucha¬ 
nan had fupponed the veracity and incegri* 
tyof his name-fakctUchifturianinthc cha- 
ra6ler he gives of Mary Q^cen of Scots : in 
his rage, he caUed her a w — ; upon 
which Targe called him a liar, and taxed 
the hiftorlan with want of common ho- 
nefty, for blackening thereputation of the 
moft l>eautiful and accompli (hed Princeft 
. that ever fat on a throne. Whoever rc- 
cotlc6ls that the prefs -hat of late ye.u‘« 
groaned beneath the weight of this end- 
Icfs and ufelcfscontrovcrfy, cannot but be 
highly pleafed with the ingenious method 
our fcnftbic author has taken to repro¬ 
bate it. 

It is now time to clofc this article, 
which cannot be done with more propi ic-^ 
ty than by recommending the chara^lcr 
of Bertram, the fon of a clergyman ofGc- 
Deva,and once an officer in the Spanilh fer- 
vice, to thofe young gentlemen who have 
indulged an early talle for di(#pation» 
and particularly'for the falhionable vice 
of gaming, by which they may be re¬ 
duced to diftrelTcd circumftanccs. The 
propriety of Bertram’s condu^ in various 
perplexing Atuations, his fortitude, ho¬ 
nour and integrity, and his maxims and 
rcHc6lions exhibit human nature in its 
moft attra^ing and perfc^l (late on this 
fide the grave, but by no means beyond 
the reach of imitation.

^*pH£ fecond volume of this valuable 
colleflion opens with an account, by 
M. Sylvefter de Sacy, of an Arabian 
Manuferipr, entitled, *'The Book of the 
Wandering Stars} containing the Hiftory 
of Egypt and Cairo $ by the Scheik 
Schemfeddm Moham med-ben Abilforoiit 
al Bakert al Sidiki.'* This work 
contains the Hiftory of £gy(>t from 
before the Deluge 10 the year 165s ; hut 
the learned author of the “ Account*' 
pivea «a only that part of il^e Hiftoty 


winch treats of the Egyptian alF.iirs under 
the Ottoman government. 

The ingenious ScbefJt does not, how. 
ever, confine htmlelfto the civil hiftory of 
his native country, once the peculiar (eat 
of arts and fciences ; he difeourfet ilfo 
of its natural hiftory, topography, anti¬ 
quities, and wonders. Of the laft, he 
juftly reckons the N/Ie as the chief; and 
^ivet a lar^^ and entertaining detail of 
the ceremonies which anciently accompa¬ 
nied the opening of tltt (luiceof t^egreat 

canal 
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canal. This account we ihall take leave 
H» l.iy before our readers. '* When the 
ckvntion uf the Nile reaches Hxteen dhira 
(-fach of thcf'e nicafurcs, the author fays, 
is to the twelfth, cight-and-tweMtjr fin¬ 
ger^} but above the twelfth they are 
smiy twenty four fingers) they begin to 
open the fiuices, to introduce the water 
on the land, and into all the canals of 
Egypt: that day is a FefiivaL Former¬ 
ly, beFoie they had dug the canal Hike- 
mi, the opening was ina<ie at the canal 
Khalidj Aleaniara« I'here was in this 
otacu a turret, in which Hie Khalif or the 
Frince placed hiinlelf for the opening of 
the canal. This day being anivetl, the 
Sultan or his L’.eucenant went out ot the 
Caftle on horfeliack, and repaired to the 
tmcicnt M'fr, on cite fhore of the Nile, at 
the place called Dartlnohas, where he 
alighted. He found two boats, both 
skeorated with the name of the Sultan, 
and fet off with vniious ornaments. He 
entered with the moft difiingnifhed per- 
Ions of bis retinue in the firfi of chefe 
boats called harraka \ the other, which 
wore the name ot dhalthta^ was for the 
reft of his train. At the fanie place a 
Taft number of other bark«, of difFi^rme 
fixes, were ready, and fumptnoufly deco¬ 
rated for the reception of the Emirs and 
ojicers to which they belong. The boat 
•f the Sultan, attended by all the others, 
repaited to the tlland of Koudha. This 
ifiand, fituated over-againft Mifr-elatick, 
between the great arm of the river and 
that which' patfesat the loot of this city, 
was filled with houfes and palaces. The 
Sultan having landed on this ifland, re¬ 
mounted on horleback, and prefenttd 
himlelf at the nitomccer placed in the 
middle of the bed of the rivrr ; he entered 
it with Ins attendants, and f'eattered iaf- 
frun, fteejieii with innik and lole-waier ; 
and, after having laid his prayers, a mag- 
mficent rcpalt was lit before him. I'he 
STpaft being over, the boat was drawn 
near to the giate of the nilometer, which 
w.is covered with its gilt hangings. He 
entered it, and i-erurned wth all the other 
boats Hut had accompanied him, wiih 
the found of cannon and mufical inftni- 
inents. Arriving near Mifr, he caufed 
bis boat to be conveyed towaids the 
vrouch of the canal which enters Cairo. 
On bis whole route by Itnd, as well as on 
fhe river, in going and returning, he 
threw about gohlen pieces,and diftiibuted 
lo the people fruit!>, confrflionary, and 
loch like. The flnife he was to direft to 
be opened was a kind uf c.irthen wall 
TaifeU o^ipofiie the budge. The Sultan, 
c*r be that jTpnT.uited him, gave the 
fignti with a lupkiu lo the pcopls 


charged to open ikem^ who held ftiovels 
in their hands ; immediately they fell to 
work on the fliiice, which wai thrown 
down in an inftant : the Sultan re¬ 
mounted his horfe, and returned to his 
caftle. Since Egypt has been under the 
Ottoman feeptre, it is the Beglerbeg 
(Governor) who difchargcs this ceremo¬ 
ny : he comes out of the citadel in the 
morning, and tepairs to Boulac, where 
lie finds boats oriMnientcd and prepared 
fur him, and for the Emirs ami Sandjacs, 
oppofireto the aifi nal. He fails attended 
by all the barks \ and during tha^ time 
a great nunibci of c.innuns are difeharged \ 
the Beglciheg goes up the river to the 
nilometei, in theifijiid of Roudha ^ that 
happens whe-n the elevation ftill wants 
twenty fingeis of fixteen dhira; and he 
remains in the nilometer tint!) it leaches 
this degree of height: if the clevatioQ 
goes on 11 )w!y, he continues there one or 
two days after this term. Meanwhile 
boats are prepared ; they expofe thofe fi¬ 
gures w'hich the people call aroufsj (or 
bf»rothcd) and which they fet up with 
care ; and they give themfcives up to all 
kinds of plays and diverfions. On the 
day when tiic Beglerbeg is to prefide at 
the opening of the Unices, he gives, before 
fun^nfe, ^ great banquet to the Sandjacs, 
to the Tfehaoufehs, to theMntefarrakas, 
and to I he Ollier troopa in the garrifon* 
After the repaft, he diftributes caftans to 
the Cafehef, to the Scheikh of the Ara¬ 
bians of Dfjdze, to the intendant of pro- 
vifions, and to fcvcral other ofticersof the 
military and police. He then enters the 
bolts with all his attendants, repairs to « 
the fiiiice with the beat of di urns, which 
he orders to he opened, and pafics through 
the opening on bis r tui n to the Caftle.'* 
This article Is followed with extiafls, 
by M-G^illaid, fiom a MS. entitled, 
Emballies.'* Three of thefe are nc- 
gociations between Loys I. Duke of An¬ 
jou, and Henry King of Caftile; and 
between the fame toys and the Prince, or 
Judge, (as he is here called)of Arburea, 
(an ancient city in ihe ift.ind of Sardinia) 
in the years 1377 and 1388. The fourth 
is of nu ft ronliquince, being a “ Narra¬ 
tive of the Death «f Richard II. King of 
England,"—This piece gives a very good 
account ol that unhappy Prince's reign^ 
and relates circumllauccs which have 
efcap^-d the notice of all our hiftorians. 
Ot the King’s impriiontnent in Flint 
caftle, and of his pathetic exclamations 
there, a very lull and moving defcription 
is here given. He was afterwards re¬ 
moved to Pontefraft caftle, where lie died, 
Some hiftorians fay, that he kil 1 e 4 
hlmielf; others, tbat he was ftarved ta 

death 
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4 mth I but many fay, that he wat alTaili- 
naied bv order of Henry IV, that he de. 
fended himfelf bravely, and fold his life 
dear. Our manufcript confii ms this laft 
account, and relates it as follaws : 

** A Knight, named Peter D’Ex* 
ton, or Exton, Tent by King Henry, 
arrived at Pomlret Caftle, with feven 
other aflTallins. Richard was »t table. 
Exton called the carver, and gave him 
orders, on the part of Henry, not to tafte 
the meat lerved at Richard's table, as he 
had been accullomed to doc /or,*' 
faid he, ** te ey/// not eat much more^ 
Richaid perceiving his carver omit this 
ceremony, ordered him to perform it. 
The carver fell on bis knees, andalledged 
what Exton had commanded him, on 
the part of Henry. Richard, l^ing 
his patience, ftruck the carver with a 
knife that was on the table, faying. 
Goto the <tevil, thee, and thy Lancal^ 
ter.*' Exton came in at this noifc, with 
his leven men aimed. At this light 
Richaid pulhed down the table, darted 
into the midlf of the eight aifadins, 
fnatched a battle-axe from one of them, 
laid four ul them dead at his feet, to the 
great terror of the others ; when Exton, 
attacking him from behind, gave him a 
fti'oke on the head. With this* he fell, 
crying to God for mercy, and Exton 
gave him another drake on the head. 
Thus died the nohli: King Richaid, 
widiout having conleHed hiiiifsilf, which 
was much to be lamented. * 

** Exton himfelf appeared terriited at 
his crime. He fat down by the hde of 
the body, and began to wccp, faying, 
i\la8 ! what have we dune ? We have 
put to dciith him who^swas our Sove¬ 
reign Lord for twenty-two years. Now 
have I Jod my honour $ nor Hull I 
ever find a couatry to which I can Hy 
from reproHcli.*'—This hoirid murder 
was committed on Twelfth-day, in the 
year 1400. 

The manufcript gives, likewife, an 
account of the dieatlTui punidiments in- 
£iAed upon the unfoitunate Richard’s 
adherents ; and it enters fo minutely 
into the circumdancea, as Ihews that the 
author was an e3‘e-witner8 of the lafts he 
rel.ites. Upon the whole, this aiticle, 
even in its prefent form, is a valuable 
acuuilition to our Englilh hid<>iy. 

We are next prelented with ** The 
Hiftory of the Reigns 6f Charles Vi I 
and Louis XI. by Amelgard, a Pried 
of Liege, in the middle ot the Fifteenth 
century." 

This is a copious performance, and 
throws fomc confiderable Hght upon the 
Fitnch and Engliih biftory cf thoie 


timet. « The ftilc,'* according to ML 
du Thiel, the author of the account, ** ia 
clear, elevated, and piecife, though th« 
Latinityis nut always puie, and in maay 
places it is far from unpleadng." m 
Wc (hall extraff from this article fuck 
particulars only as are mod intcrelting to 
Knglidi leaders. He aOerts, that at 
the battle of Agincourt, the French array 
was four times as numerous as that of 
the Englidi. He lelates, but without 
any confirmation, that Heniy, before he 
relblved on giving battle, had offered the 
reftitutiun of Calais, and a large Aim of 
money; and hefays, that when theaflioo 
was judabout to begin, Henry hartiugued 
his army in the following woids: liiavc 
and dear companions, tlie hour is come 
that you mud dgbt, not fur glory and 
‘‘ renown, but fur life. The arrogiiice 
** and ciuehy of the French are well 
known. It IS certain that if, through 
fear and cowardice, you fuffer your« 
feJves to be conejutred, tlity will not 
fpare a man of you, hat will day you 
like fo many dieep. This will not be 
my fate, nor that of the Princes of 
my Blood; for the enemy will be 
more careful to preferve u«>, from the 
hopes of obtaining a large ranlums 
than they will be eager tu dedroy us. 
But you have no reiource but in your 
courage ; nor can you fjatier your* 
lelvcs that the thiidof gain will induce 
a nation that bears you the Itrungelt 
and mod inveterate hatn'^ tu Ipaie 
your lives. If then you chink lilt 
preferable to death, remember, like 
heroes, the blood from which ye 
fpiung, the glory aud fame that the 
Englid) have acquired in war, aii<| 
fight like brave and valiant men, for 
the prelervation of your lives.*’ 

The abridged relation Amelgai'd 
gives of the troubles in England, at tha 
return of the Dukes of York and Somer* 
let, by nj means agrees with that of 
other hidui'ians. If we may believe him, 
Somerfet did not fall in the battle of St. 
Alban's (anno 1455} as aimed all wri. 
ters lay, but was knocked on the head at 
an inn, whv^re he had a kind of ifirervi««r 
with the Duke of York. The King 
(Henry VI.) was wounded with an 
airow on this occadon. I'he Duke of 
York brought him to London, an 4 
remained there (bme time mrifter. Shortly 
after, obliged to quit that city, he railed 
an army, but war, in a dill fhorter timcp 
under the neceflity of feeking a rcconcilia* 
tion with the King. H« obtained hi$ 
pardon, but was obliged to enter LoihIoa 
in an ignominious manner, going beforr 
tkc King, with his head octwef^ 
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two prelaUt or peers of the realm .—All 
thcJe relations^ however, are Ur from 
<xa£^,arecoDfuicd, given in an irregular 
order of time, ahd not well authenticated. 

'{his i* followed hy an account of a 
^ediih Manufi;n]>t Chronicle, beginning 
with the rei^n ot Eric 1 . (about A, D. 
too) and concluding with that of Chril- 
tian II. (A. D. 15x0}* 

The author ot this Chronicle, 0 !af 
Pe(n, appears to have been a nun of 
integiity,and of great liberality ol fenti- 
sneiit. His work is very defc 61 ive in 
the early times/' lays tneeditoi,M. de 
Keratio, **• but moie exa£l in the middle 
age ** He blames ihc Swedish and Daiuili 
wiiters for having praifed in their ancc- 
ttors the fpiiit ol cunqueft; and always 
gives pacific Princes thcgreatell eulogis. 

Ouriea«lei8 will not be difplcaied with 
the following ftory of ilie daughter of 
Eric, who was King of Sweden in the 
third century. 

Kiic had only one daughter, 
named 72 )or^or^» who, difdaining the 
ordinary feminine occupations, confe. 
crated hcrfclf, f*om her earlicft yci^ia, to 
all the excrciies of war. When hei 
father had fettled an efiate on her, Hie 
took man's habit, the cuirafs, helmet, 
and fword j changed her name from that 

'TAorborg, and took the title of King. 
She Axed her refidence at Oulleroker, 
((Jllerakei) and received with didin^iiou 
all warlike people that came tu her couit, 
as longa^they had no intentions of mar* 
riage. 

** A warrior famed for his valour 
reigned in the WelUrn Gothland ; his 
name was Rdf* The foveuign power he 
was veiled with did not belong to him by 
right of nature; but Kiettil, his elder 
brother, had the generufity to yield it to 
him, as be knew lunilelf inferior to Rolf 
in the rcquifitc qualities for a good Go¬ 
vernor* Kicttil knowing ot no wife 
fhac might fuit his brother better than the 
Princefs of Sweden, advifed him to afk 
her in marriage. Kolf having at Arft 
obtained iheconfcnt of King Eric, went 
to prefent himidf to Thorborg, covered 
with one arm, and fword in hand t the 
demand was as lloutly rejected as it was 
made. T^orborg anfweied, that it had 
never been her intention tuturn a drudg. 
sng woman, or a maid, to any onej and 
ib^, having taken up her weapons, and 
aimed her people, forced this pretender to 
make hla retreat. Ji>dgingy however, 
.that a warrior like Rolf would not be 
fri^rened from hisenterpriae, fhe ha. 
filled to encompafs her hoiife with an 
' WbttftchmeDt Eric gave pcrmidluo. to 
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this Prince to efTeft bis projeA at any 
rate s he returned therefore, at the head 
of a numerous troop, and after repeated 
fruit left attacks leaped over the en- 
tieuchment. Surprized to And nobody 
therein, and to fee only tables covered 
with all kinds of diflies, he was foon 
awaie that a fecrei palVage had favoured 
the flight of the Pnncels, and that thole 
diflu'S were left there only as a tempta- 
tum in their wny on the purfuit. Every 
corner was ledi chedout ; they difeovered 
the entrance of a fubtcrr.'int'ous paffage s 
they traced it, and at the other extremity 
they law Thoi borg and her tioop in order 
ot battle. 1 he combat was hot, and for 
foiue time uncertain 1 viflory at laif 
declared fui the i'liiicc, and Thoilvig 
became his piiforer. She was treated 
with the greated refpeft, and repaiicd to 
Upfal, to her fathei, where flie quitted 
her man's dielk, and married her con- 
queroi.'* 

This curious and Important article is 
followed hy “ An Account of the Cri. 
minal Piocefs agahdl Robeil of Artois, 
Count de Btaumont, Peer of France. 
Among the MSS. of Brienne. By M. 
de r Avcidy.'* The origin of this pro- 
cefs was a Uw-fuit, wherein Robert of 
Aitois was claimant for the pro{>erty of 
the county of Artois, bur be was un* 
fuccefsfu!; and this prompted him to 
engage in s6ls and confpiracies, vi*hich 
ended in bis attainder and banifhinent, 
and the mil^rable deaths of fcvrial of his 
adherents. This was in the beginning 
of the fourteenth century. ^ 

J he collcC'lion is hmflied with an ac. 
count, by M. de Guignes, of an Arabian 
MS. entitled, ¥ The Hifiory of the Ala. 
bek Princes in Syria } by Aboulhaffan 
Aty, fuin.iined Azzeddin, a Writer in 
the Thirteenth Century of the ChriAlan 
AEra.'* This MS. contains the hifiory 
ot the Alabtks, that is, of the Princes 
who have reigned at MoufToul, in Mefo- 
potainia,from the year 477 to 607 of the 
Hegira, that IS, from 1084 to 1210 of 
Jefus ChnA. The whole of this article 
is informing and entertaining; but we 
cannot extrafl any paiticulars from it. 

We have reviewed thefe volumes with 
pleafure, though we cannot lake upon 
ouifcivcs to fpeak much in favour of ths 
tr.inflation. The language is >n many 
places vulgar, and ungrammatical | and

^^HIS is a very intcrefting, entertain- 
ing, and wcll-wntteu performance, 
and is equally worthy the perufai of thole 
who may not, as of thole who may, have 
occafiun to purfiie the fame journey. 

Our author left Madras Sept, ill, 
1787, and arrived at Bulfora, a large 
town on the banks of the Euphrates, Feb* 
*788, from whence he and his com¬ 
pany proceeded in a boat to HilU, builcon 
the feite of ancient Babylon, which they 
reached the 16th of March. On the 18th 
tliey took horfes for Bagdad, where they 
arrived the 20th, and parted with their 
guide, Mecr Joad, of whom tlic follow¬ 
ing account is given. 

He was the fou of a Georgian Have 
hy a Turkiih woman j and having no pa- 
tiimony but his fwotd, cmbaikcd at an 
early period of life in the profcHlon of 
arms. The fir(l militai’y employment he 
tobtained was under an independent Chief, 
sn the country of Scind, from whole fer- 
vices he palTed into that of a Prince in 
Bengal, where he remained many years, 
and became acquainted with the famous 
Monficur Chevalier, the French Gfiver- 
nor of Chandernagore. This gentleman 
being about to convey the large foitunc 
he had amafled to Europe, over land, en¬ 
gaged Mcer Joad to accompang him. 
Their journey was full of hardllfip and 
danger j and in their palTagc over the De¬ 
falt, they were ftcquemly attacked by 
numerous bodies or Arab plunderers, 
whom they rcpulfcd with uncommon fuc- 
cefs. Monlicur Chevalier wa^b well fa- 
tlsfied with Mecr Joad's courage and 
condufl on thefe diHlcuit occafions, that, 
as foon as he arrived in France, he re¬ 
commended him to the French Minillry, 
and excited his intered fo cffcflually in 
bis behalf, as to procure him thecommif- 
fion of a lield-ofliccr m tlic Duke of Lux¬ 
emburg’s legion. In the unluctefsful 
expedition agunll Jcrfey,hc was wound¬ 
ed and taken prifuner Afccradcicntion 
of live months in England, he was ex¬ 
changed, and upon liis return to France , 
was Ironuured by the King with a gold 
medal, expreJiiveof his gallant behaviour. 
The Luxemburg Legion being under or¬ 
ders for the ifland of Ceylon, whither 
Meer load had no inclination to go, he 
religned his commillion in the French 
army, and recurovd to his native city, 
\ 0 L. XVL Z 


Bagdad* Here the fame of his fervice 4 li 
Europe, and letten of recommendation 
from pcifons of high conlcqucnce in 
France, procured him the appointment of 
Captain Bafliaw of the Turkifli fleet at 
BulToi'a, which he held till the captureof 
that place bv Shaik Ithooing* As hia 
condufl on this occafion ixindcrcd hiiu 
liable to fufpicions of having a private 
underflanding with the Arab chief, lie 
thought it prudent to take refuge at 
Bombay, till the Aril emotions of the an¬ 
ger the Balhaw might have conccivid 
againll him lliould have fubfided. His 
whole behaviour, however, during his 
journey with us, was expreflivc qf the moft 
diflrefsful anxiety rei'pcfling the recep¬ 
tion he Ihould meet with on his return- 
FJe was a lufly, perfonablc man, about 
rile age of forry; fpokc the Turkini, Hiu- 
doflan, Arabic, and Ficnch languages 
Well, and fome others impcrfc6lly. He 
was evidently endowed with good natu¬ 
ral abilities, but was totally illiterate ; not 
even polI'eHing the ufeful aits of tending 
and writing, of which he confcflld, and 
regretted his iirnomnce.” 

Our travellers let our, on h ^iTebnrV, 
from Bagdad, the 241!! of March ; the 
party conlilling, befulcs the auilior, of 
Major Macleod, Lieutenant Morris. Ma- 
hommed Aga and Be/.ii Aga, tli^'l'a- 
rai's [or couriers], Maltommcd their 
Turkiih feivant, and Coja Bogos a 1 Ar¬ 
menian merchant. The 3 lit they ‘‘ai- 
nvi-d ut Evril, the anrient Arbela ncir 
which Alexander overthrew D nus. 
This is now a fmall village, but defended 
by a fort, paitly built of mud, and part¬ 
ly of biicks; It fVands on an Hitilicial 
hillock or mound of earth. Thefe emi¬ 
nences, wlftch we had fiequcnt ocrafion 
to obferve in our journey, from the funi- 
larity of their lhape, and ftom their al¬ 
ways flanding finglv on the plains, are 
evidently the produce of human art and 
induflry. It is not unreafonablc to con- 
jctilurc, that they were raifed either to 
preferve the inhabitants from inuuda* 
tions, or to lecure them aiO»inl> a fui*pnzc 
from their enemies.'*—April ad they 
reached Mofiil, a large town feated oa 
the weflein bank of the Tigris! and, 
compaiatively Tpcaking, is the only place ' 
** ofa hantlfoineappeaiance (^fayi the au¬ 
thor) wehavefeen iiocc we leic Bagdad.

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iidcfcm^d by ft wall, which furrounds 
it> and a citadel, both built of Itonc and 
plaTftcrj but, from the bad quality of 
tliofc materials, unequal cu any defence 
ftrtillcry. The ArnieniHns c.ill ;t 
NiivK'eh,^ and pictend, that it h the Ni- 
ncvfh of tin-aaticQts; but feme learned 
tiU'Ji contend, that this famous city was 
on die cafferii bank of the Tigris, oppo- 
fitc to Moful; and if their coniedture is 
well:founded, not the fmalleft vclfigc of 
it now remains. 

** Cojab iilias, an old Armenian mer¬ 
chant, on hcarine:rhat three Englilh gtu- 
itemcn were ji rived, kindly invited us to 
Ins iKtufe, and renthorfes For our convey¬ 
ance. We found him in a habitation 
newly built, and, though not in the Eu¬ 
ropean tade, neat and commodious. 

This city, from rlie badnefs of the 
materials, is in general very indifTercntlv 
built; however, tlic door-cafes, in almoft 
rvciyhoufe, are made of maiSic; and, 
as I :conjei 5 lurc, have been hroiight hi¬ 
ther from the ruins of Ionic other place, 
for tl cy do n(»t correfpoiid vith that 
meannefs of materials and aiciiiici^urc 
which is feen in every other part of the 
building. In a walk 1 took about the 
town, I difeovered, near the river, fornc 
ruins of walls and buildings, which feem- 
ec^tu ihew that Mnful has herctoforu Icett 
diivs of greater profpt-nty." 

April 11th they anived at Diarbekiri 
where they wcic Iiolpitably cntertjincd 
by a German and a Fiench millionary. 

Diarbcl^,' is the capital of a province 
of the fame name, and is feated on tlic 
weftem banks of the Tigris. It is de¬ 
fended by walls of hewn (lone, in the 
form of a fqu'-ire; and, though much 
larger, beais a great icfemhlance to Fort 
Square at Madias : however, the ram¬ 
parts arc fo thin, that they do not afford 
room for the cxercife of cannon. There 
is a biklgc of hewn ftonc,and Tome other 
edifices of the fame materuds in the town, 
which-arc now decaying, and only ferve 
to Ihew that it has formerly been in n 
more profperous condition. Tins city is 
rich and popnlou'., and ihe feat of a Pa- 
ehiaiic-: its !nl>abitants conAff of Tutks 
%nd Chrillians of various ieQsi fuch as 
Armenians, Syrians, Greeks, and Nefto- 
rians : the two former have each of them 
A bifhop, and the Ncllorlans or Chalde¬ 
ans, united to the Church of Home, a 
patriarch, whom I vificed, and tvho Teems 
fto deierve the high dignity with which 
lie is invefted* 

istlie frequency and audacity of 
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the robbers in this country, tlrat the doofi' 
of all the lioules in Diarbekir arc kept 
ihur,and fccurely boiced, even in theday^ 
tunc.'* 

After enduring confiderablc nitTgiic, 
ihcv arrived, May the nth, at limit, 
virhin fixty miles of Conffanti^ople- 
“ IMiis place, the ancient Nicomedia of 
Bithyiiia, is a large populous town, ftat- 
cd on the declivity of a hill, and extend¬ 
ing to tlie lea-fide : it has a good por^Mn' 
a gulph of the fame name'. 

May nth they arrived in fafety at 
Coiiltnntinoplc. Wewerefoon inform¬ 
ed,” fays our author, ** that the plague 
had begun to rage m this city, and at 
Smyrna was very rife; bat we were be- 
coine fo nccuflomed to danger, that this 
Icourge of nations gave us little concern- 

“ Tlic^citycif Conffarrmople is inha¬ 
bited by Turks, Jews, Armenians, and 
Giccks s and it is a curious circuniffancc, 
that the plague isfcldom equally d'eftruc- 
tive to all thcle different nations at the 
fame time ; its ravages arc gcnciTdly con¬ 
fined to one of them, while the rcff, com¬ 
paratively fpcakingy fuffer but littFe lofs. 

Some years ago, an inhabitant of the 
fhorcs of the Euxine lea fuccellivcty cur¬ 
ed Icvcn hundred perfons of the plagufe' 
at Confiaytinopie | and it was thought 
that he was in poffeflion of a fpccific for 
tiiatdclh'uflive malady. Sometime af¬ 
ter, the plague broke out again, and the 
phyfician was fent for; but notwithffnnd^ 
ing the lingular efficacies of his remedied 
on the formed* occafion, he was now found 
unable to relieve in a fingic cafe.'* 

OntheiSth our author and his com¬ 
pany departed from Cunffantiiiopic in a 
French lliip for Trieftc, where they ac-. 
rived bn the 27<h of July, and on the 
,11 of September took a polt-chaife for 
Venice. ** As we were entirely ignorant 
of the Italian language,*' fays he, “ and 
were unprovided with an interpreter, the 
innkeepers on the road made us pay 
double the ufual price A'r our meals, as 
well as the hire of the poff-horfes. At^ 
one place the poff-maffer refufed to Ie| 
us have horfes, unlcfs we produced the 
bill of the former Itage, that he might 
fee to what amount we had been impoled 
upon, and regulate his own charges. £ 
pictended to have loll this paper j but aa 
he infuiently declared we ihould not de¬

from Mr. HaAings for his government 
in all cafes refpc£king his principal? 
His anfwer was, that he had. He was 
then diredted to produce tliufe iyAruc- 
lions, and he produced them accord¬ 
ingly, They weie in the haml-writirig 
of Mr. HaAings. The Clerk, by order 
of the Lords, read them. 

The agency of M^jor Scott being 
thus eAablifhed, he was afkedf whei her 
he had not delivered to a Select Com¬ 
mittee of the Huufe of Commons a pa 
per purporting to be a letter from 
JMunny Begum, in which Ait acknow¬ 
ledged that fhe had given Mr. HaAings 
a lack and a half of rupci^s for enter¬ 
tainments.

Mil Law, Counfcl tor the prifoner, 
faid it was nothing to the preteiit tiial, 
with what v’*ew the paper hail bren 
delivered, as it was clear, irom what 
the winiefs had faid this day, that he 
had not pi'cientcd it in tlu- name, nr In 
the behalf, or with the knowledge of 
Mr. HaAings. 

Mr. Burke inAAed that he had a 
right to aik, what was the objrd fop 
which the wntnefs had dcIlTcrgd the 
paper in queftioti | a paper ip whkh 
there W0S an acknowledgment, that % 
lack and a hslf of rupees bad been give 
to Mr. HaAings, 

Mr. Law InAAcd. that unleis a p

faltmny: it was the proof alone that

fius and calumnious^ ■ 

Mr. Burke replied with much indig- 
natioDi that he was aftonifhed the 
learned gentleman dared to apply fuch 
epithets to charges brought by the 
Commons of Great Britain, whe¬ 
ther they could or could not be proved 
by evidence. Tt was very well 

known that manycould be proved 
to the fatiafaflion of every conjcientiout 
man by evidence! which, though in its 
own nature good and convincing, 
would not be admitted in a Court of 
Law. But it would be a llrange thing 
indeed, that a iharge fupported by 
cvdepcc which was every thing hut 
le^aU ftiotild be faid to be Jlandrrous 
and calumniouu merely htcaufc certain 
rul^s of law declared that evidence not 
to be adminiHic in /aw, which would 
carry convu^ion to the breaft of every 
man who re id it. 

The evi ltncc offered bv the M;»na- 
gers was not fabncaicii by them ; if it 
was fl indeious, the flander was upon 
retordi in the archives of thcF/ift-India 
- Company, from which the Commons 
bad taken it* 

Mr.Law faid.hc did not mean to ap¬ 
ply to any proceeding of the Houfc of 
Commons, the Jlandfrous or ca- 
lumriifus ; but he hail the authority of 
the Houfc of Commons to declare, that 
the Hon. Manager had ufed flandcrous 
and calumnious expreffions not war- 
ranted or counienanccd by the lloufe. 

Mr. took fire at this afleition. 
He laid, it w;is highly irregular and 
indecent in an Advocate, lo allude to 
any triinfuSliou that b-‘d taken place 
within the walls of the lloufe of Com.- 
mo«8. But it was Hill more indecent 
to allude lo it for the purpofc of m//r 
Jlating and wifrcpreferitthg it. He faid* 
that when Ihtir Lordflups would do 
the Managers the honour of looking 
into the Journal of the Houfe of Comr 
inonsi they would find nothing there 
that could wairant the expreflions 
which the learned Counfcl had pre- 
fumed to drop. The Houfe of Comr 
mons had not ufed one finglc word that 
could in I he moft diftant degree be 
eonftrued to convey the idea thrown 
^ out by the learned gentleman. The 
dignity pf the IfoUfe wWph b? h^d ibp 


honour to reprefent at their Lordfhips*^ 
bar, would nut fuffir an expielTion to 
pafs unnoticed, which charged the 
whole body of the Commons with'hav* 
ing fent up flinders to the Houfe of 
Lords in the flnpe of charges* As little 
would it fuifer any man to torture its 
Journal into a libel upon one of its owri 
Memlnrrs; and Hill lefs would it fufftr 
its Deputies to be llilcd flandcrers and 
calumniators, merely becaufe they of¬ 
fered in evidenecthofe very documents, 
on the authority of which the Com- 
monii had pronounced the charges to 
be well-founded, and had fent them to 
their Lordfhips as articles of impeach- 
merit agaitifi the prifoner. He inlifled, 
therefore, that their Lurdfliips ilinuld 
give their opinion on the expreffions 
ufed by the learned advocate* 

Mr. Lrw replied, th^the knew it was 
not for him to allude to any thing that 
had pafTcd in the Houfe of Commons, 
unitffi he bad been made acquainted 
wiih it in a particular way } and cveu 
//;«//, he was to nientlon It as a thing 
that he had huvdi lathcr than as a 
thing which had actually paffed in an 
alTembly, with whofe proceedings it 
was proper to fnppofe he had no means 
of making hiinfrlf acquainted. It was 
from tlie mouth of the Hon. Manager 
himfcif, at their Lordfhips* bar, he had 
heard what had paffr^d in the Houfe of 
Commons; and it was from the cir- 
cumftaoce of its having been ftated by 
him, th^t he had ventured to mention it* 

Mr. F >x fald this was a new mifr 
reprefeumion, for the Hon. Manager 
had never fa id a word at the bar of 
their LordfhipK, that could convey aq 
idea that tAe Managers had ufed Jtan~ 
derous and calumnious cxprelrioin 
againft the prifoner.— Mr* Fox faid 
afterwards, that he would not confent 
to proceed in the trial, until their Lordr 
fiiips fhould have given an opinion re- 
fpe£ting the txpreffion ufed by the 
learned Counfel, If their Lord/hips 
fhould decline giving an opinion, he 
muft beg leave to return to the Houfe 
of Commons for freOi infiru 61 ion 8 . 

The words imputed to Mr.Law were 
taken down and read to him, ^nd he 
acknowledged that they were pretty 
pearly thefamethat he hid ufed. 

. The Lords were going to retire to 
take the words into confideration-r-but 
the Lord Chancellor faid that witli* 
which the Managers yr^rc iktisfied. He 
fkid that it W 45 coutygry tO 
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the Counfel to advert to any thing that 
had paired in the Uoufe of Coinnion? ; 
and that it was inf/rceut to apply the 
terma^nWer or calum^ to any thing 
that was faid by their authorUy ; and 
thatfuch exprclhons muft not beufcd- 
The Managers then went hack to 
the examination of Mi^jor Scott They 
afleed him again what he conceived 
would be the efTcdt, with rcipeft to Mr. 
KaRingSiof the prudutftioii of the paper 
which tie bad delivered to the Scled 
Committee of the Houfe of Commons^ 
though ^he thought it was a paper of no 
confequence I 

Mr* Law objedled to the queftion» 
bteaufe be laid it was abfolutely 
imhiaUrial to the trial in which 
Mr. Haftings was at ilTuc with the 
Houfe ofCocnironsi what Major Srott 
conceived about the meaning or tffedt 
of a paper not before their Lordlhips. 

The Managers however perlifting 
in their queftioii» the Lords adjourned 
to the Chamber of Parliament to take it 
into confideration. After about an 
hour’s abfence they returned to VWft- 
minftcr-hally and the Lord Chancellor 
informed the Managers that their Lord*- 
(h'ps had refolved that the queltion 
ought not to be put. 

The Managers then purfurtl other 
pounds to entitle them to read in evi¬ 
dence the papers delivered by Major 
Scott to the Select Committee.—They 
proved from the Major’s o^yn mouth 
that he had appeared bcforO’the betc£t 
Committee in the capacity of the 
otMr.Haftings; that he never told the 
X'ommitice that he attended as a pri^vate 
gentleman $ that he delivered the letter 
in qur Itionof Am o<wm accord and unufied* 
The Managers contendedithat under 
this evidence they were entitled to read 
the letters as it appeared now to have 
been delivered by the prifoner's 
adl'mg under his indrudtions 
Mr* Law repliedy that the inftrufkions 
(did not go to this letter; and that as 
^here was no proof that it had ever 
been feen by Mr. HaftingSy it could not

Mr. Burke infifted. thatthc Managers

Mr. Burke fiid, he could not prove 
politively thcaflu^l receipt of (he itttrf 
by Mr. HaflingSy but Hill it waa f«iir]y 
ro- he prefumed he had received it % 
ajid the fupprcfTmn of ii was a crime In 
the prifoncry who ought to have tranf- 
milted it to the Couit of pne^tora. 
IL'wcver, to fupply the want of this 
P'jjltive proof, Mr. Burke laid mvniion 
\va^ made of this letter in the i ithUrport 
of the Select Committee ot the Houfe 
of Commonsy ai'.d it was (Uied as Hte 
ground of a criminal charge agatnft 
Mr. Haftingi!. Having pren iled this, he 
aiked M^jfir Sc<jtt, wliethei tic had not 
fent the i ith Repoit to Imlia lo Mr.Ha- 
ftings. The Major acknow'tdi’ed that 
he had fent it, but was not a|>'e to f.iy 
that it had reached him. He had fmt 
it with A leitet ; and Mr Htlluigs after¬ 
wards acknowltdgcd in letter the 
receipt of many from the wiijocffl ; bnt 
wheC'cr that which accompanied the 
i|th Report, was one of thofc fo ac¬ 
knowledged lo haw been received, he 
was not able from memory to afeertain* 

The witiU'fs, in anfwtr to a queftion 
put to him Lv Lord Porchtfler, ad- 
Hiitted, that Mr. Hdfings had not 
ftniiid fault with him for having deli- 
vcral f'e paper in quenion. 

Mr. then caufed the general 

powers givtn by the prifonerlo Major 
Scotty lO be read j and it appealed that 
thiy were veiy Itoad tndttdt and au- 
thurifed him to afl in hVkkY thing 
that concerned his honour and cha- 
RACTERy or the diuMty ui IMS ad¬ 
ministration. 

Mr. Burke then obferved, that hav¬

Mr. Law maintained a cfKitrary opi¬ 
nion i bit as he had .ironed the cafe 
fuffieierttly yefterday, ht declined the 
taft of re arguing it this day* 

The Lorda then adjouri^d to the 
Chamber of Parliament to debate this 
qutltion \ bur as It was then half pall 
four o’clock, they did not return to 
WeftmiuAcr'Hall*

THE Reprsfentatives of the French Nation, 
confide ;ing that ignorance, forgetfulnefs, or 
negleff of the Rights of Men, are the caufe 
of all the evils which afflidl focieties, have 
refolved to cfUblifh, by a lolemn Declaration, 
tbofe impoit.iiic Rights—to the end that thofe 
in pi’wer may know tlie degree of ambority 
which they have the right to exercife over 
the people, and that the people may know 
the duties to which they ought to fubmit.

The attention of the Atfembly was next 
engaged by fevbrAl petitions and commnnica- 
firms from Bretagne. In conCeQuence of llie 
letter of the Duke of Doifct, fuCpictuns arofe 
In Bictagne againft variom noblemen, whom 
they arrefted and detained.—Letters ftnimg 
the particulars were read} and the unfor¬ 
tunate gentlemen prayed the National Af- 
• ^mblyto interfere, and to enable them to 
inftify their honour agjitift ih(»fc cruel and 
Ihucking accofaCH^ns. Anotiier letter from 
the gentlemen and officers of Brefl; and a 
third from the. Commiffinn appointed by the 
Allembf^ of BreCa^jne, ftatirrg that they h:id 
made every poflDhle inquiry into the faft, 
without gaming the leaf! light, and Chei cfore 
requeOiiig the National Attcmbly to obtain 
trum the Englifh AmbafTaJor further infor* 
macion on the fub;e£l, as his letter w.is vague 
and unfatisfadlory* They dated that this 
protended plot was the caufe of the divifions 
and fufpicions that reigned in the piovince, 
of the outrageous calumnies that had been 
fpread againd the NohlefTe, and til all the 
Violences that had enfued. 

The AfTembly, after a long and warm de¬ 
hate, in which it was obferved, that the 
puke of Dorfei faid he knew no more of 
the plot than what he had communicated, 
refulved, that they could do no more on the 
inbje£k, and that this fhould be made known 
10 the States of Bretagne.

PeCLARATION of RsOHTf. 

M. Pemeunter pointed out an error Sn th 0 
printing of the Declaration propofed by tho 
Committee of Five, which, as it did^noc enter 
into the above abdrafl, it it not neceflary to 
particularize. 

M. de Crenierd then opened the debtee. 
The definition of Rights prefented by M, do 
Mirabean, iit the name of the Committee, 
he faid, was faulty, in laying down that rbe 
Rights of Mati were the refult of the eternal 
principles of hislibertt, becaufe principlef 
and nghes were didindt things s that the 
American Declaration, which had been the 
model of this, was the mod improper that 
cnulii have been made, and the mod wilful 
oticrage againd liberty i that the mod glaring 
error of the Committee, in drawing up their 
Declaration, was in ^fidertng the Rights of 
Miff and of Citizens as the fame i that this 
point was fo far from being clear, that nol 
one of the Declarations that bed been printed 
agreed with another; ;(nd that the number of 
Rights, in the papm fubmicted to the con- 
fideration of^e SureauJTp had rifen from 
dve b) dxty fom*. Thefe Rights, he added, 
are no ocher than the refult of our Conren* 
tions; and as there are two forts of Conven¬ 
tions, fo are there two forts of Righis— 
efffarjf Rights and Rights. A DecLa- 
TAbon of Rights ought to contain only ebu 
necetfafy Rights. 

The debate now became general. Some 
maintained chat the plan of the Committee 
was imperfedl; and others admitted that the 
Declaratipn contained fonae improper expref^ 
dons, biu%ought it might he eafily amended. 

The Baron de Cndine, after a long dif- 
fertatiuii on the danger of giving too much 
liberty to the people, propofed to leave os:C 
the Right of ttjifting epprelfion^ 

The opiniqp of M. Bonnet appeared to be 
Che wifed and moR moderate. He propofed 
Chat they fhould feparate into SureauM, and 
thei s chofe from among the different De¬ 
clarations that which fhonld appear the mol) 
pioper to be made the bafis ^ difeufhon in 
the Af&mbly, and there pu; the queftion oa 
each article in order. 

M. Rabaod de SainC-Etienne obferved, that 
the DecUratiun was drawn op in a vague and 
indeterminate manner • tluu it required or¬ 
der, method, and, above all, that connec¬ 
tion by which one idea fo lows as a necefiary 
confequence from another { that all its 
maxims ought to be indifputable ; that they 
ought CO be the horm hoah of children, and 
make part of the education ctf youth; that 
Che elements of this grand work ftaoi^ be 
foch as to make it the doty of every okuMn 
to get them by licart, and thus be the Beana. 
of forming a generation of vazx mzii.^ 
Net ought we to oiait| added bio$ to «nnch 
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t>edtrat'ioa With preforvacive niaa^uni, 
loch at may teacli men to mainuin their 
rights^ and in this refpedt U is chat the 
Abbd Syeyes hat excelled, 

M. Prieur propofed ro divide the queftion 
on tlie X>edaration of theCommictee into two 
parts, an# Co confider firA the plan, and then 
the diflerent articles. If the plan Ihould be 
rejedled, tlie Committee might begin another | 
if it ftiould be adopted, the Affembly might 
proceed to examine the articles, and begin 
by (Inking out feveral that came not properly 
within its view^ but belonged to the Cocfti- 
tntion. 

M. de Binzat, mounted on the celebrated 
HMes, aifcrted iUsA political aiTociatioos were 
not formed by choice | that they were the 
confequences of men's weaknefs or wants i 
and therefore, that it would he extremely 
difficult to (hew what were the Rights of 
Men and Citizens. 

M. de Mirabeau rofe to exculpate himfelf 
from the accufation of having contradidled 
his own principles in (he Declaration, by 
making the army fubjeA to the Civil Magif- 
traces; and after (hewing from the text of 
die work, chat it was not meant to give the 
formation of die army to the civil power, 
he €'idded, that neither civil or political li* 
bercy could ever exi(l, where the military 
power was not fubje^ to the leg flative. 
With rcgaid to the plan of the Declaration, 
its errors, throughout, lay in the drawing 
up—-the only fubjedt m which Jtjfottfm was 
iieceflaiy; for, in a work drawn up by fe¬ 
veral handSi W0rji eften txclaim^ witb m- 
dignatUn at the tmnpmny tbfy vjtrfput inM. 

M. Demeuiiier, another member of the 
Committee, faid theffiRne ; and in Jifeufling 
4hc mode of forming a good Declaration, re¬ 
futed an opinion fuggelled by the Abbe Gre- 
goire and oilieis, that fuch woik ought to 
liave a treatiCe of theology at its head. 

M. de Cuiline, after obferving tliat there 
was a wide difference between prejudices and 
$ruthp propoled Caking one or odier of the 
Declarations in'o immedute confideration* 

Another Member fupported (he motion of 
M. Bonnet, becaufe, he faid, in debating in 
the National AfTembly, Membeis rofe to 
fpeak meebanicaUy^ and for no other reafon 
but becaufe dtele who fat next them bad 
done fo btfere. 

This mutKXi, at BrB, obtained fome at* 
tentioo, mid was on the point of being debated, 
when 

M. de Mirabeao moved to poftpone the 
di awing up of a Declaration of Rights till 
jdeer fettling theConflituCion. This was re¬ 
ceived with general approbation But 

M« Chapelicr and M- Peytion de Ville- 
oeuve demooftfated that it wet leverfing the 


natural ordw of things, and n&worttly tM 
dignity of the Aflembly. It had BlrMdf 
been refulved that chore fhould be a Decla-r 
ratioo of Rights at the head of the Conftid 
tution, and it would be abfurd Co proceed to 
the latter, without completing the foiilier. 
If occafiun (hould require, ooncluikms might 
be modified | but principles being abfdluce 
and invariable, sf they were preceded by the 
eonfcquences to be drawn from tliam, it 
would be impoffible not to foil into fome 
coDtradidlion, if, in unfolding the detail, 
they (hould attempt to fuit principles Co cir- 
cumftances. 

M. Rhedon, in a very eloquent fpeacli^ 
without giving any opinion on M. de Mira- 
beau's motion, maintained that a Dccl^rHCtoci 
of Rights ought not to confiR of Uiftiiu^ pro¬ 
portions, but of one uniform treatife, cicatp 
cdnci<e, and intelligible to all mankind, ilie 
unaffected eloquence of which might thew 
that it was only the veftibule of a majellie 
national edihee. 

M. de Blailel and M, Garac warmly np- 
pefed M. de Mirabeau's motion. The latter, 
in doing homage to his talents, faid his elo- 
qu. nee often cmbarrafTed the Alfdinbly be¬ 
tween opinions diredUy oppofite.

1 he debate was long and defultory. Every 
Member who fp> ke on (he peamble, or any 
one of the articles, took the liberty of de-

Of luch a dehnee, a minute ac&>unt would 
he equally difficult and uniiuerefling.

The National Aflembly therefore, in the 
prefenev, and under tlie proteAion of the 
Supreme Being, recognizes and declares the 
following Rights of Men and Citizens. 

' 1 , All men are born and continue free and 

■equal; diOinAions in fociety can be iaftiiuted 
only for the common advant.ige, 

n. The ubjeA of every political aflbeiatinn 
ought to^roteA the natural and indefeafible 
rights of mens tbefe are liberty, pioperty, 
fectirity, and refiRance againft oppreffioft, 

III . The principle of all foveretgnty rtfides 
cfTentiahy in the Nation. No body of men, 
no individual, has a right to excrcife an au¬ 
thority which doey not emanate from tlie 
pation. 

IV. Liberty confifts in the power of doing 
every thing tto Iturts not another. Thus the 
exercife of the natural lights of eveiy man 
has no limits but fuch as fecure the enjoyment 
of the fame rights to the other members of 
fhe focitty. Thcfe limits can only be mai ked 
put by- the law. 

V. The law ought to forbid fuch aAions 
poly as are hptifpl lo the fociety ; whatever 
p npt forbidden by the layr is fubjeA to no 
reftraint, and no one can be obliged to do 
fvhat the law does not ordaiu. 

yi. The law is Uie exprefllon of the ge- 
perai will, and all the citizens have a right to 
poDcur, perforullyor by their reprefentatives,

To preferve unbroken the chain of the de¬ 
bate on thefe Articles, we forbore to men¬ 
tion the following circumltances in the order 
in which they occurred. 

On Wednefday evening, immediately after 
the preamble of the Declaration of Rights was 
agieed to, the Prefident announced to tho 
Afifembly the arrival of a convoy of live mil¬ 
lion weight of com for the fubliftence of the 
capital and its environs, under the efcort of a 
volunteer company of the City Militia of 
Havre. Some of thefe voliinteers, who had 
been introduced within the batiu(li 4 de behind 
the Prefident’s bureau, were warmly applau¬ 
ded for their zeal. 

On Thurfday morning one of Che Secreta** 
rtes read a Declaration from the NobleBe of 
Qjimper, in Brittany, by which they accede Co 
all the Refolutions of the National Afrembly« 
This patriotic Declaration is figned by a great 
number of the gentlemen of chat bailiwick. 
The Nobleffeof Brittany, proud of cheirtitleSa 
and prejudiced in favour of their Gothic Con- 
Ritncton, which excluded the Clergy and thn 
Commons almoR entirely from the Admi* 
nitration of the Province, refufed to fend 
Depotie^ to the National Aifembly ; but the 
letter from Breft to the National AiTembly, 
and the above Declaration, give reafon te 
hope, that the whole Noblefle of the Pro¬ 
vinces will fnon come by a Depntation inlo the 
National j|frembly, anddepofit, at the feet of 
the Nation, their titles, their privileges, and 
their brilhant yrematives) and content 
Chemfelves in futur^wii^ a qualificatioit 
much more refpeAable, that of citizens of^ 
free nation. 

The inhabitims of GIvet and Charlemont 
have fenC a deputation of thiee Citizens, to 
complain to the National AlT-mbly of a fcar- 
city of grain, which they attribute to the 
malverfation of their MagiHraieb, 1 he Com¬ 
mittee of Repons, to whom the complaint 
was referred, were ready to report on it to 
(he Aflembly on Thurfday evening : but 
Che Mig ftrates h aving (enc a memorial in 
their own defence, the decifion was put 
off till another day. 

Many of the King’s troops defen their co¬ 
lours daily I they complain that they are bad¬ 
ly paid, and that they are perifhing with 
hunger. It has been refotv^ at the Hntel 
de Ville to flint the gates of Paris againfl them^ 
and to pay them » the rate of three fols each 
per league to enable them to rejoin their 
fpcAivc regiments.

MEMOIRS of M. ] 

I N the perfon of Johk Baptist Va- 
Q^fcTTE Db GaiBEAUVAL, France 
has julf loii one of her molt celebrated 
men, who, from the high efteeai in which 
he was held by all Europe, merits a dil^ 
tinguiihod place in the military annals of 
the eighteenth centuiy. In ntv prefent 
iituation, the lots of a man who united 
the molf valuable qualities of the citizen 
and the foldier, is ptcuJiarly unfoitunate. 
Long diftinguiflied as a model by that 
corps which was proud of having him at 
their head, the freedom with which he 
fpoke hU ientimciits would have accorded

well with that fpiilt of liberty now dawn¬ 
ing on hts native countiy. 

M. De Gribeavval was bom nt 
Amiens the 15th of Srptemiier 171I} in 
173s he entered as a voluntret into the 
royal regiment of artillery, and in 1745 
was mziie ^der fointenr** His inch- 
nation to ttody inauced him to apply him* 
felfmure particularly to the art of mtn- 
ing, and in 175% he was appointed Cap¬ 
tain of the Miners. The ikill that he 
had by this time acquired in every part of 
his profelllon had given him fuch a de¬ 
gree of reputation, that M. D'Argeiilim, 

stntf the artillery. 


Minhief 
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^Inifter of the War Depattment, made 
choice of him to colkCk information re- 
^6ting the artilteiy ofthe PrufTian atniY> 
inio which the pKa6iicc of attaching lii^nt 
ptecrs to regiments of infantry had lately 
been introctiiced. This commifTion M. 
De Crlbcaiival executed very fatisfaclori- 
ly t andy not contented with fulfilling the 
Mje6\ of his journ^t alfo brought home 
ati account of the fialeof the fottificatior.s 
and frontier towns which he had vifited. 

During thia journey he had frequent 
occafions of feeing the King of Prufhai to 
whom he became known. Frederick had 
adopted Belidpr's fyltcm of mining; M. 
De Ghbeauval preferred a fy/tein which 
bis genius and itudy reprefeuied to him 
M fuperior ^ the I'phere of comprefiioni 
One day tne Khigf unable to convince 
lMm» faid^ ** Well, 1 appeal to expe- 
liebce» and if ever an opportunity ihould 
I will make you a convert to iny 
afrdiion in the field.” M. De Gribeauval 
bnti^Jmajgined at that time, that hefitould 
fpon be u a lituation to anfwer this ho- 
aour^ble ebaUengf. 

-.On bis leturn tQ France, M. De Gri- 
VeaMfil continued his fervice in the corps 
of sniners, and was made Lieutenant-Co- 
loQel in April 1757. 

The war of Seven Yejars bang now be¬ 
gun in Germany, the Count Dt Brogiio, 
jon bia departure for Vienna, obtained 
leave from the Court of France to lake 
with him M. De Gribeauval. A few 
months after therr arrival. Field Morlhal 
Brownebetng killed at the battle of Prague, 
the Einprefii Queen chofe General Daun 
ta fuececd him. The General, who knew 
what obligations he was under to M. De 
Gribeauval for Uiii^cboice, procured him 
to lerve in his own aimy. At this period 
then he entered into (he leivice of the Em- 
jiire, as a Gcnerai, and Comni.mder of 
the artilleiy, enginecis, and niineis. 

In this quality he continued in the 
Aufirian army tiom 1757 to 1762, and 
acquired the greatclf reputation. I'he 
o^raiiona at the fiege of Glatz were car- 
r&l on under Ins direction, and his judi¬ 
cious coudu^l facilitated the taking of 
that important place, the capital ot Si- 
Iciia. 

Amongftibe many events itt which his 
gtnius and valour were difplayed, the de¬ 
fence of Schweidniiz,a:t:'.cked by the King 
of PruHla in ptrfun, will never be for¬ 
gotten. Field Marfiial Count De Guaf- 
c.), the Commander of that place, had 
leh him entirely mailer of all the opera¬ 
tions for its dtlence- M. De Gribcau- 
scineiubei'ing the cltalicnge given 


hhn by Frederick ten years before,exerted 
himfelf to fuppori his opinion with honour^ 
Twelve days after the commencement of 
the fiege^ Genei'al Tanfien wrote to the 
King: I promifed to render you mallef 

of bchweidnitz in lefs than twelve days, 
but I dni not know that I fhould have tor 
do witli that devil De Gribeauval, and 
muft rcquell twelve days more.” In fa£t, 
SchweidnilZf the fortifications of which 
were in a ruinous (late, having but a 
weak garrifon, and earned by the Aiif- 
trians two years before after two days 
fiege and an afiiiult of four hotiis, feemtd 
to proniife an ealy conqut'fi. Frederick, 
however, took upon himfelf the diie£lion 
of the fiege, during which he played oil' 
four ^hcres of compreflTion without the 
lead (uccefs. The operations were con- 
dufled by the engineer Lefevre ; but the 
precautions taken by M. De Gribeaiiva], 
vvho forefaw all Ids fubterranean attacks, 
confiantly rendered them abortive. The 
King of Pnillia, a(loni(hed at a refiftatice 
he had little cxpefled, ilill pei filled in 
continuing the fiege; but at length, hav¬ 
ing nearly loit all hopes of luccefs, he 
was on the point of railing it, when, 
fixty-three days after opening the trendies, 
a bomb falling on a powder magazine 
caiifed fuch an explofion, that a whole 
bailion of fort Javernick was completely 
dellrcytS. This facilitated the afiault, 
and Guafeo capitulated. The King of 
Prufiia at firll refufed to fire M. De Gri¬ 
beauval, who was made a prilbner of war 
with all t1\^ garrifon ; but at length he ad¬ 
mitted liiin to his table, loading both him 
and the govern^l^^ualco with enco¬ 
miums. ' 

In 176Z the Emprefs-Queen promoieS 
M. De Gribeauval to the rank of Fickl- 
hdarlhal, and bellowed on him theGrand- 
Crofs of the Older of Maiia Therefa, as 
arccompence for his fignal (erviccs. 

On the conclufion of the peace, the 
Duke De Choifeul was defitous of recaU' 
Img him to France; but it was not eafy 
to offer him an equivalent for the fitua- 
tion he held in the Audrian dominions. Yet, 
preferring the fervice of his country to 
his own interell, he accepted the propofsl 
that was made to him, and refigning the 
dignified rank he pojKiTed, returned to 
France to aduine the pod of Gamp Mar-^ 
(hal. 

A few months afterwards he was made 
Infpe^lor-General of the artillery, and 
Commander in Chief of the corps of mi- 
neis. The confidence which he had fd 
julily obtained facilitated hit carrying into- 
execution ihoic ufeful alterations in the 

Royal 
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Foya^ corps of artUlciy, winch he had a 

long time meditated. 

In 1764. appeared an ordinance drawn 
.lip by M. De Grlbeauva!, winch fixed the 
proportion of artidcry with rclpcfl to the 
firengthof an army, and afceitained their 
duties. The artillery fchooU, hiihcrlo 
much negUacd, flood in need of a re- 
form ■ and we are indebted lo him for 
their being eflahliflied on that excellent 
looting which they flill 1*61310. The ina- 
nufaftorics of arms, fniithies, foundenes, 
and tveiy ohje£t that came under bis in- 
fpoflion, felt the happy tffefls of his Al¬ 
in rinVendance } hut the moft important, 
and that in which his genius moft dil- 
nlaycd itfrlf, w;is the department of the 
arienaU in which the great aims were 
conllniaed. Bdorc his time every woik- 
man cxexulcd the pieces allotted him aU 
moit without any determinate rule ; fo 
that, from their various manners of woi to- 
ing. the diftVreni pieces intended for one 
train of ariillcry were incapable of being 
iifcd for another. To rtmtdy this mron- 
renience, M. Dc Gribeauval cauled the 
fame models, and ihcle the beft in their 
kind, lo be cxatlly followed in every arie- 

nal Uiroughoul the kingdom. Companies of 

artificers in every bi anch, under the direc¬ 
tion of experienced officers, fonned fimi- 
iar workffiops, where their wo»k was 
executed with the greatert cxa6lne(s. 

When M. De Gribeauval returned 

f:oni Pruffia, in 175^* 
fome fehemes lelatlve to the artiUciy 
employed in the field, and his/ov/n ex- 
n. lienee dining llie war of Seven Years 

h.id enabled him to a cer- 

r.'in degue He liad, how¬ 

ever, old piejndicfcs to fuimonnlj^ and 
much oppotition to oVerctj|ne, Yet lie 
fuccceded in his ende.:vours to apptdie 
the clamours that were lailcd i and every 
innovaiion winch he prOpoled, fuppoilcd 
by an explanation of its motives, failed 
not, from its evident utility, of obtaining 
univeri'al approbation. Hence he had tne 
fatisfaaion of feeing his new fyftem adopt 
td in all its points ; nor is there a tingle 
branch relating lo the aitillery, wheihcr 
for ficld-ftrvice or beficging, laat he did 
not cither reform or make anew* 

The charafler of M. De Giibcauval 
vvas not iinworihy his genius ; franknefs 
andfinccriiy diftlngulflied aii his acbon-*; 
and a noble firmnefs, the nati'C t u- 
fpring of confeious reftiiu le, enroK'd 
him 10 fuppori oppohtion and inbforiunc 
' with tranquility. The flrongeu i:nl to 
wh'ch he was ever expolld was iht jainous 
iirocefs rci'peitjng the icform of a.m*-. 
>Jms. prodigious quantity of niulqucts

cundembed fiirniflied Ignorance ^ith t 
pittext for acfufing him} and the mohvee 
not being fufficicnt'.y known to the pub¬ 
lic, it is not to be wondeiTd at that Ina 
condu£l was blamed by the people, A 
fingic Inftancc, however, wUl 
(hew how uniuftly. When in * 77 * 
vifiied a magavintof arms at Liflc, 
were reported to be almofl all unfcryli¬ 
able, he ordered I'evcral murquets to^ 
brought him, that had been feleflfed^^ 
good from a number of others ockuow- 
fedged to be uAlefs. Examining them 
before feveral officers, he jwinied out 
flaws or hole« in almofl every bari't!, nor 
was there a finglc one wiihoiil fome ob¬ 


vious defe6l. See now tbele arms^ 
fdid he, « againll ihe condemnation W 
which Itch a violent cUitiour has Ihm 
railed I Was it not neccflkry to 
them, finceevcn the befl are defedtvc r* 
The Duke Dc Clioifeul, informed «' 
bad flare of a great number of 
immediately jtfblved lo difpoft of fUini 
at any price, fince the army could nnt 
them without danger; jofly confidt^ii^ 
that it was better, for W mon^ thej^ 
would fetch, to procure a kfs 
that might be uftd with fafety. . 

This happened before the Coonefl' of 
War was even talked of 5 and had if h«eii 
more publicly known, thole fufpicipttl*; 
which afterwards aroft fo highi had pro¬ 
bably never exifted. 

'Four or five years before hid decealr* 
ilic health of M. De Gribeauval was con- 
fiderably impaired, and the feg^i'C fits of 
the gout which he experienced, compelled 
him to a more fedentary life. * Yci his 
acal for the fervicc was by no meant 
abated, and from his clofet he continued 
to A'pcriiuend his corps with the moft 
exa£l attin.tion to tlie minutefl points, 
Ai length his end approached, but the 
acutefl pains were unable to fubdtie hie 
courage and pliilofophy. He employed 
himlcif during intervals, when his dif. 
eafe pcviUitied him, in regulations for 
artillery, anti attention to the fJlure w^- 
i'i.icot hisntphews. ** I wi(h hutforit 
fuiinighi'a licalih,** faid he, “ tb put into 
w'riijng tlie pl m 1 could wifh to be pur- 
fueJ i.flcr my deceafe; but the ptefeiit 
Minifter knows and values the conftitution 
i.t ihe Royal corps 5 he efleems, he lovet 
us, and I c^n rely on him.*’ 

After fuffciing a painful malady for 
rw»o mmihs, during which a continual 
difficulty of breaihing had not once pcr- 
niit:ed him to lie down, he died, on the 
9ih of May 1789, univcrfally eftcemed; 
and linccrely regretted by that corps of 
which he was truly die father.

Nov. 4. The book at I.loyd‘8 Coffec- 
houfe this day piefcnted a black page to the 
ttye of the Mcrcliants and Agents ol tl^ Ship 
Qwncis in the North of England. The ac¬ 
counts it exhihited ofdifaltLi'; that happened 
to different vefTds on the Eaflcin Coaft of 
England, in confequence of the violent Horm 
on the night of Friday lafl, were :^moft as 
nunicious as thofe which gave the public fo 
much alarm and unca^nefs il the latter end 
of the year 17*5. 

A fleet of Colliers^ confilUng of above Ico 
fhips, encountcied the Itorm, ^ff the coaft 
ot Norfolk; 34 of wliich, with their crews, 
were unfortunately loft. The remaining part 
were totally difpct fed. The almoft inftanta- 
neousapproach, as well as indcfctibable fury 
of the fqiiall, baffled all tlie attempts of (kill 
and Hriiilh intrepidity. Yarmouth, Low- 
eftoffe, Caiftor, Winton, and Eccles, wit- 
ncfled fuch feenes of dlftrefs as the oldcft man 
in each place was a flranger to.

A razor calc was found 
near the place where the grafs was fo much 
beat down. From the following circum- 
ftjiices, il remains a doubt Whelhef this hor¬ 
rid murder was committed wuih intent to 
rob ; for a wedding nhg was found on t \\9 
finger of ihcdeceafcd, and all hei clothes on. 

14. This morning, George Bargugton, 111 
confe<|uence of a rule granted the preceding 
night, was brought up to the Court of King a 
Bench, before the Lord Chief Juftice, and 
the Judges BuUcr and Afhluuft. The pi ifoner 
appeared, on his own motion, lo pi ay ihd 
allowance of the Writ of Error. After fom® 
coiTverfation between the Bench and his 
Coiinfcl, Barrington aJdreffeU the Court at 
follows 1 

** May It pleafe your Lordftiip, 

« 1 moft humbly intreat the indulgence of 
the Court for a few minutes. 1 ftel myfelf 
at a lofs what to urge in apology for obtrud¬ 
ing inyfelf on the attention of the Court, ex¬ 
cept ill the peculiar predicament 1 am fo un- 
liippy as to Hand, and I may add, 
miliiy and anxiety with whuh I am deeply 
iniprcflcd 4 but whatever dilfldence and con¬ 
cern I feel, I cannot remain quite filent on 
the occafion. The reverence I owe tM 
Court, a refpcAable anxiety ^♦iih regard tp 
the opinion of the woild, anl perfonal ju - 
tice, will not allow me to be totally fiknt 
under the charge of contumacy, imputed ^ 
me by this prncefs, and for whidilhe forfpijt 
ture of my life hath been required, though 
1 was not in intentton goihy, however ap- 
9^4 .peartneei 
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pejraace8| » to fai^, may hive been againft 
me : Ibr, my Lord, 1 certainly declare, that 
notwichftindinc the lime which elapfcd fince 
the c immencemeiic tu the oompleiton of tlie 
Outlawry, and thi)ugli 1 had undergone a 
mefftlv's conhnement in a diftant part of the 
'kingdom, from whence I was removed to 
the Metrc|>o 1 is by writ of H.ibeas Corpus, 
and brought before Sir Sampfon Wngbl, I 
was then, fer the fit ft lime, toh) of the pro¬ 
ceedings of ihe Outlawry, Till that dire 
moment, 2 was really fo unfortunate as not 
to have one word uf i itiniaciou on the fub- 
jedl. Even the perfon who was fent down 
from Bow-lh-eet to Newcaftte, kept my real 
ficuation from me as a profound myltery, 
which none but Sir Sampfon might reveal. 
And I truft, that on candid confiderition, 
my ignorance in thii refpedt will by no means 
appear incredible, for it can be eafily con¬ 
ceived, that a man may be called by his con- 
ceins into a diftant part of the kingdom or 
•ut of the longdum. 

“ in bis abfence a Bill of IndidVment is 
preferred agiinft him ; on what grounds can 
never be fully known till a fair and regular 
trial has taken pUce, Indeed, whether he 
is ahfent or on the fpot, a Bill of Indif^ment 
IS found with no great difficulty, as nothing 
at Clut time is lieard but what is alledged 
againft the accufed. Tlie profecutor cm 
» then inftantly proceed to- Outlawry j and if 
the accufed peifon Ibould happen t) be in a 
remote part of the country, or beyond the 
leas, where he may be detained by illnefs, or 
feme other inevitable caofe, the procefs may 
be puffiedfiimugh its different ftages, and be 
Ml force againft him before he knows a fylla- 
ble of the matter. And here, perhaps, 1 
may be allowed to remark, that if the piib- 
i.ffiers of the daily prints had been as free in 
commnnicaiiog this buTineff, as they had hcen 
uniftfrmly profufc of their EifUons concerning 
jne> it would fuve done them no difcredit i 
or, if the perfons on the part of the profeciuion 
had in that way given fome notice of their 
pFioceedingfl, even though the law erdaiiied 
it-not, it would have been no illiberal cau¬ 
tion, or unworthy condefcenfion, efpecially 
on the fulemn occafiDii which went to pre¬ 
clude a fellow fiibjedt from his right of trial 
by Jury, his life at ftake, and every thing elfe 
that was dear fo materially aftb^ed by fo 
f'lgid and extraordinary a meafure. But no 
intimation of the kind I believe was given,, 
not fo much as a fingte advertiferoeDC in a 
fiiVle newfpaper, Hating nne circumftance 
of the Outlawry. |c it true, I have been in¬ 
formed, during my fon 5 n«mvot, there is a 
fort of proclamation ifloed but as it is merely 
local, confined to a particular fpot in a par- 
Itciibr county, and ottered by an officer, per- 
baj^, m a low tone of voic^ and ia a cuefory 
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manner, it is very probable it may not reacti 
the ears of the accufed until it is to# late^ 
until it is in force againft him. Returuin^ 
Co his home aud to liis famrty, be is taken 
into cuftody \ in vain he protefh his innocence^ 
m vain he folicics a tiUl. He is told in a 
word, that he is an Ouc-law } he is caft into 
prifun, and where is his rcfource f If he 
cannot command a confiderablefum of money^ 
be muft patiently abide iu mifery and irons, 
as long as the profecutor pleafes; and at 
length, when, probably, the prifoner'i body 
is debilitated, his mind harrafled, and his fa- 
culcin impaired, by the complicated wretch» 
etlnefs of a prifon, the profecutor, perhaps, 
condefceods, in a kind of mercy, to bring 
him before this Court to demand judgment 
of death againft him. To urge judgment of 
death againft a fellow creature, and a fellow 
fuhjedtr without a triid, without guilt bein^ 
proved by unqueftionable evidence on the one 
Mnd, or tloe accufed allowed an opportunity 
for full vindication on the ocher ; even the bar^ 
iorpeHion of proeeediiigs wbicli palled in the 
pnfoner^s abience, denied his Counfcl or At¬ 
torney ; in this dreadful, this tremendona 
predicament, X was brought before this auguft; 
Court in Michaelmas Term laft year. The 
urbanity of the Court (hone forth on the oc- 
c ifion with ferene bi iglitnefs, particularly in 
caufing a record of the Outlawry to be deli- 
barniel^ and repeatedly read. 

** Without that ui banity what might have 
been my fjic I a hiplefs vidlim, perhaps, to 
this extrauidinary procefs, untried and un¬ 
heard ; ^r though Che ability and great legal 
knowledge of the gentlemen affigned as 
Coanfel on my ^elialf, are too well known 
to need' my humble acknowledgment, yet, 
perhap', no Counfel, however gifted with 
learning, experience, and wifdom, if they 
were not at t%t fame time gifted with fuper- 
natnral powers, could have been able, with¬ 
out tlie compalTionate (pirit of the Cemrt, to 
have duly confidered the record, or to have 
expofed its errors. The humanity of the 
Court was circumfcribcd in nonarrow limits. 
Time was alfo granted, chat my Coenfet 
might confidec the legality of tlie proceedings; 
and the Attorney General having been pleat¬ 
ed, fome time after, to ifibe his Wnt of 
Error, in confeqoenceof affignment of Error 
by my Counfel, ic was not, perhaps, unrea- 
fonable fo hope, that the profecutor would 
then either waive Hie Outlawry, and bring 
me to an immediate trial,, or bring me before 
the Court for their final dctermiuation u tq 
the Outlawry. The want of pecuniary means 
might hinder mt from doing it, but h$ copld 
have no luch impediment j and as he had laid 
a charge aga.nft me, why not bring it to aa 
iffiieas foou au pnffible ? Butwlnn he learned 
dwt a Writ of Error was obuittod, be flop- 
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h\% proetedingf) leaving me to move 
nif(eU before tbe Court if 1 could, or to 
fuffer all the pains of imprifonment if I could 
Tiot. The latter, unhappily for me, has been 
the cafe ever fince, fur 1 found myfelf dif* 
treffed to the utmufl degree, by the heavy 
and nnavoidabie eipcnce attending the 
necelfaiy for defence againft the Outlawry. 

1 found myfelf difappointed of the relief and 
remittance which 1 looked forfrum the feel* 
ings of relations in ne mean circumftances. 

1 found mylelf threatei.ed with death or per¬ 
petual imprifonment through the rigour of 
the procefb on the one hand, and on the other, 
there was the original indidhneni and obloquy 
and prepoirefliun to contend with. Thofe 
dil\ra6ling circumliances, my Lord, made up 
a part of a cumfurilefs confinement of fifteen 
months paff, and but a part, for the meafure 
of affliflion liaih been filled by domellic con, 
oerns of a Ufs public bat not of a Icfs poig- 
narit nature. How 1 have borne it, that Being 
bell knows, without wbofe pemnliion no 
fparrow falls to the ground, and who fome- 
times tries, for his own wife puriMifes, the 
extremett flrength of his creatures; but fiirely 
I fliould have funk under the weight of fuch 
accumulated woe, if Patience and Hope had 
not been my fupptxters. But being at length 
enabled to bung my cafe before the^Court, 
not without fume ray of hope of meeting 
foon a fair and impartial trial, 1 beg to be 
allowed, in tlie liumbleft manner, to alTure 
your Lordlliip, that 1 Ihould feel little lefs 
pain than the award of execucinn oeuld in- 
fliA, if 1 were to quit this prtfetice without 
laying at the feet of the Couie my muft hum¬ 
ble, fincere, and heasc felt thanks. And I 
Knk 1 fliall nflt offend in embr.)Cmg this op¬ 
portunity to fay luiw truly fenfible L am of 
the liberal and diipatfionate C(Adu£t of the 
Attorocy-GenerHl m the matter. The fer¬ 
vent effufion of a grateful heart may not per¬ 
haps be unacceptable to an amiable and ex¬ 
alted mmd, which difdained the idea of op- 
pi rfliog the opprefled, or being led by unfair 
huts.

^ART.ISI.E IS 3ot miles nerthowefi of 
^ London, 6 o miles weft of Newcafile, 
and So miles ibuth-weit of Berwick. It is 
conimodinully and plealhiitly fituated near 
tin- contlu:: of the riveis Eden, Caudey, 
and Pr-irrels and if credit m-ty be giwn 
Ui the «HriiiAi Clironicte, was fiilt built 
by L' ii, a King of the Britons (at the 
time wlien Solomon began to build his 
TumpU ), and fu called from him in that 
lang^uage Caer-lci). But be that as it 
tnay, it was a place of note among the 
Bumans wlien they irfidi^d in this ifland. 
Alter the departure of the Romans it was 
deiUoyed by the Scots and Pifls, and lay 
binicd in its mins many years after the

Colony of Flemings, and afterwa^s

Rored out of its aRtes, and much improved 
in Rreuglh and beauty ; fo that in the 
late civil wars u was able to Rand a ficge 
of nine months, and was the laR gainloii 
that furicndcrcd to the rebels. 

King Edward the FirR held a Parlia¬ 
ment here in the 35;)! year of his reigr'i 
and the civil gnvemment of the City i/as 
committed to tlie citizens by Henry If. 
with the pri^Iege of a weekly market on 
Saturd^iy. Tfie Corporatlpn confiRs of a 
Mayor, twelve Aldermen, two Sheriffs 
or BiiiiilTs, 2^ capital citizens or Com¬ 
mon Coiiucilmen, and a Recorder. 

Carlilk CaRle, if not founded by the 
Romans, is very probably as ancient as 
the year 686, when King Egfrid rebuilt 
the City. But it is nrobable that it was 
again deftroyed by the Danes and Nuir- 
wegians, and laid in ruins for zoq yctirs, 
King William Rufus is faid to have le- 
paiicd the walls and houRs of this City 
in his return fromtiic Scpich wars, Ir is 
now made ufe of as a manfibn-houfe for 
the Governor of the Cafile for the time

There are two p irilh-churches 
in this City, befides the caihetb*al, name- 
iy, St. Mary’s and St. Ciuhbcti’s. The 
cathedral Hands almoH in tfie middle of 
the Ctty, is enclofed by a wall, and the 
choir or eaH part of ills a cuiious piece 
of woikmanHiip. This part is 137 feet 
Jong and 71 broad, having a noble win¬ 
dow 4b feet high and 30 broad, adorned 
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with curious pillars of escellent work* 
manfhip. TIjc roof is elegantly vaulted 
with wood and adorned with a variety of 
amts. The weft end, which is the loweftf 
was alfo formerly very ipcioua, but gieat 
part was deftroyed in Ine civil wars, and 
the materials carried off by the Vaitu* 
nientaiians. Tiie Tower is 113 feet high. 
There belong to this cathedral, a Billiop, 
a Dean, a Chancellor, an Archdeacon, 
four Picbendaiies, eight Minor Canons, 
four Lay Clerks, fix Chorifters, and fix 
Ahnfmen. The Bilhoptick is valued m 
the King’s books at 53il*4s. 9d. a )ear.

A MONO the various evils from which 
^ piocecds the general depravity of the 
prefent .igc» the continued and increafing 
publication of obfeene books and prints 
Hands eminently diftirguilhed. 

Wrttchtd as thefe produ6tiotis com¬ 
monly are, and thcicfore too delpicable 
to delcjVe notice in the eye ot tallc, they 
yet operate in the moll dangiious ni inner 
on the minds id’ ymih, and of thofc 
whofe attachment to viiiuc is unguaidcd 
by Hrength of rcafon and reAnement of 
vndcrltanding. 

The grand prefervaiive of a virtuous 
mind is modelty;—as Jong as a peiion 
a^ls under the influence of this principle, 
he cannot become vicious. Such, mdeed, 
IS the myflerious con'iiiuiion of human 
nature, and iu iniinmcMah'e aie the ave¬ 
nues fiom""light to wrong, that no one,

Not able 
to cciuprehcnd the leafoiiings, or toielifh 
the beauties of fuch litcraty works as have 
been written to advance the intcreils ot 
knowledge and virtue, they have rccourfe, 
for amuiement, to fuch as aic nddrefled 
to the pafllons rnd coiruptions of human 
natme. Hence novels are as eageily 
fought after by the vulgar, as ty their fa- 
periois, and undoubtedly have .is much 
influence in ^nlliuCling the m nds of the 
one asuhe other. Certainly in the peiufni 
otfuch productions, wherein love and fuji 
are made fynonimous teims, adttlitry 
proves the neceffiry conrcquence ot ma¬ 
trimony \ undutifuJnefs to parents, fui- 
cide, duelling, &c. &c. are recommend¬ 
ed to the pra^ice of at), from honourable 
and right honourable exampleshe 
youthful and Ample minds mult he amaz¬ 
ingly edified! 

Pcri.aps no publications have contri¬ 
buted more to the general flock of know¬ 
ledge, and the impiovement of the ufe- 
ful arts, than the montlily Magazines; 
and yet ibis mode of publication Las been 
made a much more fuecefsful mean for 
the propagation of immorality and pro- 
fanenefs. We fee, even now, monthly 
Magazines levelled in expicls terms 
againfl tellgion and decency, wldiout a 

fuiglt 
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iingile (lep tiken to prevent fo great and 
increafing an evil. And as if vice had 
entirely loft its infamyi no fooncr is a di¬ 
vorce proclaimed, but we havei imme¬ 
diately, the trial in print, containing all 
the modeft minutiae of examination and 
depofition, in order, no doubt, that adul- 
tcry ipay entirely lofe iu odium, and be¬ 
come faftiionable among all tanks of 
life ! 

From fo (hamefiil a proftitution of lite¬ 
rature to the purpol'esof vicft let us turn 
for a moment to the proftitution of the 
fine arts. 

Whetlicr thefe arts have ever been of 
any very ffleniial benefit to mankind, may, 
perhaps, he a quellion not eafily foivcd ; 
but let that be as it will, we have fufficient 
caufe to complain cf their evil applicaii^ n. 
The ingtnicus hands of the fculptoi, of 
the painter, itul of* the engraver, ate too 
often engaged on the fule of vice; am^ 
their molt admired produclions, while they 
rnifeour wondei and admiration, cicaie 
ideas incompatible with Itrift viitiie. 1 
would only :iik any man of frnfc, whe¬ 
ther he would patiently Ice his wite or 
daughters in fiich loolc attitudes and 
drefles, as the female figures in our hilt 
engravings arc commonly iTpiefcniid in ? 
If he replies in the negative, I would fur¬ 
ther enquire why he permits fuch reyicfen- 
tations to giaccllicmoft frequented apait- 
ments in hishouH-, as are calculated only 
to inftill ideas into the youiliful mind of 
themoft pernicious tendency ? Many, 1 
am fenlibJc, will regard me as avgloomy 
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mortal, whofe jaitndiced eye fees every 
thing in a bad light. Rut let what wifi 
be thought of this papci, a confeioufnefs 
of truth, and a leginl to the interefts of 
decency and virtue, animaie<l my bofom^ 
and wcie the only motives for my point* 
jng out evils that arc ^Inrinjr^ and,^hrit 
IS worfc, ifif ren^ftjr. Can any one lay, 
that this is not an age peculiarly marked for 
licentionfnefs amoiigoui youth? ThefaM 
is evidenced beyond a dmibt by the fwarms 
offeipaleprollitutcswhichinfcltoui (fleets. 
{>honld not every m^'afun' he taken then to 
prelcrvc the rifing generation, at lealt, 
rcom the immoral contagion ? and if im- 
mudelt books and prints h.ivt hut a 
remote tendency to debaucli the morals 
of jouih, and toconfiim tlv‘ vuious m 
their wickedncfs, ought not tht Legifia- 
ture a^fivelytoinlercliitf-U in the fuppiel- 
lion of iliom, and in the punilhinont of 
their puhl.ilieis? Perhaps I may be 
dt*eincd fevere upon a body of men who 
live by publindiig fuch woiks j but if 
wc arc to conlidir ihrjii as eniiticd lo 
coniiiv.ince on this account, by rfle fame 
itnlun giming-boufes, biothela, and oil 
«thci fi.minjii^,s of vice, wdl have a iuft 
claim t.i I he (avoin of thr Stine. The 
good of ihw whole n», howcvi'i, of moie 
conllqucHCc than the pnvatc cniolununt 
of a tew ; and thercfoie ivcrv iUj> ihotdd 
betaken to prtferve tUe viitiieof iinlivi- 
duals (lum coiiiipton, as the only meant 
to prUttvc ihc public body iiom final 
turn.

Indeed tl;cfe fiJIy old- 
wqm^q.'s tales had nothicj to do with Mr, Pope’s charaftcr xs a Poet,' 
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of attaining thU inellimable blefiftng« I 
am led to iniagine, arifes principally from 
the unquenchable third the mind has for 
novelty. No fooner has the attainment of 
a darling obje6l rendered it familiar to, 
than it diminifhes in, the idea; and we 
grow weary of being confined to the con- 
tcinplation of that, which is dedituteof the 
novelty requifiie to amufe the mind. Oar 
cnrlolity is again raifcd by fomething we 
are as yet unacquainted with, the acqiiih- 
tion of which wepiirfue with cqinl avidi¬ 
ty and impatience; and, in its pofTe/riuni 
experience equal mortification and clifap- 
puintment. Thusthne is fucli a conti¬ 
nual ixfufcitation of dcllies in man, either 
through curiofity or emulation, that con¬ 
tentment is, in a ninnner, denied him ; 
which convinci'S me that the benefits of 
life are not at all adequate to its miferics, 
and that death, (b far from being feared, 
ought to be expc£\ed with cheaifuln^|/s, 
as an extiicalion from a Kate whcie the 
pleafurcs we enjoy cannot compcnl'au for 
riic pains we fuftVr. 

Todil.Timinate between good and evil, 
and toreiulcr life the mod agreeable, re¬ 
quires that j>erfpicacity of penetiation 
wiiich few can boad of j and, iiccoiding- 
ly, we fee feme admitting diibale by idlc- 
iitfs; lomc foliciious atiout wliat wiil 
prove their own dcfitu^lion; fqine wait¬ 
ing their ftrength and heaicb in riot, in 
the iatcxication of gaiety, and debauch¬ 
ery ; while otheis, through a vain oKcn- 
tatior, are adorning ihcinilivcs in thole 
adfettitious qualities thev wifii to be in 
polVciTion of 5 which, inl^eaJ of anfwer- 
mg their exj)e6tations,* render them iin- 
•pitied UMd defpicable, and add to the pref- 
iiire ijf misfortune the pain of contempt. 

Yet, in mankind, 1 ^cannot djicover 
that turpitude of mind, which not a few 
have declaimed about, and a n?ar infpec- 
tion convinces me that few, very few, 
have an innate badnefs of difpofition; for 
in the mod depraved minds may be dif- 
ci)veieJ thole latent fparks of goodnefs, 
which break out at intervals, and died a 
ludre on human natine. All are drawn 
away by the torrent^of exannile, and every 
rifing virtue repelled by the fear of fai calin 
and fingiilarity; and when once we are 
hound by the Ihacklcs of vice, it requires 
the greated rcfoluiion, the mod vig )rotis 
exettion, to burd them. 

I amoneofthofe. Sir, whofe charafter 
can be comprehended by nobody, and, 
which is no wonder, cannot fnnicienily 
comprehend it myftlf. I have a great ve¬ 
neration for that ancient faying, knoiit 
y 9 urjtff\ but 1 find tliat the tnoi'c I eq- 
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deavour to dive into rnyfelft the more I 
recede from m 3 Freir, and that every 
tempt to accelerate fucb a difeovery only 
removes me the fartherfrom it. Defpw* 
ing, for thefe reafons, ever to attain, of 
myfelf, this wilhed -for falisfaflion, m 
the midd of my rolicitude 1 trouHfc yon 
with this, hoping that you might ailift 
me in the enquiry. 

I am of a tem)>er that cannot fee any one 
ankwardlyembaiTafiedby a little tnidake 
of their own, without being convullei with 
irrefiftible laughter; and I can aflert for 
myfelf, that no one is more ready to for* 
give the merriment others may indulge^ 
when I am in a limilar fituation. 1 am 
fometimes all filence and dejeftion, at 
others, plcafant and entertaining ; fome- 
times unable to accommodate mylelf to 
the di*e:im of converfation, and at others, 
have that eafy tacetioufnefs and flowing 
hilarity which lender company agireahle ; 
but there is always fuch a camlersnefs 
and negligence to pleafe about me, that 
nothing can account for bur a know¬ 
ledge of my cliaraftcr; and^thotigh I 
am thus liable to give an iininrcnded af- 
fiont, yet liu ro is none moic impatient of 
one than uivlclf; and, when 1 conQder 
how ealily 1 am affronted, often wonder 
liuw any can eiulurc ilidi diligreeable 
toinjuny; for, when flattered, 1 atn 
glouiny and lulpiciou<, while neglett 
makes me impatient and malignant: and 
yet 1 can bear with a gn-ater fhaieof tran- 
qiiili:ty,than I can dil'cover inthofs around 
me, the whips of mi^dortunc, and the per¬ 
plexities of life; foi this^Lafon 1 have 
often been conipaieJ to a duck amid a 
fliower of rain. 

Nothing adds more to my native auk- 
wardnefsand inelegance, than my untiac- 
tablenefs of difpoiiiion, anil my in.ibibiy 
to dif'play lenfations or affe£t pallions f do 
not immediately feel: it is this winch, to 
the mortification of fume, makes me hear 
without alloniniment a ftory thought won¬ 
derful, innodneud by a more wonduifnl 
preface ; oi', w.ththc niofi fieady features, 
one full of idle mirth or defigning oblo¬ 
quy ; and, which is woiTe than ail, can 
never prevail on inylclf to coinmifciuie 
with the dilfrefTcd. 1 atlevime misfor¬ 
tunes if 1 can do it efFi'£lually; but can 
never yield that temporary relief of con¬ 
dolence I Ihould cxj>e6l from others; for, 
wlienevcr a tale of diltrcfs is told ni;', I 
always diTgull with fomc dry proverb or 
philofophical remaik, which, inlfead of 
abating, aggravates grief. 

1 am always backward in forming new 
connexions, and, when they aic iuimrd| 

in 
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» danj^r of loilu^ tbenii by negleflinff 
tocuUivate thetr friendftiip through a falie 
fear of besne too trooblelbine, which is 
always coii(&ued into difrefpeft or difrt- 
d. Vet, notwithftanding this, 1 have 
felicity of enjoyirigt unKiterrupted, a 
lew friends, who good-naturedly laugh at 
■sy fingulariiies, and, 1 am well convin¬ 
ced, place mein the mod agreeable light. 
Among thefe 1 am allowed to have a 
tarn for poetrv, (perhaps I may give you 
% fpecimen of my abilities in that way), 
and I really believe myfelFto be in poO'el'- 
€on of a poet’s peculiar cuncomitatit,«- 
j0tf~cMfgh i and, of courll*, am fre¬ 
quently elated by fantaftical dreams of 
greatnefs, though at otlier times depreiled 
by defpondency : indeed thefe vicifliiudcs 
of the mind are common to all \ for ela. 
tioii 2knd defpondency, hope and dii'ap- 
pointment, tread on each other's heels, 
and the greateft circiimfpeflion is necelTa- 
ly to prevent the extremes of both, which 
are equally dangerous. 

I kldom do any thing repugnant to the 
dif^ates oiVhumanity, the precepts of phi- 
lofophy, or the injunffiuns oi religion; 


jrtt, when irritated and cxaTpei ated by 7 n« 
jury, too often give way to the promising 
induence of revenge, although its unbap* 
py vigilance makes me foon repent my 
tementy. This unextinguiihable paiHon, 
which 18 fo predominant, and railes fuch 
an inceflant reciprocation of hatred and 
mifebief among mankind, 1 have always 
found of moic injury to myfelf than to 
the obje£l it was JcveiJed at, when I ad¬ 
ded the perturbaung corrofions of refent- 
ment to the regret and repentance which 
enfued a fatisfaflion never permanent. 

I hiive been thns profufe on mylelf, aa 
intending, if this is inferted, (and to en. 
courage you, this is not the firll time I 
have appeared in piint) to commence an 
occafional cori'efpondent, and as hoping 
that you or fome of your correfpondents 
might difeover, or enable me to difeover, 
my real chai*a^ei, for all I pretend to

A CONVERSATION with ABRAM, an ABYSSINIAN, concerning the CITY of 
GWENDER and the SOURCES of t!ie NILU. By SIR WM. JONES, Knt. 


£From the First Volumf. of the ‘^Asiai ic RksFARcnrs. 
AVING been Informed that a native 


H 


of Abydinla was in Calcutta, who 


fpoke Arabic with tolerable duency, i fent 
for and examined him attentively on feveral 
fnbjefts* with which he feemed likely to be 
acquainted: hU infwers were fo Ample and 
prccife^ and hiS* whole demeanour fo remote 
from any fufplcion of falfchood, that 1 made 
a minute of his examinaiion, vrhich may not 
perhaps be unaccepuble to the Society. 
Gwender, which Bernier had long ago pro- 
ftounced a capital city, though Eudolf af- 
ferted it to be only a Military Station, and 
conjectured that in a few years it would 
wholly difappear, is certainly, according to 
Abram, ihe Meiropolis of Abyflinia, He 
fays, that it is nearly as large and as popu¬ 
lous as Mifr, or K^rcra, which he faw on 
Im pilgrimage to jerufalem ; tlrat it lies be¬ 
tween two broad and deep rivers named Ca- 
ba and Ancrib, both which flow into the 
Nile at tl>e diiiancc of about Aftten days 
journey; that all the walls of the houfes are 
•f a red ftone, and the roofs of thatch; that 
the ilreets are like thofe of Calcutta, but 
tiiat tlie ways, by which the king paAes, are 
very fpacious ; that the palace, which has a 
pUiftered roof, rtfembles a fortrefs, and 
itinds in the heart of the city; that the 
markets of tlie town abound in pulfe, and 
have alfo wheat and barley, bat no ri^ ^ that 
Aacp and goats are in plenty among them, 


’* juft imported from BengaU] 
and that tlic inhabitants arc extremely fond 
of /nilk, ^cefe, and whey, hut that the 
country people and (blditiy make no feru- 
ple of drinking the bloc*d and eating the raw 
Aedi of an ox, which they cut without car. 
ing whethen he is dead or alive $ that this 
ravage diet is, however, by no means gene¬ 
ral. Almonds, licf fays, and dates are not 
found in his country, but grapes and peaches, 
ripen there, and in fome of the dlftant pro¬ 
vinces, efpecially at Carudar, wine is made 
in abundance} but a k'ad of mead is the 
C9nMTU>n fhebriating h(,uor of the AbylTi- 
nians. The late king was Tilca Mahut, 
(the firft of which words means root or orl- 
ginj and tlie prefent, his brother Tilca Jer- 
jis. He reprefents the royal forces at 
Gwender as conTiderablc, and afterts, per¬ 
haps at random, that near forty thoufand 
horfe are in that Aation; the troops are 
armed, he fays, with mufkets, lances, bows 
and arrov/s, cimeters, and hangers. The 
council of ftate confifts, by his account, of 
al^ut forty Minifters, to wliom almoft all 
the executive part of government is com¬ 
mitted. He was once in tlie fervice of « 
Vazir, in wHofe train be went to fee the 
fountains of the Nile or Abey, ufually called 
Alway, about eight days joumqr from Gwen* 
ders he faw three ^fprings, one of which 
rifes from the ground with a great nolle, 
that m^y be beard at the diftanee of filre or 

fix 
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|l« miles. I (hewed him the defer!ption of 
the Nile by Gregory of Amhsray which 
Ludolf has printed in fithiopick i he both 
retd and explained it with great facility; 
whilft I compared his explanation with the 
Latin verfion, and found it pcrfcflly exaft. 
He aflerted of his own accord, that the de- 
feription was conformable to all that he had 
feen and heard in Ethiopia 5 and, for that 
reafop, I annex it- When 1 interrogaiod 
him on the languages and learning of his 
country, he anfwcrecl, that fix or feven 
tongues at lead were fpoken there ^ that the 
mod elegant idiom, which the king ufed, 
was the Amharick; that the Ethiopick con¬ 
tained, as it is w<jll known, many Arabick 
words; that, beddts their facred books, as the 
Prophecy of Enoch and others, they had 
hidoiics of Abyflinia and various literary 
compofilions; that their language was taught 
tn fchools and colleges, of which tlierc were 
feveral in tlit metropolis. He faid, thatmo 
Abydinian doubted tlic exidence of the royal 
prifon called Wahinin, fituatcdon avery lofty 
mountain, in which the fons and daughters 
of their kings were confined; but that, from 
the nature of the thing, a particular deferip- 
tion of it could not be obtained. All 
•* thefe matters, faid he, are explained, 1 
** fuppofe, in the writings of Yikub, wlwm 
** I faw thirteen years ago in Gwendcr: 
** lie was a phyfician, and had attended the 
king's brother, who was aifo a Vazir, in 
“ his lad illncfs : the prince died ; yet the 
« king loved Yakfib, and, indeed, all the 
court and people loved him: the king 
“ received him in his palace as a gued, fu|)- 
** plied him with every i||ing that he cculd 
want) and, when he went to fee the 
*• fourc^ of theNilc and other curiofities, 
^ (for he was extremely curious) he received 
every pofTible afiidance ind accommoda- 
“ tion from the royal favour : be under- 
** Itood the languages, and wrote and col- 
lefled many books, which he carried with 
“ him.” It was impoflTible foi me todoubt, 
efpecially when he deferibed the perfon of 
Yakdb, that he meant James Bruce, Efq. 
who travelled In the drefs of a Syrian phyfi- 
plan, and probably aiTumed with judgement 
a name well known in Abyfltnia: he is dill 
reyered on Mount Sinai for his fagacity in 
4fcovering a fprlng,~of which the monadery 
was in great need $ he was known at Jedda 
by Mir Mahomm^ Huflain, one of the mod 
inrelUgeot Mahoipmedans in India; and 1 
have feen him mentioned with great regard 
itt a letter from an Arabian merchant at 
Mokhi.

By the Mp 
of Abyidnian records, great light may 
thrown on the hidory of Yemen bdore |||a 
time of Muhammed, fince it Is generaMf 
known, that four Ethiop kings fucccfflva(f 
reigned in that country, having been inwilii 
over by the natives to oppofe the tyrant Dhd 
Naw as, and that they were in their turn ex¬ 
pelled by the arms of the HyinyarickPrlncM 
with the aid of Anulhiivan, king of Pertia* 
who did not fail, as it ufuilly happens, 
keep in fubje^ion tlie people whom h« 
had confented to relieve, ll the annali of 
this period can be redored, it mud be thro* 
the htdories of AbyiTinia, which will alia 
correal tlie many eirors of the bed Adatick 
writers on the Nile, and the country whick 
it fertUlfes. 

ON THE COURSE OF THf NILE. 

THE Nile, which the Ahydlniani know 
by the names of Abdy and Alawy, or the 
Giant, gufhes from fcvcral fpriiigs at a place, 
called Sucut, lying on tlie highed part o(^ 
Dengal^ near Gojjam, to the wed of Ba- 
jemdir, and the lake of Dara or Wed ; into 
which it runs with fo ftrong and rapid e 
current, that it mixes not with the oUkt 
waters, but rides or fwims, as it were, ab9X0 
them. 

All the rains that fall in Abyflinia, and 
defeend in torrents from the hills; all dreamt 
and livers, fmall and great, except the Ha¬ 
naro, which walhes the plains of Hengfit. 
and tlie Hawufli which fiow'S by Dew&r 
Fetvar, are cnlleded by this king of waters 
and, like valfals, attend his march 1 thus 
enforced he niflies, like a htfo exulting m 
Ilia drengih, and liadvns to fertilife the land 
of Egypt, on which no rain falls. We mult 
except alTo thofe Ethiopian rivers, which 
rife in countries bordering on the ocean, at 
Che kingdoms of Cambat, Gurajy, WKy, 
Ndriyah, Cify, Wcj, and Zinjiro, whote 
waters are difembogued into the fea. 

When tlie Alawy has pafled the lake It 
proceeds between Gojjdm andBajeindir,andf 
leaving them to tlie vved and ead, purfues a 
dire^ coiirfc towards Amhaid, the fleirts of 
which it bathes, and then turns again to tlte 
wed, touching the boideri of Wahika; 
whence it rolls along Mfigdr and Shawaip 
and, palling Hazdnd and Oongd, defttnds 
into Uie lowlands of Shankila, the country 
of tlie Blacks; tlius it forms a fort of fplfal 
round the province of Gojjam, which It 
keq.'s for the mod pare on its right.

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/ Here it bemf* a Httle to the eaflr iVom 
which quarter, before le reaches the diilri^s 
of Senniri it receives two large rivers, one 
called Tacarzyi vrhich rum from Tegri, 
and the otlicr^ Gwangue, which comes from 
Dembei^. 

Aftor it has vifited Senndr, it wafhes the 
land of Dongol^ and proceeds thence to 
Kubia, where it again turns eai^waid, and 
reaches a country named Abrim, where no 
vefleU can be navigated, b) reafon of the 
rocks and crags, which obflrudl the channel. 
The inhabitants of Senndr and Kubia may 
conftantly drink of its water, which lies to 
the eaft of them like a ftrong bulwark ; but 
the nicpchants of AbylTinia, who travel to 
Egypt, leave the Nile on their n7:ht, a"! foon 
as ciiey have palfed Nubia, and aic obliged 
to traverfe a ^fert of fand and gravel, in 
which for fiiccen days tliey find neither wood 


nor water; they meet it again in the coim* 
try of Reifor Upper Egypt, where they find 
boats on the river, or ride on its banks, re« 
freihing themfelves with its falutary flreams. 

It is aiTerted by fome travellers, that 
when the Alawy has paiTed Sennir and Don- 
gola, but before it enters Nubia, it divides 
itfclf j that the great body of water flows 
entire into Egypt, where the fmaller brancli 
(the Niger runs weftward, not fo as to 
reach Barbary, but towards the country of 
Alw 4 h, wiience it ruihe) into the great fta. 
The truth of this fa£l 1 have verined, partly 
by my own obfervarlon, and partly by my 
inquiries among intelligent men j whofe an- 
fwers feemed the more credible, becaufc, if 
fo prodigious a mafs of water were to roll 
over Egypt with all its wintiy increafe, rot 
the land only, but the houfes, and towns 
of the Egyptians mull be overflowed.

They mix tiie animal 
and vc^,etable matter, and after drying it, 
they point their arrows wuh this compew 
filion, which is luppofcd to be tlw mo^ 
effcfiual poifun of the whole comitiy. 
The Euphorbia itfelf is alfoufedfor thie 
purpoic, by throwing the branches into 
fountains of water frequcnlcd by wilj 
bcait>, wiiich, after dijiiking the water 
tlius poilbned, feldom get a thouran4 
yards from the brink of the fountain be¬ 
fore they fall down and expire. This 
pra£lice of poifpning the water proves 
!\n additional danger to travellers who aie 
unacquainted with the circumfiance ^ 
though the natives generally ul’c the pre¬ 
caution of leading off the water which is 
to be poilbned to a fmall dram, and co. 
vering up the principal fauntain.*’ 

The Trird Jovrney occupied the 
fpacc of three months, from December 
1778 to March i779i and was taken in a 
louth-eaft dircaion iiom the Cape along 
the coaft over Channa Lands height, ovtr 
OliphantsRivei, aciofs the foielt of Mi- 
mofa to Caintours Rivei*; and from thence 
in a north-eaft dire^rion along the cojll 
over ^on Dags andiht Gieai Filh River 
into Cali'iaiia j a pattof the continent of 
Africa w hich never had btfen vifited be- 
foie by any European; nor has any tra» 
vcller lince that time, it feems,- been p^r- 
miitcd to enter it; for lo jealous arc 
thole people^f the encroachments of tiic 
putch, (Aho arc the only Europeans thty 
are acquainted with) that they ftriaiy 
prohibit iudiyiduala' from entering tbeiv 
U'liitoiY* 

fhe men among the Caffres,'* 
fays Mr, Pdicrlbn, “ are fiom five 
feet ten inches to fix feet high, and well 
piopoitioncd, and in apneral evince great 
courage in auacking lions, or any 
of prey. '] his nation u now divided inta 
two panics; to the noithwaid area num¬ 
ber of them comrqanded by one Chaiha 
Bea,or Tambulhir, who has obtained the 
bltci dpiominaiio^^ from his mother, a 
woman U the iiib; of Hottentots cvllu! 
1 ambnkn .f. This man vyas ibc ibn of 
•I chief called Pliaioa, who died about 
tkne years belore, and left two fpns 
eha Cha Bca, and another named Dliii? 
ka, who clau)n.d the lu^ireme authority 

on 
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on account of his mother being of the 
C^affre nation. This orrafioned a conteft 
tietween the two biqihevsi In the courle of 
which Cha Cha Bca was driven out of 
)iis temtoriesy with a number of his ad- 
hercnts* The unfortunate chief travel¬ 
led about an hundred miles to the north- 
ward of Khoutii where he now reiides, 
ai-ul has entered into an alliance with the 
B'lHinien Hottentots. 

The colour of the Caffres is a jet blacki 
their teeth white as ivory, and their eyes 
4 rge. The cloaihiug' of both fexes is 
neatly the lame, conlilting entirely of the 
hides of oxeuy which are as pliant as 
cloth. The men wear tails ot different 
qnimals tied round tlicir thighs, pieces of 
brafs ill their hair, and large ivory rings 
on their amtsi they are alfo adorned with 
t}ie hair of lions, and feathers fafteoed on 
tbeir heads, with many other fanialtical 
ornaments. When they are about tyne 
yeaisof age they undergo the operation 
of being circumcifecl,and aftei wards wear 
3 muzzle of leather which covers the ex* 
trenjity of the penis, and is fufpended by 
^ Icatheip thong from their middle. This 
covering is in general ornamented with 
beads and brais rings, which theypur- 
chafefrom the Hottentots for tobacco and 
Packa. They are extremely fond of 
dogs, which they exchange for ^attle; and 
to liich a height do they carry this paf- 
fum, that if one paiticularlypleafesthem, 
they will give two bullocks in exchange 
foi it. Their whole exerclfe through the 
day is hunting, fighting,ordancing. They 
aie expert in thi owing their lances, and 
in time of war ufe fhfclds made of the 
Jtides oi oxen. The women are employ¬ 
ed in the cultivation of their gardens and 
corn. They cultivs^te feveral vegetables, 
which are not indigenous to their coun¬ 
try* fuch as Tol}acco, Water-melons, a 
fmali fort of Kklney-heans, and Hemp, 
none of which I found growing fpon- 
tancoiifly. The wom^n make their haf- 
iuis, and the mats which they deep on. 
The men have great pride in their cattle; 
they cut their horns in fuch a way ssto 
be able to turn them into any fha[>e they 
plcafc, and teach tl>em to anfwer a whit¬ 
tle, Some of them ufe an inOjumint 
for this purpofe, fimilar tq a Bcihman*^ 
pipe, when they with their cattle to 
return home, they go a little way from 
the houfe and blow this fmali inftrument, 
which is made of ivory or bone, and fo 
conllrufled as to be heard at a great dif- 
tance, and in this manner bring all their 
cattle home without any difficulty. The 
of this country is a blackith loomy 
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ground, and fo extremely fertile, that 
every vegetable fubdance, whether fuw^ 
or planted, grows heix with great laxVv 
riancr,** 

Thb Fovptm and taft JovfcVSY waa 
commenced on the iSih June 1779 fmai 
the C;ipe Town, and employtd A ioter- 
vol of fix months and 6ve days. It tp*> 
pears to have been diref^ed along tbe 
north-weft coaft through Verloxtn Valley 
over Hartcbceft River, by Khinooerew 
Fountain, to a different fiart of theOraflgt 
River, not far diflant from its mouth, out 
of which it empties itfelf into the AtlaiH 
tic Oceans and fium tlience up th« 
country among a tribe of nrwly-difco-* 
vered Hottentots. The cuiiofitlei of ihia 
journey arc very nnmeious, and many of 
them higldy entertaining! pariicnlariy tlw 
defcription of the Lion's Dsn, the Ca¬ 
melopardalis, the Horned Snake, the Mi^ 
mofa, a plant the fpeciei of which is un¬ 
known, and the Loxia, a bird which is not 
yet ranged under any dais; but as our 
cxirafls have already exceeded the limits 
of our Review, we mult contdit ourfelvea. 
with reciting the following delctiption of 
a tribe of wild men, which Mr. Patcr- 
fon and his companions met with among 
the woods on the banks of Orange River. 

“ The next day 1 crofted the liver, in 
company with Colonel Gordon, and left 
the boat in order to make an exciirfion to 
the weft ward. Here we obfervedtlie piint 
of human feet, which appeared to us to 
be frefh. Upon this we relblved to pur- 
fiie the track, and on our way faw leve- 
ral fnares laid for the wild neafts. After 
travelling about five miles to the north¬ 
ward, we perceived fomr of the natives on 
a fniuiy hillock, about one mile from ns; 
we made feveral fignals to them, but they 
Teemed to be quite wild, and made their 
efcape. We continued to follow their 
path, which brought us to their habita¬ 
tion ; but we were ftlll as unable to bring 
about any intcrcourle with them at be¬ 
fore; for the wliole family iinmediatety 
betook thcmfelves to flight, except a lit¬ 
tle dng, which fcen\ed to be equally un-** 
acquainted with Europeans. Heic ve 
ftayed Tome lime, and examined their 
huts. In them we found feveralTpecics of 
aromatic plants wliich they had been 
drying, and a few /kins of ieals. I'heir 
huts were much fuperior 10 ihoA; of ilte 
generality of Hottentots; they were lof¬ 
tier, and thatched with grals: and were 
fiiniifhed with ftools made of the back¬ 
bones of the Grampus. Several fpecita 
of fifh were fufpeiuied from poleA ftuck 
into the ground. Having nothing about 
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m wlilch we thought would prove an ac¬ 
ceptable prefent) Colonel Gordon cut the 
burioni from his coBt| and depoTited 
them among the aromatic plants which 
were dryins;. In the mean time we again 
•hfervcd iIrH: natives at the fame place 
where liad hi (I difeovered them. We 
made eveiy polFihlc hgn in onlcr to allure 
them to ufi» ami dlfpHtchcd one of our 
Hotteutols, who ipoke lo tlieir^ and af- 
l^rcd tiicm we had no evil inteniion. 
Afier fonic time. Colonel Gordon went 
to tlienr., while 1 icmuined at tlieir huts 
with die guns, and after much pcifua* 
£un he induced llum to return to their 
KLrual. They wtre eleven in l umlur, 
and were the only natives who ir.hahited 
thi*pait of the countiy. Wc inquired 
gftcr other naliuns, but they could t:ivc 
os no account, except ot tlic Nimiquas, 
whence we had jult come. A Nimiqiia 
woonui who livid with them, was tlie 
only one ot the company who knew any 
tiung of ]£uropeuin>a Though iew in 


number, they were governed by a chSef^ 
whole name was Cout. The mode or 
living among thefe people was in the 
higiuft degree wretched; and they are 
apparently the diriieft of all the Uottcn« 
tot tribes. Their drefs is compofed of the 
(kins of ienls and jackalt*, ti>e flc(h of which . 
tiicy cut. When it happens that a Gramput 
is call alhorc, they rcn>ove their huts to 
the place, and fiibftft upon it as long as 
any part of it remains; and in this 
manner it fometinnes aftuids them fulle- 
nance for half a year, though in a gieat 
nicalure decayed and putriiied by the 
fun. They finear their ikins with tlte oil 
or train; the odour of which is to power¬ 
ful, that their approach may be perceived 
fome time before they picfent tl^mlelTca 
to the fight. They carry iheir water in 
the (hells of oltrich eggs, and the blad- 
dois of fc.ils, which they (hoot with bows« 
Their arrows are the fame as thofe of all 
other HoUentuts*'*

V'oiks of t!ir Fi filth Poets ; and enabled

the faith of Princes was not then regard"- 
ed in the mott favourable light, he would 
not fufler himlelf to be prcpolTciTcd wuli 
general prejudices, but make an* excep-r 
tion in favor of his friend. The vanity 
of Voltaire blazed forth upon the piofpcft 
of lb illufliious an inrcrcourlc and inti¬ 
macy} and a corrcfpondcncc fuccccded* 
in which the litemry charaflcr of Frede¬ 
rick was raifcd to the higlicft pinnacle of 
renown hy the commendations of Vol- 
taiic. After Frederick had fuceeeded to 
the throne, and the peace of Breflaw 
had lelloicd to him the icifurcsof private 
life, he thought ferioudy of meriiing dill 
more and more the praifes lavifhed on 
him from all quarters, in confequcncc of 
his tafle for the Arts and Sciences. At 
this time Voltaire was covered with 
glory, by the fuccefs of his Tra«dy of 
; and Frederick renewed rns invi¬ 
tation to him, in the terms of openneit 
and familiarity with which one philofo- 
pher would unite another- Voltaire ac¬ 
cepted the mvi;..tija: but Frederick lirtle.

“ Had his noble paiTion for ifilfchicf 
been content with" the Seventh Din'eria- 
tion addixITed to Dr. Jortin, I Ihnuld 
have givfn him all due pratfe for the 
glitter of his wit and the gatidinqTs of his 
eloquence ; and, at the fame time, 1 
(hould laie laughed at»the prctenfions 
•f the boyk to rcafoning and fa6V as a 
mere flam, and not containing one word 
of ti uth from the beginning to the end.'* 
But when the fameoflcniiveCpiiitof con¬ 
tempt is, for the fame unwairantable pur- 
pofe of degradation, transferreil from the 
wiitings ot Dr. Jortin to thole of Dr. Lc- 
land, 1 “ itx what the in,an would be 
at through all his diiguifes.” 1 lee a very 
decilive proof, that the temper ol the wii- 
tcr was not mel.orated by time, by expe. 
rience, by (elf-examination, or lelf-icf- 
pe£^. 1 feel, at the lame lime, the moll 

jud and cogent rtafons for laying him 
open to that igndminy, from which cow¬ 
ardice, imiced, may have tempted him 
fly, but which he has not hiiherto en¬ 
deavoured to avert by apology or rt for- 
mation. The indelicacies of enmity 
are not always juflifled bjr rlie zeal of 
friendflup. 1 he ** immunities (as John- 
fpii cafla tbem} pf inviflbility'' cannot, in 
ail calcs, be employed to ilifle ihc curio- 
iy pf the Irtirned, or to avert the <|ecifioo 
of the im'^ai'tial. They may, indeed#

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fereen the name of an author from ths 
detection which he dreads | but they mull 
not bepermitted to Ihelter his puhlicatioiys 
from the reproach which they delerve. 

Jortin and Leland now repoie jn the 
fanfluary of the grave, and are ^aced 
beyond the reach of human praife and hu¬ 
man cenfure. Be it fo. But there wi 
a time, when enemies, fuch as the un¬ 
fettered opinions of one, and the Ihining 
talents of both, were fure to provoke, 
found a momentary gratiflcatioii even 
from fuch charges as the Letter-writer 
ventured to alledge. There was a time- 
when thofe charges might have clogged 
their profellionaLinterelfs, and certainly 
i//Vdilturb the tranquillity of their minds* 
Yer, while they were living, no balm 
was poured into their wounded ipirits by 
the hand that pierced them ; ana, if their 
charaiirrs after death remain unimpaired, 
by the rude Ihocks of controverfy, and the 
fecret mines of llander, their triumph is to 
be a fen bed partly to their own ^rength, 
and partly to the confeious weakiiels of 
iheir antagonifl, rather than to his love 
of juflice, or his love of peace. That aii- 
tagoniff, too, is perhaps liill alive, and 
Itili finds his admirers among thofe, who 
thcmfclves panting after greatncl's, arc 
careful to utter only fmooth tilings con¬ 
cerning the faults of the great. But liis 
filence has not yet been leprefcnlcd even 
by hi^ friends as the clTeR of coniriiion. 
His pen has not be'en employed in any 
fubfequent publication to cqfiimend two 
writers, agasnfl whom ht had foimerly 
brandillied fuch cenfures, as, according 10 
his own cllimatlon and his own wilh^es, 
were aculeate and proper.*’ Ills ex¬ 
ample—and this is thewoifl of all-»hit 
example^ I fay, is at hand to encourage 
any futuie adventurer, who may flrfl be 
difpufed to attack the beft books and the 
bed men; and afterwards, when the real 
merits of tlie dispute, or the real chara^lcr 
of his opponents, areknown, may contrive 
to kt his mifehievous cavils quietly fink 
into oblivion, to Ikulk, as foftly as he^ 
can^ fiom dete£lion and dilgracc, nay, to 
let up Imous pretenfioas to candour as a 
writer, to decency ab an eccleftaflic, and 
to meeknefs as a Chrillian,"

I'lic real name of thu Writer 
is Wii.MAMS, who was Imrn in thr 
metropolis, and received the vlullir il part 
ot his education at Merchant Taylurs 
Tclioul, where he continued Tix years 
under the tuition of the late Di. Town- 
Icy ; and while in this fuminaiy Tufl'eicd 
a temporary dH];iace, foi wriiinp'a T.atin 
Epigram upon the Kcv. Mr* Knox, ihcu 
third Maflcr of the InOiaition. lie was 
originally inrended, wo havt^hccii in*> 
formed, for the Chinch ; but, finm the 
death of Tome particular friend to hix 
family, that idea was tlioppcd} and at 
the age of Tevcntccn he n ns placed under 
an Artift of eminence, with wtiom he 
fludied painting. Tron) what cauie svo 
know not, hut all of a fudden hr gave up 
this purfuic, and applied himfelf ro iran- 
llate for the UookTetlcrs. Ac the age of 
eighteen he wrote a poetical defence of 
the late David Garrick i^gainfl the huiiid 
attempt of Dr* Kcniirk t% injuie liiy 
charaAer in a Poem entitled “ J .ove iq 
the Suds, or the Lamentations of Kolcius 
for the lofs of his Nyky.'* Tliis ctlbic 
procured him the friendfliip of our Britifls 
RoTciiis. About two ycai s after this pc* 
I'iod he paid n vifit to Tonic relations in 
Ireland, where he rcfidcd for fcvcral 
years; and during Ins relsdencc in J'>ub* 
iin was alteiiiatcU Editor of almofl all the 
periodical pubiicarions in that Capiial { 
amongfl others of the Volunteer *youynii,\ 
a daily paper, in which lie is laid to liaxib 
defended the riglics of the Catholics wirli 
gieac vigour of fenrimem under the ligiiat 
ture Soctatrs.

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%vor/hipt many antient Pagan rites, parli- 
nihrly that of cariying and timrng 
about the images of the Saints, in tlvju* 
procefltons, to Tinging and miiTtc." 

4« the union of afting, dandn^y 
and iinglng, will hereafter be fl^ewn lo 
have been allowed in the church, when 
the firft Oraiortos or Tacred dramas were 
performed there.” 

Our author next, with great profeflion- 
al fcience, as well as antiquarian ilili* 
genet, proceeds to the explanation of Ec~ 
elt^aftical Mufical Notesy which to us 
feem the moft unintcUigibie diain6\eis lo 
be found in antient MS. MilTals, previous 
to the ufe of Gugman NoUs» in which 
the chants of the R{.miflt Church are Hill 
written. This notation is now To obfoUte, 
that the moTt learned Prieits and Libra¬ 
rians ill Romifli countries pretend not to 
decypber thenv. 

By what wc can gather from Dr. Bur* 
ney's labours on this fubjefV, at which 
we arc indeed aHonifticd, as well as with 
his patience, thel&charaAers weie at firH 
lengthened accepts placed over words that 
were to be Tung, in order to expnTs diffe¬ 
rent inHe^ns and elevations of voice. 
** ThftTe Jceiii, before lines .were applied 
to ibeiu, fays Dr, Burney, to have 
in general ule from the third to tlie ninth 
century. In many of the MiAals of tlieie 
times, particular words at the end of a 
verfe, or fentcncc, have groups of notes 
given to them, which in modern muTical 
bingitage wou^d he called Divifwns* In 
a manuTcript of the eleventh century there 
k one to the Tccond fyllable of the word 
fanaxiuTy confifting of near feventy diffe¬ 
rent guilds. Some of theft cliara£ters, as 
their names imply, are grammatical. Tome 
meiiical, Tome upiefeniatives ol mufical 
Ibuiuis, and others perhaps were appro¬ 
priated to the graces or embelldhments 
which were thcMi tiled in nichKly.” 

Several curious plites are given to ex¬ 
plain the Clt fi antf Mujual CharaBers in 
niilCls of the KoniWi Chuich i 
afer which thole of tiie Grech Chuich 
are explained w'itli great learning and iii- 
gcnuuy.«- 

“ The TcliiTm, fays Dr. Burney, be¬ 
tween the Greek and Latm Churche.-;, 
which happened in the ninth century, pre*^ 
vented fucli changes ns were madp in ilie 
Roman Kitu-l, after that period, fioin 
being adopted ; and the notutiun uled hc- 
fnre, Jeemsiong to h^ve been continued in 
the Greek Church. In RuHla, however, 
all the Rituals were called ill at the btgin- 
ning of the laft century j and a unitoim 
l^tuigy wu c^abJi^d, Ip rliicb (he mo¬ 


dern method of writing mufic was received- 
But in the Greek, ifles a notation peculiar 
to its inhabitants is Hill in ufe, which is 
not only as different from ours as their aU 
pliabit, but totally unlike that in the an¬ 
tient MifTals/’ 

St. John Damafceims, who lived in 
the eighth century, is celcbiated by the 
writers of bis life, and by ecclenaHical hif* 
torians, as the compiler and rtformcr of 
chants in the Gieek church, in the fame 
manner as St Giegory in the Roman,” 

The autlior clufes this chapter with ati 
account of the elbbiifhmcnt of Church 
Mufic in England and Fiance, in which 
lie mounts to the time of the propagation 
of the GofpcI in thole cnuntiicb. 

Vemrabie Bede and William of Malmef- 
bury, fays ouraullioi, inform us, ‘‘that 
AuHin, the Monk, who was lent to Eng¬ 
land by Pope Gregory the Great, to con- 
veitthe Saxons, initru£lcd them in eccle- 
fiaHical muiic.*' 

Venerable Bede was hlmfelf a very able 
mufician, and is fuppuTcd to have been the 
author of a fhort mu/ical Tra£l, printed 
in the Gologn edition of his works, enti¬ 
tled, Dc Mufica Theorica^ et PraBica fen 
Menfurata ; but this Dr. Burney, with 
Tome cripcal acumen, has proved to be 
Tpurious, and the work of a much move 
modern author. 

The TubTeqiient part of this chapter is 
enlivened by an account of a quairel at 
Rome between Gallic and Italian, niufi- 
cians, To early as the timeof Pope Adrian 
and Charlemagne, coiiceining fuperiority 
of taHe and knowledge in their ait. Thn 
Hoiy, though pleaTant and chara£lcriHic, 
is too long lur ^iuctra6l here, or wc fhould 
prefect it to our leaders. The following 
period, hbwever,contains infoiination too 
lerioiis and curious to be-cniitied. 

“ Adnan $ Stephen, Monk of Canter- 
buiy^ Fiiai Janus, and ninny others, are 
celebrated by Bede for their fkill in Ting¬ 
ing after the Roman manner. It was 
then the cuHom for the clergy to tra¬ 
vel Rome for impiovenient in mufic, as 
well as to inipQjt maHers of that ait from 
the Roman college. At length the Aio- 
celTors ot St. Gregory, and of AuHin his 
Miilionary, having eHabiifhed a Tchoo) 
tor ecclefiaHical miific at Canterbury, the 
reltof the iflatui was fuiniHied wi h maf- 
ters irujn that Temingry, Indeed, Roman 
niulic and Tinging were-as much in favour 
here, during the middle agef>i when there 
were no operas or urtiHcia) voices tp cap¬ 
tivate our countrymen) as Italian compos 
fitions and performerb arc at prefent.” 

acfouiii of the 
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Ibte of muGc in our ifland during the 
time of Alfrcd» when it was one of the 
ibiencei which conftituted the ^cuirm^ 
um, or higheft claffi of jiUilofonhical learn¬ 
ing, being ranked with arithTnetic, geo- 
inetiyf and aArononiy. This is followed 
by a relation of the mufical inventions of 
St« Dunftauj among which we cannot 
help imagining that the harp which he was 
accufed of conftrufting by the help of the 
Devil, that « not oiuy moved of itfelf 
but played without any human aflidance,'* 
may have been the JEolinn Harp^ though 
afcribed to Kirchcr and others. 

The hittory of the Or^an clofes this 
chapter; in wrii’ng which the auilior muft 
have beftowtd inhnite pains, not only in 
finding the materials, hut dipcftlng them. 

Chap. II. traces ////* in^venthn of Coun~ 
ierpointj ami State of from the time 
of Gttuh to the ittvnition of ibt 'Tmf^ 
table . 

The opening of this curious chapter is 
fo well wiittcii, that we cannot wiih-hold 
it from the reader. 

« The ingiedienis, l'ay< Dr. Biirncy, 
which I have now to prepare for the read¬ 
er, are in general fncli as I can hardly 
hope to lender palatable to thole who have 
more ralte than ciiriniity. I*or though 
the molt trivial circiimlJaiices cilaitvc 
to illultriuus and favourite ch.ir.ictvrs 
become intticlhug when well auiiicn- 
ticated, yet inomory unwillingly en- 
curabcis lilelf with the iianfaiiions of 
•blcurc pcrlons. 

“ If the great mufician^s of antiquity, 
whofc names arc lo familiar to our ears, 
had not hifewife been poets, time and ob¬ 
livion would long fince have iwcpl them 
away. But thefe having iieen luckily 
writers ihemlelves, look a lililc jare of 
their own fame } whicii their breihren of 
after-ages gbdly fuppoiied iorthe honour 
efthe^or^r. 

But lince writing anti praflical ma¬ 
fic have become feparatf piofcflions, the 
celebrity of the poor miiiiti.iu dic^ with 
the vibration of his lirings ; or it, in con- 
delccnnun, he be rwnembeicd uy a poet 
or hidorlan, it is ufiially but to blazon his 
iuifirinities, and throw contempt upon 
his talents. The voice of acclamation, 
and thunder of applaufe, pals away like 
vapours; and thole tirmds which were moft 
arfivc in lelUfying umporary approbation, 
fuffer the fame of ihofe who charmed 
away their care and forrows in the glowing 
hour of innocent delight, to remain unre¬ 
corded.’* 

The enquiries which the author has 
made, and the fcarcc MSS. which he has 
confined in the principal libraries of E«- 


rope, in order to difeover the origin of 
counterpoint, or mufic in parts, and to 
afceriain, among the numerous inventiont 
alcribed to Guido, thole to which lie was 
truly entitled, arc prodigious! 

** Guido, fays he, Is one of tm>le fa¬ 
voured names to which the liheraliiv of 
pofterity fets no bounds. He has long 
been regarded in the empire of iniific as 
Lord of the Manort to whom ail ftiays 
revert, not indeed as chattels to which he 
it known to have an inbeient right and 
natural title, but fuch as accident has put 
into the power of h s henefaftoi's; and 
when once mankind have acquiicd a ha¬ 
bit of generofity, unlimiteil by envy and 
rival claims, they wait not till thv plate 
or charity-box is held out to them, bus 
give freely and unlblicited wluiicver they 
hnd without trouble, and can relinquim 
wirhoul lofs or effort

Xc was on the morning of this fstal day, 
ftetwren the hours of nine and ten» that 1 
wiS fat down in my apartmcnti juft finifliing 
a letter, when the papers and table 1 was 
writing on, began to tremble with a gentle 
motion, which rather furprized me, as 1 
eould not perceive a breath of wind ftirringt 
Whilfl I was refle^ing with myfclfwhat this 
could be owing to, but without having the 
Jeafl apprehenOon of the real caufe, the whole 
lioufe began to (hake from the very founda¬ 
tion $ which at firft I imputed to the rattling 
of fcveral coaches in the main Itreet^ which 
ufually paired that way, at this time, from 
Belem to tlie i^alacc ; but on hearkening 
more attentively, I was foon undeceived, as 
1 found it was owing co a ftrange frightful 
kind of noife under ground, refembling the 
hollow diflant rumb'ingof thunder.

pricAs who had run from the altars So tfcelv 
facerdotal veAftients In the midA of their 
celebrating mafi { laffies half^dreA^ and 
feme without ffioes; all thefe, whom their 
mutual dangers had here aA^blfd u to a 
place of fafecy, were on their knees at prayers, 
with the terrors of death in tbair countenances, 
every one llriking his breait, and crying ou( 
inceflantly, Afi/erieordla men Dios, 

AmidA Aiis crowd, I could not avoid 
taking notice of an old venerable pricA, in a 
Hole and furplice, who, 1 apprehend, had 
cfcaped from St. Paul’s* He was continually 
moving to and fro among the people cx« 
horting them to repentance, andendtavouring 
to comfort them- He told them, with a 
Aood of tears, that God was grievouAy 
provoked at their Ans, but that if they would 
call upon the BleAed Virgin, ffie would 
intercede for them. Every one now flocked 
around him,eameAly begging tus benediAion, 
and happy did chat man think himfelf, who 
could gee near enough to touch but the bent 
of his garment: feveral 1 obferved had little 
wooden crucifixes, and images of faints, in 
their hands, which they offered me to kifs j 
and one poor Iriffiman, 1 remember, held 
out a St. Antonio to me for this purpofe j 
and when I gently put his arm aflde, as 
giving him to underAand that I dcfired to be 
excufed this piece of devotion, lie aiked me, 
with fome indignation, whether 1 thought 
there wasra God. I verily believe ^ny <{ 
the poor bigoitcd creatures who faved thefe 
ufclefs pieces of wood, left tlieir children to. 
perilh. However, you muA not imagine, 
th:tt I have^now the leaf! inclination to mock 
at thc:r fupei Aitions 5 I finccrtly pity them, 
and mu A own, th^t a more atlc^ing fiicAaclu 
was never fctn. Their tears, their bitter 
Aglis and lamentations, would havb touched 
tile moA flinty heart. I kntli down amongA 
them, and piqycd as fervently as the reA, 
though tq a mpeh properer obje£l, the only 
Being who could hear my prayers, to affor^ 
me any fuccoqr* 

In the midA of our devotions, the feconc^ 
great Aiopk came on, little Ufs violent than 
the flrit, and compleated the ruin of tliofs 
.buildings which had been already much 
fliattercd. The conAernatipn now became 
fo univerfai, that the fluieks and cries of 
M/erieordia could be diAioAly hiard from 
the top of Sc. Catherine’s hill, at a confldera- 
blc diAfincc oft; whither a vaA number of 
people had likevvife retreaded j af the fame 
time wo could hear the fall of the pariffil 
church there, whereby many perfons. were 
killed cn the fpot, and others mortgUy 
wounded. You may judge of tbe force of 
this when 1 inform yqq^ it was fo

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bat it was atteniSed with (bme circufnftinoes 
AUl qtiore dreadful than the former^^On a 
fbdden I heard a general outcry, ** The fea 
is coming iiH we lhall be all loft/*—Upon 
this, taming my eyes towards the river, 
whl^ In that plaoe it near four miles broad, 
I could perceive it heaving and fweUing in a 
tnoft unaccountable naanner, at no wind was 
/Urrlngt In an inftant there appeared, at 
fbme fmall diftance, a Urge body of water, 
rifing at it were like a mountain; it came on 
foaming and roaring, and ruihed towards 
the fliore with fuch impetuoiity, that we all 
immediately ran for our lives, as faft at 
poflible: many were actually fwept away, 
nnd the reft above their waift in water, at a 
good diftance from the banks. For my own 
pare, I had the narroweft efcape, and foould 
certainly have been loft, bad 1 not grafped a 
large beam that lay on the ground, till the 
Water returned to its channel, which it dlb 
Blmoft at tlie fame inftant' with equal rapU 
tllty. As there now appeared at leaft as 
much danger from the fea as the land, and 1 
Icarce knew whither to retire for Ihelter, I 
took a fudden refolution of returning back, 
with my cloaths all dropping, to the area of 
St. Paul's; here 1 Hood fome time, and 
vbferved the fliips tumbling and tolling about, 
in in a violent ftorm; ibme had broken their 
cables, and were carried to the other fide of 
the Tagus t others were whirled round with 
incredible fwiftnefs; fcvcral large boats were 
turned keel upwards ( and all this without 
any,wind, which feemed the moig aftonifh- 
ing. It was at the time of which I am now 
fpeaking, that the fine new«quay, built en¬ 
tirely of rough marble, at an immenfe ex* 
-pAice, was entirely fwallowcd up, with all 
die people on it» who had fled thither for 
fafoty, and had reafon to tlifok theniftKes 
out of danger in fuch a place: at the fame 
‘time a great number of boars and fmall vef- 
fels, anchored near it (all Hkewife full of 
people, who had retired thither for the fame 
pur^e) were all fWallowed up, is In a 
Whirlpool, and never more appeared. 

This Uft dreadful incidei.t 1 did not fee 
with my own eyes, as It paflbd three or four 
ilones* throws from the fpot where I then 
wu; but 1 had the account, as hefo given, 
from icveral mafters of fhips, who were an- 
ehored within two or three .hundred yards of 
the quay, afld faw the whole cataftrophe. 
One of them in particular informed me, that 
When the ftcond fhock came oti, he could 
perceive the nkfho/g city waving backwards 
and forwards, like the fea when the widd

feen afterwards. This account you ’tnay 
give full credit toi for aC to the lofs of the 
vcATels, it it confirmed by every body 1 and 
with regard to the quay, 1 went myftlf, a feW 
days after, to convince myftif of the truth, 
and couk) not find even the ruins of a place 
where 1 had taken fo maity agreeable walkss 
as this was the common reiidexvous of the 
Faaory in the cool of the evehing. I found 
it all deep water, and in fome pares ftatcely 
to be fathomed. 

This is the only place I could Icahi Which 
wai fwallowedup, inorabout Li/bon, though 
1 fiw many large cracks and ^fibres in 
different parts t and one odd phenomenon t 
muft not omit, which was communic.ited to 
me by a friend, who has a houfe and wine- 
^ cellars on the other fide the river, vl*. that 
the dweIJinir*boure, being firft terribly fhaken, 
which made all the family run out, there 
prefcntly fell down a vaft high rock near it, 
that upon this the river rofe and fubfided In 
the manner already mentioned, and immedi¬ 
ately a great number of fmiill fiflures appealed 
in feveral contiguous pieces of ground, fioHl 
whence there fpouted out, like% jetdggtgt, ti 
large quantity of fine white (and, to a prodi¬ 
gious height. It is not to be doubted thb 
bowels of the earth muft have been exceflively 
agitated to caufe thefe furpriflng effe^s | 
but whether the (hocks were owing to any 
-fudden explofion of various minOralt mixing 
together, or to air pent up and ftmggllng fo? 
vent, or to a colleOIdh of fubterraheouk 
waters forcing a paflage, God ohiy knows. 
As to the fiery eruptions then talked of, t 
believe they are without foundation ; thbUgh 
It is certain, 1 heard fcvOrjil coihplalhiHg 
ftrong fulphureous fmeUs, a dizainefs Jn thetr 
heads, a ficknefs in their ftomachsi afaCi 
difficulty of refpiratioti, not that licit li^ 
fuch fyiflptomi myfcif. 

I had not been lung In the af^a of St. Psbt%

The mafter of a veflel which arrived liere 
juft after the firft of November affured me, 
that he felt the ftiock above forty leagues at 
ica fo fenfibly, liiat he really concluded he 
had ftruck upon a rock, till he threw out the 
leady and could find no bottom; nor could 
he poflibly gueft at the caufe, till the melan* 
choly fight of this dciblate city left him no 
room to doubt of it. The two firft (hocks in 
fine were fo violent, that feveral pilots were 
of opinion, the fituation of the bar, at the 
mouth of the Tagus, was changed. Certain 
it is that one veflU,. attempting to pafs 
through tlie ufual channel, foundered, and 
another ftruck on the fands, and was at firit 
givm over for loft, but at length got through. 
There was. another great fhock after this, 
which pretty much afiefted the river, but i 
think not fe violently as the preceding; though ' 
feveral perfons afiured mcy that as they were 
riding on horfeback in the great road leading 
to Belem, one fide of vyhich lies open to the 
river, the waves rulh^ in with fo much 
rapidity, that they were obliged to gallop as 
faft as poflible to the upper grounds, for fear 
of being canted away. 

1 was now in fuch a fituation, that 1 
fcnevit not which way to turn myfelfi if i 
remained there. 1 was in danger from the 
fea; if i retired further from the Hiure, the 
bouftS threatened certain deftruftion; and 
at laft 1 refolved to go to the Mint, which, 
being a low and very .ftrong building, had 
ftceived no confiderable damage, except in 
inne of the apartments towards the river. 
The party of foldiers wh^h is every day fet 
there on guard, had all deferted the place, and 
. She onlf'^fon that remained was the com- 
officer, a noblemao's fon, of about 
feventeen or eighteen yearf of age, whom I 
Ibund ftanding at the gate. As there wu 
' ftill a^continued tremor of the earth, and the 
place where we now ftjod (being within 
ivrenty or thirty feet of the opjiofice houfes, 
which were all totting) appeared too dan* 
, firbus, the court-yard likewife being full of 
water, we both retired inward to an hillock 
^ ilo^ and ruhbilh t here .1 enurod iijto

my admiration that one fo young feoni# 
have the courage to keep his poft, when ever/ 
one of his foldiers had defened ihcks, the 
aafwer he made was, tbou^ bt futi rW 
tmtb vtml4 9fm • mni fwatlow him sf, im 
fcorned to thmk cf fiyi^ f^om bit^fofi^ la 
(hort, it was owing to the magnanimity of 
this young man, that rhe Mint, which at this 
time had upwards of two millions of money 
in it, was not robbed j and, indeed, 1 do 
him no more than juftice in laying, that I 
never faw any one behave with equal ferenity 
and compofure, on occafions much lefa 
dreadful than the prefent. I believe J might 
remain in converlation with him near five 
hours i and though I was now grown fsintf 
from the conftant fatigue I had undergone, 
and having not yet broken my faft, yet this 
had not fo mneh efte^ upon me as tlie 
anxiety 1 was under for a particular friend, 
with whom I was to liave dined that day, 
aftd who lodging at the top of a very high 
houfe in the heart of the city, and bring » 
ftranger to the language, could not but be in 
the uemoft danger: my concern, therefore, 
for his prefervation made me determine, al 
all events, to go and fee what was become 
of him j upon whkh 1 took my leave of the 
officer. 

As I thought it would be- (be height of 
rrihnefs to venture back through the fame 
narrow Ytreet I had fo providentially efcaped 
from, 1 judged it fafeft to return over the 
ruins of St. Paul's to the river fide, as the 
water now feemed little agitated. From 
hence 1 proceeded, with fonoe hasard, to the 
large fpace before the Irifti convent of Corpo 
Santo, which bad been thrown down, and* 
buried a great number of people who were 
hearing mafs, befides feme of the friars ; 'the 
reft of the community were Handing in tlic 
area, looking^ with dcj;:£led countenances, 
towardr ttie ruins: from this place 1 took 
my way to the back ftreet leading to the 
Palace, having the (hip yard on one fide,, but 
found the further paifage, opening into .the 
principal ftreet, flopped up by the ruins of 
the Opera-houfe, one of the felideftand moft 
magnificent buildings of the kind in £uro]}e, 
and juft finlihed at a prodigious expence : a

finiVhed : as to the former, the roof and pare 
of the front walls were thrown down, and 
the latter, notwichdanding tlieir folidity, had 
been fo diaken, that feveral large donct fell 
from the top, and every part feemed dif. 
jointed. The fquare was full of coaches, 
chariots, charies, horfes, and mrries, deferted^ 
by their drivers and attendants, as well as* 
tireir owners.

gerbus to pafs by them* As to the people 
who loft'their lives on thisoccaAon, to fyy no¬ 
thing of tltofe who were cruftier) to death in 
their own houfes, in fome of which nokfsthan 
forty perfons vrere killed, (as a family. lived 
on every ftoor) either meeung with imme¬ 
diate death, or having had their limbs broken 
by the fall of the ftones In the ftreets ; you - 
may mfiiy judge what prodigious numbers 
muft have periftied in the churches and con¬ 
vents, as the hrft (hock happened at high 
mafs, when they were aflhmbled at their de¬ 
votions. I have already given you fome in- 
ftances, and you may judge of the reft by 
what follows. 

Id the large Convent of St. Francis, which 
confifted of near three hundred friars, the 
roof fell down as they were ftnging in the' 
choir, nnd at the fame time a high gallery 
over the weft door fronting the great altar, 
and buried all, except about eighteen of the 
community, with the numerous congrega¬ 
tion below. In the mouaftery of Santa 
Clara, one hundred and fifty of the nuns^ 
wiih their waiting-women { in that of the 
CaWario, which Itands in the road leading 
to Delem, molt of the nunsthen in the choir, 
as well as a great part of the congregation 
ill the body of the church, (hared the fame 
fate. The Englllh nunnery was Ukewife 
(thrown down, hut whether any were killed 
I cannot learn. In the convent of ^the I'ri- 
nity, 1 am credibly informed, above fifteen 
hundred were killed. Thofg in every other 
churjph and phapel fuftered in proportion. In 
thc^Ifon Of Liiroeira, near four hundred 
were crulhcid by the fudden falling down of 
a wall, though the greateft wUains there 
nfeaped to do further mifehief, • 
the whole number of perfons that pe- 
riihed, including thoTe who were bpmt, or 
afterwards cru(hed to death whilft digging 
in the ruins, » fuppofed, on the loweft cal- 
puhuipn, to amount to more than (ixty thou- 
fand; and though the damage in other re* 
fpeefs. cannot be computed, yet you may 
fo^ fome idea of tt, when 1 afture you, 
^at this extenfive and opulent city is now 
polling but a vaftlioip of riyins, th^t.the rich 
and po^ are at prefenc upoii a level; fonM 
thoiifwds of familiea which bus the day 
^forc luut been eafy in their circumftances, 
^ng now foatter^ about in tl)c heldS| 
wanting every conveniency of hfe,' and ftr^ 
|ng none able to relieve them* . 

Amidft fuch feenea of univerfal afftidHcm, 
||Iie fate of individuals may f«cm of too little 


Mrs* PcricboD, who running out of Iser 
boufe at the be^oning of tlie (hock. In con^ 
pany with her hiftband, whom (he folfiwoi 
at a fmaU diftance, was buried under Cha 
ruins of a building, wtuch fuddent# M 
down before he perceived it 3 and when ho 
looked back expedling to find her near him^ 
there was not the leaft appearance of her, 
and to attempt any fearch in fuch a pUce)^ 
would have been only egpofing his own lift* 
The Iccond is of a Mr. Vincent^ wt» ba 4 
been sbfent from Lifbon a cnufidor^ile thne^ 
at a town called Martinico, eighteen leaguei 
from Lifbon ; but his iU^e piompted him 
to come to this city, at which he arrived upoa 
the evening of the fatal day, in order to partalra 
of fome diverfions; but he never left the 
houfe he (lept in, bring fuddenly croihed t» 
death before he was drefied, and buried ia 
the ruins, which is the only tomb he is ever 
like to have; for though his frien^, 
many fruitiefs fearches, difeovered, as tliey 
fuppofed, tlie remains of his body, iheg 
found thm fo putrid, broken, andfeattered, 
that it was impo(fible to remove them. The 
laft cafe is ftill more lamenuble 3 It is of % 
young lad, brother to Mr. Holford of Lon¬ 
don, remarkable for his moHefty and afiable 
behaviour: he was walking through one ot' 
the ftreets near the front door of a parllh- 
church when the firft (hock happened, at 
which time he bad both hii legs broken by 
the fall of a large ftonet in tMi miferabje 
condition he lay fome time, in vain beftedv 
ing tlie terrified pafTengeis to take fome pity* 
At length a tender-hearted Fortuguefe, moved 
by his cric^i took him up in hit arms, and 
carried him into the church, as imagining 
this afafer place than the open ftitets a; 
this inftant, the fecond (bock entirely block¬ 
ed up the 'loor, and the body of the church 
being foon all on fire, the lad was burnt uHve^ 
with his generous aftiftsnt, and many other 
poor wretches, who hoped to have (bund 
there fume (helter, ^ 

A few days after the firft confternatlon 
wab over, 1 ventured down into the city, by 
the fafeft ways I could pick out, tt^fee 1 ^ 
there was a polHbility of getting any thing 
out of my lodgings^ but the mins were now 
fo augmented by the late fire, that 1 was fu 
far from being able to diftinguifh the indivi¬ 
dual fpot where the houfe ftood, that 1 could 
not even diftinguifh tlie ftreet, amidft fuch 
mountains of (tones and rubbifh which rofe 
on every fide.. Some day* after, 1 ventured 
dowp again with (eyerai potters, who, hav- 
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lig IbRf' pfieif In tbdb parts of the towns 
were well acquaintrd with tlK fituation of 
parikviar hoofes. By thdr affiftance, 1 at 
M <Kfco¥Cre<i the fjxit; b»t was (bon con- 
(O'differ ai^ here, befidesthe 
singer of ftieh an attempi, would nerer an* 
ia>ep expence; and what^intber vnduced 
M l» lay alide all thoughts of the matter, 
was the dght of the roins (till fmoaking} 
ifona whence 1 knew for certain, that thofs 
Mngs I (et the greauft value on, muft have 
been irrecoverably loft In the ftre. 

On both the times when 1 attempted to 
Pi^this fruitlel^ fcarch, efpecially the firft, 
t h ete came fuch an intolcrahle (tench from 
fie dead bodies, that 1 was ready to faint 
away -; and though it did not feem fo great 
fhie laft time, yet it had like to have been 
iwore fatal to me, as 1 contracted a fever by 
boeof wlttcb, Ood be praiCed, I foon got 
tia better* However, this made me fo cau- 
•iofif for the future, that 1 avoid:d palfing 
■ear certain places, where the (tench was fo 
cxcclRve that peo]^ began to dread an in* 
fcftion. A gentleman told me, that going 
anto-the txr^ a few days after tin: earthquake, 
lie law fcvcral bodies lying in the Itrccts, 
Ibtne horribly mangled, at he fuppofod, by 
Ihu dogs; others half burnt $ feme qu<te 
m(%cd ; and that in certain places, particu- 
btrly fvear the doors of churchy, they lay in 
uaA heaps, piled one upon another. Veu 
My gueft at tlie prodigious havock which 
■luft have been made-, by the (ingle inftance 1 
am gevng to mention ; There was an luglt 
arelied paffage, likeone of our old city gates, 
fpuntiog tic weft door of the antient cathe¬ 
dral; on the Idft hand was the famous church 
uf St. Antonio, and on the right fome pri¬ 
vate houfea, fevcral ftories lilgh. Tlie whole 
area furrounded by all thefe buildings, did 
Rot much exceed one of our fmall courts in 
2.«c»dori. At the firft fhock numbers of pco- 
pl.‘ who were then pafting under the arch, 
Aed Into the middle of thi# area for (heher i 
tliofc in ll.e two churches, as many as couM 
pciflbly get out, d d the fame: at this inftant 
ibe arched gate-way, with the fronts of the 
two cliurchee ::Rd contiguous buildings, all 
, aaciini''S one towards another with the (ud- 
den Violence of the fttock, fell down, and 
buried every foul as they were (landing here 
tnjwdcAtogethnr. They have been employ¬ 
ed now for feveral days paft in taking up 
file dead bodies, whlclt are carried out into 
the neighbouring fields; but the greaicf part 
ILH remain under the rubbiih, nor do 1 think 

nbout a mile from litfboii, 
which fail up tb( rivf^r 
l^ortugal; 


it would be fz(t to remove tft^ even tfaoegk 
it were pradltcable, on account of ibe ftcncli i 
the King, tb^ fay, talks of buUdinga new 
city at Belem «, bot be this as it wil^ ^ tu 
certain he will have no thoughts of rebuild* 
ing the old, until tltofe bodies have lain long 
enough to be confumed. 

1 (hall mention only one circumftanct 
more relating to this dreadful aflfair, as there 
appeared fomerhing very extraordinary in it. 

Mr. Burmafter, a Hamburgh merchant 
of this place, had i-cceived a letter from hig 
partner at Hamburg!), advifing him te re« 
move a large quantity of flax, and other va¬ 
luable e(feft^, fiom the heufe he then refided 
in, to fevcral diftant warehouths in different 
pares of the city, giving as a reafon fur hit 
defiring him to ufe this precaution, that ho 
had dreamed for fourteen nights together^ 
the city of Liibon was all on fire. You may 
depend on the veracity of the fad*, aa here 
rtrliited, fince Mr. Burmafter publicly (hewed 
tlus Utter to every body. But whether the 
advice was owing to any fupernatural warning^ 
or merely accidental, it was of no manner 
of figaification, as he did not pay the feaft re¬ 
gard to it; fo that his goods (hared tho fame 
late with tke reft of his ncigbboura. 

'rhus, my dear friend, have 1 given you a> 
4 ;enuine though Imperfcdl account of thia 
terrible judgment, which has Itfc fo deep an 
impreftion on my mind, that 1 (haft nevtr 
wear it tAF. I have toft all the money ] had 
by me, and have faved no other cloathsthan 
what I have on my back; but what 1 regret 
moft, is, the irreparable lu& of my Kooks 
and papers To add to my preient diftrefs^ 
thofe friends to whom 1 could have applied 
on any other uccafton, are now in tlie famet 
wretched cii cu mftances with rnyfelf- How¬ 
ever, noiwithftanding all that I have fuj*- 
fered, 4 do not think 1 have reafon to defpair^ 
but rather, to rflum my gratcfiiUeft acknow¬ 
ledgments to the Altntghty, who hath fo vi- 
fibly preferved my life amidft fuch dangers^ 
where fo nrtany thoufands peri(hed ; and the 
(anie good Providence, 1 truft, will ftiH con-, 
tinue to protect me, and point out fome 
means to extricate myfelf out of thefe dif- 
ficni.ies. 

As the place is in fuch diforder and con- 
fufion^ that the adminiftratioi) of juftice i& 
put a ftop to, and it is not likely that any 
bufinefs will be carried on for fome time, 1 
intend to take my paifage for England aa fooik 
a« a convenient opportuoiiy oiers.

Fifty First Day •- 
Tuesday, June 30. 

^HE rcfult of their Lorcifliips’ dclibc- 
^ ration on the queftions which Lord 
Portcbefter was going to put to the 
^dgesi when he was ftopt by th*f Lord 
Cfiancellori and to dilcufs which the 
Houfe adjourned to the Chamber of 
Parliament, waa not communicated to 
the Managers or the prifoncr. As 
neither of thofe parties had put the 
queflions, or called for judgment upon 
tncm, the whole hufinei^ was confider- 
ed as of a nature foreign to the trial, 
and confined foltiy to the internal re¬ 
gulations adoptrd by their Lordfhips f- 

After the ufual proclamations, ana 
the appearance of the piifontr, the 
Lord Chancellor called upon the Ma- 
ssagers to proceed. 

Mr. Fox then informed the Houfe, 
that the Managers defired the clerk 
would read a letter, printed in their 
Lordfhips' Ap^ndix to the Trial, writ- 
ttn by Mr Goring, containing accounts 
given by MuMiy Brgum of prffents 
made by her to Mr. Haftings, Which 
letter was fent to, and received by the 
pnfoner, whilft he was Governor* 
General. 

Mr. Law faid, that if the Han. Ma¬ 
nager meant by the produ£lioii of thofe 
accounts to prove that the contents of 
thcpi werft true, he would rooft cer¬ 
tainly objedt to the admifBon of them 
in evidence. 

Mr Fox faid, that whaPever might 
be the ufe which he intended tef make 
of the accounts, he bad an undoubted 
right to give them in evidence. The 
qiieftioD whether they were admiflihic 
or notf came now too late ; for their 
Lordftiipi had already admitted them, 
and cauied them to be printed w*tb the 
reft of the evidencerthey were atflualjy 
before thg Houfe. To fupport bis opi¬ 


nion by the hi^hclt •uthority, C|fd, 
that on the elevtnth day of the Trial, 
the lyih of Fehritary 178!^, the con- 
fuitation in which the letter that he 
now wanted to produce was recorded, 
was given in evidence to prove an ar¬ 
ticle in a different charge from that 
which was at prrfnit under theconli- 
deration of the Houfe. To favc time, 
^part only of the confultation was read, 
becaufe it was very long ; hut their 
Lordfhips h^d caufcd the whole of it to 
be printed as read. 

He rememtwred w'cll, he faid, an ob- 
frrvation that was made at that time by 
the noble and learned Lord on the wool- 
fack, for whofe opinion he at all times 
entertained a vtrv great rcfpe£l, but 
more particularly when it was given 
in a folemn and pnhlic tnannes^ fo as to 
be placed beyond the poflibility of mif- 
conception or mifreprefentatiun. The 
obfervation to which he alluded would, 
•he faid, be decidve on the prefent oc- 
cafion. 

When fome obj-t 5 t'on was made by 
the Counfel for the pnfoncr relative to 
the confultation, in which the acco <nts 
that the Managers wanted this diy to 
produce, w’erc entered, the noble and 
learned Lord making ule of an^expref* 
fion undoubtedly very itron*^, but not 
morr ttrong than true, faid, “ that 
though only a part of the confultation 
w%8 read, the whole of it wrs btfore the 
Houfe $ and the Lords not, even 
if they would% (hut their eyes to it, but 
muft Aider eilhei- party to read any part 
of it, for the paper in quwltiuu was ac¬ 
tually in evidence.’' 

This di8um of the learned Lord, 
wbofe opinion ncctnarilycarried weight 
with it, received addit'oral weight from 
the publicity with which it had beeiP 
delivered. For undoubtedly opinions 
deliveredalways carried witti

wtrs givtp m pri^vaie* Nothing con 
trrt>utcd more to maintitin the purity of 
a ch.iraiter, than a public deli¬ 

very of hiB opinions ; for in that c*ife 
they \Vv“rr givco fuhjcfl to the comments^ 
the or the cenfurn of the pub* 

lic\ anu therefore a Judge fo deli¬ 
vering opinions* and under the appre- 
benhon ut public cenfure* would always 
lake eare to wei^h well every diHim 
which he knew he could net lay down 
without being liable to fee himfelf nr- 
raigned for it at the tribunal of public 
opinion* 

The diSum of the learned Lord which 
he lud jult quoted had been canvadVd* 
and mrfdc the 1‘ubjeft of pni.lic ct)m' 
xnent; but he believed there w;ts not 
a man who had heard it, who h;td not 
decUred it to be founded in law and in 
reafoiu 

Mr. L.iw remarked* that the con- 
fultation in which ihc accounts inquef- 
tion were ti lercd, contained many ex- 
traneon-fmattersi m no degree cunneit- 
ed with the arti( le of impeachment 
then beforethtirLorJOdp'?; andtlierc- 
torc he could not fee any ground on 
which thoft parts of the coivfuli/'’tton* 
whicli were foreign to this article c-'n'd 
be offered in evidence, except on ihat 
olcaniignity’t or becaufc they were in tht 
fame l^oh. But as titis would be a 
bad ground, or rather no ground, he 
thought th-it the Huiife would adhere 
lo the general rule of law obferved in 
all courts ; which w^p, th it when a 
Counfcl fuffered a paper lo be read, in 
which there w».re articles Out might 
be conlldeied as foreign to the point in 
iirnc, or of a nature that w’oiild, and 
ought to render them inadm-ffiljle in 
cvidtni’e, the confent of the Cotnifcl 
iliuuld he taken with tliis limmtiori 
iind rei'crvaiion, “ that he fl'ionld af¬ 
terwards be at liberty to objtdl to the 
reading of fuch parts of the paper as he 
IhoUld conceive to he irrelevant,**— 
***rhc accountB which the Hon.Matiagcis 
wanted to introduce by reading the 
coofultaiion in qutffion, had b<fcn al¬ 
ready offered four limes to their Lord- 
ihipi', and as often declared by them to 
be iaadmiffilile. And they were lo in 
their very nature; for they wert not 
made out, or given under the faiu!:lion 
and obligation of an oath. 

Mr. Fox obferved, that there was no 
pait of the learned Counfcl's fpttch 
If^icb call^ for au anlwcr: (aid 


that he would, however, make one re¬ 
mark upon a finglc p ri of it, The 
learned Counfel had fiid, that the only 
ground on which the Managei;6 could 
defire that every p'tri of the conl'ulta- 
tion ffinuld be read, in which he would 
infinuate there were many points that 
were irrelevant, was that of cont'guity*^ 
In anfwrr to this he would fay, that 
the Managers delired that a part of the 
confultation might be read now, be- 
cauj'e the whole of it had been alrcaf^ 
declared by their Lordfhips to be m 
evidence. 

The Lord Chancellor faid, that the 
general rule of pra^i'-e was, that if 
a p^per containing both relevant and 
irrebvant matter was admitted by the 
Couit, ttie bare admiffion of it did not 
preclude either parly from dating, in a 
later ftage of the bufincfbiany objection 
fhat might occur to the parts which 
Ihould be thought to be irrelevant, If 
he had faid any thing on the eleventh 
day of tlie trial that militated againft 
this rule, he was ccrt'Unly wrong. He 
did not me in, however, to fay, that he 
had given any opinion, or that he meant 
to give one now, about the relevancy 
or .rrelfvancy of any part of the con- 
fult-uion. 

Fox faid, he wag glad the learn¬ 
ed Lord did not mak - tr neceflary that 
he ihould defend his Lordfliip*H dibiumt 
even ngainft his Lordlhip's opinion. 
The di^um was founded, as he had faid 
before,* in Uw and in reafont and was 
fo felj-evidenh that it needed no de¬ 
fence. *’ 

Mr. Burke obferved, that no diflum 
of any Judge was evcrinui e dtfenfihlc ; 
but he wou^ld the prudent cau¬ 

tion of hisHon* Collcagut, ^nd not pre¬ 
fume to defend a dui^^riut', which the 
learned Lord who had delivered it wa^ 
fo much better able to defend, lie had 
re^d of a Frenchman who, being at 
Vemce^ defended the government of 
tnat ripnbhc againff the ccnfiirc which 
fume other to eigner was beffow'ing 
iipoti it. The next day he was taken 
up and carried before pirne of the 5c* 
iiatorS, who reprimanded him for hav¬ 
ing prefumed to undertake the defence 
of a govrrnmcnt which knew beft how 
to deft nd itfclf* They then ordered a 
curtain to he drawn up, and (hewed 
lo the aftoniflicd Frenchman the dead 
body of the perfon with whom he bad 
had the converfatioD for which be bat) 
|>een apprehended. The body was 
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banging by the neck. One of the Sc* 
imtort tlun fjid to the Frenchenan, 
This man lu^ been hanged forhaving 
(Hired to cenfure the government of 
Venicei and you Hull be hanged if ever 
ynu pirCnme again to undertake its 
defence.'* Wamed by I’uch a IcfToni 
Mr. Burke f'dd he would n<»t attempt 
to take nut of the hands of the learnrd 
Lord the defence of a doctrine to which 
no one was fo equal as the learned 
Lord himfelf. 

The Lord Chancellor then framed 
the qtirflion which he was to put to 
the Houfe for their opini<»n—and he 
ftatrd it thus ; The conl'ult^ticn 
having been once read, and noohjedtien 
having been made to it at the ttnrie by 
the Counfel for the defendant, are the 
Counfel thereby barred ever after from 
making any objcflinn to any part of it ?*' 
Mr. Fox faid, t his was not tbr grouna 
on which the Manager*! dtlirtd that a 
particular part of the conlultation 
might be read—the true ground wae» 
that it was already in tvidence before 
their LordOiips; that it had been en¬ 
tered by them as read^ though for 
fliortnefri a part of it only had been in 
reality read ; that it having been To 
entered^ the Managers now diTired no 
more, than that what had been indi- 
ftiiiflly read befoie, might this day be 
read accurately,diAindHvjand at length. 

The Lord ClnncclUjr then framed 
the qucAion tliit* wiy—** A ptmt of the 
cunfultatiun having been admitted and 
read, arc the Managcis*entitled from 
tb^ circiyuftance to read the ttvkoIeF'^ 
Mr. Fox f.nd, he was exirtmely lorry 
that the Icatned Loid did not iinder- 
lland him. The queRiSn as then 
framed by his Loidibip was pftcilely 
the reverfc ot what lie had laid. He 
did not fay that btCHufe -Apart hadbttii 
read, he ndjiht redd the zvholc; but 
that the WHOi-ti hav ng been lead al¬ 
ready, and being in evidence before the 
Houfe> he might be now at liberty to 
read a ?aut of ihaf who’c. He greund- 
ed Ids claim upon the well known axu 
0'» —majus eontinft minus, 

Mr. Law was framing the queftion 
another way, which would make it an 
intricate qucllion ot when 
Mr. Fox faid, he did not as yet (land 
upon a queftion of lawf but merely a 
((ueilion of fact.—' i he way in which 
te would frame it was, he faid, the 
moft fimple imaginable, and would 
jMiablc their Lordftdps to deurmine it 


in a moment.—It was thus 1 'He 
whole of the confuUatinn luvine hiecn 
entered as read already, are the Mihw 
gets at liberty now to read a part of it?” 

The queftion being thus framed, the 
Lords adjourned to the Char^^icr of 
Parliament to take it into couridcra- 
tinn. 

In about half an hour they rcturnrdi 
and then the Lord Chancellor told »hc 
Managers, that ha; was commanded hy 
the Lords 10 inform them, that iipoo 
enquiry they found the Managers had 
inatcuratt-lv ftaied the cafe, for th^t 
thtir LordHiips had ordered nothing to 
be entered in theTriaLvj mr.V, that had 
not aflualiy been read ; and they at 
the Omt time ordered that Inch parts 
of papirs as had not afliKiHy l>een 
readjfli'^uld be printed in an A/p rdix» 
and not in the body of the Tii d. 

Mf. F<>x f<iid, that if t^-e Muiigcrs 
had been rT.ift^kcn in point t'fyJ/(*/, the 
miftake.w.is very natural; for the 
learnrd Lord had b*mfrlf dtcUrrd from 
the wtiolfick, and his woids appe.titd 
in the accouni printed by Ihe aiithordy 
of their Lordlhipn, that the vi ry ptp y 
, (which the Managers wan't d this day 
to read) was aflually in tv:dei:ce. 

Mr. Rurke remarked, that the Ma¬ 
nagers had reafon fo complain that a 
judgment of the Houfe having been 
given in their favour laft yetr, hv wl ich 
it was declared that this very ronfulta. 
tion was a^tuaMy in evdenre before 
the Houfe ; Uic Man^ge^^ wf riling now 
to read a part of mat coiduItHtioii, 
were depnved ofthe benefit of it, and 
told now that the whole of the paper 
was not in evidence. 

E rl Stanhope rofe, as he faid, to fet 
the Hon. Manager right, lioJud^i^m/^t/t 
of the Hou/rt he faid, lud decUied the 
paper in queftion to be in evidenre. 
The jiidgluenifc of thei/o/^.^ were known 
hy iis rt'fdniiom. The op nion of any 
individual Loui, hnwevrr vieighty it 
might be, and however h gh his ranItT 
was not to hr confidtred as a judg¬ 
ment of the Houfe, 

Mr. Burke thanked the nohlcTLord 
for the trouble he had taken to ht him 
right. The diftinflion made by his 
Lordftrip was juft and propen he would 
allow him, however, the f^me liirc# 
to ohferve, that when tlu. uohle and 
learned Lord who preftwd in that 
Houfe declared, that a paper m 
eviiienctf and emphatically (aid tbaj|; 
Lordlhipa could not Oiut tbcir ey^ 

K. k 2 agaii.ft 
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H ; and the Houfc hearing thie 
deciarationi and without-any obJcdioB 
ac^uicfciog in it, it was very natural 
for the Managers, who knew not upon 
what principles their L ^rdfhipi a^id 
or decided, to confider fneb a judgment 
of the^oble and Irarntd Lord as the 
jUDCMEfiT of the House* 

Mr. Fox (till deliied that the papers 
which he had mentiontd at Hrft might 
be read. The ground on which he did 
this was different freftn that on which 
their Lordfhips had juft decided. The 
new ground was, that he was entitled 
to read thofe papers, bccaufe their 
Lordftiips bad caufed them to be punt¬ 
ed in their Appendix* 

The Lord Prefident of the Council 
(the Earl of Camden) faid, that their 
Lordffiipa had ordered^ every thing 
that had been received in evidence to 
be printed in the Trial; but that fuch 
parts as had not been read, had been 
arranged by the clerks, and put into an 
Appendix* The Managers therefore, 
in order to entitle thcmfelves to read 
any part, becanfe it appeared in the 
Appendix^ ongnt to Ihew that it had 
been placed there by order of the 
Houfe. 

Mr. Fox f'dd, this do£irine would 
place the Managers in a moft curious 
fltuation itidcrd. For whenever they 
ftionld defire that a pirtof their Lord- 
fhips* Appendix fliouid be read, the 
Counfcl tor the pnfoner, and the Ma¬ 
nagers, mrft engage in a very lingular 
conceit indeed ; they mult argue, not 
a qudUon of law, whether luch a pa« 
per ought to be admitted in evidence, 
but a queilion of fact— whether thtir 
Lordlhips had ordered it to be printed ? 
This t'urely their Lordiliips could de¬ 
termine without any debate upon it at 
the har- 

Havingfdd this, lx begged leave to 
ftate the reafops which he thought 
ihoiild induce the Hotife to fuffer the 
Jgaper printed in the Appendix to be 
read^He had always heard that there 
were two kinds of evidence which 
ought received ; or.e, which 

from the very nature of it ought to be 
confiderfd as incredible i the other, 
which trom certain circumffanccs it 
was not thought ftfe to truft to the 
eyes or cars I'f the Jury or Judges* 
But this day a tb-rd kind of evidence 
had been fug$: fted, n imely, that which 
was not increnible—which it was not 
vnfgfe to truft to the C/Ca oi cart of the 


Judges, for it had been printed by tbsir 
orders and for their ufe and perubY, 
butwhicl^ notwithftanding all this, was 
not to be received in evidence. 

If the paper in queftion was not fit 
for the Judges to Ice or to hear, why 
had it been printed by their order i If 
It ought not to be received, it ought 
not to have been printed* But as it 
bad been printed, it was not unfit for 
the Judges to read, and therefore it 
ought to be received this day, and read 
at the defire of the Managers* 

Mr- Burke obferved, that an epilogue 
was generally confidered as of fonie ulc: 
it contained cither point or inftruSion^ 
If it happened to contain mither^ it was 
ufelcfb \ and the time beftowed in the 
compofitiun of it was thrown away and 
loft. 

The Appendix printed by the order 
•of their Lordiliips might be confidered, 
if not abfolutely evidence, at leaft as an 
cpilos^ue to the Trial. It muft be fup- 
pufed then to be of fome ufe, and that 
what their Lordiliips had direfted their 
clerks to compile, and caufe to be print¬ 
ed, was fit to be read, and to throw 
foine light upon the trial. If it was 
unfit to be read, and was of noufc, then 
it was a waftc of the public money to 
print/'t } and it was foolifhaifd ahfurd 
to make, at a gieat txpence, a compi¬ 
lation of things which were of no ufe ; 
for it was a true maxim*—' 

Stultub laifor inepttarum* 

Either then /his appendix was a com¬ 
pilation of papers (made under the au¬ 
thority of the clerks of the Hdufe) 
which ought to be read, or ought not 
to be reads^ If ibty ought to be read, 
then there was no real ubjedlion to the 
reading of the papers called for by the 
Managers* If they ought not to be 
read, then the Appendix was ht only to 
be burnt* 

Earl Stanhope rofe to ^ak to order* 
He faid it was not fit that the Houfe 
fhould fuffer the Hon- Manager to fpeak 
in fuch a manner of its orders^ It was 
not an orderly or refpeflful language to 
fay what bad been done by the order 
of their Lordftiips, wm ft only to he 
burnU 

Lord Portchefter called the noble 
Eurl to order. Ue faid, the Hon* Ma¬ 
nager had been fpeaking all the time of 
lAtx Appendix* which had not been made 
out Under the authority or oxdirf of the 
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Mr. Fox fa'd he feared the nature 
•f Che A^ptndix wai not properly un- 
derftood* Hc^ for his own part» con- 
.Gdtred it as a very important paper; 
and which derived its importance from 
this very circuniftance«—that it had 
been compiled by the order of the 
Houfe* to inform and inftrii£t their 
Lordlhips in points refpe£ling the triAl» 
and tu enable them to do juftice be¬ 
tween the public and the pnfuner. If 
he did not view the^^^eW/x in that 
iit;htt he would certainly agree with 
his lion, ColleaguCf that it was a vety 
ufeleis compilation* made without 
caiife* at a great and unneceflary ex¬ 
pence \ that it bad occafioned Hiame- 
ful wafte of public money; and that 
if it was not fit timber to be ufed in 
the edifice of juftice^ it ought to be 
cut down and cafl into the fire. The 
proceedings of this day* he faid* had 
taught him*a leflbn, which he would 
not forget during th^ remainder of the 
trial. Hitherto he had. for the faving 
of time* and for the gi eater difpatch 
of huGnefs* contented himfelf with 
caufiag parts of papers to be read* 
under the idea that the whole was to 
be entered as read \ and that every ode 
was to he precluded from urging any 
objtiftion to the reading of Uie whole, 
or any part of them, in any future ftage 
of the trial, to which fuch reading 
might apply* But this day he found 
that an attempt was made to bar him 
from re-rcading any more 8f thofe pa¬ 
pers than what was (jntered of them in 
the body of the Trial, as having been 
<aduai1y read: fo that he muft make 
out frefh ground at every p-iragr^tph 
that he might wifh to ^ave read, over 
and above what appeared tt^have been 
entered in the body of the Trial. Jn 
confcqucnce of this proceeding, much 
as he wifhcd to fpare the time of the 
Court, of the Managers, and of the 
Pnfoiier himfelf, he was refohed that 
whenever he (liould offer say other pa¬ 
per in evidence, to caufe the whole of it 
to he read, however long it ihould be. 

Lord Sranhope was going to make 
a (mech in reply, when 

The Earl ot Hop^toun reminded his 
Lordfhip, that Weftmitifter-Hall was 
not the place where the Lords ihould 
debate,and moved that their Lordfhips 
. ihould adjourn to the Chamber of Par- 
ltalDeD^ Hieir Lordihips accordingly 
su^ouroed to coefider, whether the pa¬ 
per called for by Mr. Fox ought to he 
,rejid upon this ground'—that it was 
print«.u in the Appendix^ 
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After the Lords had debated foOMl 
time to determine whether the paiTagC 
In their Lordfhips* Appendix^ ofier^ 
in cvideuce by the Mansgtrs, nu^hl 
to be read, they returned to Wcflmiw- 
fter Hall, and informed the parties io* 
tcrefted in ahe queftion, that the Lor^ * 
h;id refolved, that t"* hare eircutn- 
fiance of a paper having been pilntedL 
in the AppendsXf was not a ground hrt 
its being receivtd and read in evidence- 

Mr. Burke Hien ohferved, that there 
was another ground on which he could 
entitle himlelf to read the paper ia 
queAion $ which wdt, that this paper 
was connedfed with the letter of 
Munny Begum, which was already ia 
evidence* To prove that this was the 
cafe, and that Mr. H.Uliogs himiclf 
had a£led as if he coiilidercd it in that 
light, he dcfjred that the minutes of a 
conf4iltation hrld on the x3th of July, 
177^, might be read. In thole mi¬ 
nutes, he faid. their Lordfliips would 
And that Mi. Barwell had moved,that 
the whole of the proctedligP, in cod- 
fqiicnce of the Ciimmilfioii given to. 
Mr* Goring, fliouUt be inferted in the 
genera] letter to cne Couit of Direc¬ 
tors, and that they would find at the 
fame time, that Mr. H^Aings hitnftlf 
had frconded this motion. It would 
appear from the minute entered by 
Mr. ]JaAil)g^, when be feconded the 
tioofthat he thought every part of thofe 
procerdifigti was neceflary to his own 
jullihc.itioi, and on tf^t account he 
w'ifhcd the whole fliould be inferted in 
the general letter to the Court of Di- 
reflors. The Mtnagvrs, Mr. Burke 
oblVrvcd, were doing no more in of¬ 
fering the papers in queAiun to their 
Lordfliips, than Mr. Hall ngs had de- 
fued ; nay, he had claimed it as a 
rs^htf as a dihtdue to a man under 
accufation, that what he conceived to 
be necefTivy to his defence iliould be 
laid before thofe in whom he acknow¬ 
ledged the power of condemning or 
acquitting him was lodged, 

Mr. Law f.dd, that Mr. HaAings did 
not appear to have l»een any other way 
coniiei^cfl with ibc papeis in queAion, 
thanthathe hadtranfm'tted thi.mto£u- 
Tope; and their Lordfliips had already 
determined that the b-irc adtof//ui^- 
miffion was not fufficient tu make the 
psptr tranfoiitted competent tvidenct 
againA the p rfon tranfmiiting. 

To weigh this ohjedion, iht Lords 
adjourned to the Chamber of Parlia¬ 
ment.

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TilUSSDAYy July 2. 

A« Toon aB the Peers were fcatedi and 
the Prifoner appeared at the bar» the 
Lordf Chancellor informed the Mans- 
jeerSy that the refolution of their Lord- 
ftitps was* that the Minutes of Coun¬ 
cil offered in evidence orrTuelday Idflf 
ou|rht not to be read. 

Mr. Burke no lonjrer infifling on this 
point, informed their Lordfhip^* that 
be was going to give m evidence the 
minutes of a confultation of the Go- 
Ycmor-Ocneral and Council of Ben¬ 
gal, held the 31ft of July, 1775. The 
ufe he intended to make of this evi* 
slcnce, was to overturn a defence fet 
up by Mr. Haftinga, when he was 
charged with having appointed Munny 
Begumt Rajah Goiirdafs, and otbern, 
to fucceed to the different offices from 
which he had improperly and 1 njaltly 
removed Mohammed Reza Khan* Mr. 
Haftings had laid, in his defence, that 
thefe appointments had been made by 
the NaboU*nimrcIf| who bad by letter 
to the Governor-General urged his 
right to the mamgement of hit* own 
affairs, and the appointment of hia 
own officers.a right which, the Pri¬ 
foner laid, naturally belonged to a So¬ 
vereign pRiNCH, and which j&^coiild 
not, without injuftice, difputc or deny. 
—Mr. Burke laid, that all this would 
appear I'rom the minutes which he was 
going to give in evidence, to be a mere 
pretence^ to cjotlir a corrupt adl of his 
own with the na(ne and authority of 
the N ibob; for thor LorJfhips would 
find that the Nabob was a mere vyphtr\ 
that he had no authority in Bengal; 
that he was a mere cieature of the 
Company, depending upon them for 
hia daily fubfiftence, and incapable of 
doing any adl of power whatever witli- 
out the conient of the Company. 

Their l.oidlliips* be laid, would find 
this a dilcnpliun of ti<e Nabob's litu.i- 
tion, drawn by the very man who had 
fin^ ptefumed to deferibe him as a 
Sovereign Phince —by Mr. Haft- 
ing8> who had given this deferption 
upon OATH in an affidavit fwoui 
in Bengal. 

The hiftory of the tranfaftion which 
produced tht ajfklavit^x^ thin—NuDd- 
comar having charged the Governor- 
General with the receipt of bribes, the 
1 ittef cauf d Niindcoinar and Roy R»- 
dachurn to be indidted for a cknjpi- 
ratj* Roy Rad.*churn was at that 
liiDc Vakeel, or AxnbaiTador from the 
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Nabob of Bcogal, to the Governor* 
General'and Council at Calcutta: and 
in that ebaraaer he claimed the 
PRIVILEGES which the lanv of nations 
gives to Minifltrs^ from Sovereign 
Princes refident at foreign Courts, and 
which fereen their perfonsfrom arrefta 
and trials for mifdemeanors.—This 
claim brought into difenffion the aflual 
Ittu.itinn of the Vakeel'^ Principal- 
the Nabob of Bengal. 

Mr. Burkt having premifed this, dc- 
fi ed that the minutes of the confiilta- 
lion of the 3111 of July, 1775, might 
be read. They were read accordingly. 
When the reading clerk had got as far 
as the place where the affidavit of Mr. 
Haftings was entered, Mr. Law afleeri, 
If what they were going to produce 
was the original affidavit ?—'Fhc an* 
fwer was in the negative. He then 
fawl, that the Managers muft fliew 
foine grounds to inlitic them to read 
it.—Mr. Burke Paid, that it appeared 
in the minutes of confultation figncd 
by the Prifoner, and trinfmitted to 
him by the Court of Dire£lors. —Mr. 
Law remarked, that he might be war¬ 
ranted in contending that this copy 
df an affidavit ought not to be re¬ 
ceived in evidence : however, it vris 
not his ivlciition to make any further 
oppofiiion. 

The affidavit was then read, and it 
appeared very clearly from it that the 
Nabob of Bengal was, in the opinion 
of Mr. Haftinga, nothing less than a 
sovERUGN Prinpc, and that the whole 
of the government of his country was 
in the hands of the Eaft-lndia Co/hpanvf 
upon whom the N*bob himtclf was iu 
a Hate of abfoUite drpeudance. 

It appeared alfo from the minutes 
of the 31ft of July, 1771;, that the Su¬ 
preme Court of Judicature in Bengal, 
havng over-ruled the plea pul in by 
Roy Radachurn, that as a Mmiller of 
the Nabob he was not amenable to the 
Englilh laws, and having declared the 
Nabob not to be a sovereign Prince, 
and not to be capable of invefting any 
one with tbe-chara£ter of Ambassa¬ 
dor, Mr. Francis, then a Member of 
the Council, Hated many inconveni- 
rncies that might arife from this ded- 
fion of the Judges, and obLrved that it 
might expufe the Company to the dan¬ 
ger of wars with foreign powers, who 
might iccognize the Nabob for Sove¬ 
reign of Bengaband make treaties wilh 
him- i 

Mr- 
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Mr. HAftingi on tbii occafion enter* 
«d « minutCf in which he endeavoured 
to (hew that there waa no ground for 
the dangeri apprehended by Mr. Fran- 
olt ; and the ground he took was to 
(hewf that when Mr. Haftings called 
the Nabob a Sovereign, he gave him an 
appellation which be knew did not be¬ 
long to iMfi). For in that minute be 
Itated tln«t the French, and all other 
European nationa conneAed with In* 
dia, knew very well that the govern¬ 
ment of Bengal was fubftantially and 
really in the Company, and by no means 
in the Nabob; and that Muni' Cheva¬ 
lier, thr French Governor, had always 
faid,that if any thing was done contrary 
to fublilting treaties, by the Nabob or 
any of his people, it was to the Com¬ 
pany, and nut to the Nabob, that he 
would apply for redref-, and that it was 
from the former^ and not from the Lit» 
ter, that he would expect it. 

Mr. Burke dtfired next that an afh- 
davit made by Mr. George Vanfittait, 
to the fame clTccl with that made by 
Mr. Haftings, might be read. 

Mr. Law i'aid, he could not fee how 
an afHdavit, with whicti Mr> 
was in no dcgiee eunnedted, could bf 
evidence agamft hnn. And even if it 
could be fo in its nature, where was the 
proof that this affidavit had bCcn made 
by Mr. Vanflttarl ? 

Mr. Burke replied, that the proof of 
the affidavit would be very eafily fnp- 
plied by the gentleman who made it. But 
as this objtdlion had net been foirfcen, 
no notice had been given to Mr. Van- 
fittart to attend-—(This gentleman is a 
Member of Parliament,but w^as not prt- 
fentwhen this circiimflancc was men¬ 
tioned.) Mr. Burke ft^d, tint the ob- 
jeft oi the Managers in wifhihgtoread 
Mr. Vanfittart's affidavit was to fhew, 
that in the opinion of perfons thor»ugh- 
]y acquainted with tlie government of 
^ngal, and the (ituation of the Nabob, 
the power and authority of the couii- 
try refided not in the latter, hut in the 
Company. However, as Mr- Vanfntart 
was not in court, the Managers would 
poftpone for the prefent the reading of 
his affidavit; and delired that certain 
refolutlons of the Supreme Court of Ju¬ 
dicature in^engal, in thecaufe of Roy 
Eadaeburn, might be read. 

But Mr. Law interpofed an objec¬ 
tion. He faid, that in the firft place, if 
the paper calM for was a judgment of 
'm Court of Lawt the record of that 
Jpdgmcnt ought to be produced* la 
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the next place, the Hno. Manager 
ought to fliew that the parties to the§ 
judgment were f arises in the preJkftP ' 
caufe\ for it was a rule of law, that « 
judgment in a caufe inter Atiot 
could be given in evidence on an ifliit 
between parties that were ftr^gers 
that judgmt^nt; and iinirfi nlw judg¬ 
ment could be reciprocallyxtMhyhaXfi 
parties, it could not be received aaevi* 
dence. Their Lordfliips, he bopcdi 
therefore, woqjd not fuffer this Judg¬ 
ment to be given in evidence In this 
trial—p.41 ties to the judgment were 
the King and the RoyUadachurn ; the 
p-trtitfl to the prefent trial were the 
Commons of Great Britain and Mr. 
Hailing'^; confeqiuntly the pirtica in 
t he caulcs were not the fame, and tbeie* 
fore iicithfr of ibtm ought to be fuf- 
fered to give this judgment in evi¬ 
dence. 

Mr. Burke r*id, he was fuiprifed to 
he.ir a learned Genilcman Uy down,in 
the hearir.g of fo many of his own pro- 
feffioii, and of the Judges pf England, 
fo untenable and indefenfiblc a propo- 
fition as this—That no judgment of a 
coiut iTIaw could be given in any cafe, 
or to prove any particular or collateial 
matter, tinlefs the parties intertiled in 
th^t cidUier..! matter were partieatothc 
judgmrrtoffeiedinevidence. Thisdic- 
lrine,hccontt-ndtd,could not befuftain- 
cd fora moment, hecaufeit wenttoefta* 
blifli a principle that would overturn all 
law. The ufe whi 'h he intended to make 
of the judgment of the diiprrmc Court 
of Judicature in Bengal was this, and it 
was an ufe which he wms furc their 
Lordfhips would admit to he legal; To 
fhew that the iCnglifli Judges at Csl* 
cutta, who had taken pains to make 
thcmfelves acquainted with the nature 
of the Nabob's real iituatioo, haJ, after 
a fulcnnn argument, detei mined that he 
was NOT A Sovereign Pnnee, and 
was, in fadl, nothing in the State. 
The application which he intended to 
make of this dtcifion, wAMtodcArc^lhO 
pretence ftt up by Mr. H.dlinga, who, 
when (contrary to his duty and tiis or¬ 
ders from home) here moved*Moham¬ 
med RezaKhan, and patcelled out hii, 
places among Munny Hegum, Rajah 
Gourdafs, and others, taihly alledged, 
.that the appointment of thefe pcrfbni 
was not hii ad, but the at^ of the Ni- 
bub of Bengal, who as the Sovereign of 
the country had a right, and had 
claimed and exercifrd it, to manage his 
own affairsi and appoiiit MiDifters of 

Stau, 
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8ut«» and Miniftera of Jaftic«t in bis 
•WB domtaions. 

Tbcir Lordfliips would fee by the 
decifion of the Jud;;:eti» that this right 
of SoTEREiGMTY WRS not to be found 
in tbe N^bob; and that his right to ap¬ 
point Minifters of State* and of Juftice* 
was noVbere to be fixiivd but in the 
wretched defence fet up by Mr* Haft- 
lags* to cover theca/rtf/Z/V/ from which 
this appointment bad flowed* and who 
had vioUted his duty to the Compinyi 
BBdtbc pofltivc orders ot the Compmy* 
For this purpufie, the judgment of the 
Sapreme Court might be adduced in 
Bvidcace* though it might have been 
given in acaufe i^ter alios a3a^ But 
the learned Gentleman knew very well 
th.it this Criule was not of that deferip- 
iioii; for Mr. LlaftinfS w:m not in the 
hjrai fenie of the word a stranger to 
that judcrmerif, luit A/tirtv to it.—The 
le.iraed Gtntletnaii h id indeed *cndea- 
Toured to prove thit he w .& not a pnr- 
loit> by calling tl\e caufe in t‘ie nrnie 
of the King againft Koy Radachum.— 
But th:s was a Ihift to which nothing 
but the poverty of his caufe could have 
driven the learned Gentleman. It was 
true that the protecution ran iu the 
name of th..^ Ring; but it was well 
known that Mj. Hiftiugs was the reaJ 
f/refe£UtCf\ that it wns Mr. Haftmgs 
wno bad preterred tiie indiiflmenr { 
and that it was tor the vciy purpoTe 
of getting nd of the r(>ecinc charges 
of bribery and corruption, which me 
Managers wd/e now endeavouring to 
bring home to him, that Mr. Haft ngs 
had brought the profecutioii ; and 
ibevefore he muft in reafoii* m fenfe* 
and in jutticci he ^onftdered as a partyy 
and not a Jiran^tr to rhe judgment 
which the Managers wanted now to 
give in evidence. 

Mr. Law ohlervrdi that if the judg¬ 
ment givi-n by the Supreme Court w.is 
to becoiilidered in the light only o1 an 
opinion ol perlbns mtimately acquHini- 
the nature of the N^tiob's diua- 
tion* he did not fee how Mr. HaUingu 
could be affe£led by it. 

The Lord Chancellor :ifked whether 
Mr. Haftings had aded upon that opi- 
nioB i 

Mr* Burke replied, that he h»d* as 
appeared from hie minute in aiUwer to 
that of Ml. Frincis. 

Mr. Burke having read* as part of his 
fpecch* the title of what had hitherto 
been called the judgment of the Court, 
appeared that in the Company's 


books it was oaHed of the 

Judircs in the cafe of Roy Radadrarn. 

Mr. Lawobf^ed* that this did not 
»pear now to be a judgmitti eg the 
Court* but merely a decluracioB of ao 
opinion on a toUaUral point. 

^ Mr. Burke faid, that it was fubftan* 
tially a/v/^airxr upon the plea put in 
hy Roy Radachurn* to the jurisdic¬ 
tion ofchc Court, from which he cnsin- 
tained that he was exempted by his 
public character of AmbaiTidor from 
the Nabob of Bengal- 

The Lord Chancellor finding Mr, 
Law peiTift in his objedtion, took dowu 
a« ncrirlyas be could, the qneftion on 
which Mr. Burke^nd theCounfel were 
at ifilic—which was, Whether a kind of 
interIociit*'ry judgment given in an 
F.nglifh Court at Calcutta, in the caufe 
as already deferibed, could be given in 
evidence in the prefent ifTuc between 
th? Commons and Mr. Haftmgi ^ 

Mr. Burke informed the f^rd Chan¬ 
cellor,, that it WAS not only the jndf^* 
p/rntihht he wanUd to give in evidem e* 
but alfo the fpecches delivered by iw# 
of the Jndget>* containing the reafons 
that had determined them to concur la 
yif judgment- 

The Lord Chancellor having taken 
down the lubftancfbf the arguments on 
both lidt^.the H*)iirc adjourned at three 
o'clock to the Ch imbtr of Parliament* 
where their Lordftiips debated till near 
J>*ue oVlock, when the following quel^ 
tion was (v>t to the judges: 

Whether the papt r delivered to Sir 
Elijah impey on the 7lh of July 1775* 
in the Supreme Court, to the Secretary 
of the Supreme Cuutieil* la order to he 
tranfinitted.to the Council as the Rclo- 
lut'on of the (Jourt, in r«'rpe£t to the 
claims nindi fo< Roy Radachuio, on ac- 
coi nt of his being Vackeel of the Nabob 
Moharek al Duwlab, and which paper 
war.ihe fubjeft of the deliberation ofthe 
Council on the 3111 of July 1775* Mr. 
Hastings being there prefent, and waa 
hy them traubnitted to the Court of 
13 ie£iors as a ground for fuch inftruc- 
tiniib from the Court of Dirrflors as 
the occafton might Teem to require,may 
be admitted as evidence of the aflual 
ttatc and Lituatinn ofthe Nabob with re- 
tertuce to the Englifh Government VI 

Tbe Jndgts having demanded time 
to coidtder the queftion, the Lords frnt 
a Meflagetothe Commons to acquaint 
thrm that they had adjourned thp fur¬ 
ther proceedings in the trial of Mr 
liaftings to Tueftlay* 

Firty* 
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Tuesday. July 7. 

The Lord Chancellor informed the 
Maosgcri and Counfeh that the above 
paper* which had been offered in evi¬ 
dence on Tburfday laft* ought to be 
read. 

The paper was accordingly read, and 
it appeared that rn the opinion of the 
THREE Judges (and there were no more 
prefent at the time in the Supreme 
Court) the Nabob was not in a titua- 
tion which could entitle him to ap¬ 
point fuch Minifters as could be confi- 
iiered in the light of Ambaffadore, or 
entitled to thofe privileges which, by 
the law of nations, as well as of paiti- 
cular ftates, were allowed to the Repre- 
fcrujitives of Sovereign Princes. 

Sir Elijah Impey, one of the three 
Judges who decided upon the claim of 
Roy Radachurn, faid, that the Treaty* 
between the Company and the Nabob 
of Bengal, which Roy Radachurn bad 
produced for the purpofe of proving 
that the Nabob was a Sovereign Prince, 
and recognized as fuch by the Compa¬ 
ny, fo far from proving any fuch thing, 
amounted to a complete furrender of 
the Sovereignty of Bengal to the Com¬ 
pany by that Prince. 

Sir Elijah Impey further obfervtd, in 
giving his opinion, that from the evi¬ 
dence laid before the Court on this oc- 
cafion, it was manifeft that the revenue 
ot Bengal was colle£lcd by the^ Com • 
p'lny, and not by the Nabob. That 
all the cftablifliments in the houlhold of 
that Prince were under the controul of 
the •Comjfiny, by whom the perfons 
who Blied all thofe offices were nomi¬ 
nated and appointed. ThaWhe Nabob 
bad no other revenue for his fuppovt, 
than that which was allowed and paid 
to him by the Company. In a word, 
that though the pomp and pageantry of 
a court were not taken from him, he 
had nothing left of the rfaiity or /ub* 
/attire of Royalty or Sovereignty ; 
and therefore the Court could not en¬ 
dure that the cptpty name of Nabob 
Ihould bethruft in between Siddutquent 
and the //teo. 

Mr- Jufticc Le Maitre, another of 
the Judges, faid lhnrtly,that he would 
not treat hdurmfly a lubjed that the 
Supreme Council of Bengal had thought 
proper to refer to the Judges tor their 
opinion ; at the fame tinte he declared 
he did not know how to treat it/e- 

The Supreme Council had fent to

the Supreme Court of Judieattife tho 
Memorial delivered to tbk Board iti 
the name of Roy Radachurn, in wlii^h 
the claim to the privileged of an Am« 
balTidor was aflVrtcd by the memoria* 
lift-—On that claim the Supreme CotiUR 
cil de&rcd th^opinion of the Jtfflges. 

Mr. Juftice Hyde, the thhd Judge, 
faid, that as it was clear from evidence 
that every'man in the provinces of the 
Nabob who was foncemed in the col- 
leAion of the revenuesi and every tnga 
who made a contra^ with any Europe¬ 
an to the amount of more than 5C0 riu 
pees, was fubje£l and amenable to the 
Englifh Court of Judicature, it mtift be 
admitted that the Nabob did not pufTefa 
the one great mark of sovereignty, 
—the powerof protecting his liibjcCts 1 
and it followed that he who could not 
protrdl his ruhje£ts from a foreign ju^ 
dicature, even when they were withiri 
the limits of his capital or rcfidencct 
could not beflowuponanyone of thorn 
a charaifter which could prot||£t them 
againft the laws of England, when vio¬ 
lated in a place far removed from the 
Nabob's relidence, and where the Eng- 
1^ laws alone were known to prevail. 
The inference was plain and obvious, 
that fuch a prince was in reality no 
more than a cypher in the ftate, and in¬ 
capable of imparting to any of his frr- 
vanta that character which none but 
fovereigns can beltow on the ebarader 
of Ambalfador. 

Such appeared to be the Prifice whom 
Mr. Haftingsand his Counfel had re- 
prefeiitedas a sovereign Prince, who 
had claimed as belonging to him the 
right of appointing his own miniftcra 
and officers of juftice, and whole claim 
could not be juftly rdifted. 

Mr. Burke caufed various minutes of 
co'.l'uitatione in the Supreme Council 
to be read, from which it appeared that 
the Nabob having iignified by letter, 
that being then of fufficient age to ma» 
nage his own affairs, he defired the^^ 
might be left to his management, and 
that the Company would leave to h>m 
the appointment of his own cifioers : 
Mr. Haftingi moved in Council, that 
the Board fbould comply with the de- 
fire of the Nabob. 

Mr. Francis refifted the motiop, and 
faid, that fince the decifion of the Su¬ 
preme Court of Judicature, in the cafe 
of Roy Radachurn, in which the fitua- 
tion of the Nabob was fo much con¬ 
cerned, it was A matter of very great 
drlicar y to dcteiminc upon the requeft 

JL 1 i of 
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of that Pnncf* He moved^ thcreforct 
thtt a copy of the Naboh*b letter ihould 
be fent to the Court rf Diredlors $ and 
that the Board fliould wait the pieafurc 
of thcDircf^ora, before any anfwer was 
E^r^urneil to the Utter. 

Mr.^htleri another Member of the' 
Councilf concurred in opinion with 
Mr. Francis; and it w.tB finally refolv- 
cd that no further ftep fbould be taken 
by the Council, until ^he Court of Di- 
re£iors fhould have fent them over in- 
itfu6lions how to a6f. 

However, in fomc fhort time after, 
Mr. Haftings, who wanted to comply 
with the requifitionof the Nabob, only 
that he himftlf might have the ap¬ 

pointment of all that Prince's ininifiers 
and officers, whilfl the nominal appoint¬ 
ment Ihould appear to be tn the N^hob, 
acquiring a majority in the Council by 
the recovery of Mr. Baivpcll, who had 
been indirpofed, canfed the above refo- 
Itition to herefeinded, and then got the 
Council /o comply with the Nabob’s 
requifition. • 

In corfequence of this Mohammed 
Rez4 Khan was removed, and Mimny 
Begum placed once more at the head of 
the Nabob's atTairi. 

The allowance given her by Mr. 
Haltings was isiooo lupees a-month, 
or 14,0001. a year, whilll that of the 
Nabob's (Kvn tntrher amounted to only 
two-thirds of that ium ; and to R^tjah 
Gourd'il's and another perfon a falary 
vas given,^which, together with that 
of Munny Begum, made the whole 
^0,0001. a-year. This fum was not paid 
out of the Nabob's allovvirice, but out 
of the funds of the Company, 

All this appeared to,be contrary to 
the general tenor of the orders fcr.t out 
by the Court of Dirctiors. 

Mr* Burke informed the Lords, that 
he was going to produce tvdence to 
prove that the appointment of Munny 
Brgum to the management of the Na¬ 
bob's affaiis was followed by themoft 
fatal confeqiiences. The adroiniflration 
of judtee was negleded, the police of 
Ihc oountry was totally difregarded, 
and murders and robberies were daily 
committed, becaufe there was no po¬ 
lice to prevent them, and the laws be* 
\x\gina 8 tvei followed ofcourfe 

the commiHion of ciimes. 

' Mr. Law faid, he could fee no ground 
on which the evidence offered by the 
Hon. Manager could be made applicable 
to the charge then under the confide- 
Mtidnof tbeir LordAipa- The appoint- 
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mentof Munny Begum, in 1774, waf 
made a charge agaioft Mr. IJaftings s 
faffs which were many years fubfequenc 
to that appointment, could not be ad* 
duced to prove that the placing of 
Munny Begum many years before at 
the head of the Nizamut, was the effedk 
of a corrupt intent in Mr. Haftingt* 

Mr. Burke infifted, that the fafls 
which he was going to give in evidence 
were ftri£Hy in point, to prove the in¬ 
tent of the prifoner in railing the Be¬ 
gum to this office, to have been cor* 
nipt. Thefe fafls had come to the 
knowledge of Mr Haftings; and yet, 
fo far from having taken any fteps to 
remove the Begum, or to check her for 
having fufiered juhice to flrep, that he 
took tvery opportunity to ihew her that 
his fiicndilnp tor her was not to be 
lhaken by her mal-admimflration. 

' Mr. Law withdrew his oppoiition to 
the evidence. 

And then the papers called for by 
Mr. Burke were read. 

Mr. Burke ncxt.provtd,th.ilMr.Haft- 
ings, not thinking this woman, whom 
be had fo often appointed to various 
(Va'Lions, in oppolilion to the Court of 
Dire£ioi'8, and to whom he had made 
fuch a liberal allowance out of the 
Company’s money, I'ufficicntly reward¬ 
ed, wrote to the Court of Direflore, 
and recommended her to their libera¬ 
lity. In that letter, which was read, 
he took jthc liberty of adviling the Com¬ 
pany to fettle upon her a penfion of one 
lark and 10,ct^o rupees a year. All this 
he did after he knew flie had declared 
that file had given him large bribesi 

Mr- Law defired that a letter might 
be read, fspm which it would appea 
that tile Court of Dircclors had Hnce 
wrote to Lord Cornwallis, ordering his 
Lordihip to enquire into the lituaiion 
of the Begum, and report whether it 
appeared to him that Die Rood in need 
of a penfion. 

Mr. Burke faid that there was no ne- 
ceffity for the reading of the letter 
mentioned by the learned Geutleman, 
as he was ready to acknowledge it had 
been ftnt to Lord Cornwallis. 

However, in order to obviate thf 
inference that might be drawn from that 
letter, he faid he would prove that 
Munny Begum Rood in no need of a 
penfion, for that flic had many very 
great refources, from which ihe de¬ 
rived confidcrable wealth. TboTe rc^ 
fources, be (aidt were fuch as would 
Ru-priat theur Loxd&ipsr particularly 

after 
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after they hid heard the high charaAer 
nfhicfa Mr* HafMogi bad giren of her in 
bis recommendatory letter to the Court 
of Dire£tors» in which be had deferibed 
her as a woman whofe purity the breath 
of calumny had never dared to fully* 
This woman of unfollted puritys their 
Lordfhipa would rennember> had been 
proved by evidence at their bar to have 
been a dancing girl and a prqflitute: 
and when he fhould mention to them 
one of her extraordinary fourcvs of 
wealth, they would think file was hu¬ 
lled in thofe employments only which 
became a female^ and the wdow of a 
great Prince^ But not to detain their 
Lordlhips any longer, he would inform 
them that this paragon of purity^ this 
Munny Begum, kept the greaiclt gin- 
Ihop in all Alia, from the tomb of Ma¬ 
homet at Mecca to the furtheft extre- 
niity of country in which the Mahome¬ 
tan religion prevailed. 

She carried on a moil extenlivc trade 
in fpirituous liquorst and had got into 
her own hands fhc monopoly of them 
in the city of Moorfhedabad, the refi- 
dence of the Nabob and of herfelf. 

In carrying on this trade, fo fit for ^ 
wntant and a perfon in her litu^ituin, 
Ihc had thrown the revenue of that de- 
pirtment of that city into gre^t confii- 
fion, for Ihe refufed to pay any duty for 
fpirils imported in her name, or, in 
other words, for almoll all the fpirits 
confumed in Moorfliedab.'td.*TMe pro¬ 
fit Ike made by this trade might in fome 
mcafure be calculated fsom thedecreafe 
in the juftomson fpirits in that city, 
vRiich was alarmingly great. 

Agcntlcman,fpcaking upon this trade 
carried on by zfemale^ Iftd wittily ob- 
ferved, that as it was an •opinion 
among the Mahometans, that zvomtn 
have no foulst this Lady might have 
thought proper to take up this trade to 
Ihew they were not deficient in fpiriU 

Mr. Law for a while rt filled the pro- 
duttion of the paper, by which it wa% 
to be proved that the Begum carried on 
this trade in fpirits; allcdgingthatasthc 
paper was dated in 1781, it ought not 
to be admitted in fupport ot a charge 
founded on an a£t done in 1774- How-* 
ever, he at laft withdrew his oppofi- 
tion; and that the remark which he had 
jultmade being taken down as part of 
the trial, he would no longer oppofe 
the reading of the paper.—It was ac» 
cordingty read, and proved what 
Burke had allrdged* 

Ify, Burke (aia be POt iptcud Ui 
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offer any more nvritten evidence Id fup* 
port of that part of the charge which Pw 
had opened. But as Mr. Haftings had 
faid in fome minutes which were befbre 
their Lurdfhip'j, that the l'*ttm under 
the band and fral of the 
the anfwersVhich (lie h^d fern to que¬ 
ries tranfmitted to her by Mr. HafilngS, 
had been obtained by Mr. Goring in an 
unjiiflifiahle manner; as he had .dferted 
that Mr. Grjrin^ had aivcd the Begum, 
and made her lay whatever a dread of 
him infpirul, the Managers thought it 
proper to call Mr. for the pur- 

P ile of proving that be had iifed no 
threat or unbecoming iitlluenre what¬ 
ever tr) pHiCiire the tetters and anfwers 
in qucfiion. 

Mr. T.aw fald, that if the Managers 
firll produced the miniiles entered by 
Mr. HaflingR as eviden;:c againfi him- 
fclf, thefc minutes ought to be confi- 
dered as the wltnrfiit lor the profecu-- 
tion; and therefore the M.inagcrs 
lliould not bt permitted W> fdfparagc 
them, by afterwards eiutenvounng to 
prove that they were falfe- 

Mr. Burke obferved, that this was a 
paltry argument, far below the dignity 
of the learned Gentleman who had ufed 
it. Their Lordfhipa, he faid, would 
recolleft nuhcnce the Commons derived 
their evidrnce--from the records of 
the ICafl India Company, made up by 
the culprit himfelfand therefore, as 
thofe records were produced by the 
Managers as nvUneffes Aft the pro/tYu- 
tion, they were inf.idllhe Kvitnrjjls of 
tht prifonrr* The fame might be faid 
of the living witnefles who had been 
examined at the bar. There was not 
one of them, except Mr. Goring^ who 
was not a creature of the prifoner, to 
whom, with the lingle exception he had 
already made, they all owed their for¬ 
tunes. 

Mr. Goring indeed was a witnefs of 
a different defeription; he owed no¬ 
thing to Mr, Haflings ; he was no^ltis 
creature or dependant; nor did he owe 
to him a fhiUing of the fortune he pol- 
fcfl'ed. Mr, Goring, then, Was the 
only perfon who had yet been examin¬ 
ed, who might truly be called the 
witnefs of the profecutors. Between 
them and this Gentleman there was ua 
other communication orconnexionthan 
th»t which ought to fubfift between an 
honefl witnrfi and an hone/l profeeutpt^ 

The minutes recorded by Mr.*Haft- 
ings had been given in evidenre by thf 
Managers, th|t tbcir 4oedfii<ps mighl 
I, 1 u 
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fee what were the pretences under which 
he defended his conduft. But furely 
St would not be advanced by any man, 
except the learned Counfcl, that be- 
caufe the Managers had given thofe 
pg^cnces in evidences they were not to 
be aftei^ards at liberty fo fhew that 
thefe pretences wtttfalfe* 

It was at this time o’c1ock» and 
the Lords were going to rife, when 
Mr. Burke begged leave to inform them» 
that whenever they mould determine 
that Mr* Goring might be examined^ 
his examination would take up a very 
Short time; and with that examination 
the Managers intended toclofe the evi¬ 
dence in fupport of the charge relative 
to bribes, which be (Mr. Burke) had 
opened;—and that immediately after • 
Mr. Goring fliould have been examined, 
Mr. Anftrucher, one of the ManagerSt 
would open the lemainder of the 
charge- 

Mr. Burke having given this infor¬ 
mation* thtir Lordihips immediately 
adjourned* 

Fifty-Fourth Day. 

WUDNESDAV* July 8. 

The Lord Chiiicellor informed the 
Managers and the Counfcl for the De¬ 
fendant, that their LordHiips having 
taken into conlideration the ohje£tions 
ftated by the Counfcl to the requiiition 
made by the Managers# that Mr. 
Goring might be examined/' together 
with the arguments ufed by the Ma¬ 
nagers to ihew that they were entitled 
to produce evidence to lefute fume 
points contained in mmutts of Mr. 
Haiti ngs already given in evidence* 
had reiblved, that the queftions to 
which the lion. Managers wiihed to 
oDtain anfwers from Mr. Goring* ought 
vot to be put-'* 

Mr. Burke hearing this* faid that the 
Managers fuhmittcd to this deeiiion of 
the Houfe, but could by no it cans ac- 
quif^fee with i'atisfadtiion in the propriety 
of it. 

The Lord Chancellor interrupting 
him, f^d, It was the duty of the Ubufe 
to Uy down the rule of proceeding. 

J know It, my Lord/* replied Mr. 
Burke; ** and it is not lefs my duty 
than it is my inclination* to refpe^ 

V any rule which the Houie may think 

V propel to laydown, lam furc they 
fare auxh*ua to ground their lulcs 

upon the foundefi principles; and I 
am convinced they determine from 
ff tlK pureft muUycs. But when Ihf 


** precife principles which govern thefr 
determinations are not known to me, 
** it is impoffible that 1 Oiould approve 
** wbat I have no opportunity of know* 
** insr^ Every adt of this Houfe claims 
my rrfpefl ; but approbation mtift be 
** thceftedt of a thorough knowledge of 
all the grounds on which an act is 
eftahlifhed. 

** By this determination of your 
Lordihips* the Managers arc put in 
** a lituation fingularly aukward. They 
have given in evidence certain docu- 
** ments figned and recorded by the pri- 
** Toner. Thefe documents contain bis 
** fl-itements of fadls* and aflign the 
‘‘ motives for b/s condudt. In laying 
** thefe documents before your Lord- 
“ niip<;, the Manrgers meant only to 
“fhew that the piifoner had falfified 
“ the tranfddions to which they rc- 
^^lated: the Managers intended after- 
“ wards to prove that the colourings 
** given by the pnloner to thefe fads 
** wisre/aift, and nothing better than 
*'prrtiAis, to which he had been ob- 
liged to rrfoit to conceal his gmlif in 
“ the trantadions to which the Mana, 
gers alluded, and which* if ftated 
“ iruij and Jarrh, would prove the 
“ charges that bad been brought againft 
“ him.* 

“ But now* the Managers find them* 
“ feivcs flopped by your Lordfhips* rc- 
“ folution, which places them exadly 
“ in this lituation—That they originally 
“ gave in evidence certain documents 
“ proceeding fn>m the prifoner, with a 
“ view afterwards to prove that they 
contained a falfe iUterpeut of fads, 
made hy the piifoner himfelf for the 
“ purpofe concealing bis guilt : 
** hut nfsvr tliofe documents arc to re- 
** main uncontiadidcd ; and thofe very 
inftrumcntsi which were intended as 
** proofs of .bis crimes, arc now to bp 
** left as evidence of bts innocence. 

“ Your Lordfhips’ refolution ap- 
** pearing in this point, it is not fur- 
** prifing that it does not give Jatisfai^ 
tion to the Managers, who neverthe- 
“ Icfs fubmit to it with that refped 
“ which is due to an a£t of this 
llouft.*’ 

Mr. Burke having made this ftaort 
fpeech informed their LordOtips* that 
until fome nev) ground ihould occur, 
on which he might again call upon the 
Houfe to receive that evidence which 
from their tefolution this day he learnt 
they were not difpofed to admit 
be ^id not utendto oSer Any mure evi* 
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4ience for the prcfeottin fupport 9F that 
part of tbc'charge which//r had had the 
honour of opening to thrir Lordfhips. 

Mr. Law wai proceeding to enter a 
counter - proteft againit the proteft 
which Mr. Burke had entered againft 
the deciiion of their Lordihipsy but he 
was interrupted by 

The Lord Chancellor, who obferved, 
that what had been faid by the Hon. 
Manager concerned the Houfe only, 
and not the caufe in which the learned 
Counfd wasconcernedy which was fole- 
ly the defence of his client.—Whatever 
might he the opinion of the Public re- 
fpe£ting the decifions of that Houfe, it 
was the duty of their Lordfhips to de¬ 
termine according to the dictates of 
their judgment and their confcience, 
and todojuftice between the accufers 
and the accufed. 

Mr. Andruther informed the Houfe, 
thathis Hon. Colleague having con- 
jchided the fii ft part ot the charge, it had 
fallen to bis lot to open the fecond.The 
cafe which be was now going to make 
out embraced a variety of objedls, and 
would nccelfarily lead him into minute 
details, and difeuHioas of coufiderablq 
length.* 

The Lord Chancellor faid, he wifhed 
to afk the lion. Manager, wlfether it 
was in hia power to ftate to the Houfe, 
within what time hjc thought be fliould 
be able to conclude bqth his opening, 
and the evidence which he. meant to 
adduce in fupport of it. {f he under- 
ftnod right, the part »of the charge 
which he was going to open, was dif- 
%Jt\& frSm that whi^-h for fome time paft 
bad occupied the Houfe. 

His object in alking th# Hon. Mana* 
ger within what fpacc of time he 
thought he could bring thofe points to 
a concluiiout was to confult the conve- 
pience of the Court and of the parties 
concerned, as far as it could be con- 
fuUed coniiftently with public juftice. 
On the one hand, he did not wiih to de« 
lay the proceedings; and on the other, 
he would not wifh to break them off in 
the middle of an opening fpeceb. He 
would he glad, therefore, if the Hon* 
Mmager would inform the Houfe whe¬ 
ther be thought that within the fpacc 
pf two or three days be could conclude 
the evidence wt^ich was to follow bis 
jpecch. ^ 

Mr. Anftruther faidt that undoubt¬ 
edly the cafe which he was about to 
open, wasverydiftindtfrom that which 
beep cjpfc^ l^y (he ^om A^afcs; 


It referred to bribes taken by Mr. Hat* 
ings in four or five diftentnt proviiwa 
of Beng'il, ezclulive of the large Ann 
which he received at Calcutta 1 U-* 
jah Nobkilfen. 

Thefe (Ufferent bribes were fo 
being conne&ed with thofe by 

the other Hon. M^mager, that they 
were not conne£itd with one another} 
but each of them might form a feparate 
and diftin^ change. 

Id opening the cafe of thefe bribes, it 
would be his duty, he faid, to go very 
much at length into the hiftory of the 
prifoner's Adminiftration, and to detect 
the numberlefs falfchoods in which he 
had inveloped thofe acis which were 
now charged upon him as crimc:^. 

He fhould have occafion alfo to (hew 
the many dreadful confcqucncca that 
had attended, on many occaflons, the 
receipt of feveral of thofe bribes ; and 
particularly he fliould be obliged to go 
into a minute inveftigation of a fufajcA 
which had lately been treated with very 
indecent levity ; he meant the fuhfeft 
of the cruelties rxercifed by Dehy 8iag, 
in which he would prove fuch a ^rtki~ 
patioH on the part of the pripttfr^ as 
would bring home to him (he rtfpomji^ 
bility with which the Commons had 
charged him on that head. 

In what length of time he fhould be 
able to accumpliili this, he could not 
take upon hianfelf to determine. That 
would depend much upon the objec¬ 
tions which the Cotinfcl fft- the priloner 
might think proper to make to the dif¬ 
ferent articles of evidence which the 
Managers might find it neceJary to 
offer. 

He fearfd then, that however coo- 
cife he might wifh to be, it would be 
impofliblc for him to hting a walk of 
fucb extent to a conolulioii iti tbc fliort 
fpace of time meutiontd by his Lord- 
fhip. 

To whatever the Houfe fliould de¬ 
termine on the fuhjeA he was readss to 
fubmit. If they wiflicd him to pro¬ 
ceed, he would enter upon his talk im~ 
mediately* If they could Hot Cpart* fo 
much time at the prcfeni period of the 
fefTion as be thought he fhould have 
oecafton to eonfume, he did not wifh 
to put their Lordfhips to any inconve- 
pience.

finitely aggravated, when I have fecn fo 
little done, and fo much time expend¬ 
ed ; fuch a long period confumed, and 
yet not une-tenth part of one lingle Ar¬ 
ticle of the Twenty which compofe 
the Charge, -brought ,to a conclulion 
on the psrt of the profecution only. If 
five months have been thus confumed, 
what periocf, my Lords, lhall 1 efti- 
mite as neceflary for the remainder of 
the Impeachment i My life, in any efti- 
mation of it, will not be fufiicient. It 
is impoflibte that I fliould furvive to its 
clofe, if continued as it h.ie hitherto 
proceeded; and although 1 know not 
what to m^ke the fpeciiick prayer of 
my petition, 1 do bcfeech yoi^r Lord- 
fiiiph to confider what injury my health 
and my fortune muit fuftain, if it be 
your determination that I muft wait 
tilV *t lhall pieafe the juflice, the c;in- 
dour of the lion.

truth, which fooner or later will flteW 
itfelf. This, my Lords, I would have 
done, rather than have fubmitted to a 
trial, which of itfdf has been a puniih- 
ment a hundred times more fevere than 
any puniihment your Lordfhips could 
have infli£ted upon me, had 1 pleaded 
GUILTY. What muft 1 not continue 
to experience, by a life of impeach¬ 
ment i 

** And now, roy Lords, 1 beg leave 
to fuhmit my cafe to your Lordlhips, 
well knowing that if it is in your power 
to apply a remedy to the hardfhips 
which 1 have fuftained, and to tbofe 
il^hich I am yet likely to fuffer, your 
Lordfliips will do it. 1 cannot be fo 
unreafonablc as to cxpe£f that your

The [.ord Chancellor ubferved to 
Mr. llaftings, that the delay now pro- 
pofed was ftot occafioned or defi/ed by 
the Managers^ He had himfclf fug- 
geftid the idea of it, with a view to 
confult the convenience of the Huufe, 
as fir as was compuible with the ends 
of juftice s and he afliired Mr. Haft*, 
ings, that in the refolution which the

Authentic Account oFtlic Place of Interment of the latl Mr. Whit¬ 
field (the Father of Methodism; with fomc Observations ou the 
Character of that Gentleman.

corpfc of rhe late Rev. George 
Whltfield, M- a. was bulled in 
the Preft>ytei ian church at Newbury -Pot i 
in New Kngland, where hr died. Ic is a 
known fa/f at that place, tliat his corpfe 
is not putrified, hut is diicd anef paiched 
like an Egyptian mummy; and this pre- 
fervation is not the any embalm¬ 

ing I'ubfcquciit to his death. How far it 
may have been owing to thc^maiincr of 
his living in the latter pait of hislife^ 01 to 
any ocher cautes, 1 cuiinfit determine; the 
aae, that he died very iuddcnly in a 
fit of the afthma, his body being in a ple¬ 
thoric habitthe groun^ in which the 
corpfe was interred is dry; the vault is 
under the church, entirely covered from 
the weather, and is frequently opened for 
the fatisfa^lion of the curious* 

Having given this account of liis 
corpfc, 1 ihall add a few words on his 
charaffer. He was both the cau'e and 
the lubjcfl of much alcci cation during his 
life- To no man, perhaps, could that 
faying be moic juftiy applied, jMudatur 
ab hisf culpatur ab ili*s* In his youth 
he was rail], credulous, and unguarded; 
bis pailions v\eic ftiong, and his judge- 
^rnent weak; and he was iutoxicaud with 
the praiics which he received. The op- 
pofition which he met with from men of 
real woith and goodnefs, i«rvcd to put 
him on rcflcdlion; and as he grew in years, 
and in acquaintance wdth the world, and 
with himftlf too, he corrtfled his early 
intakes as far as he was able; bin at 


many things had gone abroad in print 
which could not be recidlcd, he often 
took occafion to acknowledge them with 
a Frankaefs which did him lumour. I 
have heard him in the l.ictcr pun of his 
life publicly lament the ranmeis riid fol¬ 
lies ol* his youtii, and nik pardon td (}f>d 
and man, declaring that he bt)ped all the 
remainder of bis life would be ipent la 
follow and humiliatitui for lu;> pull inii- 
condufl: and he gaic fiftiftantial evi¬ 
dence of his fmeedty in thefu dccl.iu- 
lions, of which I will mciuioB 0.1c re¬ 
markable inftancc. 

After his full coming to New Eng¬ 
land, he pubiiihcd in his Journal fume 
things refpcfljng tlic College at Cam- 
bi’idge there, which he had picked up 
by report, and which were not true. 
This gave gicat ofience, and the gen¬ 
tlemen of that fociety were obliged u> 
vindicate themfclvcs in feveral publua- 
tions, wherein lie was fcvcrcly auMHiid- 
verted upon. This chaftifement did him 
good; and being convinced of his ciTor« 
lie not only freely acknowledgi-fl it, but 
when that College fulfcrcd a heavy luls 
by hie, he cxeatd himtcif among his nu¬ 
merous friends topiocuicbcnefa aliens to 
the fociety, and at his next coming into 
the country was received and entertain¬ 
ed by that leaincd body vvith gicat ie» 
lpc 6 t. This and other evidences of hi 
finccritj ought alwayi to be rcnicm* 
beied tobh bunoui*

** up Che time of a Legifiative Aflembly." 

This was the general opinion. 

A refolucion was propofed, to permit the 
free circulation of grain within the kingdom, 
and prohibit exportation.

A religion of 
the muft rigid morality, preferves its dowi-

M. Rabaut de St. Etienne, reafonbg from

The Count de Montmorency propofed one 
from the dtclamtion of the Marquis de la 
Fayette, feuing*fuith the right of tlie Nation 
to reform the ccoUiCutiun ; which, after M 
ihort debate, fell to Cite ground.

The Reprefentativci of the Fronch Peipfo^ 
conftituted in National AHembly, OMfite- 
ing Ibac ignorance, forgetfnln^ nr con¬ 
tempt of che^glitsof Man arethe jileroftw 
of public mkfortuiies, and of the fiormption 
of Governments, h<tve refidved to fet forth n 
a folemn Declaration, die naturd, inaliena¬ 
ble, and facred Rights of Man, to the emt 
that this Decbratfon, being our.ftantly prr«« 
fent to all the Members of the Social 
may perpetually remind iliem of their Rigbta 
and Duties ; tliat Che Adis of tile Legiflativo 
and of the Executive Power, being at every 
iiiftent liable to he compared with the objefl 
of cvrry political inftitution, may be dw moto 
refpefled by tliem j ^md that the cUimsof 
the Citizen^, founded henceforward on fimpln 
and inconteihlik principles, may uniformly 
turn to the maioten.iace of the CunftitutioQ, 
and to the hsppinefs of all. 

In confequence, the National Afiembly ac¬ 
knowledge and drebre, in prefence of, and 
under ilie aufpices of tlieSupreq^a Legiflator^ 
the following Rights of tht Matt attd 

Alt. I.—All men are born, and remaiti 
free, and equal in rights | foci.d diRmftiona 
can only be founded on commtm ittility. 

Alt, 11 ,—The end of every ixilitical affu- 
ciation is the prefervation of the natural and 
rmprefcrip:ible rights of man; thefe lights 
are liberty, property, fecuriiy, and refiftanco 
CO oppreffion. 

Art. HI.—The principle of all Sovereignty 
reUiles tfrenti»tly in the Nation} no body of 
men, no iudiviilniih, can exercife any aiifho- 
ricy but what emanates expreisly from it. 

Art, IV.—Lihitrcjiconfifts in doing what¬ 
ever does not injure anoclieri accordingly, 
the exercife uf the natural rights i>f each mm 
has no other bounds but thufe w'Inch fecure 
to other members of fnciety Che enjoymene 
of the fame rights 1 thefe limits can be deter¬ 
mined only by tne law. 

Art, V.—i'fic law fhould only prohibit ac- 
tinns injurious to fcKiety. Nothing can be 
prevented but what is prohibited by Uw ; 
nor can any man be couftraiiied Co dwwh<it 
it docs not ordain. 

Art. VI.—The law is the expreftion of 
the general will; all thecitigens*have thtf 
right of concurring peefonally, or hy theiv 
reprefentntivef, in its formation; it ought lo 
be the fame for all, whether it proteAs, or 
wliecber it punlfbes. All the cit tens being 
equal in its eye, are equally admifilble to all 
pUces,employments,Bnddigniiies,accord ingctt 
their capKky; and without any other difttoe* 
lion than that of tbeir yinoei and tUfir udenft. 

Art. 
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Art. Ko mEn can be apcufed, ap- 
prebenM, or det:iinetk but in tales deter¬ 
mined hf the Uw» and nxonling to the forms 
WbNh it bai peeferibed. They wlio folicic^ 
expedite,! exeente. or caufe to be expedited, 
any arbitrary orders, fhould he puiiilhed $ 
^nbOirery^cidien« fummoned f^r apprehended 
by eiitne of the law, flinuld inAantly obey, 
and be becomes culpable by reftftanre. 

Aft«VIll.—Thelaw fliould eftablifli none 
but puniihinents firi&ily and evidently necef- 
Jiuy I and no man can be punifhed but by 
vtrtoe of a law eftabliihed and promulgated 
prior to the offence, and legally applied. 

Art. IX—Every man being prefumeil in¬ 
nocent until he fhall have been pronounced 
guilty. If it be deemed indifpenfable to ap- 
prehmJ him, every f|>ectes of rigour nut 
ahiulurely neceliai y for fecuring hispeifon, 
fbould be fcvercly prohibited by (he law. 

An. X.—No man can be diffurhed in his 
opinions, ivtm rtfipous ; provided their ma- 
nifeff;4tiun d^ not tiouble tlw public prd;r 
hy iW /aw. 

Alt. XI.—Ttie free communication of 
thoughts and^^ittions is one of the moff pre¬ 
cious rights of man. Ever)* citizen therefore 
may fieely fpenk, write and print, under 
condition of l»ing refpoiifihle for the abofe 
of that liberty in cafes piuv.ded for by the 
law. 

An XIL—The fecuricy of the righrs of 
the man and citizen renders a public fuixe 
neceflary; that force then is innitir.ed for tlie 
good of alt, and not for Hie parcxalar advan¬ 
tage of thofe to wliora it is coeo-ied. 

Arc. XUl.—For the m?iiuenance of this 
public force, add the ptlicr expences of ad- 
Riliuffrtflioii, a common contribution is tndif- 
penfahie; thtsihould eijually apportioned 
among all llie citizenry in proportion to their 
abilities. 

Alt. XIV,—Each citizen lias the right hy 
bimfeif, or his Reprefentaives, to dutermine 
the neceffity of the public contribution, freely 
to confent to it, Co attend to us employment, 
and to fix tlie quota, the mode of iiniHifuion, 
the culleAion and duration of the fame. 

Alt. XV.—Society has a right to demand 
an aeg^unt fiom every Fublic Agent of his 
Adminiffration. 

Art. XVI.—Every Society in which the 
Goaranty of thetr Rights is nut fecuied, nor 
thafepa^ion of powers toermiued, is wiib- 
oot a Cooftitutirm.

Ar TICLE XVlt. 

Property being an inconttftible and facred 
right, no man can be deprived of tt but when 
evidently called upon by public necefiity, 
legally demonffrated, and under the condition 
of a juft and previous indemnity. 

Several Members next propufed frefh ar¬ 
ticles ; but M. Bouchc moved Co fufpend all 
further proceedings rcfpedling the Declaration 
till after the Conftitution, which in Ks dif- 
cullion might probably (hew the neceffity of 
alterations and additions ; adding, ih.tc the 
great leading point .being already determined, 
it was time to quit abffraA truths for a£live 
■n& efficient regulatbins. 

This idea was generally adopted, and the 
next qufffion was, h what piiw nf the Con- 
fimthn to commence. Many Members were 
for proceeding to the immediate formation of 
the Provincial and Municipal Alfemblies, as 
neceflary to r^lorc order in the Provinces i 
Olliers, on the couitaiy, were for fetting nuc 
by fandlioning the great principles of Mo¬ 
narchical Government, feparating and limiting 
theexecwwe, legiflative, and judicial powers, 
previous to the organizaiiun of the Provin¬ 
cial Aflemblies.

Art. ill.—Ttie Executive Power refides 
cxclufively -in the hands of the King. 

Art, IT, —The Judicial Power never can 
be exercifed by the King ] and the Judges to 
whom it is entnided, are ing^pable of re - 
moval from their office during tbg t’^riod 
fixed by laW| unlefs by legal form of procefs. 

Art. V.—The Crown is ipdivifible and 
hereditary from branch to branch| from male 
to male; and in order of primogeniture.

Rome, towards Tufeany. This town was 
one of the richeit in the Pope's territories,

The hril (hock was felt on the 50th of Sep¬ 
tember, at eleven A. M. j it was preceded by 
no figns attendant on earthquakes $ it lafted 
two minutes, when the whole town was in¬ 
volved in a W'hirhvlnd of fmoke ai^ dull 
ftom the falling of houfes, churches, and 
palace^. At the firll alarm great numbers 
of the inh.thitants fled towards Rome and 
faved themfelv„s. '^ic hrll^rtadfut Hiock 
was followed by many niore,^d in the in¬ 
tervals nothing was heard but the crulhlng cf 
buildings ; the few renuiningare fo (battered 
as to be unknoM*n. ^any people were frag¬ 
ged fium the ruins half alive, and in a (hurt 
fpace of time 1000 were found dead, but the 
number of unliappy wounded^s fupi>orcd to 
exceed that confiderably, as a much greater 
mull have fuffered. Th's town was not the 
only fufTcrer, five villages in the country 
were fo totally deflroycd, tlwt not one Aone 
was left upon another; brides four convents, 
in one of wliich th^ yrcateA pait of the 
were killed.
